OUR  difFcrencc  with  the  Court  of 
Spain,  takes  the  lead  in  order  of 
time,  as  well  as  in  importance,  in  the 
hiftory  of  the  prefent  year.

poflef&ons  are  extended  into  every  quar- 
ter of  the  globe,  take  fo  comprehenfive 
a  range  in  their  line  of  adion,  that  the 
rcmoteft  nations  may  be  affeded  by  their 
confequences.

This   AibjeA  became  fo  blended,  both 
in  its  foreign  and  domeftic  parts,  with  our 

other  public  affairs,  that  it  could  not  with 
propriety  be  feparated  from  them,  which 
has  occafioned  fome  change  in  the  ufual 
arrangement  of  our  hiflory ;  the  account 
of  the  Ruflian  war,  and  other  foreign  mat- 
ters, being  now  comprized  in  the  latter 
part  of  that  article.  However  interefting 
that  war  may  be  in  its  future  confequences, 
it  languilhed  this  year  in  the  operation* 
Conquefts  were  indeed  made  ;  but  the  cir- 
cumftances  that  attended  them  were  nei- 
ther ftriking  nor  brilliant.  The  fuperio- 
rity  on  one  fide  is  fo  apparent,  and  the 
mifcondud  and  inefHcacy  on  the  other  fb 
glaring,  that  the  conteft  now  ceafes  to  be 
interefting. 

Our  domeflic  affairs  were  highly  im-> 
portant.  The  winter  produced  a  long  and 
a  bufy  feilion  of  parliament^  diftinguifhed 
by  fome  uncommon  events,  and  by  the 
number  of  public  queftions  of  greateft 
confequence,  which  were  difcufled  in  it; 
To  this  part  of  the  work  we  have  direded 
our  particular  attention,  and  hope  Qur  en- 
deavours 
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deirours  to  give  a  tolerably  clear  repreren- 
ttdoa  of  matters  fo  interefting  to  the  Pub- 
lic, hare  not  been  altogether  fruitlefs.  We 
Hull  however,  in  this  inflance,  as  in  every 
other,  have  frequent  occafion  to  claim  the 
nliial  indulgence  of  our  Readers,  and  hope 
tkey  will  believe,  that  whatever  deficien- 
cies they  may  perceive  in  other  refpedls, 
tbere  are  none  on  the  fide  of  gratitude ;  and 
tbat  it  is  as  much  our  wilh,  as  our  duty, 
to  be  able,  in  fome  degree,  to  merit  that 
favour  which  we  have  fo  long  and  fo  hap- 
pily experienced.

mit.  he  took  pofrclTion  of  Falk- 
land's Iflands,  in  the  name  of  hit 
Hritannic  Mojefly,  and  with  thofe 
forms  which  cutlom  his  elUbiifh- 
ed  on  the  taking  pofT.frion  of  nevv 
countries. 

About  the  fame  time,  or  per-

ON  the  $th  of  May»  about  four 
in  the  afternoon,  we  faw  a 
fireon  ihecoad  of  Patagonia.  Upon 
conoing  nearer,  we  faw  (even  men 
with  their  horfes.  We  could  not 
difcern  whethf*r  they  w;re  naked  or 
clothed.  When  they  perceived  that 
we  had  got  beyond  the  place  where 
they  had  made  their  fires,  they  fol* 
lowed  along  the  coaft,  mounted 
opon  their  horfes,  and  dogs  after 
ihem.  Seeing  that  we  continued 
our  courfe,  they  (houted,  but  we 
could  not  comprehend  their  mean- 
ing. The  wind  and  tide  being  in 
our  favour,  we  loft  fight  of  the  Pa- 
tagonians,  and  pafTed  the  firft  nar- 
rows. It  was  a  league  and  a  half 
over.  Between  five  and  hx  we  an- 
chored in  the  Bay  Boucaut,  at  three 
leagues  from  Cape  Gregory,  with 
ten  fathoms  water,  muddy  bottom 
of  fand  and  fmall  (he! Is,  at  the 
diftance  of  a  full  league  from  the 
land.  One  fhould  not  caft  anchor 
in  lefler  depth  of  water ;  for  the 
fca  fell  three  or  four  fathoms  in  the 
night-time.  The  coall  is  well  laid 
down  in  M.  de  Gennes'  plan. 

From  the  6th  to  the  7th,  in  the 
night,  we  again  faw  fires  on  the 
Pata^onian  coaft.  At  eight  o'clock 
this  fire  was  of  one  fide  of  us,  and 
we  diftingui(hed  fome  Patagoni^ns 
on  (bore,  by  means  of  our  fpying- 
gla(res.  The  Eagle  and  my I'eif  put 
oat  our  yawls  to  fca,  and  fent  them 
#tth  fifteen  men  well  armcd^  in- 


cluding the  offictr^  to 
where  we  faw  feven  of  til 
They  paid  our  people  i 
plimenc  in  their  own 
Our  fcamen  could  not  1 
them;  but  imagined  ti 
and  behaviour  expreflei 
fadion  at  feeing  us.  Aft 
compliments,  they  cond 
people  to  their  fires. 

Here  they  examined  tb

twitted  like  a  rope.  It  is  a 
r  a  fl>ng9  which  they  ufe 
Kteioofly  for  killing  animals 
.ng.  On  the  end,  oppofite 
which  fixes  the  round  Hone, 
I  another  done  placed,  half 
t  of  the  former,  and  clofely 
1  all  over  with  a  kind  of 
*•  Tbey  hold  tbpfmall  (lone 
r  hand  after  having  paiTrd 
id  lecween   their  fingers; 


and  then  making  a  torn  with  the 
arn?,  as  in  calling  a  fling,  they 
throw  the  weapon  at  the  animal, 
whom  they  can  reach,  and  kill  ac 
the  didance  of  four  hundred  feet. 

The  complexionr  of  the  women 
is  tolerably  clear,  for  thry  are  mach 
lefs  tanned  than  the  men,  yet  they 
are  proportioned  to  them  in  fize., 
They  are  alfo  drefl*ed  in  a  cloke,. 
wear  bu(kins,  and  a  kind  of  fmall 
apron,  which,  only  hangs  down 
half  the  length  of  their  thighs. 
They  certainly  plackout  their  eye- 
brows for  they  have  none.  Their 
hair  is  dreflfcd  in  front,  and  thejr 
have  no  hats. 

Thefe  Patngonians  are  ignorant 
of  the  padion  of  jealoufy,  at  lead 
there  is  reafon  to  think  fo,  from 
their  encour^iging  our  people  to 
handle  the  breafls  of  their  wivet 
and  danghter;,  and  making  them 
lie  promifcuonfly  with  them,  when 
I  paid  them  a  viii:  on  my  return  to 
the  Malouinel (lands. 

We  ;»ave  them  bread  which  they 
ate,  and  fome  tobacco  for  chewing 
and  fmoaking.  By  their  manner 
of  niing  it,  we  faw  plainly  it  was 
no  novelty  to  them.  They  would 
not  drink  any  wine.  When  we 
had  been  five  or  fix  hours  with 
them,  they  grew  more  familiarized. 
They  were  very  curious,  fearched 
our  pockets,  were  very  defirous  of 
feeing  every  thing,  and  examined 
us  with  attention  Irom  head  to 
foot. 

We  mounted  their  hor(es,  which 
were  equipped  with  bridle,  faddle, 
and  ftirrups.  They  ufe  both  whip 
and  fpnrs;  and  (eemed  fatisficd 
and  well  pleafed  to  fee  car  people 
ride  their  horfes.  When  I  had  a 
gun  fired  for  fignal  to  bring  our 
people  back*  they  (hewed  not  the 

kaft* 
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Kad  emotion  or  furprife.  When 
we  went  away  they  entreated  us 
ztiuch  to  llay  with  them,  giving  us 
to  underftand  by  figns^  that  they 
would  fupply  nt  with  food,  and 
though  they  had  nothing  to  offer 
Bf  at  prcfent,  yet  they  foon  ex- 
pelled fome  of  their  people  to  re- 
turn from  fporting.  Weanfwered 
them  alio  by  iignt  that  we  could 
iK>t  poffibly  ftay;  and  that  we  were 
going  direflly  to  a  certain  place, 
which  we  attempted  to  point  out 
10  them«  endeavouring  at  the  fame 
time  to  make  ihem  comprehend 
that  we  wifiicd  them  to  bring  us 
fyae  oxen  and  horfes.  \Vc  know 
not  whether  they  underllood  us. 

From  the  30th  to  the  3ifl,  the 
Bight  comibg  upon  us  unawares, 
we  came  to  our  anchorage  by  the 
light  of  two  fires  which  the  favages 
Krfd  made  for  us,  one  upon  a  moun- 
tain, the  other  upon  the  fea-fide. ' 
We  anchored  in  nineteen  fathoms, 
bbck  muddy  bottom,  with  fmall 
fhells. 

At  day-break  the  favages  (hout- 
cd,  in  order  that  we  (hould  come 
to  them.  I  put  my  yawl  and  long- 
boat to  fea  well  armed,  and  with 
prefents.  1  went  pn  (hore,  where 
I  foand  three  hundred  favages,  in- 
cluding men,  women,  and  children. 
Not  expecting  to  meet  with  fo 
many,  I  was  obliged  to  go  on 
board  again  to  fetdh  fome  more 
prefents. 

Prom  the  3iil  to  Sunday  the  firfl 
cf  June  1766,  the  wind  having 
driven  our  yaw]  from  (hore,  which 
was  cmptv,  our  people  were  under 
fome  anxiety  for  fear  of  loling  it. 
The  favages  perceiving  this,  one 
of  them  who  was  on  horfeback, 
fpurreJ  his  horfr,  and  plunged  with 
him  into  the  feti,  to  fwim  after  the 
yawl.    He  got  hold  of  it^  and 


brought  it  back  to  o«r  ttt 
Perhaps  we  who  piqoe  oarfekctfe 
much  upon  our  politenefSf  a&bi- 
lity,  and  humanity,  and  who  caU 
thefe  Patagonians  favages,  wooU 
.  hardly  have  done  fo  machfor  thcai» 
in  a  fimilar  circamftaoce. 

At  feven  in  the  moraing  tkt 
longboat  went  afliore  with  the  lel 
of  the  prefenu,  which  the  ftormy 
weather  had  prevented  na  feading 
fooner.  It  came  back  with  tUr- 
teen  of  onr  people  who  had  ftaycd 
with  the  favages  fince  yeilerday 
rooming.  They  told  mthattbcK 
Patagonian  giants  had  treated  then 
with  the  ntmoft  civUity  accordiDg 
to  their  manner,  and  given  them 
marks  of  the  fincereft  friendCbip* 
even  fo  far  as  to  invite  them  to  lie 
with  theirwives  and  daughters;  that 
they  bad  given  them  fome  flefli  of 
the  guanacos,feveraI  of  their  cloab, 
and  fome  of  their  flings;  and  the 
women  fome  of  their  neck-laces 
made  of  (hells.  They  alfo  made 
me  a  prefent  of  twelve  horlci; 
which  I  could  not  keep  far  waoc 
of  forage. 

The  piece  of  civility  moff  troi* 
blefome  to  oar  folks,  was  that  of 
being  obliged  to  lie  promifcaoailf 
among  the  Patagonians ;  who  of- 
ten lay  three  or  four  together  apoa 
one  of  our  people,  to  keep  the  cold 
from  them;  fo  that  their  maftets 
and  other  arms  became  ofelcfi. 
They  would  therefore  have  had  no 
refource  left  but  in  their  pocket- 
knives,  which  would  not  htfve  beca 
of  much  iervice  for  defending  tbefli, 
in  cafe  of  necefiity,  againft  &ve  or 
fix  hundred  men,  including  wo* 
men  and  children,  and  all  of  them 
proportionally  of  an  enormous  ftf- 
tare,  both  in  height  and  bulk. 
Each  man  or  woman,  had  one  or 
two  dogs,  and  as  many    horfes. 

They 
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They  reemed  to  be  of  a  mild  dif- 
pofition,  and  very  humane.  It 
woald  be  eafy  to  eftabli(h  a  very 
profitable  trade  with  them  for  their 
horfes  and  for  (kins  of  vicunas, 
which  are  fo  valued,  and  bear  fo 
high  a  price  in  Europe.  The  (kins 
of  gnanacoi  are  alfo  excellent,  tho' 
Botfo  fine. 


ScMi  ch/er^ations  made  oh  the  ETki- 
inanx  Indians,  as  tcell as  on  the 
natives  of  the  country  in  tbt  ncigb- 
bourbocd  cftke  Engl'ijh  fa^ory  on 
Churchill Rinter,  in  Hudfon^sBay\ 
being  txtraSisfrom  the  Journals  of 
a  voyage  made  by  order  of  the  Rcyal 
Society  to  that  river,  and  ofthir^ 
teen  months  refidence  in  that  coun- 
try, &c.  in  the  year  1768  and 
1769  ;  by  IVilliam  ff^ales. 

JULY  the  25.  as  I  was  obferving 
the  fun's  meridional  altitude, 
there  came  along  fide  of  us  three 
£(kimaux  in  their  canoes,  or,  as 
they  term  them,  Kiacks,  but  who 
had  very  little  to  trade,  except  toys. 
Nooeof  thefc  had  along  with  them 
any' weapon  that  I  faw,  except  a 
kind  of  dart,  evidently  conftrudled 
for  Tea  purpofes,  as  it  had  a  buoy 
fixed  to  it,  made  of  a  large  bladder 
blown  up. 

The  men  have  on  t^cir  le^s  a 
pair  of  boots,  made  of  feal-flcin, 
aod  foled  with  that  of  a  fra-horfe; 
thefe  come  barely  up  to  their  knees ; 
and  above  thefe  they  have  breeches 
made  of  feal,  or  deer  (kin, -much 
in  the  form  of  our  feameni  (hort 
trowfers.  The  remaining  part  of 
their  cloathing  is  ail  in  one  piece, 
much  in  the  form  of  an  Englifh 
fliifc ;  only  it  comes  but  juft  below 
the  waift-band  of  their  brecche*, 
and  has  a  hood  to  it«  like  that  of 
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a  woman's  cloak,  which  ferves  in- 
(lead  of  a  cap.     Over  thefe   they 
have  a  kind  of  foul-weather  jacket, 
made  of  the  fame  leather  with  the 
legs   of  their  boots,  which    they 
fallen  very  tightly  about  their  necks 
and  wrills  ;   and  when  they  arc   in 
their  Kiacks  (which  are  alfo   ex- 
tremely  well    defcribcd    by     Mr. 
Crantz)  are   likewife  fadened   in 
fuch  a  manner  round  the  circular 
hole  which  admits  the  m:.n's  body, 
that  not  the  leaft  drop  of  water  can 
get  into  it,  either  from  rain,  or  the 
(pray  of  the  fea. 

The  drefs  of  the  women  differs 
not  from  that  of  the  men,  except- 
ing that  they  have  long  tails  to 
their  waiftcoats  behind,  which 
reach  quite  down  to  their  heels; 
and  their  boots  come  quite  up  to 
their  hips,  which  are  there  very 
wide,  and  made  to  (land  off  from 
their  hips  with  a  (Irong  bow  cf 
whalebone,  for  the  convenience  of 
putting  their  children  in.  I  faw 
one  woman  with  a  child  in  each 
boot  top. 

As  to  their  perfons,  they  fcem 
to  be  low;  but  pretty  broad  built, 
and  inclined  to  be  fat :  their  hands 
remarkably  fmall:  their  faces  very 
bioad  and  fiat;  very  little  mouth.s 
and  their  lips  not  remarkably 
thick;  their  nofcs  fmall,  and  in« 
clined  to  what  is  generally  termed 
bottled ;  their  eyes  arc  bbck  as 
jcr,  and  their  eye- lids  fo  incuni* 
bered  with  fat,  that  they  fecm  as 
if  they  opened  them  with  dif?icul- 
ty  ;  their  hair  is  bhick,  long,  and 
ilrAight ;  and  nctwithllani^ing  that 
thcv  feem  encumbered  with  a  fu- 
perfiuilv  cf  fleOi,  they  are  remark- 
ably brifk  and  adlive ;  more  efpe- 
cially  in  the  management  of  their 
Kiacks,  which  exceeds  every  thinjr 
cf  the  kind  that  1  have  frcn.  All 
C  1  CAa 
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I  can  fay  with  regard  to  their  dif« 
pofition  is,  that  if  they  really  de- 
ferve  the  charaAer  which  aathors 
have  given  of  them,  they  are  the 
moft  complete  hypocrites  that  na- 
ture ever  formed  *. 

[We  now  proceed  to  oor  au- 
thor's account  of  the  Indians  at 
Chorchill  River.] 

They  are  of  a  middle  (jze»  but 
rather  tall  than  otherwife;  very 
fpare  and  thin  :  I  never  faw  one» 
either  man  or  woman  inclined  to 
be  flefliy ;  of  a  copper  colour,  wide 
mouths,  thick  hpped,  and  havt 
long,  ftraight,  black  hair;  of  which 
they  are  immoderately  fond,  and 
would  not  have  it  cut,  except  on 
the  death  of  a  friend,  for  any  thing 
that  yon  can  give  them  :  their  eyes 
are  black,  and  the  moft  beautiful 
that  I  ever  faw.  The  reft  of  their 
features  vary  as  thofe  of  Europeans 
do.  Their  difpofiiion  feems  to  be 
of  the  melancholic  kind  ;  good- 
natured,  friendly,  and  hofpicable 
to  one  another,  and  to  the  Euro- 


peans; and  I  believe  thcflMft  h»» 
neft  create rei  that  are  any  where  i» 
be  met  with.  They  do  not  readily 
forget  an  injary ;  bal  will  levcff 
revenge  it  whia  they  are  Mer. 
They  have  no  lawa  whereby  to  ic« 
gulate  their  conduft,  except  that 
of  reafon ;  which  in  their  fiber 
moments,  they  are  feldom  kwwa 
to  tranfgrefs.  They  converfe  ci- 
tremely  well  on  fubjeAs  which  tkcf 
underftand,  and  are  remarfcablf 
clever  in  reparteei ;  but  febm  0 
have  very  little  genius  for  arts  v 
fcience.  They  lead  an  erratic  lift, 
living  in  tents,  as  all  people  nul 
do,  whofe  fubfiftence  depends  es* 
tirely  on  hunting. 

They  are  not  without  feme  no- 
tion of  religion,  but  it  is  a  fe7 
limited  one.  They  acknowledge 
two  Beings ;  one  the  author  of  ul 
good,  the  other  of  all  eriL  Tlie 
former  they  call  Ukkemakp  wbidi 
appellatiod  they  alfo  give  10  their 
chiefs;  and  the  latter  chey  ciD 
Wittikah.    They  pay  feme  {iortof 


*  It  may  not  be  amlfs  to  obferve  l>ere,  that  I  have  had,  whilft  at  Chuxdill^ 
an  exceeding  good  opportunity  of  learning  the  difpcfition  of  thofe  peopk  { is 
tliere  are  fevcral  of  them  come  almoft  every  year,  by  their  own  free  viU,  a 
refide  at  the  fa^lory  j  and  can  with  truth  aver,  that  never  people  lels  deftrnd 
the  epithets  of  *<  treadierous,  cruel,  fawning,  and  fufpicious  $*'  the  coanvy 
of  which  is  remarkably  true  in  every  particular.

member the  circumftance  afterwarcis.  Mr.  Ellis  obfervet^  **  That  thsy  ta 
**  apt  to  pilfer  frcrni  ftr angers,  eaiily  encouraged  to  a  degree  of  boldnefs}  bal 
**  as  eafily  frightened/*  Now  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  be  would  but 
conveyed  a  much  better  idea  of  them  if  he  had  exprefled  himlelf  thus  x  Tbcf 
are  bold  and  enteqirizing  even  to  enthufiafm,  whilft  there  is  a  probibiUty  H 
fuccei's  crowning;  their  endeavours  $  but  wife  enough  to  diSiii,  when  incvinbk 
deftru6lion  ft  arcs  them  in  the  face. 

Peihaps  few  people  have  a  greater  genius  for  arts,  which  (hews  it^  ia 
every  one  of  their  implements,  but  particularly  in  their  boatt«  harpoons,  dartl^ 
bows  and  fnow-eyes,  which  laft  ai-e  moft  excellently  contrived  for  prefini*| 
the  eyes  from  the  eifeil  of  the  foow  in  the  fpring.  But  a  volume  might  It 
written  on  ihefc  fubje^Sy  and  perhaps  not  uneutcrtaining.

dred  of  them  all  relations  of  the 
great  fun,  their  common  fbvereign* 
who  carried  on  his  breaft  the  image 
of  the  fan,  from  whom  he  pretend- 
ed to  trace  his  origin,  and  which 
was  adored  under  the  name  of  Wa- 
chil,  which  fignifies,  the  great  fire, 
or  the  fapreme  fire. 

The  manner  inwhith  tbeNatchea 
rendered  divine  fervice  to  the  fan, 
has  fomething  folema  in  it.  Tho 
high* prieft  got  up  before  fa n-rifing, 
and  marched  at  the  head  of  the  peo- 
ple with  a  grave  .pace,  and  the  ca« 
lamet  of  peace  m  his  hand;  he 
fmoked  in  honour  of  the  fan,  and 
blew  the  firft  moothfol  of  fmoke  to- 
wards him.  On  the  appearance  of 
that  luminous  body,  all  the  by- 
ftanders  began  to  howl  by  tuma 
after  the  high-prieft,  and  contem- 
plated it  with  their  arms  extended 
to  heaven.  Then  they  threw  them- 
felves  on  the  ground;  and  their 
women  brought  their  children,  and 
taught  them  to  keep  in  a  devout 
attitude. 

About  their  harveft  time,  which 
happened  in  July,  the  Natches  ce- 
lebrated a  great  feaft.  They  begaa 
with  blacking  their  faces;  and  did 
not  eat  till  three  hours  after  noon, 
having  previoufly  purified  them- 
felves  in  the  baths;  the  oldeft  maa 
in  the  nation  then  ofiFered  to  their 
deity  the  firft  fruits  of  their  crops. 

They  had  a  temple  in  which  they 
kept  up  an  eternal  fire ;  the  priefts 
took  great  care  to  preferve  it,  and 
for  this  pnrpofe  they  were  only  aU

tion,  and  the  negledful  priefts  were 
puni(hcd  with  death  :  but  fuch  an 
event  happened  very  feldom  ;  for 
the  keepers   of  this   celeftial    fire 
could  ealily  renew  it,  by  fetching 
comn-.on  fire  under  pretext  of  light- 
ing  ihcir  calumets ;  for  they  were 
not  allowed  to  employ  the  holy  fire 
for  that  ufe. 

When  their  fovereign  died,  he 
was  accompanied  in  the  grave  by 
his  wives,  and  by  feveral  of  his 
fubjedls.  Theleffer  Suns  took  care 
to  follow  the  fame  cuftcm;  the  law 
likewife  condemned  every  Natchez 
to  death,  who  had  married  a  girl 
of  the  blood  of  the  Suns,  as  fooo 
as  fhe  was  expired.  On  this  oc- 
cafion,  I  mull  tell  you  the  hiilory

When  Charles  difappointed  the 
bill  of  exclufion.  Lord  RufTel  faid,

what  he  onlv  faid,  EiTex  and  Sid- 
ney would  nave  done.  EfTcx  had 
been  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
and  at  the  head  of  the  Treafury; 
bat  threw  every  honour  of  govern- 
ment behind  him,  bccaufe  he  pre- 
ferred the  people  to  the  King. 
Sidney  had  been  adlive  equally  in 
parliament,  and  in  the  held,  a- 
£ainft  Charles  the  Fird,  as  long 
as  that  Prince  was  an  objedl  of 
terror;  but,  when  he  was  appoint. 
cd  to  be  one  of  his  judges,  he  re- 
/nfed  to  trample  upon  an  enemy 
who  could  no  longer  defend  him- 
felf.  He  checked  and  prevented 
fosie  attempts  again  (I  the  life  of 
Charles  H.  while  a  youth.  He 
oppofed  Cromwell,  from  the  fame 
hatred  of  arbitrary  power,  which 
had  made  him  rebel  againll  his  fo- 
▼ereign.  After  the  reftoration,  he 
fobmitted  to  a  voluntary  banifli- 
jnenc  during  Hxteen  years;  be- 
caufe  he  did  not  eflcem  that  to  be 
any  longer  his  country,  from 
which  he  thought  liberty  had  fled. 
He  returned  to  England,  only  with 
a  view  to  pay  the  lad  duties  to  his 
father,  the  Earl  of  Leiceiler,  who 
was  dyings  and  then  to  quit  it  for 
ever:  fiat,  drawing  in  with  his 
native  air  that  fpirit  of  party, 
which  fcarce  any  Briton  can  refilt, 
he  altered  his  intention,  and 
plonged  into  all  the  cabals  of  the 
'popular  leaders  in  parliament. 
He  had  received  a  pardon  from 
Charles  the  IL  for  his  offences  a* 
gain  (I  government;  but,  like  Bru- 
ia$,  he  thought  that  no  obligati- 
ons to  hifflfelf  coald  ihake  off  thofe 


which  he  owed  to  his  comitrf. 
The  high  rank  of  the  Duke  of 
Monmouth,  with  his  ftill  higher 
popularity  in  the  nation,  made 
thefe  men  receive  him  into  their 
councils,  who  was  at  this  time 
particularly  irritated  by  the  af- 
fronts, which  had  been  lately  put 
upon  him.  Effex  introduced  into 
the  fame  councils  Lord  Howard, 
who,  forgetting  the  nobility  of 
his  blood  amidfl  republican  no« 
tions,  had  fate  as  a  commoner  in 
one  of  Cromwell's  parliaments;  a 
man  again  whom  RufTef,  though 
his  near  relation,  had  long  enter- 
tained an  averfion  ;  eiiher  from  an 
antipathy,  which  nature  fometimes 
gives  men  againit  their  bane,  or 
from  the  common  repugn;.nce 
which  people  of  filent  tempers 
have  to  the  loquacious.  But  How- 
ard affumed  merit  from  his  late 
fufferings,  and  his  continual  com- 
plaints of  them  were  accounted 
pledges  of  his  finccrity. 

By  longfocieiy  in  party,  the  fi-n- 
timenis  of  thefe  men  in  politics 
had  come  to  be  the  fame;  and,  as 
often  happens  to  men  of  fimilar 
fentiments,  they  believed  that 
their  ohjedts  were  the  fame  too, 
although  they  were  very  different* 
RuiTe],  Effex,  and  Hampden,  in. 
tcivded  to  make  no  further  ufeof 
infurredlion,  than  to  exclude  the 
Duke  of  York,  and  to  fix  the 
barriers  of  the  conftitution  with 
precifion.  Sidney  aimed  at  the 
delirudion  of  monarchv,  and  on 
its  ruins  to  found  that  republic, 
which  in  imagination  he  ad(;rcd. 
Monmouth  hoped,  amiJll  public 
dillraftionF,  to  pave  a  way  for 
himfelf  to  the  ihrnnr.  [lovard, 
with  luxuriant  eloquence  and  wit, 
adopted  the  views  of  each  particu. 
lar  pcrfoc,  and  incited  all  to  vi. 
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gour  and  aAiop«  feeling  for  mo- 
jnentt  what  they  felt  through  life. 
Although    thefe     perfous    dif- 
liked  Shaftefbory^  they  all»  except 
Sidney,   who  fcorned    the    inter- 
conrfe,  entered  into  a  commoni- 
cation  of  meafures  with  him,  be- 
caufe  they  ftood  in  need  of  hit  vaft 
party  in  the  city,  which  was   as 
daring  as   himfelf.     SbafteA>ury's 
only    objed  was   revenge.      For, 
having  lately  informed  the  Duke 
of    York,    that   the  Dutchefs   of 
PortfmOQth  had  prevailed  upon  the 
Ktng»  to  get  her  fon  named   his 
fucceflbr  by  parliament;  and  hav- 
ing offered  to  communicate  other 
fecrett  to  the  Duke,  if  he  would 
pardon  what  was  paft»  the  Duke 
broke  off    the    converfation,    by 
faying  coldly,  **  My  Lord  Shaftef- 
**  bury,  you  ftand  more  in  need  of 
"  the    King's    pardon,    than    of 
*'  mine."     Lord   Grey,  endowed 
with  the  knowledge  of  letters  and 
arts,  but  who  hid  under  it  a  foul 
void  of  the  virtue  to  which  that 
knowledge  is  allied ,  joined  the  con- 
fpiracy;  a  man  from  whofe  looie 
life  no  generous  enterprize  was  ex- 
pelled.    A  jury  had  lately  found 
him  guilty  of  debauching  his  wife's 
fiiler,  a  daughter  of  a  noble  family  ; 
but,  in  the  noife  of  public  diftrac- 
tions,  he  hoped  to  make  hi:,  private 
vices  be  forgot  by  the  world  and 
himfelf.     Sir  Thomas  Armllrong, 
equally  carelefs,  but  more   inno- 
cent»    followed   his  example:  He 
had  been  Colonel  of  the  guards. 
Gentleman  of    the  horfe   to   the 
King,  the  attendant  of  all  his  for- 
tunes, 'and   a    companion    in    his 
pl^'afures:    But    the    fame   focial 
difpofition,    which    had    attached 
him   f  rmerly    to   the   father,   at- 
tached him  now  to  the  Ton.     Thefe 
were  joined  by  Trcnchard,  who 


had  made  the  motioD  fbrthchiB 
of  exdufion  in  the  lioile  <rf  oo» 
mons,  and  who  exhibited  in  his 
perfon  an  exainple»  CDaBoa 
enoueb  in  public  life*  of  great po^ 
litical,  but  of  little  perionti  cou- 
rage. Major  Wildmaii*  m  fiokil 
republican,  who  had  heca  aa  agip 
tator  in  CromwelPa  arn/*  Rjib« 
fey^  one  of  Cromwell'a  coloacb^ 
whofereputat:«:a  ai  a  brave  bloat 
foldier  was  higb»  and  Fergofi»»  a 
Scotchman,  and  diflenting  cleigy* 
man,  remarkable  for  ierving  mi 
party,  and  faving  himfelf^  »  dl 
plots,  were  the  only  perfooi  of 
inferior  note  who  were  admittel 
to  the  cabals.  Their  sieetiDgs 
were  held  chiefly  at  the  honfe  of 
one  Shepherd,  a  wine-merchaat  ia 
the  city,  and  who  waa  accooaied 
an  humble  and  difereet  depeft^ 
dent;  a  dangerous  charafiertobe 
trufted  with  the  (ecreta  of  the 
great,  in  confpirades*  The  not 
formidable  of  the  conipiracora  weie 
EfTcx,  Sidney,  and  Hampden: 
partly  becaufe  they  were  deter- 
mined deifis,  and  partly  becaefc 
they  who  believe  they  have  a  rigk( 
over  their  own  lives»  are  aiwaji 
mailers  of  thofe  of  other  men.  Bat 
Hampden,  formed  rather  for  tlie 
detail  of  oppofition  in  parliameai^ 
than  for  toe  great  ftrokei  of 
faction  in  the  (late,  althoagk 
eminent  when  compared  with  o- 
ther  perfons,  had  neither  the  t^ 
lents  nor  the  virtues  of  the  two 
former.  Ruflel  invited  Lord  Ca« 
vendifh,  the  friend  whom  he  loved 
mod,  to  join  the  party,  Caveo- 
di(h,  who  thought  the  projednlh 
and  premature,  refufed;  and  ad- 
vifed  Ruflel  to  retreat,  if  hecoold 
without  difhonour^  but  to  proceed, 
if  he  could  not. 
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M^thoat  explaiftioe  themfelvet 
to  each  other  apon  the  ends  they 
propofedy  the  confpirators  agreed 
upoa  an  iofurredion.  Shaftef- 
hnry,  who  had  beea  accuftooied 
to  citjr-tomohs  from  his  earlieft 
Toathy  prefled  for  its  being  begun, 
and  withoBt  lo(«  of  time,  in  the 
cicy»  where,  as  he  exprefled  him- 
Mf,  *'  He  had  10,000  briflc  boys 
'*  ready  to  ftart  np  at  a  motion  of 
*«  his  finger.*'  Monmouth,  who 
dcfpifed  the  cidsens,  becaufe  he 
had  been  accullomed  to  regular 
troops,  thought  the  country  the 
Biore  proper  fcene  of  aAion  at 
iLffk;  «*  Becaufe/'  he  faid,  «  if 
**  the  King's  troops,  which  were 
^  oaly  about  5000  men,  and  at 
•^  that  time  all  quartered  in  Lon. 
'<  don,  (hould  march  out  to  quell 
**  the  infurredion,  the  capital 
<'  would  be  left  unguarded;  or, 
**  if  they  continued  in  town 
'*  to  over-awe  it,  the  infurgcnts 
"  would  increafe  in  numbers  and 
"  courage  in  the  country."  At 
lail,  it  was  igreed,  that  in  order 
10  create  the  greater  diftradion, 
the  attempt  (hould  be  made  both 
in  towB  and  in  the  country  at  the 
lame  time*  For  this  purpofe, 
Shafteibury  undertook  to  raife  the 
city,  which  he  had  divided  into 
twenty  parts,  having  fixed  the  com- 
■nanders,  and  they  the  men  under 
them,  who  were  to  aA  in  each  di- 
▼ifioa;  though  partly  from  fufpi- 
ciooy  and  partly  through  pride, 
Jie  refufed  to  give  in  liib  of  his 
aflbciates.     Monmouth  engaged  ro 

CKvail  upon  Lord  Maccles6eld, 
rd  Brandon,  Lord  Delamer, 
and  Sir  Gilbert  Gerard,  to  make 
an  infnrredtion  in  Cheihire;  and 
Lord  RuOitl,  that  Sir  William 
Courtney,  who  was  tenderly  at- 
uchsd  to  him.  Sir  Francis  Drake, 


and  other  gentlemen  in  the  wed, 
ihonld  raife  another  in  the  weftera 
countries.  Trenchard  gave  afTur- 
ances,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  difaffeAed  town  of  Taunton 
(hould  be  in  arms  at  a  minute's 
warning.  Shaftefbury  was  defired 
to  conned  the  p^ny  with  the  dil- 
contented  Scotch,  and  with  the 
Earl  of  Argyle,  becaufe  he  v. .is 
conneded  with  them  hinn'cir, 
Monmouth,  Grey,  and  Arml'.''j..;> 
at  one  time,  and  NViidman  at  ario. 
ther,  furveyed  the  guardf,  to  ob- 
ferve  how  they  might  be  fecured. 
The  general  alarm  which  was  in- 
tended  to  have  been  given  at 
Michaelmas, in  the  year  1682,  was 
deferred  from  time  to  time,  by 
different  accident^.  It  was  once 
fixed  for  Queen  £lizr.bcth's  birth- 
day, the  17th  of  November  of  that 
year,  becaufe  that  Princefs  had 
carried  the  glories  of  the  Englifh 
name  as  high,  as,  they  laid, 
Charles  and  his  brother  had  laid 
them  low.  But,  afterwards,  it 
occuring,  that  moft  of  the  guards 
were  that  day  put  upon  duty,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  diforders  in 
the  ftrects,  with  which  it  was 
nfually  accompanied,  the  time 
was  put  off  until  the  Sunday  fol- 
lowing; becaufe  on  a  Sunday, 
the  flrcets  could  be  crouded  with 
mechanics,  without  giving  fufpi- 
cion.  But  Fergufon,  afligning  a- 
nother  reafon  for  the  change,  told 
fome  of  his  aHbciates  in  the  city, 
•«  That  the  fandity  of  the  wcrk 
was  fuitcd'  to  the  /andlty  of  the 
day." 

But,  as  it  is  impoinble  to  check 
the  ardour  of  confpirators,  and 
efpecially  in  a  country  whi-re  e- 
ytry  man  glories  in  thinking  for 
himfelf,  a  great  number  of  thafe 
whom  Shafteibury  had  deftineJ  for 
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the  alarm  in  the  city«  becomiog 
tired  with  delays,  entered  into  a 
combination  to  afTailinate  the  King 
and  the  Duke,  Rumfey,  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Walcot,  one  of  the  offi- 
cers who  had  guarded  Charles  I. 
to   the    fcaffbld;    Ruinboldy    for. 
nerly  a  lieutenant  in    the  repub- 
lican   fervice^    and    now  a  inaU 
Her,  who,  from  the  boldneis  of  hit 
fpirit,  and  the  lofs  of  an  eye,  paiT- 
ed  among  his   aiTociateSy   by   the 
rame  of  Hannibal \  Goodenough, 
one   of    the   late   popular  unaer- 
fhcrifFs   of    London;    Ayloffe,    a 
lawyer,  whofe  aunt  had  been  mar- 
ried   to    Chancellor    Clarendon; 
Hollow jy,    a    merchant;    Roufe, 
who  had  fo  lately  efcaped  the  face 
ofColIedge;  and  Fergufon;  were 
the   moil  adlive  pariitans   in    this 
fubordiiiate     concert.       Fcrguion 
took  advantage   of  his  profeffion, 
to  remove  any  fcrupies  which  re- 
mained with  his  companions,  by 
afluring  them  that  the  fixth  com- 
mandmcmt  made  it  their  duty  to 
take  away  two  lives,  in  order  to 
fave   thofe    of    thoufands,    which 
muft    be   loft  in    an   infurre^ion. 
Wich    the    favage    pretentions    to 
jullice,    which    often    accompany 
public  reformation^   when    undejc- 
taken  by  the  lower  orders  of  man- 
kind, the  inferior  tribe  of  confpi- 
rators  rei*  Ived   to   put  the  mayor 
and  Iheriffs  to  death,  and  hang  up 
their    fkins    in    Guildhall,    as  ex- 
air p!es  to  their  fucceHbrs;  and  to 
mark    VVcftminfter-hall,     and    the 
hoafc    of  commons,    wiih    fimilar 
m'»nujrials    of  their    ref'ntment  a* 
giiifift    pr-rticiiiiir  jod^e";  and  mem- 
hvrs  of  paiianjcnr.     But  \\\?y  dif- 
fcrt'd,  'iiiiong  iln'mfeives   upon  the 
merhoJ  ot  executing  ihfir  purpofe 
aj^ainft   tiip  King  ar»d   his   brother, 
parily  from  the  faroe  idea  of  con. 


nedling  the  appearaice  of  jifict 
with  the  manner  of  their  deatk, 
and  partly  from  that  defire  of  iau 
punity  which  fro  Urates  moftdefpe- 
rate  adlions.     Some    propofed  to 
kill    them  at    the  Lord   Mayor's 
feaft,  in  the  view  of  that  dty  whidi 
they  had  injured  ;  others  to  do  it 
in  the  ftreets  dariog  night,  while 
the   Princes  were  paying  ••  lc#d 
vifits,"    as  they   were   called*  in 
their  chairs.     But    the  former  of 
thefe  projeds,  becaufe  too  public* 
was    thought    to    be    daogeroos; 
the  other,  becaufe  private,  appeu* 
ed  liable  to  midakes.     Among  o- 
ther  fchemes,  it  was  fuggefted,  td

<'  callings."     At    laft    Rumbold. 
who,  for  the  ufe  of  his  trade,  pof- 
fefTed  a  farm  called  the  Rye-buu(e^ 
between  London  and  Newmarket,

Rumbold  eicprcITcd  his  concern  at

9t  of  the  great  alone,  but 
the  meaneil  of  the  people, 
^  the  ffioft  diforderly  paffions, 
iKife  paffions  were  rendered 
are  oagoarded  through  the 
ftroag  liquors,  by  which 
mttf  in  party  was  kept  up, 
lb  loi^g  lie  concealed.  At 
,  ia  the  beginning  of  June 
fcar  168^  one  Keyling,  a 


falter,  who  had  been  fo  daring  at 
to  take  into  cuftody  the  Lord 
Mayor,  in  the  late  difputes  con* 
cerning  the  city-eledions,  and  who 
was,  on  that  account  under  fear 
of  the  more  grievous  profecution, 
gave  information  to  the  fecretary 
of  Hate,  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins,  of 
the  aiTafliuation-plot,  in  which  he 
was  himfelf  engaged,  ufmg  the  ftals 
pretence  of  all  informers,  that  his 
confcience  obliged  him  to  do  fo. 
But,  as  accounts  of  plots  were  a^ 
that  time,  by'reafon  of  their  fre- 
quency, little  regarded,  hnrdlyany 
attention  was  paid  to  him  :  He, 
therefore,  engaged  his  brother  to 
overhear  a  treafonable  converfa- 
tion  between  him  and  Goodenongh, 
and  to  relate  it.  In  the  mean  time, 
fome  of  his  aflbciates,  who  had  ob- 
ferved  him  waiting  about  Whiif- 
hall,  charged  him,  at  oce  of  their 
meetings,  with  having  been  there. 
Rumbold  prepared  inltantiy  to  dif- 
patch  him,  but  was  prevented  by 
the  rei\,  who  were  moved  by  his 
tears  and  oaths  of  fidelity  :  From 
the  meeting  he  ran  diredly  to  the 
frcretary'b  office,  where  the  fight  of 
the  terrors  under  which  he  ftill 
ihook,  removed  all  fufoicion  of 
the  finceriey  of  his  information. 
Upon  this,  fome  of  the  lower  clafs 
of  aiTaflins  were  feized,  and  re- 
wards publiflied  for  feizing  more. 
But,  as  thefe  knew  nothing  of  the 
cabals  of  their  fuperiors,  and  their 
fuperiors  knew  as  little  of  theirs, 
the  great  men  continued  in  their 
houfcs,  opprefled  rather  with  anxi- 
ety than  with  fears. 

At  lalt,  the  blow  came  from  two 
men,  from  whole  profefiion  it  was 
Icatt  to  be  expe^ed.  Colonel  Rum* 
iey  furrendered  himfelf,  and  be- 
came evidence:  Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Walcot  wrote  a  letter  from  his 

Hiding* 
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biding-place  to  the  fecretary  of 
flare,  in  u-hich  he  offered  alfo  to 
make  a  difcovery,  and  magnified 
the  importance  of  the  plot:  an 
offer  which  he  afterwards  retraAcd» 
when  he  heard  what  Rumfey  had 
done;  perceiving  the  difgrace  of 
)iis  own  condu^,  when  he  faw  it 
in  that  of  another.  Rumfey  gave 
information  of  the  meetings  at 
Shepherd's.  Shepherd  was  fent 
for;  when  threatened,  told  all  he 
knew,  at  might  have  been  expell- 
ed, and  confirmed  the  evidence  of 
Rumfey. 

Lord  RuHel  was  the  firft  of  the 
great  who  was  ordered  to  be  fearch- 
cd  for.  He  was  taken  into  culiody 
by  t  roeflenger  who  had  walked 
long  before  his  door ;  whether  from 
accident,  or  from  the  man's  defire 
to  let  him  efcape,  is  uncertain. 
He  was  found  neither  preparing 
for  flight,  nor  hiding  himfelf,  but 
fitting  in  his  iludy.  So  foon  as  he 
was  in  cuflody,  he  gave  up  all 
hopes  of  life,  knowing  how  ob- 
noxious he  was  to  the  Duke  of 
York ;  and  only  ftudied  to  die 
with  decency  and  dignity.  When 
brought  before  the  council,  here, 
fufed  to  anfaer  any  thing  that 
might  cfFt'ft  others:  With  regard 
to  himfelf,  he  confcfTed  fome  things 
with  candour ;  and,  in  denying 
others,  ihewed  what  difiiculty  a 
man  of  Ori^  honour  finds,  to  dif- 
tinguifh  between  concealing  truth 
and  expreiling  a  falfehood.  Lord 
Grey  followed  him,  but  in  a  man- 
ner far  different,  denying  all  he 
knew  with  imprecations,  and  ex- 
posing, by  his  clamours  and  info- 
lence,  that  guilt  and  fear  which 
they  were  intended  to  conceal. 
The  vivacity  of  his  fpirits  however 
fupplied  him  with  expedients,  by 
which  he  made  his  t fcape^  the  fame 


nighr,  from  the  bands  of  the  met 
fenger.     EfTex  was  at  hu  coantry- 
houfewhen  he  heard  the  fate  of  his 
friend,  and  could  have  made  his 
efcape;     but,    when     prefled  to 
make  it  by  thofe  around  him,  he 
anfwered,  "  His  own  life  was  not 
"  worth  faying,  tf|    by  drawing 
*'  fufpicion  upon  Lord  Roflel,  it 
"  could  bring  his  life  into  danger." 
Monmouth    had  abfconded ;  bat, 
aduated  by  the  fame  geoeroos  mo- 
tive with  EfTex,  he  fent  a  meflage 
to  Ruffel,  when  he  heard  be  was 
feized,  *<  That  he  would   fonea- 
**  der  himfelf,  and  fliare  his  faie^ 
**  if  his  doing  (b  could  be  of  ofe 
**  to  him."      Ruifel    anfwered  la 
thefe  words,    "  It  will   be  no  id- 
**  vantage  to  me  to  have  my  friends 
"  die  with  me."    The  anxiety  of 
Howard,  who  ran  every  where,  aad 
to  every  body,  denying  the  tralb 
of  the  plot,  and  proteSing  bis  ia* 
nocence,  drew  fufpicion  upon  Urn. 
He  was  found   hid  in  a  chimaqri 
covered  ^ith  foot;  a  lurking  bob 
fuited  to  its  inhabitant.    He  ihook, 
fobbed,  and  fell   a-crying.    Wkei 
brought  before  the  King  and  codO' 
cil,  he,  for  a  while,  maintaiocd  a    ' 
filencc,    the   effeQ  of  ftupor,  a^ 
which  was  at  firft  miftaken  for  for* 
titude.      But  when    he  recovered 
himfelf,  he  deiired  to  fpeak  inpri« 
vate  with    the  King  and    Dakcj 
and,  falling  en  his  knees  totbein, 
poured  out  all  he  knew.     In  cos* 
fequence  of  his  infornnatioD,EflaCt 
Sidney,  Hampden,  Armftrong,acd 
many  others,''were  feized.     Sidney 
appeared  before   the  council  widt 
llmplicity  of  behaviour,  difcoter- 
ing  neither  figns  of  guilt,  nortke 
afteflation  of  innocence.    He  rt* 
fufed  to  anfwer  thequeftionswhidi 
were  put  to  him  ;  and  told  tbeia» 

if  they  wanted   evidence  agaist 
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liim,  they  ipnft  find  it  from  otbers 
than  hifnf:»ir.  Baiilie  of  Jcrvicf^ 
wood  was  offered  his  life,  if  he 
would  confenc  to  turn  cvidrnce: 
Hefmiledy  and  faid,  •*  They  who 
••  can  make  fuch  a  propofal  to  mc, 
*'  know  neither  me  nor  my  coun- 
••  try." 

Walcot  Roufe,   with  another  of 

the  intended  afTiflins,  having  been 

previoufly  tried  and  condemned,  in 

order,  by  bringing  the  afTafTi nation 

immediately  before  the  eyes  of  the 

public^  to  raife  the  public  horror, 

mnd    afterwards    to   confound,  in 

that  horror,  the  infurredlion  with 

the  aflaflination.  Lord  Ruflel  was 

bron^ht  next  to  his  trial;  the  fighs 

of   his    country    attending    him. 

The  King  and  the  Duke,  from  a 

coriofity  on  worthy  of  their  rank, 

had  gone  to  the  Tower,    on  the 

inorniog  of  his  trial ^   to  fee  him 

pafs.      Eifex  was  at  that  time  con- 

fined  to  the  fame  chamber  of  the 

Tower    from    which   his    father. 

Lord   Capel,    had    been    l-^d     to 

deaths    and   in   which    hi-  wife's 

grindfathery    Lord    Norihumber- 

landy    had    infli^ed    a  voluntary 

death  apon  himfelf.     When  he  faw 

his  friend  carried  to  what  he  reck- 

oned  certain  fate,    their  common 

enemies  enjoying  the  fpeftacle,  and 

refleAed»  that  it  was  he  who  had 

forced  Lord  Howard  upon  the  con- 

£dence  of  Ruflel,  he  retired,  and, 

by  a  Roman  deaths  put  an  end  to 

his  mtfery. 

When  Rnifel  came  into  court* 
he  defired  a  delay  of  his  trial  until 
next  day :  becaufe  fome  of  his 
witoefles  could  not  arrive  in  town 
before  the  evening.  Sawyer  the 
attorney-general*  with  an  inhu- 
mane repartee,  anfwered,  *'  Eut 
• «  yon  did  not  intend  to  have  gran  t- 
«<  ed  the  King  the  delay  of  one

"  hour  for  faving  his  life;"  and 
refufed  his  confent  to  the  rcqueft. 
RufTel    having  afked  leave  of  the 
court,  that  notes  of  the  evidence^ 
for  his  ule  mighc  be  tak^n  bv  the 
hand  of  another;   the  nir-iru  y.-r- 
neral,    in    order    lc>    pr-'ven:    h::n 
from  getting  the    aid  of  ^  'incil, 
told  him,  he  might  ufc  tbc  h-.nd 
of  one  of  his  fcrvants  in  wrifhig  if 
he   pleafed.     ••  I   aflc  none,"  an- 
fwered  the  prifoner,  **  but  that  of 
•*  the  Lady    who    fits    by    me,*' 
When  the  fpcflators  at  thefe  words 
turned  their  ey^s,  and  beheld  the 
daughter    of   the  virtuous  South- 
ampton, rifing  up  toafliilhcr  Lord 
in   this    his    uttermoft    dillrefs,   a 
thrill  of  anguifh  ran  through  the 
aflembly.     But  when,  in    his  de- 
fence, he   faid,   •'  There   can   be 
"  no  rebellion  »o*w,   as  in  former 
**  times,  for  there  are  nozv  no  great 
*'  men  left  in  England^"  a  pang 
of  a  different  nature  was  felt  by 
thofe  who  thought  for  the  public* 
Howard  was  the  chief  witnefs  a- 
gainft   him.       Ruflel,    refpedling 
their  common  relation,  heard  hint 
without  tigns  of  emotion  ;  though, 
when  the  report  of  Lord  EfTex't 
death    was    brought    into  court, 
and  being  whifpered  from  ear  to 
ear,     at     lall     reached    his,    he 
burll  into  tear*.     Soon  after.  Lord 
Howard,  while  he  pronounced  the 
nnme  of  Lord  Eflex,  pretending  to 
cry   for  his    memory,    at  a  time 
when   he  was,   without  concern, 
bringing  death    on  his    furviving 
friend,  made  the  contraft  between 
genuine  and  aiTecled  padion,  vir- 
tue    and     di  (honour,     complete, 
Jeffreys,  in  his  fpecch  to  the  Jury, 
turned  the  untimely  fate  of  Effcx 
into  a  proof  of  his    confcioufncfs 
of  the  confpiracy,   in  which  both 
friends  had  been  engaged.     Pem- 
D  berton. 
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bertoBy  who  prefidrd  as  chief  juf-  in^  wiih  his  wife  and  infffBNcbiin 
tice»  behaved  to  the  prifoner  with  drrn,  and  with  his  friend  Lord 
a  candour  and  decorum  feldom  Cavendifh,  preferved  the  dignity 
found  in  the  judges  of  this  reign»  of  his  rank  and  charaAer.  Wuh 
or  the  next.  RulTel,  in  the  con-  a  deep  and  noble  filence;  with  i 
duft  of  his  defence,  did  not  avow  long  and  6xed  Ioek»  in  which  tu 
the  intended  infurredlion,  left  it  ' 
might  hurt  his  friends  who  re- 
mainejl  to  be  tried  ;  nor  deny  it, 
lelt^c  ftiould  injure  his  own  ho- 
noar.  Hence  it  was  thought  by 
many,  that  his  appearance  at  his 
trial  did  not  correfpond  with  this 
former  luftre  of  his  life :  But  thofe 
who  knew  his  Htuation  faw,  that 
he  chofe  to  make  the  fn^atl  re- 
mains of  his  life  rather  nfeful  to 
ocherr,  than  ^Urious  to  himfelf. 
The  proof  again  it  him  was  not  fo 
ftrong  as  might  have  been  expell- 
ed; yec  the  jury  found  him  guil- 
ty.  Treby,  Ac  recorder,  who 
had  been  embarked  deeply  with 
Lord  Shafiefbury  in  his  fchemes  in 
the  city,  was  mean  enough,  in- 
ftead  of  throwing  up  his  cfHce,  to 
pronounce  fcntence  rf  death  upon 
his  afi'ocia:r^  and  even  to  argue 
againll  an  arrcil  cf  juii^oient. 
Yet  Ruficl  reproached  him  not,  left 
his  reproaches  might  bring  mif. 
chief  upon  others.  Bjc,  when 
Rich,  the  fheriff,  who  had  been 
formerly  violent  for  the  excIuHon, 
and  had  now  changed  (ides,  brought 
him  the  warrant  of  death,  he  fclc 
an  inclination  to  fay,  ••  That  thi*y 
•«  two  fhould  never  vote  a<jain  in 
*•  the  fame  way  in  the  fame  houfe." 
But,  recollcding  that  Rich  might 
feel  pain  from  the  innoccnc  plca- 
liXntry,  he  rh-'cked  himrif. 

RufTel,  during  his  trial,  at  hi^ 
death,  and  in  a  more  fevere  tell  of 
his  fortitude  than  either,  his  part- 


fpct^  and  ^fiedion ,  ua minified  with 
paflion,  were  exprefled.  Lord  and 
Lady  Ruflcl  pa/ ted  for  ever;  be 
great  in  this  laft  a£Uon  of  kit  life, 
but  (he  greater.  His  eyes  foUon* 
ed  hers  while  (he  quitted  the  room; 
and,  when  he  loll  fight  of  krr, 
turning  to  the  cleruyman  who  at« 
tended  him,  he  faid.  ««  The  hi^ 
'*  ternefs  of  death  is  now  pai." 
The  obfcrvation  was  juft  s  For  ike 
f»t(  of  the  furvivor  was  more  hap 
lefs,  who,  though  flie  feemed  lo 
ad'ume  pride  from  her  condition  h 
public,  Infl  her  eye  fight  by  conti- 
nual weeping  in  private;  and  call- 
ing oftrn  for  death j  couid  never 
find  ic,  until  an  extreme  old  age 
hid  her  for  ever  by  the  partner  of 
her  foul*.  Lord  Cavendifli  offered 
to  manage  his  efcape  by  cbangiDft 
cloaths  with  him  in  prifoo,  lod 
continuing  at  all  hazards  in  Us 
place.  He  refufed,  kappy  that  he 
had  equalled,  not  furpafled^  bis 
friend  m  geoeroiity. 

Being  flattered  with  hopes  of 
life  by  Ibine  divines,  if  he  woaM 
acknowledge  to  the  King,  thatke 
belie VC.4  fiibjc-6ls  had,  in  no  ak 
whatever,  a  right  of  refiflaflce  £- 
gainll  the  throne,  he  anfwcred  ii 
thcfc  wordsf :  '*  I  can  have  nocoo- 
ception  of  a  limited  monarchy, 
which  has  not  a  right  to  defn^ 
i:s  n;vn  limitations:  My  CCB- 
fci^'Hce  will  not  permit  vc  to 
lay  uiherwife  to  the  King." 
Charles,'  by   the    advice  of  ihe 
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,  refufed  ico,coo  pounds, 
iby  the  old  E&rl  of  Bedford 
I  Ton's  life;  an  advice  which 
like  had  aftrrivards  reafon 
CDt**  Charles  felc  not  for 
eft  far  more  affe«fling,  the 
ter  of  the  virtuoot  Sooth- 
D  notion K>fs  at  bis  feet.  In 
id  he  often  repeat,  in  fpeak. 
Eflex's  death,  <•  My  Lord 
ex  might  have  tried  my  mer- 
lowed  a  life  to  his  6imtly,** 
ig  lo  the  face  of  EiTex's  fa- 
who  had  loft  hit  life  on  a 
d  for  his  attachment  to  th^ 
I  father.  Men  fufpcfled  the 
ion  of  mercy  to  the  dead, 
ihey  faw  none  (hewn  to  the 
Charles,  even  at  figning 
irraot  for  the  death  of  Lord 
,  marked  a  remembrance  of 
:  injuries:  For,  alluding  to 
*s  having  been  one  of  i\io(e, 
io.  (he  hcac  of  party  during 
ofecQCion  of  the  popifli  plot, 
ifputed  the  King's  prer6ga- 
f  difpenfing  with  the  more 
inioul  part  of  the  fentence 
raibn,  pronounced  a:vainll 
StaBbrd  ;  he  faid,  "Lord

reded,  of  that  prerogative^ 
ich,  i«  the  cafe  of  Lord 
iibrd,  he  thought  fit  to  dcfiy 
.**  The  execution  was  per- 
i  not  on  Tower-hill,  the 
Ml  place  of  execution  for 
if  high  rank,  but  in  Lin. 
Inn  fields,  in  order  that  the 
IS  mi|ht  be  humbled  by  the 
cle  of  (heir once  triumphant 
,  carried  in  his  coach  td 
ihroiigh  the  cicy  ;  a  device 
^likeiaoft  others  of  the  kind^ 
ced  an  effeA  contrary  to 
was  intended:   The  muhi- 


tode  imagined  they  beheld  vxrtutf 
and  liberty  fitting  by  hit  fide* 
In  pafiing,  he  looked  toward i 
Southampton  hdufe;  the  tear  ftarc* 
ed  into  his  eye  ;  but  he  inftantly 
wiped  it  away.  He  prayed  for  thd 
King ;  but>  with  a  prefcience  of 
what  afterwards  happenedj  bfc 
foretold,  **  That>  alchoagh  a  cloud 
**  hun?  now  over  the  nation;  his 
*'  death  would  do  more  fervice 
'.'  than  his  life  could  have  done/' 
Honour  and  friendlhip  attended 
him  beyond  the  grave  :  Lord  Ca« 
▼endiih  joined  the  hand  of  his  el- 
deft  fon  in  marriage  to  one  of  the 
daughters  of  his  deceafed  friend* 
We  quit  anecdotes  relating  to  fach 
illullrious  perfonagrs  witti  reluc* 
tance.  Lord  Cavendiih  was  in 
the  next  reign  fined  in  3o,ood 
pounds,  for  turning  oat  of  the 
prefence-chamber  a  gentleman 
who  had  affronted  him.  His 
mother  oii^^ered  to  pay  the  fine, 
by  difcharging  6o,oco  poands, 
which  the  family  had  advlnCed 
to  James's  father  and  brother  in 
their  greated  extremities ;  but  her 
offer  was  rcjedlcd. 

Bi^fore  Sidney  was  brought  to 
his  trial;  Pemberton  was  removed 
from  the  head  of  the  King's  Bench, 
and  even  from  the  privy-couneil ; 
and  Jeffreys  was  put  in  his  place, 
in  order,  by  the  fiercenefs  of  his 
t.-mper  and  manners,  to  cope  with 
a  man,  the  vigour  of  whole  fpirit 
was  known  throughout  Europe. 
A  jury  was  fele^trd  with  care,  and 
compofcd  of  men  of  mean  degree, 
to  enfarc  his  coa/!emnation.  Sid- 
ney was  then  fifty-nine  years  of 
age;  his  hair  white,  and  his  health 
broken  by  the  fatigues  of  his 
youth  and  the  ftudies  of  his  age« 


Ad  Aedfbrd*s  letter  to  the  King,  w!iicb,  in  fecming  to  make  an  apoIo|rv 
lit  hflfer;  i^cms  to  reac^t  it,  is  In  the  Prlper-Otfite,  anti  is  ^ittra  l^itii 
DEbdcr^efi. 
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He  at  firft  intended  to  plead  guil- 
ty,  in  order  to  fave  trouble  to 
himfelf  and  toothers;  but  after- 
wards refledling,  that  it  was  ne- 
ceflary  to  roufe  his  conn  try  men 
from  their  indolence,  to  vindicate 
the  laws,  by  (hewing  them  how 
cafily  thefe  might  be  abufed  in 
their  holieft  fan^luaries^  when  par* 
Haments  were  in  difufe,  he  refol- 
ved  to  fiand  his  trial  %  to  which  too 
perhaps  he  was  incited  by  that  a- 
verfion  from  an  obfcure  death, 
which  is  natural  to  the  brave.  By 
the  ftatuteof  treafon,  two  witnefTes 
were  required  to  convifl  a  man 
of  that  crime:  But  feme  difcour- 
fes  upon  government  having  been 
found  in  Sidney's  hand-writing  a- 
mpng  his  papers,  Jeffreys  declared 
from  the  bench  to  the  jury,  that 
thefe  were  fufficient  in  law  to  fup- 
ply  the  want  of  a  fecond  witnefs, 
although  the  papers  were  totally 
nnconoedcd  with  the  confpiracy, 
and  contained  only  fentidtents  of 
liberty  worthy  of  Lycurgus.  The 
outrages  againTl  law,  through  the 
whole  of  the  trial,  throw  difgrace 
upon  the  judicial  records  of  a 
country,  in  which  the  life  cf  the 
foBjed  is  better  protected  than  any 
other  upon  earth.  Sidney  collefl- 
ed  all  the  powers  of  his  mind. 
Not  ufmg  a  regular  defence,  but 
according  as  paflion  dictated  or 
memory  prompted,  he  urged,  from 
time  to  time,  every  argument 
which  the  chicane  of  the  law,  or 
the  great  rules  of  reafon  and  juf- 
tice,  fuggeiled  to  a  found  head, 
and  a  ftrong  heart.  The  bruta* 
lity  of  Jeffreys  he  anfwered  in 
farcafm  decent,  but  fevere,  or  by 
£lences  which  were  flill  more 
poignant.  The  arrogance  of  that 
judge,  whilft  he  gave  falfe  colours 
to  the  law,  Sidney  laid  open,  by 
qucftions  which  admitted  of  no 


anfwer,  or  by  felf-evident  propo- 
(itions,  of  which  all  who  hard 
could  form  a  judgment.  When 
the  court  would  have  perfoaded 
him  to  make  a  ftep  in  law,  which 
he  fufpfdted  waa  meant  to  bort 
him,  he  faid,  wich  perhaps  ao  af- 
fedled,  but  with  a  toochmg  £■• 
pHcicy,  <*  I  defire  yon  will  not 
'*  tempt  me,  nor  make  me  run  oa 
**  dark  and  flippery  places ;  I  do 
**  not  fee  my  way."  Sidoef, 
having  taken  advanuge  of  a  cir« 
cnmftance,  that  only  partial  pafia* 
ges  of  the  writings  which  were 
produced  againft  him  were  quoted, 
and  even  betraying  feme  warmth 
in  defence  of  the  writings  theoi- 
felves,  Jeffreys  hoped  to  draw  hia 
into  an  avowal  that  he  was  the  au- 
thor. With  this  view,  he  banded 
the  papers  to  Sidney,  and  defiicd 
him  to  take  off  the  force  of  the 
paffages  by  any  others  in  the  booL 
Sidney  faw  the  fnare,  bat  pretead- 
ed  not  to  fee  it :  He  lorncd  ofcr 
the  leaves  with  a  feemingly  grave 
attention,  and  then  ret  a  ming  then 
to  the  bench,  faid,  <•  Let  the  nua 
**  who  wrote  thefe  papers  recoi- 
*'  cile  what  is  contained  in  them.'* 
After  Howard's  depoiition  wasii* 
nifhed,  Sidney  was  afited  whit 
queflions  he  had  to  pot  to  him?

That  (implicity  of  be- 
haviour with  which  be  had  behav- 
ed at  the  council  board,  he  convert- 
ed into  an  air  of  grandear  at  his 
death  before  the  people.  He  went 
on  foot  with  a  firm  ftep  ;  he  a(ked 
no  friend  to  attend  him  ;  and,  on- 
ly  for  decency  borrowed  two  of 
his  brother's  footmen  to  walk  be- 
hind him.  He  afcended  the  fcaf- 
fold  with  the  look,  and  ftep,  and 
ered  pofture,  of  one  who  came  to 
harangue  or  to  command,  not.  to 
fuffer;  pleafed  to  exhibit  a  pat- 
tern of  imitation  to  his  country- 
men, and  to  teach  them,  that 
death  was  only  painful  to  cowards 
and  to  the  guilty.  Englifhmen 
wept  not  for  him,  as  thry  had 
done  for  Lord  Ruflcl.  Their  pol- 
fcs  beat  high,  their  hrart5  fwelled, 
they  felt  un  unnl'ual  grandeur  and 
elcvv^tion  of  minJ,  whilft  thejr 
looked  upon  him.  He  told  the 
fheritfs  who  had  returned  a  pack<*d 
jury  againll  him,  ••  It  was  for 
*<  their  fakes,  and  not  for  his

"  his  blood  lay  upon  their  heads." 
When  he  was  aikeJ,  if  he  had 
any  thing  to  fay  to  the  people; 
he  anfwered,  "  I  have  made  my

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••  nothiBg  to  fay  to  mm."  In  a 
inomrnt  after,  he  fiici,  "  I  am 
■*  ready  to  die  and  wi.l  give  you 
*'  no  farj-hcr  troubL'/*  And  then 
haftened  lo  the  block*  as  if  indig- 
nant of  life,  and  impaiicnc  to  die. 
T.^e'e  were  the  only  words  he 
fpokc  in  public,  upon  account  of 
the  meannefs,  and  Hill  more  of 
the  affeiflatinn,  of  a  fpeech  on  a 
fcafTJJ.  But  he  Uh  his  lad 
thoughts  behind  him  in  writing 
with  hit  friends;  beciufe  th^rfe, 
lie  knew,  would  rem iiin  :  Thoughts 
which  eovcrnment  was  at  pains  to 
fupprcfs,  and  which,  for  that  rea- 
ipn,  were  more  greedily  demanded 
by   the   people.

Of  Lord  Dundee,  and  the   High- 
landers  \  firom  tht/anu^ 

TO  mark  the  ftogajar  features 
offmgularchara^lersyis  one 
of  the  chiel  provinces  of  hiftory. 
Dundee  had  inflamed  his  mind 
from  his  earlied  youth,  by  the  pe- 
rufal  of  ancient  poets,  hiftorians, 
and  oratoTiy  with  the  love  of  the 
great  a6lions  they  praife  and  de- 
fcribe.  He  is  reported  to  have  in- 
flamed it  Hill  more,  by  liflening  to 
the  ancient  (bngs  of  the  highland 
bard 5.  He  entered  into  the  pro* 
feflion  of  arms  with  an  opinion, 
that  he  ought  to  know  the  fervices 
of  difi^erent  nations,  and  the  da« 
ties  of  different  ranks  :  With  this 
view,  he  went  into  feveral  foreign 
fervices ;  and  when  he  could  not 
obtain  a  command»  ferved  as  a  vo- 
lunteer. At  the  battle  of  Senefl^tft 
he  faved  the  Prince  of  Orange'a 
life.  Soon  after,  he  aOted  one  of 
the  Scotch  regimeots  in  the  Dutch 
fcrvice.  The  Prince  being  pre- 
engaged,  refufed  his  reqneil,  Upoa 
D  4  thill 
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this,  he  qoitted  the  Dutch  fervice« 
faying,  •*  The  foldier  who  has  not 
«'  gratitude  cannot  be  brave."  His 
reputation,  and  his  fcrvices  againft 
the  covenanters  obtained  him  a 
regiment  from  Charles  II.  and  a 
peerage,  and  high  command  in  the 
army  from  his  fuccciTor.  In  his 
exploits  againft  thefc  men,  his  be- 
liaviour  had  been  fuUied  by  the 
imputation  of  cruelcy  :  He  excufed 
himfelf  by  faying,  "  That,  if  ter- 
«*  ror  ended  or  prevented  war,  it 
#»  was  true  mercy.'* 

Dundee  had  orders  from  his  maf. 
ter  not  to  £ght  M'Kay,  until  a 
large  force  which  was  promifed 
from  Ireland  (hould  join  him : 
Hence  he  was  kept  during  two 
months,  cooped  up  in  the  moun- 
tains,  furious  from  redraint.  He 
was  obliged  continually  to  fhift  his 
quarters  by  prodigious  marches, 
jn  order  to  avoid,  or  harafs  his 
enemy's  army,  to  obtain  provifir 
pns,  and  fometimes  to  take  advan- 
tages: The  firft  meflenger  of  his 
approach,  was  generally  his  own 
army  in  fight :  The  firft  intelli- 
gence of  his  retreat,  brought  ac- 
fcounts,  that  he  was  already  out  of 
his  enemy's  reach.  In  fome  of 
thefc  marches,  his  men  wanted 
bread,  fait,  and  all  liquors,  except 
water,  during  feveral  weeks :  yet 
were  afhamed  to  complain^  when 
they  obferved  that  their  com- 
mander lived  not  more  delicately 
than  themfelvcs.  If  any  thing  good 
was  brought  him  to  eat,  he  fent  it 
to  a  faint  or  Tick  foldier:  If  a  fol- 
dier was  weary,  he  offered  to  carry 
his  arms.  He  kept  thofe  who  were 
with  him  from  (inking  under  their 
fatigues,  not  fo  much  by  exhorta- 
tion, as  by  preventing  them  from 
attending  to  their  fufferings.  For 
this  rcafon  he  walked  on  foot  with 
fhe  men ;  now  by  the  (ide  of  on^ 


clan,  and  anon  by  that  of  another: 
He  am ufed  them  with  jokes:  He 
flattered  them  with  his  knowledge 
of  their  genealogies :    He  animated 
them  by  a  recital  of  the  deeds  of 
their  anccftora^  and   of  the  vcrfei 
of  their  bards.     It  was  one  of  fais 
maxims,  that  no   general    flioold 
fight  with  an  irregular  tnny,  «n- 
lefs  he  was  acquainted  with  everf 
man  he  commanded.     Ye^  wick 
thefe  hnbics  of  familiarity,  the  fe- 
verity  of  his  difcipline  was  dread- 
ful :  The  only  punifliment  be  in* 
flidled  was  death  :  *'  All  other  pi- 
«•  niftiments,"hc  faid,  "difgraied 
*'  a  gentleman,  and  all  who  were 
"  with  him  were  of  that  raak; 
**  but  that  death  was  a  relief  from 
«<  the  confcioufnefs  of  crimes."  It 
is  reported  of  him,   that,  hafing 
feen  a  youth  fly  in  his  flrftadkn, 
he  pretended  he  had  fent  him  to 
the  rear  on  a  meflTage :  The  yoath 
fled  a  fecond   time:   he  broaglit 
him  to  the  front  of  the  army,  aai 
faying,  **  That  a  gentleman's  ka 
<<  ought  not  to  fall  by  the  hands 
*'  of  a  common  execotioner/'  ihot 
him  with  his  own  piftoL 

The  army  he  commanded  wu 
moftly  coropofed  of  highlanden 
from  the  interior  parts  of  the  high- 
lands :  A  people  untouched  by  die 
Roman  or  Saxon  invafions  on  tke 
South,  and  by  thofe  of  the  Dues 
on  the  Eaft  and  Weft  fkirts  of  their 
country :  The  unmixed  remainsef 
that  Celtic  empire,  which  once 
ftretched  from  the  pillars  of  Her- 
cules to  Archangel.  As  the  b«b- 
ners  of  this  race  of  men  were,  ia 
the  days  of  our  fathers,  the  noft 
Angular  in  Europe,  and,  in  thofe 
of  our  fons,  may  be  found  do 
where  but  in  the  records  of  hiftory, 
it  i«  proper  here  to  defcribe  them.

iBiries  where  the  fur  face  is 
and  the  climate  uncertain, 
little  room  for  the  afe  of 


the  plough  ;  and,  where  00  coal  is 
to  be  found,  and  few  provifiona 
can  be  raifed,  there  is  ftill  lefs  for 
that  of  the  anvil  and  ihuttle.  Aa 
the  highlanders  were,  upon  thefe 
accounts,  excluded  from  extenfive 
agriculture  and  roanufafiurea-like» 
every  family  raifed  juft  as  much 
grain,  and  made  as  much  rayment 
as  fufliced  for  itfelf;  and  nature, 
whom  art  cannot  force,  deftined 
them  to  the  life  of  ihepherde. 
Hence,  they  had  not  that  excefa  of 
induAry  which  reduces  man  to  a 
machine,  nor  that  total  want  of  ic 
which  finks  him  into  a  rank  of 
animals  below  his  own. 

They  lived  in  villages  bnilt  in 
vallies,  and  by  the  fides  of  rivers. 
At  two  feafons  of  the  year,  they 
were  bufy  ;  the  one  in  the  end  of 
fpring  and  beginning  of  fummer, 
when  they  put  the  plough  into  the 
little  land  they  had  capable  of  re- 
ceiving it,  fowcd  their  grain,  and 
laid  in  their  provifion  of  turf  for 
the  winter's  fewel :  the  other,  jufl 
before  winter,  when  the/  reaped 
their  harvei:  :  The  reft  of  the  vear 
was  <'ili  their  own  for  amufmenc 
or  for  war.  If  not  engaged  in 
war,  they  indulged  themfelvcs  in 
fummcr  in  the  moft  delicious  of 
all  pleafures,  to  men  in  a  cold  cli- 
mate and  a  romantic  country,  the 
enjoyment  of  the  fun,  an  J  of  the 
fu aimer- views  of  n.ture;  never  in 
the  houfe  during  the  day,  even 
fleeping  often  at  night  in  the  open 
air,  among  the  mountains  and 
woods.  They  fpent  the  winter  in 
the  chafe,  while  the  fun  was  up; 
and  in  the  evening,  afTembling 
round  a  conmjn  fi;e,  they  enter- 
tained theml'elves  with  the  fon^, 
the  tale,  and  th.'  dance:  But  thev 
were  ignorant  of  fitting  d.iys  and 
nights  at  games  of  fkill  or  of  hn. 
zard,  amuiemenu  which  keep  the

a  ftaie  of  I'icioaa  adlvicy  1 

T^e  want  of  a  good,  and  even 
tp)f  a  finbear  for  ma{ic>  was  almoft 
unki*own  amongfl  them;  bfcaufe 
it  wai  kept  in  continual  pradice^ 
among  the  multitude  from  paflion^ 
but  by  the  wifer  few.  becaufc  they 
knew  that  the  love  of  muiic  both 
beighiened  the  courage,  and  foft- 
)rt)ed  the  tempers  of  their  people-. 
Their  vocal  mufic  was  plaintive-, 
tevert  to  iheidepth  of  melancholy^ 
their  inftrumental  either  lively  for 
Wiik  dances,  or  martial  for  the 
battle.  Some  of  their  tunes  even 
tontaincd  the  great,  but  natural^ 
rdcaof  a  hiilory  dcfcribed  in  mufic: 
^he  joys  of  a  marriage^  the  noife 
toft  quarrel,  the  founding  to  arms, 
the  rage  of  a  battle,  the  broken 
tiiforderof  a  flight,  the  whole  con- 
cluding with  the  folemn  dirge  and 
lamctitrfiicn  for  ihr  rtain.  By  the 
h>udne!5  and  ariiticial  jarring  of 
their  war  inllrumenr,  ihe  bag-pipe, 
tVhich  played  coniinmlly  durin{y 
the  nfticn,  iheir  Ipirirs  were  ex- 
alted to  a  phrenzy  of  courflgc  in 
battle. 

They  joined  the  j^lcafurcs  of  hif- 
\ory  and  poetry  to  thofe  of  niuilc, 
and  the  love  of  claffical  learning 
to  both;  For,  in  order  to  cherilh 
biph  frntimrnts  in  the  minds  of 
til,  evcTy  confiderable  family  had 
an  hillorian  who  recounted,  and  a 
bard  who  funq,  the  deeds  of  the 
clan,  and  of  its  chieftain:  i^ndail, 
even  the  Mweft  in  flation,  were  fenc 
to  frhool  in  thrir  youth;  partly 
becaufe  they  had  nothing  cife  to 
Ho  at  that  age,  and  partly  becaufe 
titeratuie  wa^  thought  the  dillinc- 
tion^  not  the  want  of  ir,  the  mark 
of  poc'd  fciiih* 

Tlie  fevcrity  of  their  climate, 
the  height  of  their  mountains,  the 
^idancc  of  their  \illdgcs  fiom  each 


other,  their  love  of  the  cbtfe  itd 
of  war,  with  th^ir  defire  lo  viit 
and    be  vifited,    forced  then   ta 
great  bodily  exertions.     The  vai^ 
nefs  of  the  objeAs  khich  furroaod* 
ed  them,  lakes,  mooiitains«  rocki, 
catarads,  extended    and  elevated 
t^<sir  minds «  For  they  were  notia 
the  ftat^  of  men  who  only  kaow 
the  way  from  one  market.to»a  to 
another.     Their   want  of  regoiar 
occupation  led  then,  like  the  uu 
cient  Spartans,  to  contempladoa, 
and    the  powers  of  converOitioa: 
Powers    which     they    exerted  ii 
llriking  out  the  original  thought! 
which   nature   fuggefted,    not   h 
languidly    repeating    thofe  which 
they  had  learned  from  other  peo« 
pie. 

They  valued  themfrlvcs,  with« 
out  undervaluing  other  nationsi 
They  loved  tOT]utt  their  own  coaa* 
try  to  fee  and  to  hear>  adopted  ci« 
illy  the  ror.nners  of  others,  and 
were  Attentive  and  inAnuatiag 
wherever  they  went:  Bat  they 
loved  more  to  return  home,  to  re* 
pe:.c  what  they  had  obferved;  aed, 
af«)ong  other  things  to  relate  witk 
alloniihmcnt,  that  they  had  bcea 
in  the  mid  ft  of  great  Ibcieticfi 
where  every  individual  made  hii 
frnfe  of  independence  to  ^onUt  ia 
keeping  at  a  dillance  from  anotben 
Yet  they  did  not  think  themfelret 
entitled  to  hate  or  defpife  the  nan* 
nj'rs  of  ftranger.s  becaufe  they  dif- 
fered from  their  owiu  For  they 
revered  the  great  qualities  of  other 
nntions ;  and  only  made  their  fail- 
ings the  fubjed  of  an  inoiieBfift 
n^rrimenth 

When  iirangers  came  amoAgft 
them,  (hey  received  them,  not  with 
a  ceremony  which  forbids  a  fecond 
vifit,  nor  with  a  coldnefs  which 
C'.ufes  repentance  of  the  firft,  not 
with  an  em barrafTment  which  leavei

went  always  completely 
A  fafhion,  which  by  ac 
ig  them  to  the  in(lrum'*nt^ 
,  removed  the  fear  of  de  »ih 
od  which,  from  the  danger 
cation,  made  the  commoa 
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people  as  polite,  and  as  guarded 
in  their  behavioar,  as  the  gentrjfr 
of  other  countries. 

From  thefc  combined  circum* 
fiances,  the  higher  racks  and  the 
(ower  ranks  of  the  highianders  a- 
fike  joined  that  rt£nem/nt  of  fca. 
timent,  which,  in  all  other  nations* 
is  peculiar  to  the  former,  to  that 
llren^th  and  hardinefs  of  body^ 
which,  in  oth^^r  countries,  is  pcMT- 
f.fllJ  only  by  the  latter. 

To  be  modeft  as  well  as  brave ^ 
to  be  contented  with  the  few  things 
which  nature  requires;  lo  adl  and 
to  fuffer  without  complaining;  to 
be  as  much  afhamed  of  doing  any 
thing  infolent  or  injurious  to  o* 
thers,  as  of  bearing  it  when  done 
to  themfclves;  and  to  die  with 
pleafure,  to  revenge  the  affronts 
off'cred  to  their  clan  or  their  coun- 
try: Thefe  they  accounted  their 
fai«^he(l  accompliihments. 

T- eir  chrillir^nity  was  firongly 
tin^ured  wiih  traditions  derivedj 
from  the  ancient  bards  of  their 
country:  For  they  were  believers 
in  ghofls:  They  marked  the  ap. 
pearaiices  of  the  heavens;  and,  by 
the  forms  of  the  clouds,  which  in 
their  variable  climate  were  conti- 
nually  (h'.fiing,  were  induced  to 
guefs  at  prclcnt,  and  to  predict 
future  events;  and  they  even 
thought,  that  to  fome  men  i\e  di. 
vinity  had  communicated  a  portion 
of  his  own  prefcience.  From  this 
mixture  of  fyllem,  they  did  nee 
enter  much  into  difputes  concern- 
ing the  particular  modes  of  chriA 
tianity ;  but  cvtry  man  followed, 
with  indifTerence  of  fentiment,  the 
mode  which  h\%  chieftain  had  af- 
fumed.  Perhaps,  to  th?  fane  caufe 
it  h  oviin;;,  that  their  country  14 
the  only  one  in  Kurop*?,  into  which 
perfccuiion  never  entered. 

Their 
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Their  drcfs,  which  was  the  lad 
remains  of  the  Roman  habit  in 
Europe,  was  well  fuited  to  the  na- 
ture of  their  country,  and  flill  bet- 
ter to  the  neceffities  of  war.  It 
confifted  of  a  roll  of  light  woollen, 
called  a  plaid»  fix  yards  in  length, 
and  two  in  breadth,  wrapped  loofe- 
]y  around  the  body,  the  upper  lap- 
pet of  which  refted  on  the  left 
fiionlder,  leaving  the  right  arm  at 
full  liberty  ;  a  jacket  of  thick  cloth, 
fitted  tightly  to  the  body;  and  a 
Jooie  /horc  garment  of  light  wool- 
len, which  went  round  the  waift 
and  coven  d  the  thigh.  In  rain, 
they  formed  the  plaid  into  folds, 
and,  laying  it  on  the  (houlders, 
were  covered  as  with  a  roof.  When 
they  were  obliged  to  lie  abroad  in 
the  bills,  in  their  hunting  parties, 
or  tending  their  cattle,  or  in  war, 
the  plaid  ferved  them  both  for  bed 
and  fur  covering;  for,  when  three 
men  flepc  -together,  they  could 
fpread  three  folds  of  cloth  below, 
and  fix  above  them.  The  garters 
of  their  (lockings  were  tied  under 
the  knee,  with  a  view  to  give  more 
freedom  to  the  limb ;  and  they 
wore  no  breeche*,  that  they  might 
climb  mountains  wiih  the  greater 
eafc.  The  lightnefs  and  looffnefs 
C'f  their  dre^^,  the  cudom  they  had 
of  going  always  on  foor,  never  on 
hcrfebuck,  their  1  .ve  of  long  jour- 
nies,  but  above  all,  that  p;)ticncc 
©t  hungers  and  every  kinii  of  hard- 
iliip,  uhich  carried  thtir  bcdirs 
foiwHrd,  even  afier  their  ipirits 
wrrc  exhpulled,  made  ihrm  exceed 
ft*ll  oiher  European  nations  in  fpeed 
ind  periever.nce  of  march,  Mnn- 
trofc's  marches  were  fomeilmcs  60 
miles  in  a  day,  wiihout  .f(K:d  or 
halting,  over  mountains,  a!(  ng 
locks,  through  morafl'cs.  In  en- 
campments,  they   were  expert  at 


forming  beds  in  a  moment,  by  ty- 
ing together  bunches  of  heath,  and 
fixing  them  upright  in  the  groond: 
An  art,  which,  as  the  beds  were 
both  foft  and  dry,  prcfcrvtd  their 
health  in  the  field,  when  other  (bl* 
diers  loft  theirs. 

Their  arms  were  a  broad  fwordlp 
a  dagger,  called  a  durk,  a  targe:, 
a  mu&et,  and  two  piftols :  So  &i 
they  carried  the  long  fword  of  the 
Celtes,  the  pugio  of  the  Romani, 
the  fliield  of  the  ancients,  and  ho\k 
kinds  of  modern  fire  arms,  all  toge- 
ther. In  battle,  they  threw  awaj 
the  plaid  and  under  garment,  and 
fought  in  their  jackets,  makiog 
thus  their  movements  quicker,  aod 
their  flrokes  more  forcible.  Thrir 
advance  to  battle  was  rapid,  liLe 
the  charge  of  dragoons :  Wbei 
near  the  enemy,  they  flopped  a 
little  to  draw  breath  and  difcharge 
their  mufkets,  which  they  thea 
dropped  on  the  ground :  Advanc- 
ing, they  fired  their  piftols,  which 
they  threw,  almoft  at  the  fame  is- 
ftant,  againft  the  heads  of  their 
opponents:  And  then  rufhed  ints 
their  ranks  with  the  broad  fword, 
threatning,  and  (baking  the  fword 
as  they  ran  on,  fo  as  to  conqoer 
the  enemy's  eye,  while  his  body 
u  as  yet  unhurt.  They  fought,  aot 
in  long  and  regular  lines,  bat  ia 
feparaie  bands,  like  wedges  coo* 
denfed  and  firm;  the  army  bdag 
ranged  according  to  the  clans  which 
compofed  it,  aod  each  clan  accord* 
ing  to  its  families;  (b  that  there 
arofe  a  competition  in  valour  of 
clan  with  clan,  of  family  wi;h  fa- 
mily, of  brother  with  brother.  To 
make  an  opening  in  regular  troops, 
and  to  conquer,  they  reckoned  the 
fame  thing;  becaufe  in  clofe  en- 
gagement:, aiid  in  broken  laoks, 
no  regular   troops  could  wichibod 

them. 
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'bey  received  the  bayooec 

re,  which  they  carried 
arm;  then  turning  it 
twifling  it  in  the  target, 
ked  with  the  broad  fword 
y  incttinbered  and  de- 
aod»  where  they  could 
the  broad  fword*  they 
ith  the  dark.  The  only 
dreaded  were  cavalry; 
nany  caufes  contributed : 
Ity  of  the  enemy ;  their 
fie  bayonet  to  receive  the 
horfe;  the  attack  made 
n  with  their  own  weapon^ 
fword;  the  fize  of  dra- 
fet  appearing  larger  to 
macomparifon  with  thofe 
luDtry;  but  above  all,  a 
Leruioed  univerfally  a- 
lower  clafs  of  highland- 
I  war- horfe  is  taught  to 
his  feet  and  his  teeth, 
hftanding  all  tliefe  advan- 
5  vidories  of  the  high- 
ave  always  been  more 
e  for  themfelvcs,  than  of 
ce  to  others,  A  river 
bem,  becaofe  they  were 
med  to  fwim :  A  fort  had 
t€c(X,  becaufe  they  knew 
cicnce  of  attack:  'I'hcy 
DDon,  carriages,  and  ma- 
frooi  their  poverty  and 
ID  the  arts:  They  fpoke 
vn  language;  and  there- 
1  derive  their  refources 
I  tbemfelves.  Although 
cA  for  their  chiefcains 
I,  as  long  as  t!iey  con- 
the  field,  that  exad  ha- 
edience,  which  only  the 
rigour  of  difcipline  can 
sr  other  troops;  yet,  as 
he  victory  was  gaineJ, 
lilted  their  doty*  which 
iiqocr,  fulfilled,  and  ran 
thcni.  home  to  recount 


their  fears,  and  (lore  up  their  plun- 
der; and,  in  fpring  and  harveft, 
more  were  obliged  to  retire,  or 
leave  their  women  and  children  to 
die  of  famine:  Their  chieftains 
too  were  apt  to  feparate  from  the 
army,  upon  quarrels  and  points  of 
honour  among  thexnfelves  and  with 
others.

1~^HIS  monarch  afFeJled  in  his 
drefs  a  iordid  and  indecent 
fimplicity.  In  an  interview  be- 
tween him  and  the  King  of  Callile 
in  1463,  he  appeared  in  a  habit 
of  coarlie  cloth,  his  head  covered 
with  an  old  bat,  ornamented  with 
a  leaden  figure  of  our  Lady  ; 
while  the  C^ftillian  fparkled  with 
the  greatell  magnificence.  This 
contrail  made  him  defpicablein  the 
eyes  of  the  Spaniards ;  but  he  had 
gained  their  miniders  by  bribery, 
and  afTured  himfelf  of  fuccefs  in 
his  def:gns.  The  chief  expence  of 
his  houfehoU  was  for  his  table; 
from  I2,oco  livres  he  carried  it  to 
37 :  he  not  only  invited  the  lords 
of  his  court  to  eat  with  him,  in 
order  to  attsch  them  the  more 
Arongly  to  him,  hut  even  (Iran- 
gers  from  whom  he  could  gather 
any  thing:  fometimes  merchants; 
for  he  gave  a  particular  attention 
to  commerce.  A  merchant  namrd 
MaHer  John,  flattered  bv  this  dif- 
tiiidion,  dt-'cermincd  to  aOc  of  hin 
letters  of  nobility:  the  King 
grinteJ  them:  but  from  that  time 
took  00  farther  notice  of  him. 
Matter  ji'>hn  tetlified  his  furptize: 
•*  Go,  Matter  Gentleman,  faid 
Le^vi^  to  him,  when  I  made  yoe 

fit 
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bx  down  at  my*  cable,  I  lookc*d 
on  you  as  the  firft  of  your  clafs; 
you  are  now  the  laft,  and  ic  would 
pe  an  injury  to  others  if  I  dill  did 
yov  the  fame  favour."  An  ex- 
cellent lefloD  this  tothofewho  pre- 
fer vain  tii|ef  .to  perfonal  merit. 

He  was  often  feen  to  mi/  with 
the  citizens,  and,  to  inform  him- 
felf  of  their  affairs;  hAd  his  pame 
infcribed  in  the  companies  of  the 
artizant.  His  anfwer  which  he 
/naJc  when  he  was  reproached  with 
not  fuppnrting  his  dignity  was 
this:  «•  When  pride  goes  bcfor**, 
ffiame  and  mi> fortune  follow  very 
near,"  A  defire  of  keepinj^  p'^oplc 
6f    high    birth     under    fubjedion 


iron  capes,  enorrooos  chains,  and 
the  moft  cru-1  tortorei,  which  be.^ 
ca'nc  fo  comition  in  the  laft  yean 
of  his  reign.  Tyranny  can  aeter 
be  allied  with  trud  grandeur ; 
however,  this  piece  of  jutttcc  moft 
be  rendered  him,^  chat  he  mada 
every  one  fulfil  the  doties  of  his 
oifice.  Having  one  day  takea  a 
review  of  the  officers  of  his  hoafe^ 
holdj  and  finding  the  equipages 
not  in  good  order^  he  diftribuitd 
to  each  of  them  efcriitores,  fario^, 
"  fince  they  would  not  ferve  hia 
with  their  arms,  ^hey  ftiould  wick 
their  pens."

If  he  was  fometimes  prodigal  to 
ill-difpofed  noblemen,  and  recoro- 
peiifed  lefs  generoufly  the  fervices 
of  his  faithful  captains;  if  he 
cftabliflied  p§Mitifi,  a  kind  of  im- 
pofition  which  perpetuates  in  fa- 
milies thofe  places  which  ought  lo 
be  the  reward  of  merit;  if  he 
fufferrd  many  abufes  to  fnbfiH;  if 
he  did  not  do  all  the  good  which 
might  have  been  done  in  other 
times,  ic  was  lefs  his  fault  than 
that  of  his  particular  circum- 
Hances.  Every  thing  was  to  be 
reformed,  every  thing  was  to  be 
renewed;  but  he  conquered  and 
pacified  his  kingdom;  he  ftifled 
the  league  and  religious  wars; 
re-eftabliOied  order  in  his  finances; 
made  himfelf  beloved  by  France^ 
and  refpe£ked  by  foreign  poivers; 
in  fine,  he  reigned  glorioufly  in 
fpite  of  many  obftacles,  many  dif- 
orders,  and  many  enemies,  and 
was  a  priiviigy  which  nothing  in 
hiRory  can  equal.  One  of  the 
greateft  ol>jct>s  of  his  policy,  con- 
formable to  tne  principles  of  Sully, 
was  the  enlivening  the  provinces 
by  agriculture,  rlj':  t»-i»c  fource  of 
riches.  An  encn'.y  lij  luxury, 
which  has  always  m(TC  i;^.r^n- 
veniencies  than  ad\'antages  in  1: 
in  a  vafl  monarchy,  he  difcredited 
it  by  his  example  and  difcourfes. 
He  incited  the  noblemen  to  retire 
to  their  cdates,  "  teaching  them, 
favs  Pcrifcxe,  that  the  bed  de- 
pcndance  they  had  was  from  good 
management."  He  rallied  thofe 
who  carried  their  mills  and  their 
high  forells  of  trees  on  their  backs, 
which  was  one  of  the  knaveait  cx- 


prefiions  of  this  ^celiK  king.    The 
fimplicity  of  hit   own   hibit  wu 
a  IcflTon  fufficient  of  itfelf.    From 
the  time  of  his  abjuratioD«  he  had 
always  appeared  fiacere1]r  attached 
to  the  church.     The  clergy  having 
made  him  remonllrances,  in  159!, 
on  divers  abufes,  efpecisJly  io  the 
nomination  of  benefices,  herepliei, 
"  that  this  abufe  was  real;  that 
he  had  found  ic  eftabliflied;  that 
he  hoped  to  reform  it,  and  poi  tks 
church  again    into    a   flonrifliia( 
(late;  but,  continued  he,  do  yw, 
on   your  fide,  contribate  a  link 
towards   it;    fet  good    exanplay 
that  the  people  may  be  incited  Is 
follow  them ;  and  that  yon  goias 
before,  they  may  be  tnrned  to  ik 
right  way.     You  have  exhorted  w 
to  my  duty,  I  will  exhort  yoo  ID 
yours.     Let  us  mutoally  do  wdl  it 
the  defirc  of  each  other."    UbAi- 
tunatcly  he  did  not  always  find  is 
the  ccciefiaftics  that  love  for  virtv 
which  eftablilhes  ttlelf  better  bf 
example  than   by  words;  and  kc 
would  fometimes   fay,  "  I  kaov 
very  well  what  they  preach;  bit 
they   do  not   think  that  I  kaov 
what  they  do."— — 

His  fyllcm  was  to  gain  ptoplrt 
minds  by  mildnefs,  giving  for  s 
rcafon,  that  you  might  gam  MR 
mouths  with  a  fpoonfol  of  hoacfi 
than  with  a  ton  of  vinegar* 

He  isjuftly  reproached  indk a 
excefs  of  paffion  for  women,  ud 
for  play.  Thefe  are  the  blemiAa 
of  a  great  fouL  It  is  rare  10  bd 
great  virtues  without  fome  mixtvit 
of  vice.  Happy  the  people  wbofe 
prince  makes  them  forget  kfa 
faults  by  his  humanity,  the  wifdoa 
and  the  glory  of  his  gov emaMac

con/iits  as  much  in  praAice  as  in 
theory,  he  fought  all  opportunities 
of  feeing  the  iick;  and  afterwards 
confefled,  that  he  had  learned  more 
from  experience  than  all  the  bocfkf 
he  had  read.     He  was  now  in  his 
16th  year,   and  already  was  cele- 
brated for  being  the  light  of  his 
age.      He  refolved  at  this  age  to 
relume  his  lludies  of  philrfophy^ 
which    medicine   had    made   him 
negledt ;  and  he  fpcnt  a  year  and 
a    half   in    this    painful    labour* 
without  ever  fleeping  all  this  time 
a  whole  night  together.     If  he  felt 
himfclf  opprrfr<rd  by  fleep,  or  ex- 
haulled  by  (ludy,  a  glafs  of  wine 
refrelhed   his   wafled   fpirits,   and 
gave  him   new  vigour  for  ftudy  ; 
if  in  fpite  of  him  his  eyes  for  a  few 
minutes  fliut  out  the  light,  it  then 
happened  to  him  to  recollc£k  and 
meditate  upon  all  the  things  that 
had  occupied  his  thoughts  before 
ilecp.     At  the  a^e  of  21,  he  con- 
ceived the  bold  deiign  of  incorpo- 
rating, in  one  work,  all  the  objeds 
of  human  knowledge,  and  carried 
it  into  execution  in  an  Encyclo- 
pedic of  twenty  volumes,  to  which 
he  gave  the  titleof  the  *^ Utility  of 
Uiiliiics.' 

Several  great  princes  had  been 
tiikendangerouflyill,  and  Avicenes 
was  the  only  one  that  could  know 
their  ailments  and  cure  them.  His 
reputation  incieafed  d.iily»  and 
all  the  Kings  of  Afia  dcfired  to 
retain  him  in  their  families. 

Mahmoud*  the  fon  of  Sebuk- 
theghin,  the  Aril  Sultan  of  the 
Dynafty  of  the  Samanid'^s,  was 
then  the  mod  powerful  Prince  of 
the  Eail.  Imagining  that  an  im- 
plicit obedience  fliould  be  paid  by 
all  manner  of  perfons  to  the  in- 
jundions  of  his  will,  he  wrote  a 
haughty  letter  to  Mamoun,  Saltan 
£  of 
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Of  Kbarifm,  ordering  to  fend  Avi- 
Ccnes  to  himy  who  was  2it  his  c^  urt, 
with    fcvcral    other  learned   men. 
Philofophy,  the  friend    of  Iil)€rty 
and    independence,    looks     down 
with  fcorn  on  the  (hackles  of  coni- 
pulfion  and  reftraint.       Aviccnes, 
accufti'med  to  the  mod  flattering 
didinfliuns  among  the  great,  could 
not  ensure   the  imperious  manner 
of  Mahmoud's  inviting  him  to  his 
court,  and  refuJcJ  to  go  there.  But 
the  Sultan  o!  Kharifm,  who  dreaded 
hi«  ref^ntmrnt,  obliged  the  philo- 
f'-pbcr  to  dep-^rt  with  others,  whom 
that  Prince  bad  demanded   to  be 
fent  to  him. 

Aviccncs  pretended  to  ob^y, 
but,  inttead  of  repairing  to  Gazna, 
he  took  the  route  of  Giorgian. 
Mahmoudy  who  had  gloried  in  the 
thought  of  keeping  him  at  his 
palace,  was  greativ  irritatrd  ?t  his 
flight.  He  difatched  portraits 
done  in  crayons  of  this  philofopher 
to  all  the  Princos  of  Afia,  with 
ordeis  to  have  him  coni^u6lcd  to 
Gazna,  if  he  appe.irfd  in  their 
courts.  But  Avicencs  had  fortu- 
nately efcaped  the  moll  diligent 
fearch  after  him.  He  arrived  in 
the  capital  of  Giorgian,  whrre, 
under  a  difguifed  name,  he  per- 
formed many  admirable  cures. 

Cabous  then  reigned  in  that 
country.  A  nephew,  whom  he 
was  extremely  fond  of,  being  fallen 
fiCK,  ihir  moft  r.ble  phyficians  were 
called  in,  and  none  of  them  were 
able  to  know  his  ailment,  cr  give 
him  any  eafc.  Avicencs  wa5  at 
lad  ccnful^ed.  So  foon  as  he  had 
felt  the  young  Prince's  pulfe,  he 
was  confident  with  himfeif,  thit 
his  illnefs  proceeded  from  a  violent 
lov/»,  \k  hich  he  dared,  not  to  declare. 
AvfivC'ies  commanded  the  perfon, 
who  had  the  care  of  the  different 


apartments  in  the  palace,  to  nimc 
them  all  in  their  refpe Aire  order. 
A    more    lively    motion    ia    tae 
Prince's  pulfe,   at  hearing  n^wU 
oned  one  of  thefe  apartiBents»  b^- 
tr^iyed  a  part  of  his  fecret.    The 
keeper    then    had  orders  to  nai&e 
all  the   (laves   that   inhabitrii    bat 
apartment.     At  the  name  of  oae 
of  thefe  beauties,  the  young  Cabooi 
could  not  contain  himfelf;  an  ex- 
traordinary  beating  of  hr»  psife 
completed  the   difcovery  of  »bit 
he   m  vain  defired  to   keep  con- 
cealed. A  vicenes«  now  fully  afford 
that  this  (lave  was  the  canieof  tk 
Prince's  illnefs,  declared  thatfhe 
alone  bad  the  power  to  care  km. 
The  Saltan's  confent  was  B^ 
cefTary,    and    he    of   coarfe  vii 
curious  to  fee  liis  nephew's  pbjfi* 
cian.      He  had  fcarce  lool»<l  it 
him,  when  he  knew  in  his  featim 
thofe  of  the  crayoned  portrait  fat 
him  by  Mabmoad  ;   bat   Caboii, 
far  from  forcing  Avicenes  torepar 
to  Gazna,  retained   him  lor  Me 
time  with  him,  and  heaped  bonoon 
and  prefentson  him. 

This  philofopher  pafTed  afbr. 
wards  into  the  court  of  Nedjned- 
devle,  Sultan  of  the  race  of  tk 
Bouides.  Being  appointed  iii 
phyfician  to  that  Prince,  be  fbisd 
means  to  gain  his  confidence  to  lb 
great  a  degree,  that  he  raifcd  hia 
to  the  poft  of  G  rand  Vilir.  Bot  ke 
did  not  long  enjoy  that  ill iftriooi 
dignity.  Too  great  an  attacb- 
ment  for  pleafures,  efpecially  dioft 
of  love  and  the  table,  made  bin 
lofe  at  the  fame  time  his  poft,  ui 
his  matter's  favour.  From  tbat 
time  Avicenes  felt  all  the  rigoon 
of  adverfity,  which  he  had  brooght 
upon  himfelf  by  his  ill  condofi* 
He  wandered  about  as  a  fugidvt, 
and  was  often  obli£ed  to  fbift  the 

place 
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£Uce  of  his  habitation  to  fecure 
is  life  from  danger.  Certain 
propofitions  he  had  advanced,  and 
which  Teemed  to  contraHirt  the 
lenfe  of  the  Koran,  were  allcdged 
againft  him  as  fom^rhing  wry 
criminal.  This  philofopht^r,  who 
bad  confidered  *  Alfarabi  as  his 
Bimfter,  bad  embraced  all  his  opi. 
tiions ;  and,  it  was  on  this  ac- 
count, that  the  Dodlor  Algazali, 
in  his  book,  incitled,  <  A  Prefer. 
vative  againft  Error,'  accufes  both 
equally  as  guilty  nf  impiety,  by 
leeming  more  inclined  lo  follow 
the  maxims  and  opinions  rf  philo- 
fophers,  than  the  principles  of  the 
Koran.  Benchounah,  a  famous 
Kiflorian,fay<«  however,  that  feveral 
Muflfulmcfn  Doctors  have  maintain* 
ed  that  Avicenes  had  abjured  his 
terrors  before  the  end  of  his  life. 
He  died  at  Hamadan,  >gcd 
58  years,  in  the  428th  vear  of  the 
flegira,  and  of  jefus  Chri(l,  1036. 
The  perfecl  knowlcd'^re  he  had 
of  phyfic  did  not  fecure  him  from 
the  ailments  that  afHid  human 
fiatare.  He  was  attaclccd  by 
leveral  maladies  in  the  courfc  of 
his  life,  and  particularly  was  very 
fabjedl  to  the  cholic.  His  excefTes 
in  pleafures,  aud  his  infirmities, 
made  a  poet  fay,  who  wrote  his 
epitaph,  that  the  profound  ftudy 
of  philofophy  had  not  taughr  him 
good  morals;  nor  that  of  medicine 
the  art  of  preferviog  his  own 
health. 


No  one  compofed  with  greater 
facility  than  Avicenes,  writings 
when  he  fat  d^'wn  to  it,  fifty  pages 
generally  in  a  day,  withoot  fa- 
tiguing himfelf.  The  doftors  of 
Chiras.  havintr  made  a  colleclioii 
of  ohjeftions  a2:ain[l  one  '  f  his 
metaphyfic  i)  works,  fent  it  to  iiim 
at  Ifpahan  by  Cufem.  ihis 
learned  man  not  arriving  till 
towards  evening,  came  to  Avi- 
cenes' houfe,  wiih  whom  he  iac 
difcourfing  till  nii.inight.  When 
Carirm  wis  reiir^il,  he  wro?c  an 
anfwer  to  the  objeAions  (?f  the 
Chirazian5,  and  finifiii!d  it  ^cf.ire 
fun  rife.  He  immediately  delivered 
it  to  Caf(;m,  telling  him,  chnt  l\c 
had  made  all  polfible  difpatcn^  in 
order  not  to  detain  him  any  longer 
at  Ifpahan, 

Avicenes,  after  his  death,  en- 
joyed fo  great  a  reputation,  that, 
till  the  twelfth  cenmrv,  he  was 
preferred  f">r  the  lluJy  of  phiij- 
ibphy  and  m^'^dicir'o  i^  ail  his  pre* 
decelTors.  His  works  were  ihe 
only  in  vogue  in  I'ch  'ols,  even  in 
Europe.  His  ftyleiscliMr,  fpri^Iit- 
Iv,  elegant,  grave,  and  folid, 
Phyfic  is  indebicd  to  him  for  the 
difcovery  of  ciflia,  rhubar'j,  mira- 
bolaos,  tamarinds ;  and  from  him 
alfo  came  to  us  the  art  of  making 
fugar. 

He  was  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  greaieU  gcniufes^  and  of  the 
mf>ft  univerfai  that  ever  cxiflcd. 
Poet,  orator,  philofophcr,  divine. 


•  Alfarabi)  the  furnamc  of  Aoorlnarft-Mohamme.l-Taikh'iili,  wjs  fo  called 
by  the  Arabs,  as  being  a  native  of  rhc  town  c:iilc(.i  Tarab,  wtiich  is  the  I'lme 
•4  Ottrar.  The  liimamc  alio  (it'  Mualltm-Sar.i,  or  the  fccond  Mjltor,  \v:i<; 
given  to  him  ;  bccaufe  the  MulFuI mens  regard  Ariitoilc  as  the  fiifl.  Alfai.V.u 
K^d  the  reputation  of  being  the  molt  learned  man  of  liis  agt*.  Some  NIulLilsnen 
DoAors  h^ve  accufcd  him  of  impiety,  and  Al^azali  rai\k'j  him  with  his  diicipic 
Avicenes  amongft  the  phil:>iopheri  whu  believed  the  etemiiy  of  the  world, 
though  they  admit  a  firit  Motor}  which  is  held  by  the  Mohammedans  as 
mere  Athcilm. 

£  2  geome- 
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geometrician,  aftronomery  phyii- 
cian.  great  politician,  grammarian, 
he  embraced  all  fciences,  and  his 
fuccefs  was  equal  in  all.  The 
titles  alone  of  his  works  prove  the 
fertility  of  his  genius  and  inven- 
tion. If  we  reflcft  that  he  lived 
but  fif'V-eight  yeara,  that  he  was 
a  wanderer  and  a  fugitive^  and 
that  he  was  much  addided  to  his 
pleafuresy  we  (hall  have  fome  diffi- 
culty to  conceive  how  he  could 
find  time  for  fo  many  works. 
A  curfory  iiHpeftion  ff  the  cata- 
logue oi  his  works  will  convince 
us  of  this  truth.

Bring  dctermiDed  totr^ke  my  own 
time,  and  not  to  let  him  have  it, 
1  Uia  I  did  not  chufc  to  m«ike  fuch 
difpatch,     Thf^  man  then  flew  into 
a  p^iflinn,  and  clapping  his  hand 
to  his   fwordy  fccmed  to  be  ready 
to  break  into   the  (liop   by   main

I  vwill  nrt  iet  you  have  it,   faid  J  ;

Seeing  he 
could    not   obtain  it  by  bullying, 
he  bei^an  to  beg  and  pray  in  tiie 
inoft  :uppliant  manner;  telling  me, 
that  if  i  put  it  into  his  hands,   he 
would  take  care  to  fee  me  fatisfied. 
Thefe  words  did  not  in  the  lead 
(hake  my  r^foiution  ;  and  as  I  per- 
il (led  in  the  fame  anfwer,  he  at  lait 
defpaired  of  fuccefs  and   fwearing 
thct  he  would  return  with  a  body 
of  Spaniaids  and  cut  me  to  pieces, 
jhovight  proper  to  depart.

Tka 
taking  aim    at  the  domeftic,  aid 
making  a  fbew  as  if  I  was  goia| 
to  fire  at  bim,  1  cried  out,  Af  lor 
you,  you  rafcal,  that  fst  them  o% 
you  are  the  very  SrA  I  ftiail  nike 
an  example  of.  Upon  hearing  thii^ 
he  clapped  fpuri  to  a  jennet  upoi 
which  he  was  moontrd,  and  begn 
to  fly  full  fpeed.     The  difturbias 
had   now  brought    all  the  oerg^ 
hours  out  of  their    hoafet,  «k| 
fome  Roman  gentlemen  paSfiog  W 
faid :  Kill  the  dc^s,   «nd  we  viD 
fland  by  you.       Thefe  words  hi 
fuch  effect,  that  they  left  me  is  a 
terrible  panic,  and  told  his  I/vd- 
flip  all  that  had  happened.    The 
bifhop,  as  he  was  a  proad,haaihf 
man,     reprimanded    and    icoUcd 
his  fervantf  rery  feverely,  bothb^ 
caufe  they  had  cominitted  fucbii 
a£t  of  violence,  and  becapfe  tkf 
had  not  gone  through  with  it.

Thefe  words  coming  likcwife  to 
the  ear  of  Pope  Clement  made  him 
laugh  heartily.  Cardinal'  Cibo 
wab  at  Rome  when  the  alFair  hap- 
pened, and  his  Holinefs  told  him 
the  whole  affair  of  the  di (Terence 
between  me  and  the  bi(hop  of  Sa- 
lamanca, with  all  the  diilurbances 
it  had  given  rife  to;  then  he  turn- 
ed to  one  of  his  domeHics,  and 
bid  him  find  conHant  employment 
for  me  in  my  bufinefs  as  a  gold- 
Imith.'* 

Our  author,  after  flrange  and  va» 
rious  revolution*:  of  fortune,  in 
which  he  was  at  different  times 
prote^ed,  favoureJ,  ;tnd  admired, 
by  the  greateil  men  of  the  age,  and 
as  often  opprefT^d  and  perfecuted, 
after  having  a  diftinguiflied  (hare 
in  the  defence  of  Rome,  at  the  time 
of  the  death  of  the  celebrated  Duke 
of  Bourbon,  (who,  he  fays,  was 
killed  Sy  himfelf  in  the  afTault)  and 
afterwards  in  defending  the  caftle 
of  St.  Angelo  againft  the  Imperial 
army  which  theDukehadcommand- 
ed,  was  ac  length  by  the  inftigations 
of  Pier  Luigi,  natural  fon  to  Paal 
yi.  carried  prifbner  under  the  nioft 
mameful  pretences  to  the  fame 
caftle.  His  efcape  from  this  c^Ille 
was  fo  extraordinary  and  amazing 
an  adventure,  that  we  (hall  inferc 
it,  as  well  as  fome  of  the  mo(k  re. 
markable  circumllances  previous 
to  it,  that  occurred  during  his  cQn- 
(inement. 

"  During  this  time  of  agitation 
and  trouble, Icing  Francis  had  heard 
a  circumdantial  account  of  the 
pope's  keeping  me  in  confinement 
i'o  UiijuiHy  ;  and  as  a  nobleniaii 
bc!or  eing  to  his  court,  named 
Monfirur  (^e  Montluc,  had  been 
fent  ^mbafl'ador  to  his  holinefs,  he 
wrote  to  him  to  apply  for  my  en<- 
£  4  larjement 
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largement  to  his  holinefs  as  a  pf  r- 
fon  that  belonged  to  his   xnajefty. 
The  j)ope,  though  a  man  of  fcnfc 
and    extraordinary    abilities,    be- 
haved in  this  affair  cf  mine  like  a 
perfon  of  as  little  virtue  as  under- 
ilanding ;  the  anfwer  he  returned 
the  ambalTador  was:  That  the  king 
his  mafter  need  not  give   himi'elf 
any  concern  about  me,  as  I  was  a 
very  turbulent,  troublcfome  man  ; 
therefore  heaJvifed  his  majcfty  to 
leave  me  where  1  was^  becaufe  he 
kept  me  in  prifon  for  committing 
mnrv^er  and  oLher  atrocious  crimes. 
The  king  of  France  made  anfwer, 
Th.'it  j  slhce  was  flridlly  obferved 
in  his  dominions,  and   th:;t  as  he 
rew.irded  ana  favour-d  good  men, 
fo  he  puniOied  and  diicountenanc- 
ed   the  bad:  adriing,   that   as  his 
hcllr.cfs  had  fuCTvrcd  me  to  leave 
Italy,  and  had  been  no  longer  fo- 
licitous  about  my  fervices,  he,  upon 
feeing  me  in   his  dominions,    had 
gladly  taken  me  under  his  patron- 
age, and  now  claimed  me  as  his 
fubjeft.     Though  ihefe  were  the 
greateil  honours  and  favours  that 
could  poflibjy  be  conferred  upon  g 
man  in  my  Ilationof  life,  they  we/e 
highly  prejudicial  and  dangerous 
to  my  caufe.      The  pope  was  fo 
tormented  with  jealous  fear,  lell  I 
fhould   go  to  France  and  difcover 
his  bafe  treatment  of  me,  that  he 
was  condantly  watching  for  an  op- 
portunity  to   get  me  difpatched, 
without  hurting  his  own   reputa- 
tion.     The  conflable  of  the  cadle 
of  St.  Angelo,  was  a  countryman 
of  mine,  a  Florentine,  named  fig- 
por  Georgio  Ugolini.      This  wor- 
thy gentlemen  behaved  to  me  with 
the  greated  politenefs,  permitting 
me  to  walk  freely  about  the  caHIe

honour,  and  he  even  pot  me  lata 
a  way  of  working  a  little  at  ay 
bufiuefs.     ^s  I  took  h  for  graatd, 
that  :he  poke's  anger  wookl  bm 
fubfjde,   on   accoont  not  only  of 
my  innocence*   bat  of  the  kiogof 
France's  interceffion  ;  1  caofed  Of 
(hop  to   be  kept   open,  and  sf 
young  man   Afcanio  caine  to  aid 
fro  to  the  caftle,. bringing  melbar 
things  to   employ  me ;  thoagh  | 
could  do  but  very  little,  whili  fa 
onjuflly confined;  however, I aadt 
a  virtue  of  neceflity,  and  boreaf 
hard  fortune  the  beft  I  could.  hUr 
ing  won  the  hearts  of  ajl  chegoaidi 
and  foldiers  belonging  to  the  gv- 
rifon.    As  the  pope  fometimet  con 
to  fup  at  the  caftle,  if»heneverd& 
happened,  it  was  not  guarded,  b^t 
the  doors  were  left  open  like  tMb 
of  any  other  palace.     On  foci  oc- 
cafions  the  prifoners  were  pot  ai- 
der clofe    confinement ;    bat  tt 
general  rule  was  not  obferved  «tt 
rcfped  to  me,  for  I  was  always  K 
liberty  to  walk  about  the  cosrts: 
under  thefe  circa mftances  I  TO 
frequently  advifed  by  th6  foldiers 
to  make  my  efcape,  who  moreoter 
declared,  that  they  would  afiftat 
in  the  recovery  of  my  liberty,  hc- 
ing   fenfible   how    anjuilly  I  m 
treated.

of  Perugia,  an  excellent  pradlitio- 
ner.      This  laft  fet  the  bone,  then 
bandaged  my  leg,   and  bled  me ; 
MM   my   veins  were   fwelled  more 
than    ufnalt    and    he  wanted    to 
inake  a  pretty  wide  inciCon,   the 
blood  gufhed  from  me  with  fuch 
violence,  end  in  fo  great  a  quan- 
tity, that  it  (purted  into  his  face, 
and  covered  him  in  fuch  a  man- 
aer,  that  he  found  it  a  very  diffi- 
calt  matter  to  continue  his  opera- 
tion.

After  this,  the  unfortunate  Celiint 
was  again  committed  to  the  cadle 
of  St.  AngelO,  where  he  underwent 
during  a  Ion?  confinement  the  mod 
unparralleled  fufFcrings;  and,  be. 
fides  beine^  treated  with  the  moft 
cruel  and  horrid  barbarityj  his  life 
feemed  to  have  been,  more  than 
once,  only  preferved  by  the  fpe- 
cial  and  immediate  intervention  of 
providence.       Having    at  length 
gained   bis   liberty,    through  the 
intereft  and  addreft    of  Cardinal 
Ferrara,  .he  went  to  Paris,  where 
he  lived  fomeyears  in  great  afflu- 
ence and  happinefs,  under  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  munificent  and  li- 
beral Francis  I.  for  whom  he  per- 
formed fevftral  capital  works.     His 
evil  fortune  however  purfucd  him 
even  to  Paris,  where  thro'  the  ma- 
lignant enmity  and  malice  of  Ma- 
dame de  Eflampes.  the  King's  mif* 
trefs,  whom   he   had   unwittingly 
difobliged,     he    was    continually 
thwarted  and  oppofed,  which  ope- 
rating upon  the  natural  impatience 
and  violence  of  his  temper,  he  at 
length  quitted  France  and  return* 
ed  to  Italy,  without  taking  leave, 
or  receiving   the  King's  licence* 
He  livrd  to  a  very  confiderable  old 
age,  and  his  life,  almoil  to  the  laft. 
Was  a  continued   fccnc  of  adven- 
ture, perfecution  and  misfortune.

His  attainments  in  literatare  far 
furpaflfed  his  own  modeft  eftimate 
of  them.  His  acquaintance  with 
the  hiftory  both  of  ancient  and 
inodern  times  was  accurate  and 
extenfive.  He  was  a  mafter  of 
the  beft  and  pureft  writers  of  anti- 
quity, and  his  memory  was  ftored 
with  their  fineft  paflfages,  which  he 
applied  with  propriety  and  tafte ; 
whilft  he  felt  and  communicated 
the  foblimer  beaacies  of  the  facred 
books  with  fuch  energy  and  warmth 
of  expreflion,  as  (hewed  that  their 
divine  fires  touched  his  heart. 

His  knowledge  of  the  afFairs  of 
men,  anddifcernmentofcharaAert, 
fpoke  one  who  had  been  accuilom- 
cd  to  read  mankind  with  penetra- 
tion and  candour. 

From  thefe  accomplifhments  of 
the  head  and  the  heart  flowed  a 
converfation  plcafing  and  inftruc- 
tive ;  which  had  all  the  ftrength 
that  jud  obfervation,  fentiment, 
and  de(*p  reflection  could  give: 
yVccqmpanied  by  all  the  graces 
that  it  could  derive  from  an  open 
and  engaging  counten  iiue,  a  win- 
ning a^drcf'!,  an  harmonious  elo- 
cutinn»  a  language  copiouscorrefl, 
and  natural,  and  a  mind  elegantly 
turned. 

In  a  word,  in  priv;ite  life  we 
faw  accompli (hmcnts  fuppnrted  by 
worth :  polifhed  manners  and  a 
plcafing  form,  animated  by  intel> 
ligcnce  aiul  gondncfs  of  heart :  out-

Biuch  attention  the  operations  of 

Mount  Vefuvius,  during  the  five 

yrars  that  I  have  had  the  honour 

ef  reGdingas  his  Majeflv's  miniftcrr 

at  this   court,   and  after    having 

carefully  remarked   the  nature  of 

thclbil  for  fifteen  miles  round  this

M*Dy  of  the  enters,  from  whence 


this  matter  has   ifliied,  are   ftill 
vifible;  fuch  as  the  Salfaterrt  near 
Puzsole,  the  lake  of  Agnano,  and 
near  this  lake  a  monnuin  com- 
pofed  of  burnt  matter,    that  has 
a  very  large  crater  furrounded  with 
a  wall  to  indofe  the  wild  boart, 
and  deer,  that  are  kept  there  for 
the  diverfion  of  his  Sicilian  Majefty; 
it  is  called   Aftruni:    the  Monte 
Nuovo  thrown  op  from  the  bottom 
ofthelucrinelakein  the  year  ij38« 
which  has  likewife  its  crater ;  and 
the  lake  of  Averno.     The  iflands 
of  Nifidi  and  Procidi  are  entirely 
compofed  of  burnt  matter;    the 
ifland  of  Ifchia  is  likewife  com- 
pofed of  lava,  pnmice,  and  burnt 
matter;    and    there    are  in   thac 
i/land  feveral  viiible  craters,  from 
one  of  which,  no  longer  ago  than 
the  year  1 303,  there  iflfued  a  lava 
which  ran  into  the  fea,  and  is  IHII 
in    the  fame   barren   flate   as   the 
modem  lavus  of  Vefuvius.     After 
having,  I  fay,  been  accuftomed  to 
thefe    obfervations,    1     was    well 
prepared  to  viftt  the  molt  ancient, 
and  perhaps  the  moll  ionfidrrabie 
volcano  that  cxids:   and  1  had  the 
fa tisfaAion    of  being    thoroughly 
convinced   there,  of  the  forma:ion 
of  very  confider;ible  mountains  by 
mecr  explofion,  having  feen  many 
fjch  on  the  fiJcs  of  i^ma,  a«  v^iil 
be  rclstcd  hereafter. 
¥  4  On 
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On  the  24th  of  Jnne  1aft«  in  the 
afternoon,  I  left  Catania,  a  town 
fituated  at  the  foot  of  Mount  Etna, 
or  as  it  is  now  called  Mon  Gibello, 
in  company  with  Lord  Fortrofe  and 
the  canonico  Recupero,  an  inge* 
niout  pricft  of  Catania,  who  is  the 
onlyperfon  there, that  is  acquainted 
with  the  mountain :  he  is  aftually 
employed  in  writing  its  natural 
hiftory,  but  I  fear  will  not  be  able 
to  compafs  fo  great  and  ufeful  an 
undertaking*  for  want  of  proper 
encouragement. 

We  pafi'ed  through  the  inferior 
diftridl  of  the  mountain  called  by 
its  inhabitants  La  Regione  Pie- 
snontefe.  it  is  well  watered,  ex* 
ceedinely  fertile,  and  abounding 
with  vincsp  and  other  fruit  trees, 
where  the  lava,  or,  as  it  is  called 
there,  the  Sciara,  has  had  time  to 
foften  and  gather  foil  fuHicient  for 
vegetation,  which  I  am  convinced 
from  many  obfervations,  unlefs 
afllfted  by  art,  does  not  cone  to 
pafs  for  many  ages,  perhaps  a 
thoufand  years  or  more ;  the  circuit 
of  this  lower  region,  forming  the 
bafis  of  the  great  volcano,  is  up- 
wardsof  one  hundred  Italian  miles. 
The  vines  of  Etna  are  kept  low, 
quite  the  rcverfe  of  thofe  on  the 
borders  of  Vefuvius,  and  thev 
produce  a  flronger  wine,  but  not  in 
fo  great  abundance.  The  Fie- 
montefe  diftri^  is  covered  with 
towns,  villages,  monaAeries,  &c. 
and  is  well  peopled,  notwithlland- 
ing  the  danger  of  fuch  a  fituation. 


Catania,  fo  often  dellioyed  by  e. 
ruptions  of  Etna,  and  totally  ova- 
thrown  by  an  earthquake  towards 
the  end  of  the  laft  centary,  ka 
been  re-built  within  thefe  jo  ytan, 
and  is  now   a   confiderable  lowi!, 
with  at  leaft  thirty-five  th^nfud 
inhabitants.     I  do  not  wonder  il 
the  feeming  fecority   with  whick 
thefe  parta  are  inhabited,  haviii 
been  fo  long  witnefa  to  the  fame 
near  mount  Vefuvius.     The  ope- 
rations of  nature  are  flow;  grot 
eruptions  do  not  freaueutly  hap- 
pen ;  each  flatters  hiiiifelf  it  will 
not  happen   in   his  time,  or  if  it 
ihottld,  that  his  totelar  faint  vili 
turn  away  the  deAroftive  lava  ftoa 
his  grounds  ;  then  indeed  thegreit 
fertility  in  the  neighbonrhoods  of 
volcanos  tempts  people  to  inhabit 
(hem. 

In  about  four  hours  of  gradual 
afcent  we  arrived  at  a  liiiTe  cot-

'fhere  are  fecret  conduits  or  livulcts  of  this  liquid  matter,  whick 
nicatet  fire  and  beat  into  all  parts  more  or  lefs,  and  melts  the  ftoncs 
nders  by  fits  in  thole  places  where  it  touches  them,  over  and  over 
where  it  incets  with  rocks  or  huufca  of  the  fame  matter  (as  many 
licy  melt  and  go  away  with  the  fiit: ;  where  they  find  other  compoii- 
they  turn  them  to  hmc  or  afhcs  (as  I  am  informed.)    The  compofi* 

this  fine,  ftoncs  and  cinders,  arc  fulphur,  nitre,  quick- filver,  fal 
itac,  lead,  iron,  bmfs,  and  ail  oilier  merals.  It  moves  not  regularly, 
•nftantly  down  hill ;  in  foine  places  it  hath  made  the  valleys  hills,  and 
Is  tliat  are  not  high  are  now  valleys.

colour,  and  ftoncs  of  a  paler  red  to  fwim  thereon,  .md  to  he  lonie  as 
an  ordlnaiy  table.     Wc  could   ll-c  this  firj  to  move  in  fevcial  other 

and  all  tlie  countn'  cuveicd  with  fire,  afccnding  with  great  il'<me!i, 
ly  places,  fmoaking  like  to  a  vioUnt  furnace  of  ir^n  melted,  making  a 
nth  the  great  pieces  tlia:  fell,  el'pccially  thofewluch  fell  into  the  ka. 

*^  A  cava* 
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fions  of  fionesand  aflies«'rtifed  there 
a  mouBtiiD*  which,  as  near  as  I 
caD  judge,  having  afcended  it,  is 
not  lefi  than  half  a  mile  perpen- 
dicolar  in  height,  and  is  certainly 
at  lealt  three  miles  in  circumfe- 
rence at  its  ba6i.  The  lava  that 
ran  from  it»  and  on  which  there 
are  at  yet  no  (igni  of  vegetation, 
js  fourteen  miles  in  length,  and  in 
many  parts  fix  in  breadth;  it 
leached  Catania, and  deftroyed  part 
of  its  walls,  buried  an  amphithea<» 
ire^  an  aquedu^,  and  many  other 
monuments  of  its  ancient  gran« 
dear,  which,  till  then,  had  refifted 
the  hand  of  time ;  and  ran  a  con- 
iiderabie  length  into  the  fea,  foas  to 
have  once  formed  a  beautiful  and 
fafe  harbour ;  but  it  was  foon  after 
£Hed  up  by  a  fre(h  torrent  of  the 
fame  inflamed  matter,  a  circum- 
lUnce  the  Catanians  lament  to  this 
day,  a«  they  are  without  a  port. 
There  has  been  no  fnch  eruption 
iince,  though  there  are  figns  of 
many,  more  terrible,  that  have 
preceded  ii. 

For  two  or  three  miles  round  the 
mountain  raifed  by  this  eruption, 
all  is  barren,  and  covered  with 
alhes ;  this  groand,  as  well  as  the 


mountain  itfelf,  will  in  time  ttN 
tainly  be  as  fertile  aa  many  other 
mountains  in  ita  neighboarkood, 
that  have  been  likewiie  fanned  fav 
explofion.  If  the  dates  of  thc6 
explofions  could  bo  afceruincd,  ii 
would  be  vtry  caricxM«  and  mark 
the  progrefs  of  time  with  refpedio 
the  return  of  vegetation,  as  \h 
mountains  raifed  by  them  are  ii 
different  ftates;  thofe  (which  I 
imagine  to  be  the  moft  modera) 
arc  covered  with  aflies  only;  o- 
thers  of  an  older  date,  with  imtH 
plants  and  herbs,  and  the  moft  at* 
cient,  with  the  Wgeft  timber  tico 
I  ever  faw  ;  but  I  believe  the  litlff 
are  fo  very  ancient,  aa  to  be  fe 
out  of  the  reach  of  hiltory.  At 
the  foot  of  the  moontain  railed  kf 
the  eruption  of  the  year  1669,  thee 
is  a  hole,  through  which,  by  aMni 
of  a  rope,  we  defcended  into  fevc. 
ral  fubterraneons  cavenu,  branch- 
ing out  and  extending  mnch  far- 
ther and  deeper  than  we  chole  10 
venture,  the  cold  there  being  «• 
ceiEve,  and  a  violent  wind  fire- 
quently  extinguifhing  Ibme  of  o« 
torches.  Thefe  cavema  nndoebc> 
ediy  contained  the  lava  that  iSM 
forth,  and  extended,  ma  I  iaid  be- 


«  A  cavalier  of  Malta,  who  lives  there,  and  attended  me,  told  me,  dial  lie 
**  river  was  ai  liquid  where  it  iflfues  out  of  the  mountain,  as  water,  and  caae 
«  out  like  a  torrent  with  gnat  violence,  and  is  five  or  fix  fothom  deep^  aid 
'*  at  broad,  and  that  no  ftonet  fink  therein.  I  aflure  jour  majefty,  bo  pes 
**  can  exprefs  how  terrible  it  it,  nor  can  all  the  art  and  mduftiy  of  the  woril 
<*  quench  or  divert  that  which  is  burning  in  the  country.  In  40  dayt  time  it 
«  hath  deftroyed  the  inhabitantt  of  17,000  perfons,  made  two  hills  of  mst 
**  1000  paces  hieh  apiece,  and  one  is  four  miles  in  compafs  j  of  fto,oeo  per- 
«  font,  which  inhabit  Catania,  3000  did  only  remain  |  all  their  goods  art 
<<  carried  away,  die  cannons  o^^braft  are  removed  out  of  the  caftle,  lone  gicit 
**  bells  taken  down,  the  city  .gates  walled  up  next  the  fire,  and  picpaiadws 
■*  made  to  abandon  the  city. 

«  That  night  which  I  lay  there,  it  ninitd  aflies  all  over  the  dty,  and  m 
•<  mile*  nt  Tea  it  troubled  nw  ey^^t.  This  fire  in  its  progrefs  met  with  a  bb 
<<  of  tour  miles  in  compafs,  and  it  was  not  only  fatisfied  to  fill  it  Uft  though 
o  it  was  four  fothom  deep,  but  hath  made  of  it  a  mountain.** 
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lore,  qoite  to  Caunta.  There  are 
mmny  of  thefe  fobcerraneoas  cavi- 
ties known,  on  other  parts  of  ^tna; 
fuch  as  that  called  by  the  peafancs, 
liA  Baracca  Vecchia,  another  La 
Spelonca  delta  Palomba  (from  the 
wild  pigeons  building  their  nefts 
therein  J  and  the  cavern  Thalia, 
ncBtioned  by  Boccaccio.  Some 
of  them  are  made  ufe  of  as  ^maga*' 
sines  for  fnow ;  the  whole  ifl^nd 
of  Sicily  and  Malca  being  fapplied 
mth  this  eflential  article  (in  a  hot 
dimate}  from  mount  j£tna ;  many 
nore  would  be  found,  1  dare  fay, 
if  fearched  for,  particularly  near 
and  under  the  craters  from  whence 
great  lavas  have  iflued,  as  the  im- 
menie  quantities  of  fuch  matter  we 
lee  above  ground  mufl  neceflarily 
foppofe  very  great  hollows  under- 
aeath. 

After  having  pafled  the  morning 
of  the  25th  in  thefe  obfervations, 
we  proceeded  through  the  fecond, 
or  middle  region  of  Minn,  called 
La  Selvofa,  uie  woody,  than  which 
Bothing  can  be  more  beautiful. 
On  every  fide  are  mountains,  or 
fragments  of  mountains,  that  have 
been  thrown  up  by  various  ancient 
cxplofions  I  there  are  fome  near  as 
high  as  mount  Vefuvius,  one  in 
particular,  (as  the  canon  our  gaide 
aflured  me,  having  meafnrH  it) 
ia  little  lefs  than  one  mile  in  per- 
pendicular height,  and  five  in 
circumference  at  its  bafis.  They 
are  all  more  or  lefs  covered,  even 
within  their  craters,  as  well  as  the 
rich  valleys  between  them,  with 
the  largefl  oak,  chefnut,  and  fir- 
trees,  1  ever  faw  any  where  ;  and 
indeed  it  is  from  hence  chiefly,  that 
his  Sicilian  majefty's  dock-yards 
are  fupplicd  with  timber.  As  this 
part  of  ^tna  i^-as  famous  lor  its 
limber  io  the  time  of  the  tyrants 


of  Syracufa,  and  as  it  requires  th* 
great  length  of  time  I  have  already 
mentioned  before  the  matter  is  fie 
for  vegetation,  we  may  conceive 
the  great  age  of  this  refpedable 
volcano.  The  chefnut-tiees  pro. 
dominated  in  the  parts  thro'  which 
we  pafiTed,  and,  though  of  a  very 
great  fize,  are  not  to  be  compared 
to  fome  on  another  part  of  the  Re- 
gione  Selvofa,  called  Carpinetto. 
I  have  been  told  by  many,  and 
particularly  by  our  guide,  who  had 
meafured  the  largeft  there,  called 
La  Caftagna  di  Cento  Cavalli,  that 
it  is  upwards  of  c wen ty^ight  Nea- 
politan canes  in  circumference* 
Now  as  a  Neapolitan  cane  is  two 
yards  and  half  a  quarter,  Englifli 
meafnre,  you  may  judge,  fir,  of 
the  immenfe  fize  ot  this  famous 
tree.  It  is  hollow  from  age,  but 
there  is  another  near  it  almoft  as 
large,  and  found;  as  it  would  have 
required  a  journey  of  two  days  to 
have  vifited  this  extraordinary  tiee, 
and  the  weather  being  already  very 
hot,  I  did  not  fee  it.  It  is  amaz- 
ing xo  me  that  trees  ihonld  flouriih 
in  £0  (hallow  a  foil,  for  they  can- 
not penetrate  deep  without  meeu 
ing  with  a  rock  of  lava,  and  in- 
deed great  part  of  the  roots  of  the 
large  trees  we  pafl^ed  by  are  above 
ground,  and  have  acquired,  by  the 
impreflion  of  the  air,  a  bark  like 
that  of  their  branches*  In  this  part 
of  the  mountain,  are  the  fineft 
horned  cattle  in  Sicily ;  we  re- 
marked in  genera),  that  the  horns 
of  the  Sicilian  cattle  are  near  twice 
the  fize  of  any  we  had  ever  feen ; 
the  cattle  themfelves  are  of  the 
common  fize.  We  pafied  by  the 
lava  of  the  laft  eruption  in  the 
year  1766,  which  has  deftroyed 
above  four  miles  fquare  of  the 
beautiful  wood  above  mentioned. 

The 
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The  moancaia  raxfed  by  this 
eruption  abound  a  with  fulphur  and 
falu,  exadly  refembling  chofe  of 
Vefuviuft  fpeciinens  of  which  I 
lent  (bmc  time  ago  to  the  laie  lord 
Morton. 

In  about  Bvt  hoars  from  thr  time 
we  had  left  the  convent  of  S.NicoIo 
dell'  Arena,  we  arrived  at  the  bor- 
deri  of  the  third  region,  caUfd  La 
Nctta,  or  Scoperta,  clean  or  unco- 
vered, where  we  found  a  very  (harp 
air  indeed ;  fo  that  in  the  fame  day 
the  four  feafont  of  the  year  were 
£eniibly  felt  by  us,  on  this  moun- 
tain ;  exccflive  fummer  heats  in 
the  Piemoniefe,  fpring  and  autumn 
temperature  in  the  middle,  and 
extreme  cold  of  winter  in  the  up- 
per region.  1  could  perceive,  as 
we  approached  the  latter,  a  gradual 
decreafe  of  vegetation,  and  from 
large  timber  trees  we  came  to  the 
fmaller  flirubs  and  plants  of  the 
northern  climates.  I  obferved 
quantities  of  juniper  and  tanzy  ; 
our  guide  told  us,  that  later  in  the 
ieafon  there  are  numberlefs  curious 
plants  here,  and  that  in  fone  parts 
there  are  rhubarb  and  faffron  in 
plenty.  In  Carrera's  hifiory  of 
Catania,  there  i«  a  lift  of  all  the 
plants  and  herbs  of  Etna,  in  al- 
phabetical order. 

Night  coming  on,  we  here 
pitched  a  tent  and  made  a  good 
ire,  which  was  very  neceiTary,  for 
without  it,  and  very  warm  cloa th- 
ing, we  (hould  furely  have  periQi- 
ed  with  cold ;  and  at  one  of  the 
clock  in  the  morning  of  the  26th, 
we  purfued  our  journey  towards 
the  great  crater.  We  pa/Ted  over 
valleys  of  fm  w  that  never  melts, 
except  there  is  an  eruption  of  lava 
from  the  upper  crater,  which  fcarce- 
\y  ever  happens ;  the  great  erup- 
tions are  ufually  from  the  middle 
region,  the  inflamed  matter  find- 


ing (as  I  fuppofe)  iu  pai&ge  thro* 
fome  weak  part,  long  befoic  it  caa 
rife  to  the  excefllve  height  of  the 
upper  region,  the  great  aiouih  oa 
the  fummit  only  (erving  aa  a  coai- 
mon  chimoey  to  the  volcano,    la 
many  places  the  foow  is  covered 
with  a  bed  of  alhes,  thrown  out  of 
the  craier,  and  the  fun  melting  it 
in  fome  parts  makes  this  grocad 
treacherous ;   but  as  we  had  with 
us,   beiides  our  guide,  a  peafast 
well  accuftomed  to  thefe  valkys, 
we  arrived  fafe  at  the  foot  of  the 
little  mountain  of  aflies  that  crowas 
Etna,  about   an    hour  before  tk 
rifing  of  the  fun.     This  aonntaii 
is  fituated  in  a    gently    ioclLniikg 
plain,  of  about  cine  miles  ia  cir- 
cumference ;  it  is  about  a  qaarter 
of  a  mile  perpendicular  ia  height, 
very  fteep,  but  not  quite  fo  fteep 
as  Vefuvios  ;  it  has  been  thro«a 
up  within  thefe  twenty->£ve  or  thifi- 
ty  years,  as  many  people  at  Cata- 
nia have  told  me  they  remeBbcicd 
when  there  was  only  a  large  cbafa 
or  crater,  in  the  midll  of  the  a- 
bove-mentioned  plain.     Till  nov 
the  afceac  had  been  fo  gradual  (kr 
the  top  of  Etna  is  not  lefs  than  )o 
miles  from  Catania,  from  wheace 
the  afcent  begins)  aa   not  to  have 
been  the  leaft  fatiguing;  and  if  k 
had   not  been  for   the    fnow,  pc 
might  have  rode  upon  oar  males 
to  the  very  foot  of  the  littk  moaa- 
tain,  higher  than  which  the  caaoa 
our  guide  had  never  been  :  bat  ai  i 
faw  that  this  little  mountain  vai 
compoffd  in  the  fame  manner  aithe 
top  of  Vefuvius,  which,  notwith- 
ftanding  the   fmoke  liTuiag  fioa 
every  pore,  i&folid  and  Arm,  I  made 
no  fcru  pie  of  going  up  totheedgeef 
the  crater,  and  my  companions  fol- 
lowed. The  Itcep  afcent,  the  fcces- 
nefs  of  the  air,  the  vapours  of  the  fpl- 
phur,  and  the  violence  of  the  wind, 
6  which 
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wliicli  oUi^d  as  feveral  times  to 
^hrow  ourfelves  flat  uf>on  our  faces 
to  avoid  being  over. turned  by  it, 
made  this  latter  part  of  our  expedi- 
tion rather  inconvenient  and  difa- 
greeable.  Our  guid?,  by  way  of 
comfort,  aflfared  us  that  there  was 
generally  much  more  wind  in  the 
upper  region  at  this  time. 

Soon  after  we  had  feated  our- 
felves on  the  highefl  point  of  Etna, 
the  fun  arofe  and  difplayed  a  fcene 
that  indeed  pafTes  all  defcription. 
The  horizon  lighting  up  by  de* 
grees,  we  difcovered  the  greatell 
part  of  Calabria,  and  the  fea  on 
the  other  fide  of  it ;  the  Phare  of 
Meffina,  the  Lipari  Tflands,  Scrom- 
boli  with  its  fmoaking  top,  though 
at  above  feventy  miles  dillance, 
feemed  to  be  ju ft  under  our  feet ; 
we  faw  the  whole  ifland  of  Sicily, 
ita  rivers,  towns,  harbours,  &c. 
as  if  we  had  been  looking  on  a 
snap.  The  ifland  of  Malta  is  low 
ground,  and  there  was  a  hazinefs 
in  that  part  of  the  horizon,  fo  that 
we  could  not  difcern  it;  our  guide 
mflfaret  us  he  had  feen  it  diftinflly 
at  other  times,  which  I  can  believe, 
as  in  other  parts  of  the  horizon, 
that  were  not  hrtzy*  we  faw  to  a 
much  greater  diftance;  befides, 
we  had  a  clear  view  of  Etna's  top 
from  our  fliip  as  we  were  going  in- 
to the  mouth  of  the  harbour  of 
Malta  fome  weeks  before ;  in 
ihort,  as  I  have  flnce  meafured  on 
a  good  chart*  we  took  in  at  one 
view  a  circle  of  above  nine  hun- 
dred  EngliOi  miles.  The  pyrami- 
dal fhadow  of  the  mountain  reach- 
ed acrofs  the  whole  ifland,  and  far 
into  the  fea  on  the  other  flde,  I 
counted  from  hence  forty- four  lit- 
tle mountains  (little  I  call  them  in 
comparifon  of  their  mother  Etna, 
thoagh  they  would  appear  greit 


any  where  elfe)  in  the  middle  re- 
gion on  the  Catania  fide,  and 
many  others  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  mountain,  all  of  a  conical  form^ 
and  each  having  its  crater ;  many 
with  timber  trees  flourifliing  both 
within  and  without  their  craters« 
The  points  of  thofe  mountains, 
that  1  imagine  to  be  the  mod  an- 
cient, are  blunted,  and  the  craters 
of  courfe  more  extcryfive  and  Icfs 
drep  than  thofe  of  the  mountains 
formed  by  explofions  of  a  later 
date,  nnd  which  preferve  their 
pyramidal  form  entire.  Some 
have  been  fo  far  mouldered  down 
by  time  as  to  have  no  other  ap- 
pearance of  a  crater  than  a  fort  of 
dimple  or  hollow  on  their  rounded 
tops,  others  with  only  half  or  a 
third  part  of  their  cone  (landing  ; 
the  parts  that  are  wanting  having 
mouldered  down,  or  perhaps  been 
detached  from  them  by  earth- 
quakes, which  are  here  very  fre- 
quent. AH  however  have  been 
evidently  raifed  by  explofion  ;  and 
I  believe,  upon  examination,  many 
of  the  whimdcal  fliapes  of  moun- 
tains in  other  parts  of  the  world 
would  prove  to  have  been  occa- 
fioned  by  the  fame  natural  opera- 
tions. I  obferved  that  thefe  moun- 
tains were  generally  in  lines  or 
ridges;  they  have  moftly  a  frac« 
ture  on  one  fide,  the  fame  as  in 
the  little  mountains  raifed  by  ex- 
plofion on  the  fides  of  Vefuviu*, 
of  which  there  are  eight  or  nine. 
This  fraflure  is  occafioned  by  the 
lava's  forcing  its  way  out,  which 
operation  I  have  defcribcd  in  my 
account  of  the  laft  eruption  of  Ve- 
favius.  Whenever  I  fliall  meet 
with  a  mountain,  in  any  part  of 
the  world,  whofe  form  is  regular, 
ly  conical,  with  a  hollow  crater 
CO  i(s  top,  aad  one  fide  brokei,  I 

Ihai 
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fliall  be  apt  to  decide  facb  a  moaa* 
tBin's  hiving  been  formed  by  la 
•rnptioD»  sf  both  on  Etoaand  Ve- 
fiivtu»  the  rooao tains  formed  by  ex- 
plofion  are  without  exception  ac^^ 
cofding  to  thUdcicription— Butto 
ictnrn  to  my  narrative. 

After  having  feafted  oar  eyei 
with  the  glorious  profpedl  above- 
veotioned  (for  which^  as  Spartian 
tells  us,  the  emperor  Adrian  was 
SI  the  trooble  of  afcending  Etna,) 
we  looked  into  the  great  crater» 
which,  as  near  as  we  coold  judge, 
h  about  two  miles  and  a  half  in 
circamference :  we  did  not  think 
it  fafe  to  go  round  and  meafure  it^ 
«s  ibme  parts  feemed  to  be  very 
tender  groond.  The  infide  of  the 
crater,  which  is  incrnfted  with 
lalts  and  folphnrs  like  that  of  Ve* 
Invins,  is  in  the  form  of  an  invert- 
ed hollow  coae,  and  iu  depth 
Bearly  nafwers  to  the  height  of  the 
little'  mountain  that  crowns  the 
great  volcano.  The  fmoak,  iifn- 
lag  abundantly  from  the  fides  and

time,  J  law  this  inverted  cone  con-

As  the 
lavas  of  Etna  are  very  commonlf 
fifteen  and  twenty  miles  in  length, 
fix  or  feven  in  breadth,  and  Adj 
feet*or  more  in  depth,  yoo  may 
judge,  fir,  of  the  prodigious  quan- 
tities of  matter  emitted  in  a  great 
eruption  of  this  mountain,  and  of 
the  vaft  cavities  there  muft  necef- 
farily  be  within  its  bowels.  The 
moft  extenfive  lavas  of  Vefuvibs 
do  not  exceed  feven  miles  in 
length  ;  the  operations  of  nature 
on  the  one  mountain  and  the  other 
are  certainly  the  fame;  but  on 
mount  Etna,  all  are  upon  a  great 
fcale.  As  to  the  nature  and  quali- 
ty  of  their  lavas,  they  are  much 
the  fame;  but  I  think  thofe  of 
Etna  rather  blacker,  and  in  gene- 
ral  more  porous,  thnn  thofie  of 
Vefuvius.  In  the  parts  of  Etna 
that  we  went  over  I  fa w  no  ftratis 
of  pumice  ftones,  which  are  fre- 
quent nfar  Vefuvius,  and  cover 
the  ancient  city  of  Pompeia ;  but 
our  guide  told  us,  that  there  are 
fuch  in  other  parts  of  the  moun- 
tain. I  faw  fome  ftratas  of  what 
is  called  here  TufFa,  it  is  the  fame 
that  covers  Ilerculanenm,  and  that 
compofes  moll  of  the  high  groanda 
about  Naples;  it  is  upon  exami- 
nitioa  a  mixture  of  fmall  pomice 
flones,  afhes,  and  fr::gments  of 
lava,  which  is  by  time  hardened 
into  a  fort  of  ft  one.

SIR, 

INdofed  I  have  fent  you  the  draw* 
ing  of  a  Camelopardalis,  as  it 
vaa  taken  off,  from  life,  of  one 
Hear  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  I 
Ihall  not  attempt  here  to  give  you 
any  particular  defcripcion  of  this 
icarce  and  curious  animal,  as  it 
ii  much  better  known  to  you  than 
it  can  be  to  me ;  but  from  its  fcar- 
cicy*  as  1  believe  none  have  been 
feen  in  Europe  fince  Julius  Cs- 
lar'i  time  (when  I  think  there 
were  two  of  them  at  Rome),  I  ima- 
ciae,  a  more  certain  knowledge  of 
au  reality,  will  not  be  difagreeabh 
to  you*  As  the  exiHence  of  this 
fine  animal  has  been  doubted  by 
nany,  if  you  think  it  may  afford 
any  pleafure  to  the  curious,  you  will 
make  what  ufe  of  it  you  pleafe.

The  Manna  tree,  commonly 
:ed  Ornus  by  the  botaniih,  is  a 
id  of  aQi-tree»  and  is  to  be 
ad  under  the  name  cf  Frax'ums 
nut  to  Linncus'  Sp.  Man:.  1 
U  fay  but  very  little  concerning 

botanic  defcription  of  this  tree, 
aui'e  it  has  been  given  by  nil 

writers;  and  1  fhail  only  ob- 
rc»  that  this  kind  i^ifraxinns  is 
y  cafily  dillinguilhed  from  the 
arnon  fraxinut  ^^C  fraxinus  ex- 
Sff-s  by  the  leaves,  uliich  ::rc 
ind  at  the  top,  juhrotunda,  in- 
errima.  This  tree  very  fcluj.ii 
Wi  |0  a  confiderable  height, 
r  does  it  acquire  a  confiJeiiiblc 
ik^in  general  it  U  frcsi  lo  to 


20  feet  high,  the  trunk  is  com- 
monly of  5  or  6  inches  in  diameter^ 
and  the  branches  are  pretty  nume- 
rous, and  irregularly  iprcad  :  thefe 
dimcnfions,  however,  vary,  if  thefe 
trees  are  not  crowded  together,  and 
have  more  liberty  of  growth.  The 
Manna  tree  is  common,  not  only 
in  Calabria  and  Sicily,  but  alfo  on 
the  famous  mountain  Garganus^ 
fituated  near  the  old  town  of  Sy- 
pontum  upon  the  Adriatic ;  and 
is  mentioned  even  by  Horace  as  an 
inhabiunt  of  that  mountain,

«*  Aut  foliis  viduantur  Orni." 

In  all  the  woods  near  Naples  the 
Manna  tree  is  to  be  found  very  of- 
ten ;  but,   for  want  of  cultivation, 
it  never  produces  any  manna,  and 
is  rather  a  Hirub  than  a  tree.     The 
manner,    in   which  the   manna   is 
obtained   from  the  Ornus,  though 
very  fimple,    has   been    yet  verjr 
much  mifunderdocd  bv  all    thofe 
who  travelled  in  the  kingdom  of 
Naples ;  and  among  other  things 
they  fcem  to  agree,  that  the  bell 
and  purell  manna  is  obtained  from 
the   leaves  of  the  tree  ;    but  this, 
i  believe,  is  an  opinion  taken  from 
the  dcArinc  of  the  ancients,  and 
received  as  an  in  con  tellable  obi'er- 
vaiion,   without  confultirg  nature. 
I  never  faw  fuch   a   kinc^,  and  ail 
thdfe  who  are  employed  in  the  ga- 
thering of    the   manna,   know  of 
nrnc  that  coiiies  from  the  leaves. 
The   mannd    'n  |;eLerally   of  two 
kinds ;   r.ot  on  account  of  the  in. 
trinfjc  quality  of  them   being  diffe- 
rent, hut  o:.ly  bccaufe  they  arc  got 
in  a  d'.fierent   r.ianner.     In   order 
tu  have  tiiu  mann.i,  thofe  who  have 
the    manii-^ra'.eiii  of  the  woods  of 
tiif  Orni,  ij  :ii;  nnnih  of  July  and 
G  2  Aagult, 
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Auguft,  when  the  weather  is  very 
dry  and  warm*    make   an   oblone 
incifion,  and  take  ofF  from  the  bark 
of  the  tree  about  three  inches  in 
length,  and  two  in  breadth  ;  they 
leave  the  wound  open,  and  by  de- 
grees the  manna  runs  out,  and  is 
almoll    fuddenly    thickened  to  its 
proper  confillence*    and   is   found 
adhering  to  the  bark  of  the  tree. 
This  manna»  which  is  colledled  in 
baflcets,  and  goes  under  the  name 
of  maKHa  graffk,   is  put  in  a  dry 
place,  becaufe  moill  and  wet  places 
will  ibon  didblve  it  again.     This 
firll  kind  is  often  in  large  irregu- 
lar pieces    of  a  brown  ifti   colour, 
and  frequently  is  full  of  dull  and 
other    impurities.     But  when   the 
people  want  to   have  a  very  fine 
manna,  they  apply  to  the  inciiion 
of  the  bark,    thin  draw,  or  fmall 
bits  of  (hrubsy  fo  that  the  manna, 
)n   coming  out,  runs    upon   thofe 
bodies,  and  is  collected  in  a  fort  of 
regular  tubes,  which  give   it  the 
name  of  manna  in  cannoli^  that  is, 
manna  in  tubes:  this  fecond  kind 
is  more  e^ecmed,  and  al(\'ays  pre- 
ferred m  che  other,   becaufe  it  is 
free  and  clear.     There  is  indeed  a 
third     kind   of   manna,    which   is 
not  commonly  to  be  met  with,  and 
which  I  have  feen  after  1  left  Ca. 
labria:  it  is  very  white,   like  fu- 
gar ;  but  as  it  is  rather  for  curio- 
iity   than   for  u(e,   I    (hall   fay  no 
move  of  it.     The  tu'O  foi  U  of  man- 
na already  mentioned  undergo  no 
kind    of    preparation   whatibever, 
before   they  are  exported;    fome- 
cimes  they    are  finer,   particularly 
the    manna  groffa,  and    fometimC4 
very  dirty  and   tull  of  impurities ; 
but  the  Neapolitans  h:tve  no  inter- 
e!l  in  adulterating  the  manna,  be- 
caufe they  al^ay:^  have  a  great  deal

BY  the  examination  of  two  pieces 
of  the  rock  of  Gibraltar,  which 
iire  in  my  pofTeffion,  1  find  that 
they  are  not,  what  I,  at  fird,  took 
them  to  be,  human  bones,  but  thofe 
of  fome  quadrupede.  1  difcovered 
this,  with  my  brother's  afliftance, 
by  clearing  the  teeth  of  the  cruft 
that  covered  them,  fo  as  to  fee  their 
ihape  more  di(lin6lly. 

The  two  malTes  of  bones  arc 
blended  with  pieces  of  the  marble, 
of  which  the  whole  rock  of  Gi- 
braltar, as  I  am  informed,  is  com- 
pofed  i  and  all  the  conflitucnt  pieces 


are  cemented  (b-ongly  together  mk 
a  brownifh- coloured  cilcanootOT* 
ftallization,  or  ftaladite.  Wbm 
the  interftices  are  large,  there  lie 
vacant  fpaces  ;  and  the  forftcei  ef 
all  fuch  cavities  are  covered  «iik 
granulated  cryftalliauitioa  about  \ 
of  an  inch  thick. 

This  cryflallized  crafty  no  dinbti 
was  deported  from  the  water  pif* 
fing  through  the  cavern  in  11^ 
the  bones  had  been  lodged ;  ui 
by  foaking  through  the  porous  fsk- 
ilance  of  every  bone»  the  water  hd 
likewife  depoiited  a  croft  oftk 
fame  nature,  but  much  thinner, 01 
all  the  internal  far  faces  of  the  Itt- 
low  and  fpungy  hopes.

The  (kins  of  the  ^  fea-lions  are 
ufed  chiefly  in  making  portman- 
teaus* and  in  covering  trunks* 
When  they  are  tanned*  they  have 
a  grain  almoft  like  Morocco.  They 
fie  not  fo  fine*  but  are  lefs  liable 
to  tear*  and  keep  frefii  a  longer 
time.  They  make  good  (hoes  and 
lioocs*  which*  when  well  feafoned* 
aie  water-proof. 

1  lie  Penguin  is  fo  (ingular  an  a- 
fiimal*  that  it  is  not  eafy  to  fay  to 
what  genus  or  fpecies  it  belongs. 
It  has  a  bill  like  a  bird*  and  fea- 
thers ;  buc  they  are  fo  fine  and  fo 
unlike  common  feathers*  that  they 
liave  properly  the  appearance  of 
hair  as  fine  as  filk,  even  when  you 
are  near  enough  to  examine  and 
touch  them.  You  can  only  be 
convinced  of  the  contrary  by  pluck- 
ing one  of  them*  upon  which  you 
dilcover  the  barrel  and  feathers  of 
a  quill.  Indead  of  wings  it  has 
two  fins*  which  are  articulated  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  wings  of 
birds*  and  are  covered  with  very 
fmall  feathers  which  might  be  ta- 
ken for  fcales.  At  firit  fight  it 
appears  to  have  no  thighs,  and  its 
feet*  which  are  rough  like  thofe  of 
gte{c,  feem  to  come  out  diredUy 
from  the  body  on  each  fide  of  the 
tail*  which  is  nothing  more  than  a 
continuation  of  the  feathers,  near- 
ly in  the  fame  manner  as  in  ducks* 
but  much  (horter.  The  neck*  the 
back*  and  the  fins  are  of  a  bluifh 
grey,  blended  throughout  with  a 
pearl -coloured  grey.  7'he  belly 
down  from  the  neck  is  white.

Oar  gentlemen  en- 
countered two  of  them  for  a  long 
time,  with  the  fame  weapons^ 
wichoat  being  able  to  overcome 
them.  They  lodged  three  balls 
in  the  throat  of  one  while  he  open- 
ed his  mouth  to  defend  himfelf^ 
and  three  mufket  (hot  in  his  body. 
The  blood  guihed  from  the  wounda 
like  wine  from  a  tap.  However 
he  crawled  into  the  water  and 
difappeared.  A  failor  attacked 
the  other,  and  engaged  him  for 
a  long  time,  firiking  him  on  the 
head  with  a  bludgeon,  without 
being  able  to  knock  him  downs 
the  failor  fell  down  very  near  hit 
antagonift,  but  had  the  dexterity 
to  recover  himfelf  at  the  inftant 
the  lion  was  going  to  gorge  him. 
Had  he  once  feized  him,  the  maa 
would  infallibly  have  been  loft; 
the  animal  would  have  cai:ried  him 
into  the  water  as  they  ufually  do 
their  prey,  and  there  feafled  upon 
him.  In  his  retreat  to  the  fea  thia 
animal  feized  a  penguin  and  de« 
voured  him  inflantaneoufly. 

There  are  feveral  kinds  of  fea* 
lions  and  wolves  ;  all  which  I  have 
fcen.  The  former,  when  at  their 
full  fize,  are  from  ten  to  twenty 
feet  in  length,  and  upwards:  and 
from  eight  to  fifteen  in  circumfe- 
rence. Their  (kin  is  covered  witl| 
hair  of  a  clear  tan  colour,  or  fal- 
low like  a  hind's,  and  as  (hort  ai 
that  of  a  cow.  The  head  is  Ihap- 
ed  like  a  maHifPs,  fuppofing  the 
lips  of  the  upper  jaw  were  divided 
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under  the  nofe  like  thofe  of  a  Hon 
of  the  foredy  and  were  not  pendu- 
k>us :  and  that  the  ears  were  crop- 
ped dofe  to  the  head.  I  ihall  de- 
fcribe  them  more  fully  after- 
wards. 

The  other  fpecics»  which  is  not 
fb  large,  has  the  fame  appearance  ; 
the  fnoat    is    rather   rounder    and 
fiiorter.    Inftead    of  fore-paws,   it 
]ias  two  fins  confiding  of  articula- 
tions,   covered,    as  with    a    glove 
vrithoat  fingers,  with  a  very  hard 
flcin  or  membrane  of  a  dark  grey 
colour.       Thefe    articulations    are 
not  diitinguifhable  on  the  outfide, 
and  can  only  be  difcovered  by  dif- 
fefting  the  fin.     The  two  hinder 
fieet  have  vifible  articulations  like 
the   fingers  of  the  hand,    five  in 
number,    and   of  unequal  length. 
Thefe  fingers  from  the  fird  to  the 
third  articulation  are  joined  by  the 
membrane :  which   afterwards    di- 
vides  itfclf.   and    runs    along  the 
fide  of  each  finger,    in  the   fame 
manner  as  the  membrane  in  the 
feet  of  a  diver  or  water-fowl,  and 
extends  much   beyond  each  finger. 
Jts   feet  are  fituated  almod  at  the 
extremity    of    the    body ;    where 
they  form  a  kind  of  fplit  tail  when 
they  lie  down  or  are  not  in  moiion. 
Each   toe   is    armed   with    a   claw 
which  is  not  (harp,    but  rather  pro- 
jefling,  and  of  a  black  colour. 

Both  kinds  are  bearded  like  ti- 
gers, ai^d  have  thick  drait  hairs 
direiUy  over  their  eyes  by  way  of 
eyebrows.  The  female  appeared 
to  have  a  longer  and  more  graceful 
'  neck  than  the  male ;  and  had 
dugs. 

Jn  thcfc  animals  the  fat,  which 
is  white  and  flabby,  is  fo  red'jn- 
dani,  that  it  is  fevcral  inches  thick 
between  the  (kin  and  the  ficth. 
They    are    full  of   blcod,  which.

The  animal  which  MefL  Doaat 
and  le  Roy  f^w  when  they  weotoa 
fliore  for  greens,  was  probably  a 
fea-lion,  of  which  1  (haH  fpe;.k  af- 
terwards ;  though  they  delcribed  it 
with  hanging  ears,  as  long  in  pro- 
portion as  thofe  of  a  fpaniel. 

Such  is  the  form  and  figure  of 
the  fea- wolves  which  we  (aw  ia 
fome  little  iflands  in  the  bay  where 
we  anchored.  Thofe  whoTe  dc- 
fcription  and  fhape  admiral  Ad- 
fon  has  given  are  fea- wolves  ofths 
larger  kind.  He  calls  them  fin- 
lions  improperly  for  the  rea£o3 
hereafter  affigned. 

Thefe  animals  are  all  amplubi- 
ons,   and  mod  commonly  pafs  xke 
night  and  part  of  the  day  on  {hort. 
When   you  pierce  the  thickets  of 
corn -flags,    in  which    they    make 
their  retreats,  and  where  they  form 
a  kind   of  apartment,  you  almoi 
always  find  them  lying   afleep  ca 
the   dry    leaves    of    thofe    planti. 
When  they  are  in  the  water,  thcv 
every  now  and  then  raife  their  bead 
and  part  of  the  neck,  above  the  fur- 
face,  ard     remain     fbme   time  ia 
this  pofiiion,  as  if  attentive' to  vHat 
is  going  forward.     Tbey  make  i 
nolle  much  refembling  the  roaring 
of  a  lion  :  the  young  ones  fecm  to 
utter   a   hollow    found,    fometioes 
bleating     like     iheep,     fomecimcs 
lowing    like   calves.     The   larger 
and  the  (mailer  kinds    move  hea- 
vily, and    fcem     laiher    to    drag 
themfelves    along    than    to  v^alk. 
but  with    as    much    expedition  i» 
their  bulk  will    allow.     Ttiey  live 
unon    ffrafs,     fi(h,   and  other  aai« 
mals  when  they  come  in  their  uay. 
On  the  liule  ifland  where  our  geo- 
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tlemea  killed  fo  many  of  thefe  a- 
aimaisy  one  of  the  females  feixed 
n  penguin  at  the  inllant  it  fell  by 
«  jsuftecfliot.  The  fea  (he-wolf 
carried  it  into  the  water »  and  de- 
roared  it  fo  endrely  in  a  moment 
that  nothing  remained  but  a  flip  of 
Hun  6oating  on  the  furface.  M. 
le  Roy  had,  the  day  before,  brought 
one  of  thefe  penguins  on  board, 
which  was  at  leaft  two  feet  and  a 
baif  high. 

M.  de  St.  Simon,  one  of  the 
keeneft  of  our  fportfmen,  meeting 
With  a  fea-wolf  larger  thin  any  we 
liad  yet  feen,  near  the  creek  where 
we  difcovered  the  turf,  killed  it 
inftantiy  by  a  lucky  (hot.  On  his 
retorn  tie  related  his  adventure  at 
fupper,  aflfuring  us  that  this  fea- 
wolf  was  fo  chick  ami  long  that 
our  boat  could  not  contain  it. 
Svery  body  thought  ^he  account 
exaggerated.  But  from  the  de- 
scription he  gave  of  its  figure,  I 
began  to  think  that  it  might  pro- 
bably be  of  the  fpecies  mentioned 
in  ^Admiral  Anfon's  voyage  by  the 
same  of/ea'/iens. 

Full  of  this  idea,  and  being  cu- 
Zioas  to  know  the  truth  ot  the 
matter,  I  determined  to  go  to  the 
place  the  next  ciay,  being  the 
24th,  with  M.  dc  bt.  Simon  and 
two  others. 

When  we  came  within  fome- 
tbing  ffiCre  than  a  thoufand  yards 
diflance  of  this  animal,  it  appear- 
ed like  a  fmall  hill,  rifing  from 
the  level  of  the  ground  where  it 
lay.  M.  de  St.  Simon  added  to 
the  deception  of  our  fight,  by  point- 
ing out  this  pretended  hill,  telling 
us  that  the  animal  lay  dead  uear 
it ;  fo  that  we  did  not  obierve  the 
fea- wolf  till  we  were  near  enough 
to  fee  it  diftioAly.  On  meafuring 
we  fband  it  nineteen  feet  and  fome 


inches  long.  We  could  not  at  that 
time  mcafure  its  bulk,  being  un- 
able to  raife  or  turn,  it  in  order  to 
pafs  a  cord  round  it. 

After  we  had  thoroughly  exa- 
mined it,  M.  de  St.  Simon  led  us  to 
the  borders  of  another  creek,  thir- 
ty paces  from  this  fpot>  where 
there  was  a  great  quantity  of  corn- 
flags.  On  coming  to  the  place* 
hp  fired  at  a  fea-wolf,  no  bigger 
than  a  very  large  calf,  and  killed 
it.  We  immediately  heard  on 
all  (ides,  from  among  thefe  corn- 
flags,  cries,  refembling  the  grunt- 
ing of  hogs,  the  bellowing  of 
bulls,  the  roaring  of  lions,  fuc- 
cf  rded  by  a  found  like  the  blow- 
ing of  the  largcil  pipes  of  an  organ. 
We  could  not  help  being  rather 
alarmed  ;  but  rccollcdling  ini me- 
diately that  (heie  different  cries 
muft  proceed  from  thefe  animals» 
and  knowing  that  we  might  ap- 
proach them  without  dan>>ery  tak- 
ing care  only  to  keep  off  about 
the  diliancc  of  their  length  ;  wc 
entered  among  thefe  cornflagf. 
M.  dc  St.  Simon  £rcd  at  a  fea-wolf 
which  was  nearcll  to  him.  Tiie 
(hot  entered  an  inch  above  his  eye, 
the  aiiiinal  fell  unde^'  the  Ilroke, 
and  died  almoil  inftantly.  A 
fountain  of  blood  iJued  from  the 
edifice,  and  fpoutcd  to  the  diilance 
of  at  leafl  half  a  foot.  More  than 
thirty  pints  ran  out  in  lefs  than 
half  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 
•  Thirty  of  thefe  large  fea- wolves 
were  lying  two  and  fometimcs 
three  in  the  fame  hole  or  pit,  full 
of  mud  and  dirt,  where  they  wal- 
lowed like  hogs.  M.  de  St.  Simon 
fingled  out  (uch  as  lay  on  dry 
ground,  as  it  was  more  eafy  to  re- 
move them  when  dead,  and  lefs 
troubleibme  to  (kin  them,  in  or- 
der to  get  their  greafe  or  lard  for 
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Baking  oil.  He  killed  eleven  of 
them  fucceffively.  Two  otben* 
nther  larger  than  the  rell,  being 
only  wounded,  though  they  had 
already  loft  twenty  pints  of  blood, 
liad  ftrength  enough  left  to  get  ont 
of  their  holes,  and  efcape  to  fea, 
where  we  (bon  toft  fight  of  them. 
The  reft  which  were  not  wt>unded 
temained  quietly  in  their  retreats, 
without  fliewing  any  figns  of  fe:r 
cnr  rage.  Only  one  ot  thofe  which 
were  mortally  wounded,  in  his  laft 
ILrnggles  feized  fome  of  the  corn- 
fags  that  furrounded  him,  tore 
them  in  pieces  with  his  teeth,  and 
Icattered  them  about ;  but  without 
bellowing  or  making  any  noife. 

An  Acadian  who  accompanied 
es  ikinned  a  young  fea-wolf^  the 
£rft  that  was  killed,  as  well  as 
two  other  fmall  ones  which  were 
killed  after  the  largeft.  Thefe  are 
ef  the  fame  fpecies  with  that  which 
we  took  for  a  hillock.  I'hey  are 
cxadly  the  iame  monftrous  ani* 
nals,  as  are  defcribed  by  the  an* 
thor  of  admiral  Anfon's  voyage, 
tinder  the  article  of  the  ifland  of 
Juan  Fernandcs,  fituated  .at  a 
imall  diftance  from  the  continent 
of  Chili  The  whole  of  his  rela- 
tion is  pretty  near  the  truth,  ex- 
cept that  in  thefe  fea  wolves, 
which  he  calls  liens,  the  two  feet 
are  furnifhed  with  toes  having  dif- 
tind  articulations,  bnt  conneded 
by  a  membrane  or  black  pellicle, 
and  that  thefe  tees  are  armed  with 
claws ;  a  circumilance  wanting  in 
the  figure  inferted  in  the  looth 
page  of  that  admiral*s  voyage. 

The  leaft  of  thefe  large  Tea- 
wolves  which  were  killed  by  M. 
de  St.  Simon,  was  from  fifteen  to 
^xteen  feet  in  length. 

When  they  fee  a:)y  one  approach 


them,  they  ofually  raife  thtmfelfet 
«pon  their  paws  or  liiit.  They 
open  their  mouth  wide  cnoogk 
to  admit  eafily  a  ball  of  a  M 
diameter ;  and  keep  it  open  it 
this  manner,  at  the  fiune  time  &!• 
ing  a  kind  of  trunk  thev  have  upon 
their  noftrils  with  wind.  Tkii 
trunk  is  formed  by  the  fkin  of  tkl 
nofe  itfelf ;  which  fubfidet  and  re- 
mains empty  when  they  ceafe  to 
bellow,  or  do  not  fill  it  with  their 
breath.  Their  head  is  ihaped  like 
that  of  a  ftie-lion  without  ears. 

Among  the  nnmbers  that  wert 
killed,    J   obferved   feveral   which 
had  no  trunk,  the  ikin  of  their  no(c 
had   no  wrinkles,   and   their  fnooi 
ended  rather  in  a   iharper  pcnot* 
Perhaps  thefe  were   the    females* 
All  thofe  we  fkinned  were  males : 
but  fix  were  left  lying  apon  thdr 
bellies  in  the  mire  without  being 
tamed ;    and  thefe  were  }oft  the 
number  we'  (aw    without    trunks*' 
If  thefe  were  really  the  leaaks, 
there  ihoold  be  mach  lefs  diiereKt 
in  fize  between  them  and  the  males 
than  is  reprefented  by  the  aodwr 
of  the  voyage  juft   now  quoted; 
for  the  difference  if  not  even  ap« 
parent. 

While  thefe  animals  kept  their 
mouths  open,  two  young  people 
diverted  themfelves  with  throwiag 
large  ftones  into  them,  which  they 
fwallowcd  as  we  woold  a  ftrae* 
berry.  They  move  their  bodies 
with  fome  difficulty,  but  can  tort 
their  head  and  neck  to  the  right 
or  left  with  tolerable  agility  con* 
fidcring  their  bulk.  It  woold  bt 
dangerous  to  "come  within  their 
reach  ;  as  they  could  bite  a  naa 
in  two  with  a  fingle  bite.  They 
have  the  fineft  eyes  imaginable,  ana 
there  is  no  fiersenefs  in  their  couo- 
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fenuce:  I  remarked,  that  when 
they  were  expiring  tbeir  eyes 
changed  colour^  and  their  chriilal- 
lixre  leas  became  of  an  admirable 
green.  Some  of  thefe  animals 
were  white,  others  tawny ;  the 
Bujor  part  of  the  colour  of  the 
bes^er,  and  fome  of  a  light  fawn 
colour. 


Tb$  folloiving  curious  Particulars 
in  Natural  Hiftory^  art  taken  from 
Froftjfor  Kalm's  Travels  its  North 
Asiurica* 

Of  the  Poifon  Tr/f,  in  Psnfflvania, 
ssndfiwu  other  of  our  Colonies. 

Afpedet  of  Rhus 9  which  was 
freaaent  in  the  marfhes  here, 
wau  called  the  poifon  tree  by  both 
£ngli(h  and  Swedes.  Some  of 
the  former  gave  it  the  name  of 
Jmsmp-fusssacb^  and  my  country- 
inen  gave  it  the  fame  name. 
Dr.  Linnaeus  in  his  botanical  works 
calls  it  Rhus  Vernix,  Sp.  pi.  i. 
380.  Fkra  Virgin,  45.  An  inciiion 
being  made  into  the  tree,  a  whitiih 
yellow  juice,  which  has  a  naufcous 
Imell,  comes  out  between  the  bark 
and  the  wood.  This  tree  is  nut 
known  for  its  good  qaalities,  but 
greatly  fo  for  the  eifed  of  its 
poifon,  which  though  it  is  noxious 
CO  fome  people,  yet  does  not  in  the 
Icaft  affe£l  others*  And  therefore 
one  perlbn  can  handle  the  tree  as 
lie  pleafes,  cut  it,  peel  off  its  bark« 
rob  it,  or  the^wood  upon  his  hands, 
fmell  at  it,  fpread  the  juice  upon 
his  (kin,  and  make  more  experi- 
ments, with  no  inconvenience  to 
hirof^lf;  another  perfon  on  the 
contrary  dares  not  meddle  with 
the  tree,  while  its  wood  is  freOi, 
spr  can  he  venture  to  touch 
a  hand  which  has  handled  it,  nor 


even  to  expo(e  himfelf  to  the  fmoak 
of  a  fire  which  b  made  with  thia 
wood,  without  foon  feeling  ita 
bad  efFeds;  for  the  face,  th« 
hands,  and  frequently  the  whole 
body  fwells  exceflxvely,  and  at 
affeded  with  a  very  acute  pain« 
Somecimes  bladders  or  bliftert 
arife  in  great  plenty,  and  make 
the  fick  perfon  look  as  if  he  was 
infedled  by  a  leprofy.  In  fome 
people  the  external  thin  ikin,  or 
cuticle,  peels  off  in  a  few  days* 
as  is  the  cafe  when  a  periba  has 
fcalded  or  burnt  any  part  of  his 
body.  Nay,  the  nature  of  fome 
pcrlons  will  not  even  allow  them 
to  approach  the  place  where  the 
tree  grows,  or  to  expofe  themfelves 
to  the  wind,  when  it  carries  the 
eiHuvia  or  exhalations  of  this  tree 
with  it,  witliout  letting  them  feel 
the  inconvenience  of  the  fweliing, 
which  1  have  juft  now  defcribed. 
Their  eyes  are  /ometimes  ihut' 
up  for  one,  or  tv^o  and  more  day^ 
together  by  the  fwelling.  I  know 
two  brothers,  one  of  whom  could 
without  danger  handle  this  tree  ia 
what  manner  he  pleafed,  whereai 
the  other  could  not  come  near  it 
without  fwelling.  A  perfon  iomz* 
times  does  not  know  that  he  hat 
touched  this  poifonous  plant,  or 
that  he  has  been  near  it,  before  his 
face  and  hands  (hews  it  by  their 
fwelling.  1  have  known  old  people 
who  were  more  afraid  of  this  tree 
than  of  a  viper ;  and  I  was  ac- 
quainted with  a  per(bn  who  merely 
by  the  noxious  exhalations  of  ic 
was  fvvclled  to  fuch  a  degree,  that 
he  was  as  fiiff  as  a  log  of  wood, 
arid  (;ouId  only  be  turned  about 
in  (heets.

the  wounded  place  only  remains 
painful  for  fome  time.  The  Black 
Snakes  feldom  do  any  harm,  ex- 
cept in  '  fpring,  when  they  copu- 
late ;  but  if  any  body  comes  in 
their  way  at  that  time,  they  are  fo 
much  vexed,  as  to  purfue  him  as 
fad  as  they  can.  If  they  meet  with 
a  perfon  who  is  afraid  of  them,  he 
is  in  great  dijlrefs.  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  feveral  people,  who 
have  on  fuch  an  occafion  ran  fo 
hard  as  to  be  quite  out  of  breathy 
in  endeavouring  to  efcape  the 
fnake,  which  moved  with  the  fwift- 
nefs  of  an  arrow  after  them.  If 
a  peribn  thus  purfued  can  mafter 
up  courage  enough  to  oppofe  the 
fnake  with  a  ftick  or  any  thing  elfe^ 
when  it  is  either,  paffed  by'him»  or 
when  he  fleps  afide  to  avoid  it,  it 
will  tui^n  back  again,  and  feek  a 
refuge  in  its  fwifcnefs.  ft  is,  how- 
ever, fometimes  bold  enough  to 
run  diredly  upon  a  man,  and  not 
to  depart  before  it  has  received 
a  good  ilroke.  I  have  been  alfured 
by  feveral,  that  when  it  overtakes 
a  perfon,  who  has  tried  to  efcape 
it,  and  who  has  not  courage 
enough  to  oppofe  it,  it  winds 
round  his  feet,  fo  as  to  make  him 
fall  down  ;  it  then  bites  him  feveral 
times  in  the  leg,  or  whatever  part 
i:  can  get  hold  of,  and  goes  off* 
a^rJn.  1  {hall  mention  two  cir- 
cumltances,  which  confirm  what 
I  have  faid.  Daring  my  (lay  in 
Nl-w  York,  Dr.  Colden  told  me, 
that  in  the  fpring,  1 748,  he  had 
feveral  workmen  at  his  country- 
feat,  and  among  them  one  lately 
arrived  from  Europe,  who  of  courfe 
knew  very  Hitlc  of  the  qualities 
of  the  Black  Snake.  The  other 
workmen  feeing  a  great  Black 
Snake  copulating  with  its  female, 
eng  ]ged  the  new  comer  to  go  and 

kill 
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kill  h»  which    he   intended  to  do 
with  a  little   fticlc.      But  on  ap- 
proaching   the    place    where    the 
toakes    lay»  they    perceived    him> 
and  the  male  in  great,  wrath  leaves 
his   pleafure   to   purfue  the  fellow 
with  amazing    fwifinefs  ;  he  little 
cxpeAed  fuch  courage  in  the  fnake* 
and  flinging  away  his  flick,  began 
to  run  as  fafl  as  he  was  able.  The 
fnake  purfued  him,  overtook  hjm» 
and  twilling   fevcral    times  round 
liis    feet,   threw  him    down,    and 
frif^htened  him    almofl   cut    uf  his 
feni'es  ;  he  could  not  get  rid  of  the 
fnake»  till  he  tock  a  knife  and  cut 
it  through  in  two  or  three  places. 
The  other  workmen  were  rejoiced 
at  this   iight,  and  laughed  at  it, 
without  offering  to  help  their  com- 
panion.   Maiiy  people   at  Albany 
told    me    of    an    accident    which 
happened   to    a   young  lidy,  who 
went    out   of   town    in    fummer, 
together  with   many    other   girls, 
attended    by   her   negro.     She  fat 
down    in    the   wood,    in    a  place 
where    the    others    were    running 
about,  and  before  (he  was  aware, 
a  Black  Snake  being  dillurbcd  in 
its  amours,  ran  under    her   petti- 
coat- ,  and  twilled   round  her  waifl, 
£0  ihat   (he   fell    backwards    in    a 
fwoon   occaiioned    by    her   fright, 
cr  by    the   comprellion  which   the 
fnake   caufed.     The    negro    came 
«p    to    her,   and    fufpcding    that 
a   Black    Snake   might  have  hurt 
her,  on    making    ufe  of  a  remedy 
to  bring  his  lady  to  herfelf  again, 
he  lifted  up  her  cloaths,  and  really 
found  the  fnake  wound  about  her 
body  as  ciofe  as  poflible  ;  the  negco 
was  not  able   to  tear  it  away,  and 
therefore  cut  it,  and  the  girl  came

Several  pcopk 
likewife  aflured  sne  from  their  o«i 
experience,  that  it  may  be  p:^ 
voked  to  purfue  people,  if  thef 
throw  at  it,  and  then  ran  away. 
I  cannot  well  doubt  of  thb.  as  I 
have  heard  it  faid  by  nombersof 
creditable  people;  but  I  ooqH 
never  fucceed  in  provoking  thea. 
I  ran  always  away  on  perceivioff 
it,  or  flung  fomething  at  it,  m 
then  took  ro  my  heels,  but  I  cmU 
never  bring  the  fnakes  to  porte, 
me :  I  know  not  for  what  rcafia 
they  (hunned  me,  unlefs  they  took 
me  for  an  artful  feducer. 

This  fnake  is  very  greedy  of 
milk,  and  it  is  difHcalt  to  kecpii 
out,  when  it  is  once  ufed  togoii- 
to  a  cellar  where  milk  is  kept.  It 
has  bec:i  i<en  eating  roiik  cwt  flf 
the  fame  difh  wi:b  children,  wick* 
out  biiing  them,  though  tbej  of« 
ten  gave  it  blows  with  the  fpooi 
upon  the  head,  when  it  was  ofcr* 
greedy.  1  never  heard  it  hiiEo{> 
It  can  raife  more  than  one  half  flf 
its  body  from  the  ground,  in  or- 
der to  look  about  it.  It  ^00 
every  year:  and  its  fkinisfaidlt

The  fafcina- 
tion    is  effeded   in   the  following 
manner :  the  fnake  lies  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  tree  upon   which  the 
fquirrel  fits  ;  its  eyes  are  fixed  upon 
the  little  animal,   and  from  that 
moment  it  cannot  efcape ;   it  be- 
gins a  doleful  outcry,  which  ]«  Co 
well  knovin,  that  a  perfon  paiEng 
by,    on    hearing   it,    immediately 
knows    that  it  is  charmed  by  a 
fnake.     The  fquirrel  runs  np  the 
tree  a   litde   way,   cOmet  down- 
wards  again,    then  goes  up,  and 
now  comes  lower  again.     On  thac 
occafiob  it  has  been  obferved,  th^t 
the  fquirrel    always    goes    dowa 
more  than  it  goes  up.      The  fnake 
ilill  continues  at  ttie  root  of  the 
tree,    with  its  eyes  fixed  on  the 
fquirrel,  with  which  its  attentioa 
is  fo  entirely  taken  up,  that  a  per- 
fon accidentally  approaching,  may 
make  a  confiderablenoife,  withouc 
the  fnake's    fo   much  as   turning 
about.     The   fquirrel,  as   before- 
mentioned,   comes   always  lower, 
and    at    lad   leaps   down    to   the 
fnake,   whofe    mouth    is    already 
wide  open  for  its  reception.     The 
poor  little  animal  then  with  a  pite- 
ous cry  runs  into  the  fnake's  jaws» 
and  is  fwallowed  at  once,  if  it  bo 
not  too  big  ;  but  if  i<s  fize  will 
not  allow  it   to  be  fjvallowed  ac 
once,  the  fnake  licks  it  feveral  timea 
with  its  tongue,  and  fmooths  it,  and 
by  that  means  makes  it  fit  forfwaU 
lowine.

lace  where  fuch  fnakes  come  to,  make  thit  pitiful  noife,  and  are  fo 
umamg  im  and  dewn  the  tret  and  the  neighbouring  braiicfaes>  in  or- 
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OftbefmallAnts  in  Pcnnfylvania. 

In  fevfral  houfes  of  the  town,  a 
nomber  of  little   antt  run  aboor, 
living  under  groond  and  in   holes 
in  the  wall.

Their  colour  is  either    black   or 
dark  red :   tliey  have  the  cuftom 
of  carrying    off  fweet   things,  if 
they  can  come  at  them,  in  com- 
mon with  the  ants  of  o^her  coun- 
tries.

Some  time 
ago  Mr.  Franklin  put  a  littieearch- 
en  pot  with    treacle  into  a  clof-t.- 
A  number  of  ants  got  into  the  pot, 
and  devoured  the  treacle  very  qui- 
etly.

They  are  very  expert 
at  hopping.     A  full-grown   bull* 
frog  takes  near  three  yards  at  one 
hop.     I   have  often  been  told  the 
following  dory  by  the  old  Swedes, 
which  happened  here,   at  the  time 
when  the  Indians  lived  with  the 
Swedes.     It  is  well  known,   that 
the  Indians  are  excellent  runners  ; 
I  have  feenthem,  at  governor  John- 
fon's,   equal  the  beft  horfe  in  its 
fwifted  courfe,  and  almoll  pafs  by 
it.     Therefore,  in  order  to  try  hoW 
well  the  bull.frogs  could  leap,  fome 
of  the  Swedes  laid  a  wager  with  a 
young  Indian,  that  he  could  not 
overtake  the  frog,  provided  it  had 
two   leaps    before    hand.       They 
carried  a    bull-frog,    which    th^ 
had  caught  in  a  pond,  upon  a  field,, 
and  burnt  his  back-fide;   the  fire, 
and  the  Indian,  who  endeavoured 
to  be  clofely  up  with  the  frog,  had 
fuch  an  effefl   upnn    the   animal, 
that  it  made  its   long  hops  acrofs 
the  field,  as  faft  as  it  could.     The 
Indian   began  to  purfue  the   frog 
with  all  his   might  at  the  proper 
time :  the  noife  he  made  in   run- 
ning   frightened    the   poor   frog: 
probably  it  was  afraid  of  bein^  tor- 
tured with  fire  again,   and  there- 
fore it  redoubled  its  leaps,  and  by 
that  means  it  reached  the  pond  be- 
fore the  Indian  coold overtake  it. 

In  fome  years  they  are  more  nu- 
merous than  in  others :  no  body 
could  tell,  whether  the  fnakes  had 
ever  ventured  to  eat  them,  though 
they  eat  all  the  leifer  kinds  of  frogs. 
The  women  ire  no  friends  to  the(e 

H  2  frogst 
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frogsy  becaufe  they  kill  and  cat 
young  'ducklings  and  goflings : 
fonaetimes  they  carry  ofF  chickens 
that  come  too  near  the  ponds.  I 
have' not  obferved  that  they  bite 
when  they  are  held  in  the  hands, 
though  they  have  little  teeth ; 
when  they  are  beaten,  they  cry 
out  almoft  like  children.  I  was 
told  that  fome  eat  the  thiglis  of 
the  hind  legs,  and  that  they  are 
very  palatable. 


WiU  Animals  in  North  Americay  that 
are  eafily  tamed ;  from  the  fame*

UPON  trial  it  has  been  found, 
that  the  following  animals 
and  birds,  which  are  wild  in  the 
woods  of  North-America,  can  be 
made  nearly  as  tradlable  as  domef- 
tic  animals. 

The  wild  cows  and  oxen,  of 
i^hich  feveral  people  of  diftinftion 
have  got  young  calves  from  thefe 
wild  cows,  which  are  to  be  met 
with  in  Carolina,  and  other  pro- 
vinces to  the  fouthofPcnnfylvania, 
and  brought  them  up  among  the 
tame  cattle  ;  when  grown  up,  they 
were  perfedlly  tame,  but  at  the 
fame  time  very  unruly,  fo  that 
there  was  no  inclofure  Urong  e- 
jiottgh  torefift  them,  if  they  had  a 
snind  to  break  througb  it :  for  as 
they  poflfefs  a  great  ftrength  in  their 
neck,  it  was  eafy  for  them  to  over- 
throw the  pales  with  their  horns, 
and  to  get  into  the  corn-fields; 
and  as  foon  as  they  had  made  a 
road,  all  the  tame  cattle  followed 
them  ;  they  likewifc  copulated  with 
the  latter,  and  by  that  means  ge- 
nerated as  it  were  a  new  breed.

Wild  Geefc  have  likewife  beea 
tamed  in    the  following    manner. 
When  the  wild  geefe  firll  come  hi- 
ther in  fpring,   and   Hop  a   little 
while  (for  they   do  not   breed   in 
Pcnnfyhania)    the    people  try    to 
(hoot   them  in    the   wing,    which 
however  is  generally  rocer  chance. 
They  then  row  to  the  place  where 
the  wild  goofe   fell,  catch  it,  and. 
keep  it  for  fome  time  at  home:  by 
thi»    means  many    of   them  have 
been    made   fo    tame,    that    whea 
they  were  let  out  in  the   morning, 
they  returned  in  the  evening  ;   but 
to    be    more  fure  of  them,   their 
wings  are  commonly   clipped.     I 
have  feen  wild  geefe  of  this  kind, 
which  the  owner  affured  me,   that 
he  had  kept  for  more  than  twelve 
years  ;   but  though    he  kept  eight 
of  them,   yet   he   never   had   the 
pleafure  to  fee  them  copulate,  with 
the  tame  ones,  or  lay  eggs. 

Partridges,  which  are  here  la 
abundance,  may  likewife  bt  fo 
far  tamed,  as  to  run  about  all  day 
with  the  poultry,  and  to  come 
along  with  them  to  be  fed  when 
they  are  called.  In  the  fame  man- 
ner I  have  feen  wild  Pigeons, 
which  were  made  fo  tame  as  to  fly 
out  and  return  again.  In  fome 
winters  there  are  immenfe  quanti- 
ties of  wiM  pigeons  in  Pennfyl* 
vania.

clear   ail  of  a   fudden,  which  he 
looked  upon  as  a  certain  fign  of  an 
impending  hurricane   in  the   fea  ; 
Mr.  Coc(c  likewife  faw  the  exceffive 
clearncfs  of  the  water.     He  there- 
fore gave    immediate    orders   for 
launching  the  boat,  and     towing 
the  yacht,  (o  that  they  arrived  be- 
fore night  in  a  fafe  harbour.     But 
before  they    had  quit'  reached  it, 
the  waves  began  to  rile  more  and 
more,  and  che  water  was  as  it  were 
boiling,  though  no  wind  was  prr- 
Cf^ptible.      In    the  enfuing    night 
the  hurricane  came  on,  and  raged 
with  fuch  violence,    that  not  only 
inany  (hips  were  loll,  and  the  roofs 
were  torn  off  from  che  houfcs,  but 
even  Mr.  Cock's  yacht  and  other 
ihipt,    though   they  were    in    fafe 
harbours,  were,  by   the  wind  and 
the  violence  of  the  fea,  wafhed   fo 
far  on    fliore,   that   ieveraj    weeks 
elr.pfed,   bpfore   they  could  be  got 
off.

He 
has  been  two  or  three  davs  makiir 
this  racl^ec.    One  of  oqr  boatfwaiai 
lent  him  his  gun  ;   the  negro  kMd- 
ed  it  with  l»rge  (hot,  followed  tkt 
noife,    and    ftiot    al    the  moobrj 
twice  without  making  him  runi- 
way  :  at  the  third  (hot  be  fell  dead 
at  the  foot  of  the  tree.     The  boil- 
fwiiin     brought    the     monkey  ci 
board  the  frigate,  where  we  had  op- 
portunity to   examine  him  at  obt 
leifure.       He  was    near    t*o  feet 
eight  inches    high,    when  ftaodiii 
upon  his  hind    legs;    his  hairva 
long,    and    of    a     fawn    coloorti 
brown  all  over  his  body  except  uc- 
dor  the  belly,    which   approached 
the  clear  fawn  colour.     Hisbrowa 
beard  began  from  his  cars,  andfdl 
near  five  inches    upon  his  breai; 
his  feet  and  hands  were  black;  ^ 
ears,   dclliiute  of  hair,   were  «dl 
detached    from    each   other,   asi 
his    face    covered     with    a  UMJ 
down,  fo  clofe  as    to  be  hardly  cii^ 
tinguiihible   from    the  fkia.     ifi 
eye-brows  were    of  a   darker  hs^ 
ana  promin^  nr.        His   tail  w«i  fl 
long    as    his   body,   including  bis 
head. 

\  know  not  at  what  fporthelud 
loll  his  left  eye  :  this,  however, 
w^^  not  to  be  perceived  wi:boui* 
clofe  exarr.ination  ;  for  in  tie 
focket  he  had  fubili luted  a  bjHi 
compofed  cf  a  gum  which  *as  •£• 
known  to  us,  cf  rotten  wood  lod 
fome   vrfy    fine    mofs,   the   *k«t 

mijj^cd  up  together.      Thccn-'»^ 

cotered 
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Miered  this  ball  as  if  it  Kad  been 
ftiOj  tbe  globe  of  the  eye.  Whe- 
Iker  he  had  contrived  this  ftlfe 
cje  10  appear  lefs  deformed,  or 
to  care  his  wounded  eye,  or  to  de- 
fad  it  from  the  infult  of  flies  and 
Qckerinfeds.I  leare  to  conjedure. 
Weobfenred  alfo,  that  this  mon- 
'by  appeared  old,  for  the  (kin  of 
Usftce  was  greatly  wrinkled,  and 
k  had  fome  white  hairs  in  his 
beard.  We  faw  but  this  on^  dor- 
ii|  opr  ftajr  at  the  iiland  of  St^ 


Catherine's,  though  we  were  told 
that  there  were  a  great  number, 
and  that  the  inhabitants  eat  the 
young  onesy  which  are  very  good* 
They  endcavoured'even  to  periuade 
me,  that,  one  of  the  ragouts  of 
which  I  ate  at  the  Governor's,  and 
which  I  took  to  be  an  excellent 
rabbit,  was  really  a  monkey.  Be 
this  as  it  would,  many  others  eat 
of  it  as  well  as  myfelf,  and  appear* 
cd  well  pleafed  with  it.

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Ormt  Improvement  made  in  the 
Breed  of  CattUy  by  Mr,  Bake\velJ, 
of  D'Jhlcy  in  Northamptonjhire  ; 
from  the  Farmer* s  Tour  through 
the  Eafi  of  Belgian  J,  hy  Arthur 
Young,  £/^. 

R,  Bakewfll,  ofDifhIey,  one 
_  of  ihc  mort  confiderablp 
farmer'  in  this  country,  has  in  fo 
iD^iny  inllnnces  improved  on  the 
hufbandry  of  his  neighbours^  that 
he  merits  particular  DOiice  ia  this 
journal. 

His  breed  of  cattle  is  famous 
throughout  the  kingdom  ;  and  he 
has  lately  feot  many  to  irclan  1. 
He  ha>  in  this  part  of  his  bufinefs 
many  ideas  which  I  believe  are 
pcrfcfliy  new  ;  or  that  have  hitbcr- 
to  been  totally  neglected.  This 
principle  is  to  gain  the  beaft,  whe- 
ther (heepor  cow,  ih.^i  will  weigh 
moll  in  the  moll  valuable  j  inis:— 
there  is  a  great  difTcrencc  between 
an  ox  of  50  ilone,  carrying  30  in 
roi»fting  pieces,  and  20  in  co.irij 
b'^iling  oncs<^anJ  a:i(i;her  carry- 
ing JO  in  the  latter,  and  20  in  the 
foimer.  And  at  th.*  fame  time 
th^t  he  gains  the  (hane,  that  is, 
of  the  grea^ell  value  in  the  r.iiallcll 
comp^fs ;  he  aflVrts,  from  lontr 
experierrce,  that  he  cains  j  breed 
much  hardier,  and  eali.r  fed  than 
any  others.      Theft   id^as  he  ap- 

?!ief  cquaily  to  fhcep  and  oxen. 


•  In  the  breed  of  the  htter,  tk 
ola  notion  was,  that   where  ^ 
had  much  and  large  bones,  thett 
was  plenty  of  room  to  lay  flefli  oa  \ 
and  accordingly  the  graziers  woe 
eager   to    buy   the   largeil   booed 
cattle.      This  whole  f>fiein  Mr. 
Bakewell  has  proved  to  be  an  at* 
ter  miftake.     He  aflTerts,  the  laal* 
ler  the  bones,  the  truer  will  be  tlM 
make  of  the   bea(l<*— the  qoicker 
fhe  will  fat-r-and  her  weight,  »t 
may  eaiily  conceive,   will  have  a 
larger  proportion  of  valuable  meat; 
flejh^  not  hone,  is  the  butcher's  ob« 
jtd.     Mr.  Bakewell  admits,  that  a 
large  boned  bead,  may  he  made  | 
large  iut  beail,  and  that  he  naf 
come  to  a  great  weight;  but  jufll/ 
obrerve.«5,  that  this  is  no  part  of  the 
profitablcenquiry ;  for  (lartingfocli 
a  fimple  propofiiion^  withcutattbe 
fame  time  (hewing  the  t%^tuit  of 
covering  thofe  bones  with  fle(h,  it 
offering  no  f.iti' factory  arguffl^ot* 
l*he  only  object  of  real  impprtaOC«i 
is  the  proportion  of  ?rafi  to  W». 
I    hnve  ;o  acres  ;  whiwti   will  pay 
me   for  tiiofc  acres  bell.   Urge  or 
f:nali  boned  cattle  ?  Tne  latter  f-t 
fo  much  quicker,  and  more  profi:- 
ably  in    the  jointi   of  v«tius  ;  ih*t 
the  query   ib  anfwereJ  in  their  fa- 
vour from  long  and  atteniive  ex- 
perience. 

Among  other  breeds  of  cattle,  the 
LiocolulLiie  and   the  'Holdcnefs 

are 
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art  very  Urge,  bat  their  fize  lies 
ill  iheir  bones:  ihey  may  be  fat- 
reifd  to  ^rent  lofs  to  ihe  grazier, 
fior  can  they  ever  retarn  fo  much 
At  a  given  quantity  of  grafs,  as 
Ctiefma'.l  boned, long  hornrd  kind. 

The  breed  which  Mr.  Bakewell 
Yii  fixed  on  as  the  bell  in  £>^gland, 
ii  the  Lancafhire,  and  he  thinks  Ue 
has  irpr'^ved  it  much,  in  bring- 
ifig  the  carcafs  of  the  bead  into  a 
truer  mould ;  and  particularly  by 
making  them  broader  over  the 
backs.  The  fhape  which  (hould 
be  the  criterion  of  a  cow,  a  bull, 
or  an  ox,  and  alfo  of  a  (heep,  is 
chat  of  a  hog(bead,  or  a  firkin  ; 
traly  circular,  with  fmall  and  as 
ftort  legs  as  poffible :  upon  the 
plain  principle,  th.tt  the  value  lies 
in  the  barrel,  not  in  the  legs.  AH 
breeds,  the  backs  of  which  rife  in 
li»e  leaft  ridge,  are  bad.  I  mea- 
fured  two  or  three  cows,  2  feet  3 
inches  flat  acrofs  their  back  from 
kip  10  hip— and  their  legs  remark- 
ably fr.orc. 

Mr.  B  ikewell  has  now  a  bull  of 
his  own  breed,  which  hecalN  Two. 
penny,  whic.i  leapscowsat  5I.  5s. 
a  cow.  This  is  carrying  the  breed 
of  horned  cattle  to  wonderful  p''r- 
Hedioa.  He  is  a  vtrrv  fine  bull— 
moll  truly  made,  according  to  the 
principles  Uid  down  abovtr.  H^ 
has  many  others  got  by  him,  which 
he  lets  (or  the  frafon,  from  5  gui- 
sets  CO  30  guineas  a  feafon,  but 
rarfly  fells  any.  He  would  not 
take  2cqI.  for  Twopenny.  Hp  has 
fcveral  cows  which  be  kre^  s  tor 
breeding,  that  he  would  ntu  iell  at 
30  guineas  a -piece. 

Another  particularity  is  ^he  a- 
Viazinj^   gentlenefs  in   which    he 


brings  up  thefe  animals.  All  his 
bulls  Hand  ItiH  in  the  held  to  be 
examined :  the  way  of  driving  them 
from  one  field  to  another,  or  hrtme, 
is  by  a  little  fv\iih  ;  he  or  his  men 
wa!k  bv  their  fide,  and  guide  them 
wirh  the  Hick  wherever  ihcv  pleale; 
and  ihev  are  accuUomeJ  to  this 
method  from  being  calves.  A  lad, 
with  a  ilick  rhr-e  feet  lone,  and  as 
big  as  his  finger,  will  condufl  a 
bull  away  from  other  buils  and 
his  covvs  from  one  end  of  the  farm 
to  the  other.  All  this  gentlenefs 
i?  merely  the  cfFett  of  m.:nagement. 
and  the  mifchief  of:en  done  by 
bulls,  is  undoubtedly  oaing  to 
prartices  very  contrar)— or  clfe 
to  a  tot<)l  neglect.  ' 

The  general  order  in  which  Mr. 
Bikewfll  keeps  his  cattle  is  plca« 
fini: ;  all  jre  fat  as  bears  ;  and  this 
i«  a  circunillance  which  he  infifls 
is  owing  to  the  excellence  of  the 
breed.  His  land  is  no  better  than 
his  ne  ghbour*,  at  the  fime  time 
that  it  c.irries  .1  far  greater  pro.'or- 
tir^n  of  Itock;  as  1  *iii  ihe  a  by 
and  by.  The  'mc'll  qu.-.ntity,  and 
the  interior  qui*  t\,  ol  food  that 
will  ke^p  a  b  ail  ;  =  rfcd!y  well 
made,  in  goou  i.n\  -r,  is  furpriz- 
jng  :  fjch  u;i  uni  u  \  ^\\\  grow  fat 
in  the  fame  p.ilure  that  would 
Itarve  an  ilUr.iade,  great  boned 
one. 

In  the  br^ed  of  his  (heep,  Mr. 
BiktwrtI  is  as  curious,  and  1  think, 
ir  iny  Jiflerence,  with  greater  fuc- 
ccfs  than  in  his  horned  cattle: 
for  bei.er-made  animals  cannot  be 
feen  than  his  rams  and  ewe5 :  their 
bodies  are  as  true  barrels  as  can  be 
feen*;  round,  brojd  backs ;  and 
the  legs  not  above  fix  inches  long  : 

and 


*  The  following  is  an  account  of  two  (heep  of  Mr.   Bakewell*s«  mcafured 
in  the  wool. 

•'  I  thia 
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and  a  mod  unufaal  proof  of  kindly 
fatteoiog,  is  their  feeling  quiie  hi, 
juft  wiihin  their  fore  leg?  oa  the 
ribs,  a  point  in  which  iheep  a^e 
never  examined  in  common  ;  from 
common  breeds  never  carrying  any 
fat  there. 

In  his  breed  of  fheep,  he  pro- 
ceeds exaflly  on  the  fame  principle 
as  wiih  oxen  ;  the  fatting  in  the 
valuable  parts  of  the  body ;  and 
the  living  on  much  poorer  food 
than  other  forts.  He  has  found 
from  various  experience  in  many 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  as  well  as 
upon  his  own  farm,  that  no  land 
is  too  bad  for  a  goo^  breed  of  cat- 
tle, and  particularly  /beep.  It 
may  not  be  proper  for  large  ilock, 
that  is  large  boned  flock,  bat  un- 
doubtedly more  proper  for  a  valu- 
able well-made  fheep,than  the  ufuai 
wretched  forts  found  in  mod  parts 
of  England  on  poor  foils— fuch  as 
the  moor  fheep— the  Welfh  ones 
»— and  the  Norfolks.— And  he 
i\ould  hazard  any  moderate  Hake, 
that  his  own  breed,  each  fheep  of 
^hich  is  worth  feveralof  tbofepoor 


forts,  woold  do  better ob  tkofii  poor 
foils  than  tbe  (lock  generally  fooai 
on  them  :  A  good  and  tree  flupo 
having  been  found  the  iroog^ 
indication  of  hardineft*  and  vhtt 
the  graziers  call  a  Jkimdfy  (beep; 
on^  that  has  always  an  incUaatioa 
to  feed. 

He  has  an  experiment  to  proto 
the  hardinefs  of  his  breed,  which 
defer ves  notice.  He  hat  5  or  6 
ewes,  that  have  gone  cocdantlyia 
the  highways  iince  May-day,  ui 
have  never  been  in  his  fields :  tW 
roads  are  narrow,  acd  tlie  food 
very  bare ;  they  are  in  excelktC 
order,  and  nearly  fat;  which  protei 
in  the  flrongefl  manner,  the  excd« 
lence  of  the  breed*  And  aaothcr 
circumftance,  of  a  peculiar  nstoie, 
is  his  flock  of  ewes,  that  have  rear- 
ed two  lambs,  being  quite  fal  ia 
the  firfl  week  of  July  ;  an  inftaace 
hardly  to  be  paralleled. 

The  breed  isorigioally  Lincoli* 
(hire,  but  Mr.  Bakewell  thiobi 
and  very  juflly,  that  he  has  nock 
improved  it.  The  grand  prcit, 
as  I  before  obferved,  is  from  tko

Dilhlcy,  ut/uf* 
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fj^nac  food  going  fo  much  farther 
in  feeding  thefe  than  any  others  ; 
not  however  that  Mf.  Bakcwell*s 
breed  is  fmall ;  on  the  contrary,  it 
is  as  weighty  as  ninfl^tenths  of  the 
kingdom;  for  be  fells  fat  wethers 
at  three  years  and  a  half  old  at  2/. 
a  head.  Other  collateral  circum- 
Hances  of  importance,  are  the  wool 
being  equal  to  any  other  ;  and  the 
iheep  llanding  the  fold  better.  He 
iells  no  tups^  but  lets  them  at  from 
5  guineas  to  30  guineas  for  the 
leal  on. 

Relative  to  the  rot  in  fheep,  Mr. 
Bakewell  has  attended  more   to  it 
than  moll  men  in  England  :  He  is 
extremely  clear^  from  long  atiea- 
tion,    that    this  diforder  is  owing 
folely  to  floods»->never  to  land  be- 
ing \\et,  only  from  rains  which  do 
noijbwf  nor  from  fprings  that  ri/e. 
He   conjedturei,    that   the   young 
grafs  which  fprings  in  confequence 
of  a  floods  is  of  fo  flaihy  a  nature, 
that  it  occafions  this  common  com- 
plaint.    But  whether  this  idea  is 
joft  or  not,  dill  he  is  clear  in  his 
fads;    that   floods     (in   whatever 
inanner  they  acl)   are    the   caufe. 
Perhaps  the  motl  curious  experi- 
inent  ever  made  on  the  rot  in  iheep, 
is  what  he  has  frequently  pradifed  : 
When  particular  parcels  c(  hU  bed 
bred  (heep  are  pall  fervicc,  he  fats 
them  for  the  butcher;  and  to   be 
fure  that  they  (hall  be  killed,    and 
not  go  into  other  hand?,  ..j  rots 
y   them  before  he  fclh  ;  which,  from 
'  long  experience,  he  can  do  at  plea- 


fure.    It  is  pnly  to  flow  a  pafturo 
or  meadow  in  fummer,  and  it  in^ 
evitably  rots  all  the  (heep  that  feed 
on  it  the  following  autumn.    After 
the  middle  of  May,   water  flowing 
over  land  is  certain  to  caofe  it  to 
rot,  whatever  be  the  foil :  he  hat 
atled  thus  with  feveral  of  his  fields^ 
which  without   that  management 
would  never  affe^  a  (heep  in  the 
lead  :  the  water  may  flow  with  im- 
punity all  winter,  and  even  to  the 
end  of  April,  but  after  that   the 
above  eflxd  is  fure  to  take  place* 
Springs  he  aflerts  to  be  no  caufe  of- 
rotcing:,    nor  yet  the  grafs  which 
rifes  in  confequence  ;   unlefs  they 
fio^ :  Nor  is  it  ever  owing  to  the 
ground  being  very  wet  from  heavy 
rains,  unlefs  the  water,^!9<u;/.   Tbii 
theory   of  the  rot  upon  the  whole 
appears  fatisfadcry  ;  and  that  part 
of  it  which  is  the  certain  refult  of 
expjcrience,  cannot  bedifputed.* 

In  the  breed  of  ftallions  for  get- 
ting cart-horfcsg  Mr.  Bakewell  is 
alfo  "^Jtxy  attentive ;  he  has  jthofe 
at  prefent  that  he  lets  at  from  2{ 
to  150  guineas  the  feafon.  He 
conceives  the  true  make  i/  a  cart- 
horfe,  to  be  nearly  that  defcribed  a* 
bove  for  an  ox — thick  and  Ihort  bo* 
dies,  and  very  (hortiegs.  Hemaket 
them  all  particularly  gentle :  ai^d 
apprehends  that  bad  drawing, 
horfes,  can  be  owing  to  nothing 
but  bad  management.  He  hat 
one  flalUon  that  leaps  at  5  guineas 
a  mare. 


•  Let  me  remark,  that  Mr.  Bakewell  has  made  feveral  comparlfons  between 
other  breeds  of  cattle  and  his  own,  which  I  pur^ofely  omit  taking  any  notice 
of,  bccaule  luch  experiments  are  impolTible  to  be  accurate  from  the  gicat 
ditfeicncc  in  certain  hcalU  in  feeding,  fatting,  &c.  Befides,  fupjX)ling  fuch 
accuracy,  ftill  other  |n:ople,  and  particularly  thofc  of  the  countries  compared, 
lid   never  give  credit  to  fuch  comparifons,  unlds  the  very  bell  breeders  in 


woui 


the  very  bcil  countries  tbemftln;et  ciioofe  certain  beads  to  reprelent  their  breed 
in  the  trial :  Nor  does  Mr.  B^ikcwell^s  breed  want  any  fuch  experiments  to 
iccommeud  them. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Bakewell  is  remarkably  it- 
tentive  to  the  point  of  wintering 
his  cattle ;  sM  his  horned  beads 
are  tied  up  in  open  or  other  (beds 
all  winter  through,  from  Novem- 
ber till  the  end  of  March,  feeding 
them  according  to  their  kind,  with 
firaw,  turnips^  or  hay ;  all  the 
lean  beads  have  draw  alone:  he 
never  litters  them,  on  account  of 
making  the  draw  go  as  far  as  pof- 
fible,f— that  it  may  be  eaten  up 
perfectly  clean.  Young  cattle,  that 
require  to  be  kept  quite  in  a  thriv- 
ing date,  have  turnips ;  and  alfo 
fattening  ones :  and  late  in  the 
springy  when  turnips  are  gone,  hay 
it  wholly  their  fubditute. 

The  convcniencies  for  tying  op 
beads,  which  Mr.  Bakewell  has 
built  It  his  own  expcnce,  are  a  re- 
inirkable  indance  of  fpirited  huf- 
bandry ;  he  has  formed  ^uch  num- 
bers of  dalls  for  them,  by  building 
new  dieds,  and  convening  old 
barns  and  other  places  into  dand- 
ings  for  cows,  that  he  has  more 
than  once  wintered  170  beads  of 
•11  foris  ;  and  all  in  the  h^ufe. 

The  floors  on  which  the  beads 
dacd,  are  pnvcd,  and  (ix  or  eight 
Inches  higher  than  the  level  of  the 
yard:  thtry  arc  jud  broad  enough 
for  a  bead  to  dand  on  with  fome 
difficulty ;  the  consequence  of 
which  is,  that  his  dung  tails  be- 
yond his  dandirg,  and  on  the 
)o»er  pavejnct.t,  .^nd  when  he  kys 
down,  he  draws  hinil\lf  up  on  to 
the  higher  pavement,  and  is  clear 
of  it  by  this  mc<ins,  they  are 
kept  quite  clean 'without  littery 
and  the  men  who  are  employed  on 
purpof?,  keep  the  whole  ccnllant- 
jy  Iwept  down,  and  birrow  the 
dung  into  the  area  of  the  yard, 
that  is  furroundtd  by  the  (hed«, 
and  then  pile  up  the  dang  in  a 
fquare  clamp. 


By  odng  no  Rrtw  in  litter,  bf 
makes   it  go  fo  far  in  wintering 
cattle,  that  he  mach  reduces  th« 
expence  of  winter  feeding  them: 
and  this  has  occafioned  his  adopt- 
ing a  new  fydem  in   the  mansee* 
mcnt  of  his  horned   cattle.     He 
ufed  to  draw  with  teams  of  oxen; 
and  found  that  he  muft  keep  dou- 
ble the  number  worked  to  hivr, . 
in  the  common    manner,  one  fet 
coming   into   work,   and   another 
going  out ;    and  then  he  had  hi| 
cows  bulled  at  two  ye^rs  old ;  coa- 
fequently  they  were  wintered  oa 
hay   when   three   years  old.     Bat 
now  he  has  changed   his   fydem; 
he  draws  all  with  cows ;  they  live 
on  draw  at  three  years  old  ;  when 
they  are  bulled  and  worked  till  four 
years  old ;   hence    one    wintef  at 
hay,   is  changed   to  two  at  draw, 
which,  from  Mr.   Bakewell's  ma- 
nagement, is  a  great  faving,  and 
the  work   all  gained   at   the  fame 
time;  and  let  me  obferve  fuitber, 
that  the  calves  bred   from   a  co«r 
rifing  from  3  to  4,  mud  far  exceed 
thofc  from  cows  rifing  from  2  to 
3  :  the  latter  age  is  too  early  to 
breed,  both  for  the  calf  and  the 
dam. 

I  faw  the  teams  of  cows  at  work, 
and  they  were  to  the  full  as  handy 
as  oxen  ;  and  Mr.  Bakewell  finds, 
that  they  draw  jud  as  well  as  oxen 

of  the  (nme  fize. He  would 

not  have  taken  120/.  for  one  of  bis 
teams  0^6  cows. 

He  has  water  in  cide^ns  in  bit 
farrp-yards,  and  all  the  beads  are 
let  loofe  to  drink  once  a  day,  exr 
cept  thofe  on  turnips,  which  do 
net  want  ir. 

He  prefers,  in  the  raifing  of 
manure,  the  dung  arifing  from 
cattle  that  eat  a  great  quantity  of 
draw,  to  any  manure  to  be  gain* 
ed  from  fuch  a  quandty  cf  draw  by

>eaft9,  not  in  litter,— or 
I  quantities  at  a  time, 
the  cattle  hungry  enough 
them  eat  clean ;  giving 
1  quintity  at  a  time. 


Of  his  hay  he  is  alfo  ytry  choice; 
and  the  means  he  has  taken  to 
command  as  large  a  quantity  as 
poflible,  are  perhaps  to  be  reckon- 
ed among  the  rareft  iaflances  of 
fpirited  hufbindry  ever  met  wilchl 
among  the  common  farmers  of 
England.  It  is  that  of  watering 
his  meadows  that  lie  along  m 
fmall  brook  which  runs  through 
one  part  of  his  farm.  This  im- 
provement was  begun  by  his  father 
now  living,  and  carried  on  and 
fini(hed  by  himfelf. 

Thefe  meadows,  amoan ting  fron 
60  to  80  acres,  were  all  like  the 
reft  of  the  country  in  ridge  and 
furrow;  over.run  with  ant-hills» 
and  disfigured  by  various  ineqiia* 
11  ties  of  fur  face.  They  were  all 
ploughed  up  ;  kept  clean  of  weeds 
for  a  crop  or  two;  tilled  in  a  very 
perfed  manner,  and  laid  dowit 
again  to  grafs  perfectly  levels 
with  a  view  to  iraprovemenc  bf 
water.  This  operation  is  a  proof, 
that  unlevel  paftures  may  be 
ploughed  down  without  any  injury, 
by  burying  good  land  and  bring, 
ing  op  bad,  according  to  the  com- 
mon vulgar  notion.  As  foon  at 
this  work  was  done,  he  cleaafed 
the  brook  in  a  manner  peculiar  to 
himfelf;  bis  defign  was  to  keep 
the  banks  always  clean  and  oeat« 
and  the  water  every  where  of  aa 
equal  depth :  and  this  he  did,  and 
continues  to  do  when  wanted^  by 
throwing  the  fand  and  earth,  dri- 
ven in  heaps  and  ridges  by  the 
flream,  into  the  holes. formed  by 
itj  never  throwing  any  on  to  the 
banks;  by  which  method  the  wa- 
ter it  always  kept  to  a  level,  with 
half  the  expence  of  the  conmott 
manner  of  throwing  the  earth  oat, 
which  enlarges  the  holes,  bat  £Ils 
up  none.  When  this  point  was 
gained,  the  next  bofioeif  was  to 

aaniiif 
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examine  every  where  the  coorfes 
6f  the  ditches  ;  all  in  a  proper  di- 
redion  were  .much  deepened  and 
enlargeJg  for  conveying  the  water, 
to  the  meadows  that  do  not  join 
the  brookj  and  others  done  in  the 
fame  manner  for  taking  the  water 
away  after  it  had  flowed  over  the 
land.  Befides  thefe,  feveral  new 
cuts  were  foand  necelTary  to  be 
made  near  as  large  as  the  brook  it- 
felf:  and,  firatige  to  tell,  not  a 
few  to  prevent  the  water  running 
over  the  meadows  of  his  neigh- 
bours. They  totally  disapprove 
the  plan  ;  and  have  infilled  on  all 
proper  precautions  being  taken  by 
making  cuts,  and  raifing  mounds 
for  the  water,  that  none  of  it  may 
iruin  them,  which  is  the  idea  they 
have  of  it;  notw^thftanding  many 
J^ears  expeHence  of  its  ainazinj^ 
Efficacy  in  the  fields  of  Mr.  Bake- 
well. 

Befides  all  thefe  cuts  and  ditch- 
es, numerous  (luices  are  fubrtanii* 
ally  eredled  at  his  own  expence,  to 
iiop  the  water  and  m^ke  it  over- 
flow at  plcafofe;  and  clofe  to  encfi 
H  fmall  brick  houfe,  for  holding 
the  doors, boards,  bolts,  &c.  whrn 
not  in  ufe;  the  whole  perfe^ly 
well  executed. 

By  means  of  all  thefe  works, 
lie  floats  atpleafure  from  60  to  80 
acres  of  meadow,  and  finds  the 
improvement  of  the  moft  undoubt- 
ed kind  ;  fully  anfwering  an  an- 
nual manuring  of  any  other  fort  : 
fine  level  crops  of  hay  are  now  the 
view,  indead  of  ridges,  furrows, 
hills,  holes,  thiflles,  and  other 
truroperv.  Upon  the  whole,  this 
fyilem  of  watering  is  not  only  exe- 
cuted with  fpirit,  but  much  ex- 
ceeds any  thing  of  the  kind  I  have 
yet  feen  in  the  hand$  of  landlords 


themfelves.  Qp^Hkrsier  has  ez« 
pended  large  fams  in  thefe  un- 
common ondertakings — be  richlf 
merits  the  enjojrmeot  of  thcii 
profit.  -  .

Bat  if  an 
acre  urat  well  cropped  with  them, 
he  is  confident  it  woald  winter 
6  horfes:  at  3  or  4  years  growth, 
the  whole  crop  Aiould  be  taken, 
cut  dofe  to  the  ground,  and 
carried  to  the  mill ;  m  which  the 
Whint  are  to  be  bruifed,  and  then 
given  to  the  horfes.

Great  aivantttges  of  planting  quick 
groiving  Trees,  on  Soils  otber*wi/i 
of  little  Value  I  from  the  fame. 

MR.  Melliih'has,  for  many 
years,  raifed  numerous  plan- 
tations, which  are  a  vtry  great 
ornament,  not  to  his  eilaie  only, 
but  to  the  whole  country.  In  tbid 
noble  purfoic  he  has  gained  much' 
experience  in  planting  fandy  foils, 
efpecially  from  trying  various 
methods,  and  different  foris  of 
trees.  Some  pieces  of  foreft-land 
he  has  cleared  from  the  fponca- 
ncou5  rubbi(h,  in  the  fime  manner 
as  f-?r  corn,  and  ploughed  it  once 
ill  the  common  manner,  upon 
which  he  fet  the  trees :  Others  he 
trench-ploughed,  and  fct  them  ;^ 
and,  upon  fome  other  pieces,  he 
did  not  plough  at  all,  and  cleared 
no  more  than  necefiary  to  make 
the  holes  to  plant  them  in.  The 
refult  of  thefe  various  trials  was 
indeterminate,  each  nearly  equil; 
but,  ifany  difference,  thofe  planted 
after  clearing  and  plouging,  were 
the  bell.  The  forts  tried  were 
Scotch  and  fpruce  firs,  Lirch,  oak, 
a(h,  chellnut,  beech,  birch,  &c. 
the  whole  mixed.  Scotch  and 
fpruce  firs  have  grown  much  fader 
than  any  of  the  reft,  and  they  have 
all  fo  generally  fucceeded,  thct 
fcarcely  one  in  ten  tbonfand  have 
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failed. 
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failed.  The  foil  he  hat  chofen  is 
foreft  fand  of  p.  an  acre. 

The  number  he  has  generally 
fet  on  9n  acre  is  5000;  the  expence 
of  inclofing,  railing  the  trees,  and 
planting,  is  3/.  an  acre.  In  five 
jrears  they  require  thinning :  the 
iraloe  of  the  uood  taken  out  about 
pays  for  the  labour*;  the  nninber 
taken  out  about  looc. 

In  five  years  more  they  are 
thinned  again,  when  another  then- 
land  trees  are  taken  out,  which 
make  vety  good  hedge  wood  and 
hedge  ftakes.  The  value  about  5/. 
BDore  than  what  pays  the  labour. 

After  thefe  thinninj^s,  3000  are 
lefty  which  Mr.  Melliih  has  found 
from  experience  to  be  then  worth

This  is  the  ftate  of  the  plaatii| 
produce  on  the  poor  foreft  faadsi 
but  Mr.  Melliih  has  many  Scoick 
firs,  planted  35  years  ago  on  goid 
land,  which  are  now  worth  41ft 
each,   and  very  many  from  1511 

Upon  thefe  duta  we  may  eafilf 
calculate  the  profit  of  plantiog  M 
difiTerent  periods.

At  that  diftance  there  are  108  trees 
on  an  acre,  or  ]o8/. ;  which  is

£rfl  planting,  exclufive  of  thin- 
AingSy  which  would  more  than 
double  it.

Another  plantation  of  Scotch 
'rs,  38  years  growth,  (landing  in 
rows  14  feet  wide,  and  10  in  the 
rows,  are  now  worth  12/.  on  an 
average.

Mr.  Fellowes  has  had  both  the 
bought  and  feed  of  the  red  deal 
from  Norway,  and  he  finds  that  it

In  a  regular  planting  and  cutting 
down  a  given  quantity  of  land,  it 
would  be  advifeable,  I  (hould  ap« 
prehendj  to  plant  the  o)d  land 
again,  which-ivould  fave  grubbing 
up  the  flumps  and  roots,  which  in 
rotting  would  turn  to  a  rich  ma- 
nure for  the  new  trees. 

Plane  trees  Mr.  Fellowes  has 
planted ;  and  he  finds  them  to 
thrive  amazingly  in  low  moift  fitu- 
ations.  ItVilTin  fuch,  grow  much 
fafler  than  the  poplar.  One  he 
kas  of  30  years  growth,  that  will 
cut  in  CO  planks  20  inches  broad  ; 
but  fo  vail  a  fize  he  attributes  in 
fome  meafure  to  its  (landing  on 
the  edge  of  a  ditch  through  which 
the  drainings  of  a  farmer's  pig« 
flies  run.  Poplars,  in  fome  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  are  planted  in 
low  fituations,  to  the  exclufion  of 
every  thing  elfe :  it  is  of  confe- 
quence  therefore  to  know,  that  the 
plane  will  do  better  ;  and  in  beauty 
it  infinitely  exceeds  that  ragged, 
crooked,  unfightly  tree,  the  pop. 
lar. 

Mr.  Fellowes  in  general  recom. 
snends  the  larch  as  preferable  to 


every  other  tree  that  he  ku  tried  |

MR.  *  Hall  has  a  method  of 
fencing,  in  which  I  appre- 
hend he  is  perfrflly  original,  as  I 
have  never  heard  of  any  perfon  that 
praftifed  it.  He  tranfplants  white- 
thorn hedges,  of  any  growth,  even 
to  30  or  40  years  old.  In  winter, 
he  grubs  up  the  old  hedge,  after 
cutting,  in  the  common  manner, 
and  without  giving  any  unufuaE 
attention  to  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  done.  The  (lubs  are  not  ac 
all  tender,  or  liable  to  fail  of  grow- 
ing :  he  has  known  them  left  out 
of  the  ground  a  week,  withoac 
any  damage;  and,  if  there  is  a 
little  water  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ditch,  he  apprehends  they  would 
lie  there  fafely  a  month ;  but  the 
bcft  way,  undoubtedly,  in  fuch 
cafes,  is  to  move  it  from  one  hedge 
to  the  other,  as  foon  as  is  conveni* 
ent.  The  bank,  or  place,  where 
the  new  hedge  is  to  be  made, 
(hould  be  marked  out  with  a  linej^ 
and  a  proper  trench  cut  to  fet  tho 
flubs  m  :  they  (hould  be  buried 
rather  deeper  than  they  were  in 
the  earth  before.  Mr.  Hall  has 
found,  that  not  one  flub  in  an 
hundred  will  fail  of  growings  and 
the  (hoots  are  (b  vigorous,  that  a 
new  hedge  is  formed  mnch  quick« 
er  than  in  any  other  method.

I  viewed  a  very  long  hedge  oP 
this  gentieman'^y  tran^lanted  fix 
years  ago,  when  thirty  years  old. 
In  five  years  it  fproated  14  feet  in 
many  placesi  and  12  feet  on  an  a* 
verage.  It  was  then  cut  and  plafh* 
cdy  and  is  now  as  thriving  and  fine 
a  hedge  as  can  be  feen.  Another 
hedge,  planted  in  the  common 
manner,  15  years  ago,  did  not 
equal  this  when  only  five  yeara 
old. 

This  difcovery  is  very  import- 
ant; for  I  have  more  than  once 
known  old  hedges  grubbed  up  and 
levelled,  and  new  ones  planted 
v/it\k  great  care  and  attention,  to 
Taife  a  fence  as  fcon  as  poffible; 
by  which  condud,  above  ten  years 
are  abfolutely  loft  in  height,  and 
xnany  more  in  ftrength.  In  the 
grubbing  up  of  old  hedges,  plant- 
ed with  various  forts  of  wood,  it 
is  very  nfeful  to  know,  that  the 
^hite- thorn  flubs  may  be  prefer v» 
cd  to  plane  in  the  gaps  of  other 
liedges.  The  whole  procefs  of  the 
work  alfo  is  fo  extremely  plain  and 
eafy,  that  none  can  find  any  diC* 
calty  in  executing  it. 

Let  me  hrre  likewife  obferve» 
that  Mr.  Hall  is  remarkably  atten. 
tive  to  all  his  hedges:  he  keeps 
them  quite  clean  from  weeds,  and 
trims  the  horizontal  fhoots  off  in 
foch  a  manner,  that  the  hedge  it 
left  wide  at  bottom,  and  narrowed 
gradually  to  the  top,'  that  the  lat- 
ter may  not  drip  on  the  rell,  and 
deftroy  or  damage  it.  The  hedge 
alfo,  by  this  means,  is  rendered 
ilronger,  and  no  land  is  loft  by 
the  (hade;  but  the  fhoots,  that 
grow  up  in  the  center,  are  not 
Ihortened :  they  rife  their  natural 
height.

MR.  Arbuthnot  has  tried  vari- 
ous receipts  to  deltroy  the 
tornip  fly  ;  but  none  of  them  have 
aofwcrtd,  except  the  following. 

He  collects  all  ibrts  of  green 
weeds  from  hedges,  hedge-rows, 
&c.  mixes  them  with  draw,  and 
lays  them  on  heaps  on  the  wind- 
ward fide  of  the  field :  they  are 
then  fet  on  fire,  fo  that  the  wind 
0ay  blow  the  fmoak  over  the  whole 
field.  Bat  it  ihould  be  obferved, 
that  the  weeds  mnft  not  be  wither- 
ed too  much,  as  it  is  the  fmocher- 
ing  of  the  flame  that  produces  the 
fmoak  which  is  expefled  to  have 
the  defired  efled.  This  drives  a- 
way  Che  fly  at  once,  and  faves  the 
crop:  he  this  year  preferved  ten 
^res,  on  which  the  fly  had  begun,

Mithod  of  making  Mortar  ijubieb  iviH 
be  impenitraolt  to  moifiure^  from 
Mr.   Dole's  fecond  volume  of 
Memoirs   of   Agriculture,  jufi 
fublijbed. 

TAKE  of  anflacked  lime,  an4 
of  fine  fand,  in  the  propor« 
tion  of  one  part  of  the  ]ifr:e  to  three 
parts  of  the  fand,  as  much  as  a  la. 
bourer  can  well  manage  at  once ; 
and  then  adding  water  gradually, 
mix  the  whole  well  together,  till 
it  be  reduced  to  the  confidence 
of  mortar.  Apply  it  immediately 
while  it  is  yet  hot,  to  the  porpoTe 
either  of  mortar,  as  a  Q^ment  to 
brick  or  ftone,  or  of  pi  after,  for 
the  furface  of  anv  building.  It 
will  tRen  ferment  for  fome  days  ia 
drier  places,  and  afterwards  gra- 
dually concrete,  or  fet  and  become 
hard.  But  in  a  moid  place  it  will 
continue  foft  for  three  weeks  or 
more;  tho*  it  will  at  length  attain 
a  firm  confidence,  even  if  water 
have  fuch  accefs  to  it  fo  as  to  keep 
the  furface  wet  the  whole  time. 
After  this  it  will  acquire  a  ftone* 
like  hardnefsj  and  refiil  all  moi« 
fture. 

The  perfcftion  of  this  mortar 
depends  on  the  ingredients  being 
thoroughly  blended  together  ;  and 
the  mixtures  being  applied  imme* 
diately  after,  to  the  place  where  it 
is  wanted.     In  order  to  this,  about 
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£ve  labourers  (hoald  be  employed 
for  mixing  the  mortar,  to  attend 
one  pfrfonwho  applies  it. 

This  method  of  malting  mortar, 
Mr.  D.  fays,  was  difcovered  by  a 
gentleman  of  Neufchattcl,  the  back 
part  of  wbofe  houfe  being  cat  out 
of  a  rocky-hill,  the  fpring  from  the 
rock  greatly  annoyed  it,  and  pro- 
duced a  continual  damp,  which  no- 
thing could  cure  till  he  trird  the 
xnortar  above  defcribed,  which  ef- 
fed^ually  anfwered  his  purpofe,  and 
which,  by  time,  grew  fo  tenacious 
and  firm,  that  he  was  induced  to 
believe  the  method  of  compofition 
was  the  fan>e  with  that  purfued  by 
the  ancients. 

We  are  told  that  chalk  lime, 
which  is  the  kind  moft  commonly 
ufed  in  London,  is  unfit  for  the 
purpofe,  on  account  of  the  flints 
it  contains,  which  render  it  necef- 
fary  to  be  flireened  before  it  can  be 
tempered  with  the  water  and  fand, 
previous  to  (kreening,  however, 
the  lime  rouft  be  flacked  ;  and  the 
flacking  it  before  it  be  mixed  with 
the  fand,  prevents  its  ailing  on  that 
ingredient,  {o  as  to  produce  their 
incorporation  ;  which  power  it  lo- 
fes,  in  a  great  degree,  after  its 
combination  with  the  quantity  of 
water  that  faturates  it.  The  lime  • 
for  this  purpofe,  therefore,  mud  be 
that  made  of  lime-done,  (hells,  or 
marble ;  and  the  flronger  it  is,  the 
mortar  will  be  proportionably  the 
better. 

Befides  an  attention  to  the  kind 
of  lime  to  be  ufed  in  making  this 
mortar,  what  is  intended  for  it 
ihould  be  carefully  kept  from  the 
accrfsof  air,  as  it  will  readily  at« 
tra^l  moidure,  and  lofe  proporti- 
onably that  power  of  r.ding  on  the 
fand  to  produce  an  incorporation, 
1(  IS  alfo  advifed  to  exclude  the  fun 
and  wind  from  the  mortar  for  fome 


days  after  it  it  applied,  tkit  h 
drying  too  quickljr  may  not  pri- 
vent  the  due  continaance  of  tki 
fermentation,  which  is  ncocflarytft 
favour  the  aAion  of  the  limt  ot 
the  fand. 

This   mortar  is  attended  with 
very  particular  advantages;  for  it 
may  be  ufed,  and  will  even  attaia 
a  perfed  induration,  though  mm^ 
(lure  have  accefs  to  it  when  it  u 
applied;  and  while  it  it  ftrnent- 
ing  and  (etting,  it  is  extremely  he* 
neficial  for  preventing  the  oofint 
of  water  thro'  the  floors^  or  walls  m 
houfes,  where  the  common  method 
would  have  noefieA.

When  It  has  been  on  your  Are 
about  half  an  hour,  t:*ke  it  off, 
open  your  pot  and  Itir  them  well 
together,  adding  two  ounces  of  the 
fined  and  whiteft  colophony.  Set 
it  again  on  the  fire*  adding  a 
Kreaier  brifknefs  to  it  with  the  beU 
fowt,  and  let  it  remain  till  all  is 
diflTolved  and  fluid  as  water.  Then 
take  off  your  pot,  remove  it  to  a  lit- 
tle diftanct  from  the  fire,  and  let 
it  ftand  a  few  minutes  till  the  ex- 
cedi  of  heat  is  fomewhat  abated. 
Then,  have  ready  by  you  twenty- 
four  ounces  of  poppy  nut>  or  lin- 
feed  oil,  made  drying  ;  and  pour 
it  into  your  diflblved  gums,  by  de- 
grees, boiling  hot,  (but  let  that 
Be  boiled  on  another  fire,  at  a  lit- 
tle diAance  from  that  you  melt  your 
gnmt  over)  ftirring  them  together 
with  a  long  deal  ftick.  When  you 
kave  thoroughly  incorporated  your 
fioid  gums  and  oil,  fet  them  over 
your  fire  for  a  few  minutes,  flill 
jlirrinff  it  abcat  till  it  boils  once 
Up;  then  take  it  off,  carry  it  to 
feme  diHance,  and  pour  into  it  a 
qoart  of  turpentine  made  hot  over 
yoor  fecond  fire.  Stir  all  this  well 
together,  and  give  them  one  boil 
vp :  then  take  it  off,  and  pour  into 
it  a  pint  inore  of  turpentine,  made 
^0%,  ftill  ftirring  it  well.    If  yoor 


gums  are  thoroughly  melted,  and 
you  have  incorporated  them  well* 
your  varnifh  is  made. 

Let  it  ROW  Hand  by  to  cool ;  and 
when  it  is  become  only  lukewarm* 
ilrain  it  through  a  clofe  cloth  inio 
another  veirel,and  if  you  find  your 
varnifh  too  thick,  thin  it  with  oil 
of  turpentine,  till  it  is  only  the 
confiftency  of  linfecd  oil.

If  this  varnilh  is  made  with  care, 
your  fire  briik,  neither  your  guma 
nor  oil  fuffered  to  burn,  it  ihould 
be  as  clear  as  amber  beer ;  whick 
is  as  fine  as  any  Martin  ever  made 
with  an  expreffed  oil. 

The  difagreeable  fmells  arifing 
from  the  melting  of  the  gums,  and 
the  very  great  fmoak  ifl^aini^  from 
them,  make  it  proper  to  be  done 
in  a  yard  or  open  place;  a  fre- 
quent repetition  of  making  this 
varnifl)  requires  it;  otherwife  m 
confined  place  will  be  very  preju* 
dicial  to  the  health  of  the  maker.

Account  of  the  Nenu  Tcan  Gifit  prt* 
fintedto ^een  Elizabeth,  1 584-q, 
communicated  to  the  Sociefj  of  An^ 
tiquariansy  by  Bipop  Lyttelton. 

Read  at  the  Society,  D.*c.  16,  1765. 

THE  dean  of  Exeter  (now 
bi(hop  of  Carlide)  (hewed 
the  Society  a  large  parchment  roll 
containing  a  iift  of  new  years  gifts 
prefented  to'  queen  Elizabeth  ac 
Greenwich  on  the  ill  Jannary^ 
1584-5,  ligned  by  the  queen,  and 
counterfigned  by  John  Aftley,  Efq; 
matter  and  treafurer  of  the  jewels  ; 
by  which  it  appears,  that  the'great- 
eft  part,  if  not  all  the  peers  and 
peereffes  of  the  realm,  all  the 
bilhops,  the  chief  officers  of  Hate, 
and  feveral  of  the  queen's  houfe- 
hold  fervants,  even  down  to  her 
apothecaries,  m after-coo k,ierj cant 
of  the  paftry,  &c.  gave  new  years 
gifts  to  her  'majefty. 

Thefe  gifts  confided  either  of 
a  fum  of  money,  or  of  jewels,  trin- 
kets, wearing  apparel,  &c.  The 
largeft  fum  given  by  any  of  the 
temporal  lords,  wu  20  pounds: 
but  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury 
give  forty  pounds,  and  all  the  o- 
ther  fpiritual  lords  thirty,  twenty, 
and  ten  poands.  Many  of  the  tem- 
poral lords  and  great  officers,  and 
moft  of  the  p^ereiTes,  gave  rich 
gcwns,  petticuats,  kirtirs,  doblt:t«, 
mantles,  fome  embroidered  wit!i 
pearls,  garnets,  5cc.  bncelets,  caf- 
kets  rtudded  with  preciojs  ftores 
and  other  toy*.  The  queen's  pliy. 
fician  prefents  her  with  a  box  of 
foreign  fweet-meats.

Let  not  the  fenfi- 
laariaD  difgrace  himfelf  and 
refioQ  by  admiring  greatly 
merely  ancient,  and  by  ap« 
e  fenoly  what  is  onljr  Ro- 
lie  pencil  of  age  may  jaftly 
red  to  throw  a  (hade  of  re. 
eoefs,  and  to  diffufe  even 
ot  venertblenefs^  orer  the 
ions  of  very  ancient  art« 
I  may  appeal  to  the  native 
of  every  fenfible  beholder 
tmth  of  the  obfervation. 
I  if  all  that  can  be  allowed 
mere  inflaence  of  time. 
t  antiooarian  that  once  over- 
is  reaionable  limit  facrifices 
piity  of  fentiment  to  the 
>f  antiqaarianiim,  and  gives 
realities  of  Hiftory  for  the 
f  imagination. 
{reat  catcellence  of  the'  Ro- 
ids  is  the  partictilar  dired* 
their  courfe.  Being  con* 
at  a  period  when  the  laws 
erty  were  fuperfeded  by  the 
»f  conqneft,  they  were  na- 
laid  in  the  ftraighteft  lines 
lace  to  place.  From  this 
diredion  they  conid  not  be 
\,  like  many  of  our  modern 
lod  thrown  into  obliquities 
(let,  by  the  bias  of  private 
Prom  this  line  nothing 
ivert  them  bat  the  interpo- 
f  an  hill  which  could  not 
Sly  afcended,  the  interrup- 
a  river  which  could  not  be 
fordedj  or  cheioterventioo 


of  a  mofs  which  could  not  be  crof- 
fed  at  all.  Thus,  to  adduce  only 
a  iingle  inflance,  the  Roman  road 
to  Slack  courfes  in  one  uninterruptr 
ed  right  line  from  the  Caftlefield  to 
the  Hollinwood,  while  the  modern 
and  nearly  parallel  way  to  Hnthers- 
fieldy  one  of  the  diredeft  roads  that 
we  have  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town^ 
runs  curving  all  the  way  at  a  little 
di (lance  from  it,  and  has  no  lefs 
than  twelve  or  (hirteea  conlider- 
able  angles  betwixt  the  end.  of 
Newton -lane  and  the  extremity  of 
Hollinwood. 

But  the  Roman  roads  appear  not 
to  have  been  conftrudied  upon  the 
moft  fenfible  principles  in  general. 
The  road  over  Newton-heath  is  a 
mere  coat  of  fa  ad  and  gravel,  the 
fand  being  very  copious,  and  the 
gravel  very  weak,  and  not  com^ 
paded  together  with  any  incorpo- 
rated cement.  And  the  road  at 
Haydock  is  merely  an  heap  of 
loofe  earch  and  loofe  rock  laid  toge. 
ther  in  a  beautiful  convexity,  bqt 
ready  to  yield  and  open  upon  any 
(harp  comprefion  from  the  fnrface^ 
Such  roads  could  never  have  been 
defigned  for  the  paifage  of  the  cart 
and  the  waggon.  Had  they  been  fo 
defigned,  they  moft  foon  have  been 
furrowed  to  the  bottom  by  the  cut* 
tingof  the  wheels  or  cruihed  into  the 
ground  by  the  preifure  of  the  load^ 
and  have  been  rendered  abiblateljr 
impaifable  by  either.  But  for  fach 
rough  iervices  they  were  not  in- 
tended at  all.  This  the  (harp  con- 
vexity of  the  road  at  Haydock  moft 
clearly  demon  ftrates,  which  fcarce^ 
ly  leaves  the  level  of  a  yard  at  the 
crown,  and  throws  all  the  reft  of 
the  furface  into  a  briik  defcent. 
And  this  the  breadth  qf  the  more 
flattened  road  over  Pailfworth  Mofs 
concurs  to  demon ftrate*  the  fur- 
fiice,  even  now  vrhea  it  has  nato* 
K  i  rilly 
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rally  fpread  out  into  a  broader  ex- 
tent, being  vol  more  than  three 
yards  and  a  half  in  width.  Both 
the/e  roads,  though  the  one  was 
intended  for  the  gr^at  wcftcrn  way 
5nto  the  north,  and  the  other  was 
the  way  of  communication  berwixt 
Chcfter  and  York,  ihuil  plainly 
}iavc  been  confined  to  the  mere 
walker,  the  mere  rider,  and  the 
mcrr  bcaft  of  burdi'n." 

The  only  roads  that  fecm  to  have 
been  coniliufled  fcr  the  cart  and 
the  waggon,  are  fuch  as  were  regu- 
larly paved  v^iih  large  boulder?, 
iiuch  appears  to  have  bern  the  road 
from  Mancheller  to  Blackroad ; 
i'uch  appears  to  have  been  the  road 
from  Manchciler  to  Ribchefier; 
and  foch  evidently  was  the  road 
frrm  Ribchcfler  to  Overborough.* 
Vtui  a<  this  alleviates  not  at  all  the 
ceil fu re  upon  the  narrow ncfs  of  the 
way5,  fo  the  paving  of  a  road  is 
obvioudy  a  very  awkw'ird  expedi- 
cnt  at  the  bell.  'I  his  may  fufHci- 
cntly  appear  from  thofe  boalied  re- 
niains  of  the  Reman  roads,  the 
^\ppirfn  and  theFIaminian  ways  in 
Italy,  which  are  fo  intolerably 
rough,  and  fo  incxpreflibly  hard, 
that  the  tr.n'clier*,  as  often  as  they 
can,  turn  cfF  from  them,  and  jour- 
ney along  the  tracks  at  their  bor- 
ders.' 

^any  of  the  Roman  roads  in- 
deed have  continued  under  all  the 
injuries  oF  time  and  all  the  incle- 
r4iencics  cf  climate  to  the  prefent 
p.Tiod,  and  fome  few  in  excellent 
confervation.  1  he  Roniar.s,  hav- 
ing the  whole  prwer  of  the  coun- 
try at  their  com  mind,  and  nations 
r.f  fubjecU  to  bs  their  labourers  in 
the  work,  were  not  frugal  of  toil 
in  the  difcovery  of  ihe  materials, 
and  in  the  conveyance  of  them  to 
a  confiderabic  diHance.  Thus, 
£ncc  liule  or  r.o  gravel  was  to  be 


found  along  the  coorfe  of  the  Rch 
man    road   from    the   conmon  of 
Hollinwood  to  the  end  of  Sticet- 
lane,    they  dug   up   a  very  gicat 
quantity  of  it  along  the  fides  of  the 
prefent  Mi  11  brook   upoa   the  for- 
mer, as  the  long  broad  and  wind* 
ing  hullow  which  ftill  remains  doth 
'  manifellly  evince,  and  coalhufled 
all   the  road  from  ibe  one  to  the 
other  with  it,  u  the  peculiar  rrd- 
nefs  of  the  gravel  along  the  roid 
does  evidently  prove.     Thus,  what 
is    much    more  remarkable,    the 
Stane-ftrect  in  SuiTex,  ten  and  fe- 
ven  yards  in  breadiA,  and  one  yard 
and  a  half  in  depth,  is  compofcd 
entirely  of  flints  and  of  pebblci, 
though  no  flints  are  to  be  Ibuid 
even   within  feven    miles  of  the 
road/     And  they  laid  their  roadi^ 
not  funk,  like  ours,  many  feet  be- 
low the  level  of  the  ground  aboot 
them,  but  rifing  with  a  rounded 
ridge  confiderably  above  the  fur- 
face,  unlefs  they  were  obliged  lo 
climb  obliquely  up  the  fide  of  a 
fleep  hill,  or  to  defcend  obliqacly 
down  it.     By  this  meant  the  water 
never  fettled  upon  their  roads,  fi- 
lentiy  fapped  the  foondations,  aod 
efl'eciuaiiy  demolifhed    the  workf. 
But  the  continuance  of  manyroa<li 
to  the  prefent  moment,  and  the  pe- 
culiar confervation  of  fome,  reiuU 
very  little  from  thefe  general  cir- 
cumllanccs,    and  are    principally 
the  effeft  of  particular  accioentit 
That  thefe  circumftances  have  not 
given  the  reads  fuch  a  lafting  du* 
ration,  is  evident  from  the  above 
mentioned  ftruAore  of  all  of  then 
within,  and  more  evident  from  the 
particular  roundneft  of  fome  of 
them   without.      The  faA   arifei 
chiefly   from    the  early    defertioa 
cf   particular    roads   by   the   Bri« 
tons  and  Saxons,  new  roads  being 
laid  for  new  reafons  to  ihe  fane 
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able  daring  the  winter,  and  oftea 
for  a  confidcrable  part  of  the  win^ 
ter  together.

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5tans  to  their  coifis.  Tbefe  bold 
•dventnrers  in  navigation  and 
traffic,  having  planted  colonies  at 
Carthage  and  r^t  C  iiiC:  and  rang- 
ing alone  the  boracrs  of  the  great 
ontraverfed  ocean  0!i  the  weft» 
reached  the  fouthern  weftern  pro- 
montories of  I^ritain,  and  entered 
into  a  trading  correfpondence  with 
^he  inhabitants  of  it.  The  real 
fingnlarity  and  the  commercial 
confequencps  of  the  voyage  gave 
g^eat  repatatioQ  to  the  i:f9,c.cr  who- 
conducted  it,  and  have  occaHoned 
the  name  of  Midacritjis  to  be  iranf- 
niitted  with  honour  to  pofterity. 
Midacritu:  brought  the  nrft  vefTcl 
of  the  Phc.?nician9  to  our  coafts. 
And  Midacritas  opened  the  fiffk 
commerce  of  the  Phosnicians  with 
car  fathers.  He  found  the  count?/ 
to  aboand  particularly  with  tin. 
a  metal  that  wu  equally  nfeful 
and  rare.  He  trafficked  with  the 
Britons  for  it,  and  he  rptnrned 
home  with  a  cargo  of  the  iilvery 
metal.' 

Such  was  the  £rft  faint  effort  of 
the  commercial  genius  of  Britain, 
which  was  afterwards  to  conduct 
the  vefTeli  of  the  ifland  to  the 
ihores  of  Cadiz,  of  Carthage  and 
of  Tyre,  and  even  to  raife  the 
Britons  fuperior  in  boldr.efs  and  in 
(kill  to  the  Phcenicians !  Such  was 
the  £r(l  faint  effort  of  tbc  com- 
mercial genius  of  Brirain,  which 
has  /ince  difplayed  fuch  a  variety 
of  powers,  has  fince  opened  foch 
a  variety  of  channels,  and  has 
diff'ufed  the  overflowing  tide  of  the 
Britifh  commerce  into  all  the 
quarters  of  the  globe  I  This  effort 
was  fird  made  fome  years  before 
the  time  of  Herodotus,  and  about 
the  period  of  the  firtt  inhabitation 
of  Lancafhire,  about  five  hundred 
years  before  the  aera  of  Chriil.  * 
The  Belgac  were  not  yet  landed  in

trade  of  tin.*?  The  Carthaginiaa 
cQmmerce  declined.  The  Maify- 
lian  commerce  increafed.  And  ii| 
the  reign  of  AuguHus  the  whole 
current  of  the  Britilh  traffic  bad 
been  gradually  diverted  into  thia 
channel.??  At  that  period  the 
commerce  of  the  ifland  was  wtrf 
confiderable.  Two  roads  were 
laid  acrofs  the  country,  and  reached 
from  $andwich  to  Carnarron  on 
ooe  iide,  and  extended  from  Por« 
fetfliireinto  Suffolk  on  the  other; 
and  the  commerce  of  the  coafb 
muft  have  been  carried  aloa^ 
them  into  the  interior  regions  of 
the  ifland.  The  great  ftaple  of 
the  tin  was  no  longer  fettled  ia 
a  diftant  corner  of  the  ifland.  It 
was  repioyed  from  Silley,  and  was 
fixfd  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  a  central 
part  of  the  coaft,  lying  equally 
betwixt  the  two  roads,  and  better 
adapted  to  the  new  arrangement  of 
t^  trade.' ^  X^ither  the  tin  was 
carried  by  the  Belgx,  and  thither 
the  foreign  merchants  reforted  with 
their  wares.  And  the  trade  was 
no  longer  carried  on  by  veiTelsthac 
coafted  tediouily  along  the  winding 
(hores  of  Spam  and  of  Gaul.  Ic 
was  pnw  tra'nfp'.rted  over  the 
neighbouring  channel,  was  un- 
fhippcd  op  the  oppgiiie  ^oaU,  and 
was  carried  upon  horfes  acrofs  the 
land,  or  by  ooKs  alon^  the  rivers 
to  Marfeilles  and  to  Narbonne." 

The  Ifle  of  Wight»  which  as  late 
as  the  eighth  century  was  Separated 
from  the  remainder  of  Hampfliire 
by  a  channel  no  lefs  than  three 
miles  in  breadth,  was  now  adolly 
a  part  of  the  greater  ifland,  dif. 
joined  from  it  only  by  the  tide,  and 
united  to  it  always  at  the  ebb.'^ 
And  during  the  rccefs  of  the  waters, 

thd 
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the  Britons  conflaiuly  pa/Ted  over 
the  low  iilhmus  of  Jand,  and  car- 
ried iheir   loaJcu   car:s  of  tin  di- 
jciHly  acrofi   i;,**  Such  alfb  were 
many  other  iil^nds  on  the  IcrUtherly 
i>ior?    of    Briiain,    appearing    as 
iflands  only  on  the  tide  of  flood, 
and   bcconiir-cj    peninlulas   at    the 
tide  of  ebb.'*  It  is  curious  lo  mark 
the  different  opi rations  of  the  Tea 
vpon    the    diit'erent    parts   of  the 
Eng!i(h  coaih     The  fea  has  gained 
roufiderably    upon    the    fhores   of 
Yorkfhirc,  NorlVlk,  Suffolk,  and 
ElFex,  the  eallern   coaft  of  Kent, 
and  the  coads  of  Suffex,  Hamp- 
jhire,  Dorfetfhire.  and  Cornwall.'^ 
Within    ihefe   forty  years,  it  has 
greatly   ufurpcd    upon    the    Silley 
iflands  in  general,  *•  and  even  from 
Way   1766   to  May    1767,  it  en- 
croached near  forty   inches   upon 
one  cf  them  in  particular.     And 
thefe  gradual  and  fucceflive  deprc- 
4!atioDs,  thcle  and  thcfe  alone,  muil 
ifl*urcdly  have  been  the  caufe  that 
liis  been  fo  vainly  explored  in  the 
•  nnals  of  Lifiorv,  and  that  has  re- 
cuced   the  6i!lcy   ifl.indi   to  their 
prefcnt  ccnditicn.     TIkTc,  and  not 
the  violence  of  ai  earthquake,  or 
a    tcmpell,    mull    afluredly    have 
U'idencd  the  narrow  turbid  ilrait  of 
^oIinus  into  an  ample  and   calm 
cxpanfc  of  thirty  or   forty   miles, 
have  covered  half  the  great  ifland 
of  Silura  with    the  waters  of  the 
rcean,    and    have    left    only    its 
mountains    and    its    promontories 
rifing  like  fo  many  iflets  above  the 
face  of  the  waves.     Thefe  appear, 
from  the  expeiicncc  of  the  recent 
ravages  in  the  iflands,  to  be  acaufe 
too    unhappily    adequate    to    the 
cffefl.     And  the  fame   caufe   has 
greatly    plundered    the    coafls   of 
North-Devonfhire,  Pembrokeihire, 
9nd   Cardiganfhire/^  But  the  Tea 
ks^t  refigned  a  part  of  its  original 


domain  on  the  foathem  (hore  of 
Kfnt,in  Lincolnfhire,  andiaLn* 
cafhire.  In  Kent  it  has  retrea»i 
from  the  Ihore  of  Sandwich,  ku 
funk  the  fmall  cfluary  of  Soliau 
into  an  infignificant  current,  and 
has  converted  the  fine  barbos 
of  Rhutupae,  wbere  the  Roau 
fleet  was  regularly  laid  op,  un 
an  expanfe  of  rich  paftores  a&da 
valley  watered  with  a  rivoIcL^ 
In  Lincolnfhire  it  hat  addedacoi- 
fidcrable  qaantity  of^ground  to  ik 
coaft,  (hrinking  from  the  crigiid 
boundaries,  and  leaving  boj 
thoufands  of  acres  betwixt  theoU 
bank  of  its^  waters  and  the  pfcfnt 
margin  of  its  ihore.'*  And  in  Lu- 
cafhire,  the  fands  which  origiDiflr 
forn-.:d  the  beach  of  the  lea,  sii 
were  originally  covered  every  tide 
with  its  waters,  are  now  reg olatlf 
inhabited.  Thefe  are  ftill  difis* 
guifbed  among  us  by  the  appeih« 
tion  which  they  received  froa  tk 
Britons,  and  which  Is  eqiiall/ 
common  to  the  Ica-fandi  of  Lio- 
colnffiire,  Norfolk,  and  Wafcs, 
the  appellation  of  Meales  or  loofe 
quaggy  lands.**^  But  loofe  ai  ibey 
once  were  by  nature,  and  qoam 
as  they  were  once  made  by  tie 
overflowing  of  the  tide,  tbeyne 
now  annually  cultivated,  a  paro- 
chial church  has  been  ereded,  sad 
a  village  has  been  conftroAed  opos 
them. 

In  this  (late  of  the  Britifh  couh 
merce,  the  articles  imported  isto 
the  ifland  were  carthen.ware,  ftit, 
and  brafs,  both  wrought  and  il 
bullion.*'  In  this  ftate  of  the  Bri- 
tifh commerce,  tin  was  not,  is  it 
had  been  originally,  the  only  ex- 
port of  the  ifland.

Had  thty  been 
he  ufefal  harbours  upon 
t,  as  they  mud  certainly 
n  much  more  confiderable 


in  number^  as  ttiey  mud  certainly 
have  been  mentioned  upon  everf 
part  of  our  coads,  fo  mud  they 
have  been  equally  noticed  upon. 
the  coads  of  Caledonia  and  the 
fhores  of  Ireland.  They  were  ai! 
of  them  harbours  fird  ufed  by  the 
Romans,  they  had  all  of  them 
cities  fird  raifed  by  the  Remans 
upon  them,  and  under  the  Romans 
they  mud  all  have  become  confider- 
able ports  for  commerce.**  Anl 
the  articles  introduced  into  the 
idand  at  thefe  ports  were  the  many 
particulars  which  I  have  previoufly 
mentioned  to  have  been  introduced 
into  Britain  by  the  Romans,  and 
fugar,  pepper,  ginger,  writing- 
paper,  and  other  (imilar  articles, 
perhaps,  befides  them..  The  fac- 
charum,  or  fugar  of  the  Roman;, 
like  our  own,  was  the  extrafled 
honey  of  a  cane,  was  brought  from 
Arabia  or  from  India,  and  was  ufrd 
only  for  medicinal  purpofes.^ 
And  all  thefe  fpices  appear  plaini/ 
from  their  Roman-Diiiidi  appella- 
tions to  have  been  actually  im- 
ported amon^  us  by  the  Romans. 
And  the  artil*es  exported  from  the 
idand  muft  have  been  partly  the 
fame  as  before,  and  partly  the  ai- 
ditional  particuUirs  of  gagates  or 
jet,  the  Britifti  jet  being  the  bed 
and  the  mod  copious  in  Europe,*® 
bears  for  the  foreign  amphitheatres, 
badcets,  fait,  corn,  and  oyders." 

Such  was  the  foreign  commerce 
of  the  ifland  in  general  during  the 
refidence  of  the  Romans  among  us. 
And  fnch  mud  have  been  in  part 
or  in  whole  the  foreign  commerce 
of  our  own  port  in  particular. 
This  was  not  merely  the  port  of  a 
fingte  county.  It  was  the  only 
commercial  harbour  along  the 
whole  line  of  the  wcdern  coad,  and 
had  no  rival  from  the  Cluyd  to  the 
Land'i-End.    And  the  exports  of 
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the  neighbouring  region,  the  lead 
of  DerDyfiiire^  and  the  fait  of 
Chefllire»  the  cbrn»  the  cattfe^  and 
the  bides  of  the  whole;  muft  have 
been  all  fiiippcj  at  the  port  of  the 
Ribble.  The  Brisifh  dogs^  iii'^- 
aeral.  were  a  very  gainful  article 
of  traffic  to  the  Romans.^*  And  ai 
sU  the  interior  countries  of  Britain; 
then  firll  turned  np  by  the  plough » 
Buft  have  produced  the  molt  luxu- 
riant  harveils  at  firfl,  {o  the  whole 
iflind  freighted  no  left  than  eight 
hundred  veflels  with  corn  every 
year  for  the  continent.'* 

Thus  was  a  fureign  comnifrce 
firft  introduced  into  Jjnr.cafhirc, 
where  it  now  flour ifhes  in  fo  vi. 
goroas  a  ilate,  and  where  ii  bat 
now  branched  out  to  fo  large  an 
extent.  And  thus  was  the  lirft 
lce€e  of  its  refidcncc  upon  the 
banks  of  the  beautiful  Ri'oblr. 
There  Ribchefter  enjoyed  all  the 
varied  emoluments  of  it.  The 
voice  of  tradition  aiTerts,  and  the 
difcovery  of  ruins  evinces,  the 
village  of  Ribcheller  to  have  been 
once  a  very  confidcrab-?  city,  to 
have  been  fuperior  \i  M^ncheRer 
in  grandeur^  and  to  have  excelled 
perhaps  all  the  towns  of  the  nonh 
in  wealth.  And  the  commerce  of 
the  Siftuntian  port  id  the  only 
aifignable  reafon,  the  coaimerce  of 
the  SiHuniian  port  was  undoubtedly 
the  geoLine  caufe,  of  all  its  parti, 
cular  impor:.ince, 

Ribcheller  wa»  not,  like  Frcck* 
Icton,  necerari!y  planted  upon  a 
dira;^,re(able  nie^  and  hjd  not,  like 
if,  a  larjfc  rxicnt  of  low  marfliy 
{(rounds  fM-ecping  for  feveral  miles 
on  both  fijes  <<f  the  ri^er,  over- 
flowed uith  the  waters  at  every 
tide,  and  loading  the  :iir  with  rank 
exhalations  at  e^cry  rccefs.

OSMOND  Earle  of  Dorfet, 
a  Norman  by  byrth,  anjd  a 
greate  favorite,  bad  Sherborne 
gyven  him  by  the  Conqnerer 
amongeft  dyvcrs  other  advaunce- 
snentes.  Afterwards,  upon  the 
iracancye  of  the  fee  of  Salifbury, 
Offflond  forfaiunge  hla  temporal 


aothoritie,  and  beinge  in  greate 
grace  with  the  Kinge,  became 
Bysfhop  of  that  fee,  and  got  the 
cade]  I  of  Sherborne  to  bee  an- 
nexed to  that  bysihopprick,  fef. 
tinge  a  curfe  upon  them  that  did 
goe  about  to  plucke  the  faxe  from 
that  godly  ufe ;  this  Bvsfliopp  waa 
a  man  of  that  integrecy  and 
holynes  that  hee  was  canonized 
at  Rome,  and  fett  downe  in  our 
Almanacke  for  a  faint. 

Tiiii  caftell  with  the  land 
thereunto  apperteyninge  contynued 
in  the  Bysflioppes  untiH  the  tyme 
of  Kinge  Stephen;  at  which  tymd 
one  Roger,  then  Bysfhopp  of 
Salifbury,  (whoe  reedy fied  both  the 
caftell  of  Sherborne  and  the  calleU 
oftheDevyzes,  comonly  called  the 
VyTc^)  beinge  well  knowne  to  be  a 
Bysfhoppe  of  greate  wealth,  the 
faid  Kinge  wan  tinge  mooy  for 
many  purpofes,  but  efpecyallye  for 
the  connpaifinge  of  a  mariage  be- 
twene  Euftace  is  onely  fonne,, 
and  Confl&nciathe  French  e  Kin  ge't 
£fter,  feafed  upon  the  wealth  of  the 
faid  Biftiopp,  tooke  the  caflcll  of 
Sherborne  and  kepte  yt.  Not  long 
after,  the  right  heire  to  the  crowne, 
Mawde  the  Emprtfle,  and  (Henry 
Fitz-EmprefTe  her  fonne,  invaded 
England  with  fuch  a  power,  as 
that  Kinee  Stephen  was  dry ven  by 
compoficton  to  make  Henry  Fittz- 
Emprrfle  he>'re  apparente  to  the 
crowne,  and  to  difinheryt  Euibce 
his  owns  natural  I  fonne.  After 
that  tyme,  whyle  the  faid  catlell 
contynewed  in  the  crowne,  greate 
trebles  arofe  to  the  Kinge.  S  ^me* 
tymes  the  father  was  againft  the 
fonne,  fometimes  the  fonne  againft 
the  father,  the  Barons  againft  the 
Kinge,  and  the  Kinge  againft  the 
Barons :  From  the  Kinge  tjj^e  caftell 
waa  graonted  to  fome  of  the  noble 
race  of  the  Mountaciites,  and  while 

they 


Henry,  who  held  jt  not  fall  t 
ytre,  and  foe  yc  retarned  Co  ibe 
crowne.  Then  fliortly  after  it 
came  to  the  Earle  of  Somerfttt, 
with  whome  howe  the  caie  now 
(landech,  let  them  lo  whome  it 
apperteyneth  judge.  Since  kis 
atteynder  yt  ys  graonfed  to  Sir 
John  Dygbye,  Vicechamberleync 
cotheKinge.     Anno  Dni,  1617. 
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rhey  had  it,  two  of  them  loft  there 
hcadcs  fucceflyvely  one  after  the 
other.  In  the  tyme  of  Kinge 
Edward  the  lild. one  Robert  Wyvill 
being  Byshoppe  of  Sarum,  brought 
a  write  of  right  againft  William 
Mountacute,  Ear1eofSali(bury,  for 
the  faid  caftell,  wherein  hee  pro- 
ceeded foe  farr,  as  that  there  cham- 
pions were  entred  the  lifts  to  try 
the  combatt.  But  the  Kinge  tooke 
vp  the  matter,  and  ordered  the 
Bysihop  to  give  a  fome  of  mony  to 
the  Earle,  which  was  don  accord- 
ingly, and  the  caftell  reftored  to 
the  biftioprick.  Then  the  fame 
contynued  therein  nntill  the  tymer 
of  Kinge  Edward  the  Vlth. 
which  tvme  the  Duke  of  Somerfet 
£ott  a  long  leafe  thereof,  whoe 
j^raunted  the  fame  nnto  Sir  John 
Horfley,  the  beft  of  his  abylitye  that 
ever  was  of  that  name  in  thofe 
parts.  After  which,  within  halfe 
a  yere,  the  Duke  of  Somerfet  loll 
his  head,  and  Sir  John  Horfley 
declyned  in  his  eftate,  nntill  hee 
grewe  foe  bare  that  he  was  owt 
lawde  for  X^.  King  Edward 
dying,  and  Nicholas  Heath,  Arch- 
bvflchoppe  of  Yorke  beinge  Lord 
Chancellor  of  England,  John 
Capon,  Byslhopp  ofSarum  exhi. 
bitcd  a  bill  in  the  Chancery  againft 
the  fjid  John  Horfley,  flievving 
that  the  leafe  made  to  the  Duke 
was  by  menaces  and  threats,  and 
for  fcarc  of  his  liffe,  uppon  which 
bill  the  Lord  Chancellor  releeved 
hym  and  decreed  the  caflell  for 
the  Bvsfliopp.  Aficr  that  yt  con- 
tvnewc.i  in  the  bysQioprick  nntill 
about  the  33d  yeir  ot  Elizabeth, 
at  wljich  tyme  Sir  WnlterRav^lcinh 
goic  yt,  and  by  rcafon  of  his  i.t- 
tcviidcr  \t  came  aj»aine  to  the 
crownc.  And  foe  from  the  Kinge's 
11. oil  cxrellent  Majellie  unto  our 
B;till  ncbic  .and   bopefall   Frxnce

UPPON  Thurfdayc,  the  gfftf 
and  large  voide  fpace  before 
Weftminfter-hall    and  the  palace 
was  gravelled,  fanded^  and  goodly 
ordered  for  the  eafe  of  the  horief. 
and  a  tilt  fett  and  arayied  at  the 
whole  length  from  the  watergite 
well  nighe  up  to  the  entrance  of 
the  gate   that   openeih    inio  the 
King's  ftreet  towards  the  fandoiry* 
Ac  the  upper  end  of  the  tilr,  by  the 
water  gate  on   the  north  part,  ■ 
certaine  fpace  beiides  from  the  bid 
tilt,    there    was    a     goodly    tree 
empainted    with   pleafant   leartJi 
flowers,   and  frute,   fete  np,  eo- 
compafled,  and  clofed  with  a  pale 
round  about.     Upon  railfs  under 
this  tree  were  hanged  the  fcochtoni 
and  fhieldes,  with  the  armesof  the 
Lordes  and  Knights  Challengerst 
and  of  thofe  that  intended  to  cake 
uppon  them  the  noble  and  valiant 
ads,  juft),  and  turnements  royall. 
On  the  fouth   f:de   of  this  placfi 
ordered  and  addrefled  for  this  rao«

is  partition  there  was 
d  ftayres  down  to  the 
ournave  for  mefTengerf, 
by  whom  it  pleafcd  the 
thnes  to  have  his  mind 
i  done.  Into  this  tent 
ice,  that  the  King,  the 
le Prince,  and  my  Ladye 
with  all  ther  nobles  and 
;ht  through  Wedminfter- 
le  exchequer  chamber* 
ny  more  (hew  or  ap- 
come  into  the  faid  (land- 
ige.  In  the  northe  fyd, 
ftaee  of  theKinge,  ther 
tr  nage  covered  with  red 
e  Maior  of  London,  the 
Idermen,  and  worlhipful 
the  crafts:  And  in  zjfi 
I  of  this  field  of  warre, 
m  the  walles  were  double 
f  thicke,  and  many  well 
d  planked  for  the  honeft 
on  people,  the  which  at 
price  and  cofl  of  the 
eople  were  hyred.  The

mes  and  warre.  AiToone 
was  done  in  the  court, 
le's  Grace,  my  Lady  the 
other,  the  Princefle,  the 
rgaret  and  her  (after,  the 


well  beloved  daughters  unto  .  th« 
King,  the  Qup^ii',  with  many 
other  Ladyes  an  J  Gentlewomen  of 
Honor,  to  the  number  of  two  or 
three  hundred,  entered  into  this 
goodly  and  well  prepared  Aage: 
And  after  that  ymmediaiely  the 
Kinge's  Highnes  himfelfe,  with 
his  noble  iiTue,  the  Prince  and  the 
Duke  of  Yorke,  the  Earle  of  Ox- 
ford great  Chamberleyne  of  Eng- 
hnd,  the  Earle  of  Dcrbye  (Son- 
liable  of  the  faid  Regime,  the  Earle 
of  Northumberland,  the  Earle  o£ 
Shrewlbiiry,  the  Earle  of  Surrey ,* 
the  LorJes  Straungers  of  Spaine> 
with  the  mod  excellent  company  of 
the  Lordes,  Knights,  Efquiers, Gen- 
tlemen, and  the  Yeomen  of  the 
Guard  to  his  noble  Eitate  and 
Grace  in  waiting,  repayred  to  the 
aforefayd  ftage.  The  Maior  of 
London  and  all  his  company  like* 
wife  came  to  their  place  as  afor^ 
reherfed.  The  ftages,  as  alfo  the 
walles,  battelments,  and  windowea 
of  the  feveral  buildings,  were  fur- 
niQied  and  filled  with  a  wonderfull 
multitude  of  people,  that  unto  the 
fight  and  perceiving  there  was  no« 
thing  to  the  eye  but  onely  vifagei 
and  facet,  without  the  appearance 
of  bodyes* 

The  time  being  come  fof  the 
worthy  and  pleafant  cntring  of  the 
field  of  warre  and  armes,  to  be 
made  and  (hewed  by  the  goodljr 
and  valiant  Duke,  Marques,  Earless 
Lordes,  and  noble  Knights  of  the 
worlhipfull  and  auncient  blood  of 
England,  the  trumpets  blewe  ta 
the  fifld  for  a  great  feafon  about 
the  tilt.  Tlis.t,  for  i\:c  Challingersi 
proceeded  out  of  \Vcftmtn(ler*hall 
$\r  George  Herbert,  Sir  Rowland 
Knights,  the  Lord  barners^  and 
the  Lord  Henry  of  Buckingham^ 
armed    in    white    harnefsi    and 
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mounted  uppon  their  goodly 
courferf,  n^'hi  well  and  plcafnotly 
trapped  and  ga:ni(hed  in  rich 
manner.  After  them  came  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham  in  hi?  pavi- 
lion of  white  and  greene  filk,  being 
fonre  fquare,  having  proper  turrets 
and  pynacles  of  curious  work^  fett 
full  of  redd  rofes  of  the  King's 
badges.  This  pavilion  was  borne, 
vpholdedy  and  conveyed  with  right 
many  of  his  fervants  on  foote,  in 
jackets  of  blacke  and  redd  filk, 
followed  by  many  other  of  his  and 
the  faid  Lordes  fervants  and  gal- 
lantSy  well  horfed,  and  their  horfes 
trapc  and  hanged  with  fpangles  of 
gold  and  belles ;  fo  that  their 
apparell,  the  avauncing  of  their 
horfes,  and  the  demeanor  of  there 
carriage  was  great  gladnes  to  the 
King's  Grace,  and  to  all  the  be- 
holders  of  the  whole  realme  of 
England  there  prefent.  Thus  they 
made  their  arrayes,  and  rode  about 
the  tilty  doing  their  reverence  when 
they  came  before  the  King  till  they 
came  to  the  end  next  Weftminder- 
hill  againe,  where  they  floode  up 
and  made  their  paufe  and  tariance. 
Eftfooncs  for  the  contrary  part  the 
trumpets  blewc  up  the  field  once  or 
twice  in  goodly  manner  of  warrc  : 
AnJanonecame  out  of  the  King's 
ilreet  in  at  (he  gate  that  openeth 
toward  the  fandluary,  for  the 
Defcndors,  Guillam  de  la  Rivers 
in  his  pavilion,  in  a  goodly  ihippc 
borne  up  with  men,  himfelfe  riding 
within  in  the  midft.  Then  Sir 
John  Prchey,  Knight,  in  his  pavi- 
lion of  red  lilke  borne  over  his 
head.  The  Lord  William  of 
Devon  (hire  in  a  red  dragon  led  by 
a  gyant,  and  with  a  great  tree  in 
his  hand.  The  Earle  of  EiTex  in  a 
great  mountaine  of  greene,  the 
which    ferved   for  hb    pavilion. 


with  many  trees,  rocks,  faetrbo^ 
ilones,  and  marveylousbeiftsopM 
the  fides :  On   the   height  cf  this 
mountaine    there    was   a  goodly 
young  ladye  in  her  haire  pleaCuitly 
befeene.     The  Lord  Marques  in    ; 
a  rich  and  coftly  pavilion  of  dodl 
of  gould,  himielfe  always  ridiog 
within  the   fame,  drefled   in  kis 
barneys.     Thus  they  made  tlidr 
pafling  round  about  the  field, doia^ 
their  obedience  and  cortfietotk 
King,  till  they  came  in  likewifeto 
the  place  of  their  entrance:  So 
that  the  like    unto  this  goodly 
royaltie,  device,  and  behaviotr, 
had  not  been   feene  in   very' long 
remembrance.      Immediately  as 
they  were  departed  oat  of  thdr 
pavilions  by  the  King's  affignoKir, 
and  the  overfight  ot  the  Confiibls 
and  Judges,  ftaves  were  broB|lR 
unto  them,  and  they  charged  ud 
ran  together  eagerly.     At  thiiirS 
courfe  ran  the  Duke  ofBiicktii|liitt 
and  the  Lord  Marqaifle:    Tke 
Duke  brake  his  ftafe  right  well 
and  with  great  flight  and  ftrength 
uppen  the  Marques,  and  at  iht 
fecond  courfe  the  Marquifle  braV^t 
his  (lafFe  upon  the  Duke  in  likewi^' 
Then   the  refidue  of  the  Lord*' 
and  Knights  ran  orderly  togeth^ 
And  for  the  moft  parr,  at  ei 
courfe,  either  th'one  ftaffe  or 
other,   or  moft  commonly  bor  ^ 
were  goodly  and  with  good  arta^ 
(Irength  broken  of  many  piece! 
Sothatfuch  a  jttflsand  field  roya! 
fo  nobly  and  valiantly  done,  ha 
not  bene  feene  ne  heard. 

The  King's  Grace  intending 
amplifie  and  increafe  the  roiali 
of  this  noble  and  folenne  fei^ 
with  divers  goodly  ads  ofpleafni^ 
caufed  the  walls  of  Weuminfte^ 
hiill,  the  which  is  of  mat  lengtfc:^ 
breadth,  largenes,  andrightcraftf^ 

boildifl^ 
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boilding,  to  be  richly  banged  with 
pleafant  clothes  of  arras>  and  in  its 
tipper  part  a  royall  and  a  great 
cupboard  to  be  made  and  ereded^ 
the  which  was  in  length  all  the 
breadth  of  the  Chancery,  and 
in  ic  were  fett  feven  flielves  or 
haanches  of  a  goodly  height,  fur- 
iiiilied  and  6 lied  with  as  goodly 
and  rich  treafure  of  plate  as  could 
be  feene,  great  part  whereof  was 

fonld,  and  all  the  remanant  of 
Iver  gilt.  In  this  hall  the  King's 
HighneSy  upon  the  Frydaye  at 
highc  after  the  firll  jufts  royally 
caufed  a  goodly  difguiGne  to  be 
prepared^  to  the  which  himfelfe, 
the  Prince*  the  Lorde  of  Yorlc» 
Ihe  Lords  of  Spaine^  with  a  great 
company  of  Lords  of  England^ 
both  ipiritaall  and  temporal!, 
Knightes,  Efquiers,  and  Gentle* 
men  of  the  Court  and  Realme, 
away  ting  on  the  King,  reforted. 
The  Qaeene»  my  Ladye  the  King's 
tnother^  the  Lady  PrinceHe,  with 
a  goodly  company  of  freih  Lad  yes 
and  Gentlewomen  of  the  Court  and 
Realme,  awaiting  on  her,  likcwife 
jnade  their  repair  to  the  faid  hall. 
"When  the  King  and  the  Quecne 
bad  taken  their  noble  feates  under 
their  clothes  of  edate  in  the  faid 
ball,  and  every  one  of  the  nobles 
ivere  ordered  in  their  places  con- 
venient^ then  began  and  entered 
-the  following  goodly  and  pleafant 
difgniiing^  which  was  convayed 
and  (hewed  in  proper  and  fubtile 
pageants:  The  firll  was  a  cliflle 
Hght  canningly  devifcd,  fett  upon 
ivneeles,  and  drawne  into  the  faid 
ball  by  fower  great  beafts  with 
thaines  of  gold.  The  two  firil 
beafts  were  lyons,  one  of  them  of 
gold,  and  th'otber  of  filver :  The 
other  two  were,  one  of  them  an 
bnrc  with  gilc  horneij  and  the

fourth  was  an  elke.  In  each  of 
thefe  four  beads  were  two  men, 
one  in  the  fore  part  and  another 
in  the  hinder  part,  fecreily  hid  and 
apparelled  :  Nothing  of  them  was 
feene  but  their  Icggs,  which  were 
difguifed  after  the  proportion  and 
kinde  df  thofe  of  the  beads  that 
they  were  in.  Thus  this  caftlc 
was  by  thefe  foure  beafts  properly 
convayed  from  the  nether  part  of 
the  hall  to  before  the  King  and  the 
Queene,  who  were  in  the  upper 
partofthe  fame  hall.  There  were 
within  the  faid  caftle,  diiguifed, 
viii.  goodly  and  fre(h  ladyeft  look- 
ing out  of  the  windowes  of  the 
fame;  In  the  foure  corners  of  this 
callle  were  iiij  turrets,  that  is  to 
fay,  in  every  fquare  of  the  cadcll 
one,  fett  and  appearing  above  the 
height  of  it.  In  every  of  thei/e 
turretts  was  a  little  cbilde  ap- 
parelled like  a  maiden  ;  and  all  the 
fowre  children  fang  moH  fweetly 
and  hermonioufly  in  all  the  com* 
ming  of  the  caftle  the  length  of 
the  hall,  till  it  was  brought  before 
the  King4  Majeftie  ;  where  when 
it  had  been  conveyed,  it  was  fete 
fomewhat  out  of  the  way,  towards 
the  one  fide  of  the  hall. 

Thefecond  pageanc  was  a  (hippe» 
in  likewife  fett  uppon  wheels, 
without  any  leaders  in  fight : 
The  fame  was  in  right  goodly 
apparell,  having  her  mafts,  toppes, 
faylesy  tackling,  and  all  other 
apperteynances  necelFary  unto  a 
feeihely  velTcll,  as  though  it  had 
been  fayling  in  the  fea  |  and  fo 
pafled  through  the  hall,  by  the 
whole  length,  till  they  came  before 
the  King^  fomewhat  befides  the 
caftic.  The  mafters  of  the  fliippe 
and  cneir  company,  in  their  coun- 
teynances,fpeeches,  and  demeanor, 
ufed  and  behaved  ihcmfclvcs  after 
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the  manner  and  guyfc  of  mariners, 
and  there  call  iheire  anchers  fome- 
what  befidc5  the  faid  caftle.  In 
this  fhippe  there  was  a  goodly  and 
a  fayrc  ladyr,  in  her  apparcll  like 
unto  the  Piincefleof  Spaine.  Out 
and  from  the  faid  (hippedefcended 
downe  by  a  ladder  too  well  bcfeene 
and  goodly  perfoni  calling  them- 
felvcs  Ilcpe  and  Df/tn,  paffing 
towards  the  rehearfed  caftle  with 
their  banners  in  manner  and  forme 
as  Amb^fl'adors  from  Knights  of 
the  Mount  of  Love  onto  the  ladies 
within  the  callle,  making  great 
inftance  in  the  b:halfe  of  the  faid 
Knight?,  for  the  intent  to  aitainc 
the  favour  of  the  faid  lailyes  prcfeni ; 
makingtheir meanesand  intreaties 
as  woers.  and  breakers  of  the 
matters  of  love  betweenc  the 
Knights  and  th*?  ladyes.  The  faid 
ladyes  gave  their  final!  anfw«rc 
of  utterly  refufe  and  knowledge  of 
any  fuch  company,  or  that  they 
were  ever  minded  to  the  accom* 
plilhment  of  any  fuch  requell ;  and 
plaincly  d<nyed  their  purpofe  and 
defire.  The  two  faid  AmbafTadors 
therewith  taking  great  difpleafure, 
Oiewed  the  faid  ladyes,  that  the 
Knights  would  for  this  unkind  re- 
fufall  make  battayle  and  aHauIt, 
and  to  and  in  fuch  wife  to  them 
and  their  caiMe,  that  it  fhould  be 
grievous  to  abyde  their  power  and 
malice. 

Incontinent  came  in  the  third 
pageant,  in  likenes  of  a  great  hill 
or  mountaine,  in  the  which  were 
inclofed^viii.  goodly  Knights  with 
the  banners  fprcdJ  and  difplayed, 
naming  themfelves  the  Knights  of 
the  Mount  of  Love^  and  puffed 
through  the  faid  hall  towards  the 
King's  Grace,  and  there  tooke 
thAJr  flannding  upon  the  other 
fide  of  the  (hippe.     Then  thcfe 


two  AmbafTadors  departed  to  thetr 
maders  the  Knights,  who  were 
within  the  mount,  and  (hewed the 
difdaine  and  refofall,  with  the 
whole  circumftance  of  the  fanf. 
The  Knights,  not  being  therewiik 
content,  with  much  malice  aod 
courageous  minde  ilTued  from  the 
faid  mount  with  their  bannendif- 
played,  and  hallily  fpedd  theai  to 
the  rehearfed  caflle,  which  they 
forthwith  a/faulted,  (be  and  io  fack 
wife,  that  the  ladyes  yealdisj 
themfelves,  defcended  from  the 
caflle,  and  fubmitted  themfelves ta 
the  power,  grace  and  will  of  thofe 
noble  Knights:  Which  Knigki 
being  right  frefhly  difgaifed,  aid 
the  ladyes  al(b«  fower  of  them 
being  dreifed  after  the  Snglifte 
falhion,  and  the  other  Ibare  after 
the  manner  of  Spaine,  daooced 
together  divert  and  many  goodly 
daunces.  In  the  tyme  of  their 
dauncing,  the  three  pageants,  tlie 
cafUe,  the  (hippe,  and  the  ommo- 
taine,  removed  and  departed.  la 
the  fame  wife  the  faid  difguifcn, 
as  well  the  Knights  as  the  iad?fii 
after  certaine  leafure  of  their folaoe 
and  difport,  avoyded  andevanifhed 
out  of  fight  and  prefence.  Tkei 
came  downe  the  Lord  Prince  tod 
the  Lady  Cecil,  and  daonced  t*o 
bafs  daunces,  and  departed  ip 
againe ;  the  Lord  Prince  to  tbe 
King,  and  the  Ladye  Cecill  to  the 
Queene.  Eftft^es,  the  Ladye 
Princeffe,  and  one  of  her  hdyet 
with  her,  in  apparel  1  after  tbe 
Sp»ni(b  gaife,  came  downe,  and 
da u need  other  two  bafs  daaocrs, 
and  then  both  departed  up  againe 
to  the  Qaeene.  In  the  third  and 
lall  place,  the  Duke  of  Yorke, hav- 
ing with  him  the  Ladye  Marnret 
his  fider  in  his  hand,  came  dowa 
and  dauQCcd   two    bafs  daunces. 

After. 
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Afterwards  lie  perceiving  himfeire 

CO  be  accombred  with  his  clothes, 

Ibdainlv  call  off  his  gowne,  and 

daunced  in  his  j.icket  with  the  laid 

L»ady  Margaret  in   fo  goodly  and 

pleafant  a  maner,  that  it  was  to 

the  Kiflg  and  Queene  great  and 

fingaiar  pleafure.     Then  they  de- 

parted  againe,    the  Duke  to  the 

King  andtheLadyetothc  Qu?ene. 

This  difgaifing  royal  thus  ended, 

the  voydee  began  to  enter  in  the 

maner  of  a  bankett,  exceedinpf  the 

price  of  any  other  ufed   in  great 

feafoQs.     Before  the  voydee  caoie 

10  five  fcore  couple,  Earles,  Baron  s, 

and  Knights,   over    and    befides 

S^uiers,  having  collers  and  chains 

\     of   gould    tyerj    each    of    them 

'.     throughout,  bearing    the  one  of 

^     them   a  fpice   plate,  the  other  a 

'    cuppe,befide  Yeomen  of  the  Guard 

that  followed  them  with  potts  of 

wine  to  fill  thecoppes.  The  fpice 

plates  were  furniflicd  in  the  mod 

Dounteous  manner  with  fpices  after 

the  manner  of  a  voydee ;    and  the 

cuppes  were  repleni (bed  with  wine, 

and  univerfally  throughout  the  faid 

hall  diflribated.     The  number  of 

the  faid   fpice  plates  and  cuppes 

were  goodly  and  marvcylous,  and 

jret  the  more  to  be  wondrcd,  for 

that   the  cupboard   was   nothing 

touched,  but  (lood  coropleat  gar- 

nifiied  and   filled,   feeroingly  not 

one  diminiflied.     Thus  this  goodly 

multitude  of  eftates  and  gentils, 

refreflied  with  the  bounteous  plenty 

of  fpices  and  wines  at  their  com- 

moditieandleafure,  concluded  this 

prefent  Friday e,  and  departed  to 

their  refts. 

[Thejufts,  fports^ and  entertain- 
ments, were  continued  during  the 
enftting  week,   and  though   s^xy

curious,  are  of  too  great  a  length 
to  be  inferted*;  we  (hall  however 
give  the  conclufion,  which  was  on 
the  Sunday  fe'nnighr,  when  the 
fcene  fecms  to  have  been  changed 
to  Richmond.] 

The  duty  of  the  religion  of 
Chriilendome  is,  that  the  fervice 
and  woorfhip  of  God  fhould  be 
above  ail  things  cfpccially  main* 
teyncd ;  and  fo  verely  it  was  on 
the  cnfcwing  Sunday,  afier  the 
mofl  excellent  folemnitic  about  the 
honnor  of  Almightye  God,  with 
pricked  fcnge  and  org:ines,  and 
goodlye  ceremonies  in  the  qiic-ere 
and  alters.  Thiis  was  the  U^rc- 
nocne  expended  whojy  and  \viii\ 
great  vertue.  In  the  afterncone, 
the  King's  Highnefs  fped  with  a 
rightpleafantcornpar.ypof  gen;ilcs 
and  ellates,  through  his  gocdly 
gardens  unto  his  gallery  uppca 
the  walles,  the  which  gardci  3 
were  apparelled  pleafantly  forjis 
HighnefsandccnaineLordes  i4(re 
redye  fett,  fome  with  chcHes,  and 
fomc  with  tables,  byles,  dice,  and 
cardes.  The  place  of  butts  was 
redye  for  archers  ;  .and  there  were 
bowling  alleys  and  other  plcaTint 
and  goodly  difports  frr  every 
perfon  as  they  would  chnoie  artd 
defire.  Uppon  the  outfide  of  the 
walles,  direAly  under  the  win* 
dowes,  were  barren,  and  voyJe 
fpaces  for  juils,  Alfo  there  was 
fett  up  and  arcafcd  two  high  and 
great  polls  with  croches.  Thefe 
polls  were  ftd  fett  and  driven  into 
the  ground  :  and  over  the  crochcs 
was  a  great  table  Itretchtd  Acdc 
faftly,  and  drawne  with  a  whccle, 
and  ftayde  uppon  both  the  /^des 
with  divers  cordes,  fo  that  the 
fight  of  it  was  liice  unto  the  rigging 
the  additions  to  Iceland's  Collc^anea,

of  an  hoofe.  Up  poo  the  frame 
and  tjible  afcended  and  went  up  a 
Spaniard,  the  which  ihewed  there 
many  woondrous  and  delicioas 
points  of  cumbline,  dauncing,  and 
other  Heights.  1  he  King's  Grace 
and  his  noble  companye  entred 
againe  through  thefe  pleafant 
gardens  to  his  rehearfed  lodging 
at  Richmond  untill  even  fong, 
and  fo  went  in  to  his  fupper. 
Againft  that  his  Grace  had  Tupped,, 
the  goodly  hall  was  addreiTed  and 
goodly  befeene,  and  a  royall  cup- 
borde  fett  ther  oppon,  in  a  baye 
windowe  of  ix.  or  x.  ftages  and 
haunces  of  height,  furnilhed  and 
fulfilled  with  rich  and  goodly  place 
of  gouldy  and  of  iilvcr  and  guilt. 
In  the  uppf  r  pan  of  the  hall  wrrc 
carpets  and  cufliions  of  cloth  of 
gould  for  the  King's  noble  Majeiiie, 
whither,  when  that  his  Grace  and 
his  wel-beloved  company  of  nobles 
were  come,  there  entered  in  a 
pleafant  difguifing,  conveyed  and 
ihewed  by  a  glorious  tow  re  or 
tabernacle  made  like  a  goodly 
chapel  I,  fencilred  full  of  lights  and 
brightnes.  Within  this  pageant 
or  taberr.acle  was  another  itanding 
cupboard  of  rich  and  collly  plate 
to  a  great  fubllance  and  quantitie. 
This  throne  and  pageant  was  of 
two  fiorie's ;  in  the  longer  were  viii 
goodly  difguifed  LorJes,  Knights, 
and  men  of  honnor  ;  and  in  the 
upper  Aorye  and  partition  viii. 
other  frefli  la 'yes  moll  ftrangely 
difguifed.  and  after  moll  pleafure- 
full  manner.  Thus  tlii^  goodly 
worke  was  upproached  unto  the 
King'  prefencc  ..nd  fi^'ht,  drawen 
fird  convi'yeJ  uppoo  whfi'l^-s  by 
iij.  fea  hor  j  ,  two  btf^re  ;.nJ  one 
behind.  On  either  fide  of  the 
fame  were  merniaides,  one  of  them 
;imdn  mermaid  the  other  a  woman: 


The  man  was  in  hars^fle  frooi  tkl 
waft  upwards.     In  every  of  tki 
faid  mermaides  was  a  cbildc  of  tkl 
chapell  fingiog  right  fweetly  asi 
with  quaint   harmony.     TbcKa 
thefe  viij  pleafant  eallants,  boi 
of  honor,  defcended:  And  bcfMt 
their  comming  forth  they  caioit 
many  qnicke  conyes,   the  wkicli 
rann  about  the  hall,  and  madcfcry 
great  difports.      After   that  \htf 
daunced  many  and  divert  goodly 
daunces.      And    forthwith    cast 
downe  the  viii.  difguifed  ladyeit 
and  in  their  appearance  they  kt 
flye  many  white  doves  and  l^ida 
that   flewe  about  the    hall»  ui 
great  laughter  and   difport  tkf 
made.     Thefe  Lordes  and  Ladm 
coupled   together  and   daooced  1 
long  feafon  many  coartly  roaidn 
and  pleafant  daunces.    After  tkaii 
the  Earle  of  Spaine  and  a  lady  of 
the  fame  countrey   daooced  t«a 
bafe  daunces,  and  went  op  atiiift 
After  this  came  in  a  voyoec  of 
goodly  fpices  and  wine,  broogkc 
by   a  great    number    of   Earkn 
Barons,  and  Knights,  to  agiot 
company,  as  it  hath  bene  decUitd 
in  voidees  before  this  prcfent  ir/f» 
I'he   Archbifliop    of  Spaiae,  th€ 
Buiihop,  the  Earle,  and  his  brodiera 
made  their  repafts  feverally  cttry 
one  of  them  in  theire  owoe  cbso* 
bers  and  lodgings,  and  they  l»d 
cupboards  made  onto  them  of  ik* 
King's  plate    and   treafure  rig^t 
goodlye   and   rich.      The  Arch^ 
bilhop's  cupboard  was  to  the  fiun

IT  18  not  eafy  to  fpeak  with  pro- 
priety to  fo  many  (ludcnts  of 
different  ages  and  difFerciit  degrees 
of  advancement.  The  mind  re- 
quires Qouri(hment  adapted  to  its 
growih  ;  and  what  may  have  pro- 
moted our  earlier  efforts,  might 
record  us  in  our  nearer  approaches 
to  pfrfedion. 

The  firft  endeavours  of  a  young 
Painter,  as  I  have  remarked  in  a 
former  difcourfc,  muft  be  employ- 
ed in  the  attainment  of  mechanical 
dexterity,  and  confined  to  the  mere 
imitation  of  thcobje^  be  lure  him. 
Thofe  who  ha\  j  advanced  beyond 
the  rudimt  nts,  may,  perhaps,  find 
advantage  in  teflefting  on  the  ad- 
vice which  I  h;t;e  like\\irc  given 
them,  when  1  recommended  the 
<liligent  (ludy  of  the  works  of  our 
preat  predeceffors  ;  but  I  at  the 
lime  time  endeavoured  tu  guard 
them  aguinft  an  implicit  fubmiiTion 
to  the  authority  y  or  a  Arid  imitation 
of  the  manner  rf  any  one  mafter, 
however  excel  I vit.  I  will  now  add, 
that  nature  hcri.If  is  not  to  be  too 
clofely  copied.  There  arc  excel- 
lencies in  the  Art  o^  Painting  be- 
yond what  is  commonly  called  the 


imitation  of  natore :  tnd  ihci^ 
excellencies  I  wi(h  to  point  oit* 
The  lludenu  who,  having  piled 
through  the  initiatory  exerciib» 
are  more  advanced  in  the  art,«W 
wbo»  fure  of  their  hand,  have  Ici- 
fure  to  exert  their  nnderftandii^ 
mud  now  be  told  that  a  mere  ov 
pier  of  nature  can  never  prodict 
any  thing  great,  can  never  riift 
and  enlarge  the  conceptioit,  iir  ^ 
warm  the  heart  of  the  fpedaior,       I 

The  wifli  of  the  genuine  Flit- 
ter muft  be  moreextenfive  :  iaicad 
of  endeavouring  loamufe  a^aakiad 
with  the  minute  neatnefs  of  kit 
iniitationsf  he  oiuft  cndeavoar  la 
improve  them  .bv  the  madeirof 
his  ideas ;  infteadof  feektog  praifct 
by  deceiving  the  fuperficial  (cafe 
of  the  fpedatcr,  he  mod  drive  for 
fame,  by  captivating  the  imagii- 
ation. 

The  principle  now  laid  doini» 
that  th^  perfeAion  of  this  Art  docs 
not  con  fid  in  mere  imitation,  i»  fir 
from  being  new  or  dngular.     it  u* 
indeed,  fup ported  by  the  general 
opinion  of  the  enlightened  part  cf 
mankind.      The  Poets,  Oratora, 
and  Rhctoriciaos  of  antiquity,  are 
continually  enforcing  this  pofition, 
that  all  the  arts  receive  their  per-p 
feiUon  from  an  ideal  bsaoty,  fnpc* 
rior  to  what  is  to  be  found  in  indi- 
vidual nature.     They  are  ever  re* 
ferring  to  the  pradice  of  the  Pain^ 
ten  and  Sculptors  of  their  times.

( of  the  French  ;  and  the

>•  a.  in  Timatum  Flatonisj  as 


the  Englifh,  are  but  difFerent  ap<* 
pellations  of  the  fame  thing.  It 
is  this  intelle^ual  dignity,  chejr 
fay,  that  ennobles  the  Painter's  art* 
that  lays  the  line  between  him  and 
the  mere  mechanic,  and  produces 
thofe  great  effeds  in  an  inftaat^ 
which  eloquence  and  poetry,  bf 
flow  and  repeated  cifForts,  art 
fcarcely  able  to  attain. 

Such  is  the  warmth  with  which 
both  the  Antients  and  Moderns 
fpeak  of  this  divine  art ;  but,  as  I 
have  formerly  obferved,  entbufi- 
ailic  admiration  feldom  promotes 
knowledge.  Though  a  iludent  by 
fuch  praife  may  have  his  attention 
roufed,  and  a  defire  excited,  of 
running  in  this  great  career ;  yet 
it  is  poffible  that  what  has  beea 
faid  to  excite,  may  only  ferve  to 
deter  him.  He  examines  his  owa 
jnind,  and  perceives  there  nothing 
of  that  divine  infpiration,  wiih 
which,  he  is  told,  (b  many  others 
have  been  favoured.  He  never 
travelled  to  Heaven  to  gather  ne«r 
ideas ;  and  he  finds  himfelf  pof* 
fefifed  of  DO  other  qualifications 
than  what  mere  common  fenfe  and 
a  plain  nnderftanding  can  confer. 
Thus  he  becomes  gloomy  amidft 
the  fplendor  of  figurative  declama- 
tion, and  thinks  it  hopelefs  to 
purfue  an  objeA  which  he  fup* 
pofes  out  of  the  reach  of  hnman  in* 
duftry. 

But  on  this,  as  upon  many  other 
occafion^,  we  ought  to  diftinguilk 
how  much  is  to  be  given  to  enthn- 
fiafm,  and  how  much  to  reafbn. 
We  ought  to  allow  for,  and  w9

It  is  not  eafy  to  define  in  what 
thif  great  ilyle  confifts :  nor  to  de- 
icribe,  by  word i,  the  proper  means 
•f  acquiring  it,  if  the  mind  of  the 
indent  Ihould  be  at  all  capable  of 
foch  an  acquifition.      Could  we 
aeach  tafte  or  genius  by  rules,  they 
isroold  be  no  longer  talle  and  ge- 
nins*    Bat  though  there  neither 
are,  nor  can  be,  any  precife  inva- 
viable  rules  for  the  exercife,  or  the 
•cquifition,  of  thcfe  great  quali- 
ties ;  yet  we  may  as  truly  fay  that 
they  always  operate  in  proportion 
to  our  attention  in  obfervtng  the 
works  of  nature,  to  our  (kill  in  fe- 
ledUng,  and  to  our  care  in  diged- 
ing,  metjiodizing,  and  comparing 
•vr  observations.    There  are  many 
beauties  in  our  art,  that  feero,  at 
trA,  to  lie  without  thr   reach  of 
precept,  and  yet  m£y  c;ifily  be  re- 
duced to  pr;;&oaI  principicf.  Ex- 
perience is  all  in  all  ;  bat  it  is  not 
every  one  who  profitfc  by  experi- 
ence :  and  moll  people  err,  not  fo 
jnnch  from  want  of  capacity  to  6nd 
their  object,  as  from  not  knowing 
what  objeA  to  parfue.     This  great 
ideal  perfeAion  and  beauty  arc  not 
to  be  fought  in  the  heavens,   but 
upon  the  earth.     They  arc  about 
n5,  and  upon  every  fide  of  us.    But 
the  power  of  dtfcovering  what  is 
deformed  in  nature,  or,  in  other 
words,  what  is  particular  and  un- 
common, can  be  acquired  only  by 
experience  ;  and  the  whole  beauty 
Slid  grundcur  of  the  art  confift5,in 
my  opinion,  in   bring  able  to  get 
above  all  Angular  t'orni!,  local  cuf- 
iomr>  par-JLulariiies,  and  details 
oi  every  kind. 

All  the  objeAs  which  are  exhi- 


bited to  our  view  by  natorr,  ommi 
clofe  examination  will  be  feand  to 
have  their  blemifiiea  and  deftHu 
The  rood   beautiful    forms  have 
fomething  about  them  like  weak- 
nefs,  minutenefs,  or  imperfcdioo. 
But  it  is  not  every  eye  that  per* 
ceives  thefe  blemimes;  it  mnft  be 
an  eye  long  ufed  to  the  contenpi»> 
tion  and  comparifoo  of  thefe  forns; 
and  which,  by  a  long  habit  of  ob- 
ierving  what  any  fet  of  objefts  of 
the  fame  kind  have  in  conmoi, 
has  acquired  the  power  of  Afetra* 
ing  what  each  wants  in  particilir* 
This   long   laborioos  comparifoi 
ihould  be  the  fir  A  ftudy  of  the  paii- 
ter,  who  aims  at  the  greatell  flyle. 
By  this  means,  he  acquires  ajol 
idea  of  beautiful  form; ;  he  corieAi 
nature  by  herfelf,  her  imperfeft 
flate  by  her  more  perftA.    Hii  ?r9 
being  enabled  to   diAing<:irA  'lie 
accidental  deficiencit  s  excrdcco- 
ces  and  defcrmiiirs  rf  thinr:  trcoi 
their  general  tiri^iifc^,  h**  «;Kf!Ou: 
an  abftraA  i^'^sof  ihoir  furniiir/Te 
perfect  than  anyone  c.-MinshanJ 
what  may   feem    a    f.TTviwx,  ^ 
learns  to  defign  naturally  by  ^n^- 
ing  his  figures  unlike  to  «n\  t*ne 
objed.    This  idea  of  the  pcrf'A 
ftate  of  nature,   which   the  artift 
calls   the   ideal     Beauty,    is   the 
great  leading  principle,  by  which 
works  of  gen;u^    arc   condaAed« 
By  this  Phiuias  acquired  his  fane* 
He  wrought  upon  a  fober  prioci- 
ple,  what  has  fo  much  excited  the 
enthufjafm  of  the  world  ;   andb| 
this  n^.eihod  you,  who   have  coe- 
i2pc  to  tread  tne  fame  path,  nay 
acquire  equal  reputation. 

This  is  the  idea  which  has  ac- 
quired, and  which  ieemi  to  have 
a  right  to  the  epithet  of  DiviM ; 
as  it  may  be  faid  to  prefide,  like  a 
fupreme  judge,  over  all  the  ytOr 

daAioaa 
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doAions  of  nature:  appearing  to 
be  p'^iTcfTrv^  of  the  will  and  inten- 
tion of  the  Creator y  as  far  as  they 
tegard  the  external  form  of  living 
beings. 

When  a  man  once  poflTf/Tes  this 
idea  in  its  perfe^ion,  there  is  no 
danger,  bat  that  he  will  be  fuffi- 
ci«ntly  warmed  by  it  himfelf^  and 
be  able  to  warm  and  ravifli  every 
one  elfe. 

Thns  it  is  from  a  reiterated  ex« 
perience,  and  a  clofe  comparifon 
of  the  objects  in  nature,  that  an 
artift  becomes  pofTefTed  of  the  idea 
of  that  central  form,  if  I  may  fo 
cxprefs  ity  from  which  every  de- 
viation is  deformity.  But  the  in- 
irefiigation  of  this  form  I  grant  is 
painful,  and  I  know  but  of  one 
incthod  of  (hortening  the  road  ; 
this  is,  by  a  careful  ftudy  of  the 
works  of  the  ancient  fculptors; 
whoy  being  indefatigable  in  the 
fchool  of  nature,  have  left  models 
of  that  perfed  form  behind  them, 
which  an  artift  would  prefer  as 
(bpremely  beautiful,  who  had 
fpent  his  whole  life  in  that  Angle 
Contemplarion,  But  if  indullry 
carried  them  thus  far,  may  not 
you  alfo  hope  for  the  fame  reward 
from  the  fame  labour?  We  h  .ve 
the  fame  fchool  opened  to  us,  that 
was  opened  to  them  ;  for  natore 
denies  her  inAruflions  to  none, 
who  defire  to  become  her  pupils. 

To  the  principle  I  have  laid 
down,  that  the  idea  of  beauty  in 
each  fpeciesof  Beings  is  invariably 
one,  it  may  be  objeflcd,  that  in 
every  (pecies  there  are  various 
central  forms,  which  arc  feparate 
«nd  didind  from  each  other,  and 
yet  arc  undeniably  bejutiful ;  th^t 
in  the  human  figure,  for  inllancc, 
the  beauty  of  the  Hercules  is  one, 
of  the  Gladiator  anothcfj  of  the 


Apollo  another;  which  makes  ib 
many  different  ideas  of  beauty. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  thefe 
figures  arc  each  perfedl  in  their 
kind,  though  of  different  charac* 
ters  and  proportion^ ;  bat  ftill  nei« 
ther  of  them  is  the  reprefenta- 
tion  of  an  individual,  but  of  a 
clafs.  And  as  there  is  one  general 
form,  which,  as  I  have  faid,  b&. 
longs  to  the  human  kind  a:  large^ 
foin  each  of  thefe  claffes  there  it 
one  common  idea  and  central 
form,  which  is  the  ab(lra6l  of  tlie 
various  individual  forms  belonging 
to  that  clafs.  Thus,  though  the 
forms  of  childhood  and  age  differ 
exceedingly;  there  is  a  commoa 
form  in  childhood,  and  a  common 
form  in  age,  which  is  the  more 
per  fed,  as  it  is  more  remote  from 
all  peculiarities.  But  I  mull  add 
further,  that  though  the  moA  per- 
fe£l  forms  of  each  of  the  general 
divifions  of  the  human  iieure  are 
ideal,  and  fuperior  to  any  indivi- 
dual form  of  that  clafs ;  yet  the 
highell  perfedion  of  the  human 
figure  is  not  to  be  found  in  any  one 
of  them;  it  is  not  in  the  Hercules, 
nor  in  the  Gladiator,  nor  in  the 
Apollo;  hut  in  that  form  which  is 
compounded  of  them  all,  and 
which  partakes  equally  of"  the  adli- 
vity  of  the  Gladiator,  of  the  deli- 
cacy of  the  Apollo,  and  of  the 
mufcular  rtrength  of  the  Hercules. 
For  perfeA  beauty  in  any  fpecies, 
mufl  combine  all  the  ch.irad'?rs, 
which  are  beautiful  in  that  fpecies. 
It  cannot  confilt  in  any  one  to  the 
excluflon  of  the  reff:  no  one, 
therefore,  muft  be  predominant, 
that  no  one  may  be  deficient. 

The  knowledge  of  t/'cfe  different 
charaders,  and  the  power  of  fepa^ 
rating  and  dillinguifKmg  them,  is 
undoubtedly  neccfliiry  to  the  pain< 
6  tcr. 
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ter,  who  is  to  vary  his  compoii* 
tiona  wiib  figures  of  various  forms 
and  proportions,  though  he  is  ne- 
Tcr  to  lofe  iigbt  of  the  general  idea 
of  perfedion  in  each  kind.

Be  muft  endeavour  to  ieparate  fiin- 
jle  challe  nature,  from  thcife 
advcntiiious,  thole  afi'cci'id  and 
forced  airs  or  a<5Ucns,  v^iih  uhich 
ihe  is  loaded  by  nicdern  educa- 
tion. 

Perhaps  I  cannot  better  explain 
.what  i  iiican,  than  by  rrniiiid:ng 
you  of  what  was  taught  115,  by  the 
Profcflbr  of  Anatomy,  in  rcTpcft 
t'j  the  natural  pofiilon  &nd  ipovc- 
sncnt  cf  the  feet.

However  the  mechanic  and  or« 
n^imental  arts  may  facrifice  to£i- 
(hion,  (he  mud  be  entirely  exclud- 
ed from  the  art  of  painting ;  tb# 
painter  mull  never  miAake  tbii 
capricious  changeling  for  the  p' 
nuine  ofiVpring  of  nature;  he  00ft 
divcll  hiri^feU  of  all  prejudices  in 
f.vour  it  his  age  or  country;  be 
muil  dii're::nrd  all  Iccal,  and  tcin* 
porary  ornaments,  and  lock  oolf 
oil  thole  general  habits  that  ait 
oery  wiu-re  and  ::lw-ays  lhe.faiDe. 
He  aJdrciil'5  his  works  to  the  peo- 
ple of  every  country  and  every  age; 
he  calls  u{>on  poiterity  to  be  his 
fpcClators,  and  ra>s  with  ZeuxiSf 
J/i  teternitantn  pln^o. 

The  negUct  ot  feparating  nso-

This  is  the  ambition  I  could

It  may  poflibly  have  happened  to 
many  young  Audents  whofe  appli- 
cation was  fufHcient  to  overcome 
all  difHcuhies,  and  whofe  minds 
were  capable  of  embracing  the 
mod  cxtenfive  views,  that  they 
have,  by  a  wrong  di  reft  ion  origi- 
nally given,  fpent  their  lives  in 
the  meaner  walks  of  painting, 
without  ever  knowing  there  was  a 
nobler  to  purfue.  Albert  Durer, 
as  Vafari  has  juflly  remarked* 
would,  probably,  have  been  one  of 
the  drd  painters  of  his  age  (and 
he  lived  in  an  acra  of  great  artills) 
had  he  been  initiated  into  thofe 
great  principles  of  the  art^  which 
were  fo  well  underftood,  and  prac- 
fifed,  by  his  contemporaries  in 
Italy.  But  unluckily  having  ne-

Rmnarks  upon  Montefqniea  and 
Voltaire,  i^c.  ivitb  Ohfervaliont 
upon  ibt  State  of  French  L/V/- 
rature  in  the  prefent  Century ;

OF  thefe  Montefqoien  and  Vol. 
taire*  are  beyond  difpure  the 
chief,  fince  all  who  have  confidered 
the  prefent  (late  of  the  fine  arts  in 
France,  have  relied  their  opinioa 
principally  open  them.  Of  the 
former  I  (hall  Uy  little,  as  I  propo(e 
to  confider  the  literary  merits  only 
of  his  Efprit  des  Loix.  Though 
this  is  a  political  work,  and  doea 
not  direfily  concern   the   bellet-

lettres,  yet  as  it  is  fraught  with 
erudition,  and  (he  fubjsA  is  curious 
and  impor'.anc^  it  mull  intereft 
every  rcAder,  and  by  infinuating' 
into  its  admirers  an  ambition  of 
imitating  the  (lyie  and  manner, 
have  at  leaA  an  occafional  influence 
upon  literature.  To  judge  of  the 
fiyle,  we  need  only  run  over  half  a 
volume.  By  flyte  I  do  not  mean 
the  Unguage  alone,  which  indeed 
Is  ejeganty  proper,  and  corredt, 
hue  the  ad'emblage  of  images,  ihe 
fi  iW  of  one  period  into  another, 
the  general  compoiition  of  the 
whole.  In  this  refped,  I  am  per- 
funded,  the  author  c^n  ni'ver  be 
acquitted  at  the  tribunal  of  r^'afon 
and  Mfle  for  his  extreme  delicacy, 
his  ambiguity,  his  half  expreflVd 
fentiments,  his  concifenefs,  his 
obfcurity,  his  unparall.'lcd  inco- 
herence. His  chapters  too,  which 
are  uncommonly  (hort,  are  fo  un- 
connected,  that  if  the  ftyle  were 
not     the    fjme,     they    might    be

I  could  wi(h  it  were  in  my  pnwfr 
to  pafs  by  the  celebrated  Voltaire, 
Certain  lam;  that  all  lean  fav  will 
conduce  but  little  to  diminith  tht 
unbounded  admiration  which  mioy 
have  conceived  for  hims  and  lo 
thofe  who  are  not  of  that  nomberi 
who  view  his  works  with  a  more 
impartial  eye,  few  words  wiilei- 
pl.:in  my  opinion  of  him.     Befidei« 
while  great  men    are  alive,  it  ii 
dangerous  to  fpeak  of  them  witk 
freedom.     But   as  Voltaire  is  re- 
puted the  iirll  writer  of  his  age  ta 
France,  nay  in  Europe,  and  as  li- 
terature and  tafte  are  even  thongbc 
to  be  confined  to  him  ;   I  cannot 
wirhouc  evident  impropriety  onit 
him.     Indeed   all   who   have  the 
intereft  of  letters  at  heart,  ihouU 
endeavour  to  ftem  the  torrent  which 
overflows  Europe  with  his  worki, 
fince,  however  amufing,  they  cob* 


miftaken  for  fo  many  fragments  of    tain  nothing  folid,  and  fatalljhi 
the    pandefl ;     fince,    but    (or  the     bituate  youth    to    the   negled  of 


title,  we  frequently  c.in  f:arce 
conceive  their  fcope.  It  avails  not 
Co  fay  that  th'.*  author  ileligneJIy 
threw  an  ambiguity  over  his  ii*!i- 
tim^nts  (and  gooJ  cauft:  he  had 
for  I  he  preciutii^n) ;  fince  this 
could  not  prevent  his  admirer^  from 
adopting  that  dijointcd,  cbicurc 
ilvle,  f(»  remote  from  true  clepance. 
ThcLeitrt-s  Pfrfa.icj  arc  grr.er.illy 
imputed  to  Mon'ifijuieu,  th^u^h 
perhaps  h':  did  li'tic  ni'^e  than 
publiih  ilicm,  as  fr'.'c thinkers  arc 
always  h  pj-y  when  they  have  an 
i»;?n(.riunity  of  di\u-ging,  in  tlu 
W'^rw)  of  others,  fcntiments  agrce- 
ahlc  to  their  own  geniu<.  Vet 
thefe  letters,  after  all  the  noife  they 
have  made,  arc  little  more  than  a 
CulletTuon  of  bold,  fatirical  llrckcs^ 


ufeful  knoA^Iedge. 

Yet  to  fay  the  truth,  if  we  coo- 
fiJer  this  author  in  any  of  the  va- 
rious fphcres  in  which  he  has  ap- 
peared,  we  may  juftly   rank  hia 
among   the  moft  dillinguilhfd  li« 
tcr.iti.     His  tragedies,  if  not  cqaaL 
arc    certainly    little    inferior,   to 
thofe  of  the  great  Racine,  and  de* 
ff^rve  to  be  read  by  the  lovers  of 
this  fpecies  of  poetry  after  Sophocles 
and  Euripides ;  as  in  Italy,  thofe 
who   ftudy  the  eloquence  of  the 
bar  frequently  read  the  orations  of 
n  I'Joaro  after  thofe  of  Demoflhenes 
and  Cicero.     In  thofe  pieces,  how- 
ever, which  are  of  his  own  inven- 
tion,  fuch  as   Zaire.  Alzire,  and 
the  Orphelin  de  la  Chine,  he  dif- 
gufts  many  by  a  too  frequent  io- 
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t  of  religioii    with    the 
fuftoiify  love,  jealoafy, 
cioo.

Henry's  boafled  dream  and  extaff 
nothing  but  the  defcent  of  Ulyflea 
and  i£neas  to  the  Elyfian  fields^ 
a  little  improved  and  adapted  to 
the  Chridian  fyftem.  Almofl  every 
thing  elfe  in  the  Henriade  is  af« 
forded  by  the  hiftory  of  the  times* 
The  defcriptions  of  hypocrify, 
politics,  and  fanaticifm,  have  nei* 
ther  beaaty  nor  grace  worthy  of 
fuch  a  poem.  The  reprefentation 
of  the  temple  of  love  has  more  of 
the  fubliroe*  indeed,  but  nothingof 
the  interefting  or  marvellous,  which 
ought  to  conftitute  the  finews  of 
the  epopee.  Numbers,  befides, 
difapprove  of  his  interweaving 
PaganifmwiihChriftianity;  ofin« 
troducing,  for  inftance,  St.  Louit 
fpeaking  of  the  Holy  Gboft,  and 
the  niylteries  of  Chriftianity,  in 
the  fame  line  with  the  god  of  love  ; 
though  indeed  Gravina  and  othera 
hrve  attempted  to  juftify  the  fame 
liberty  in  Sannazznro  and  Vidaf. 
Difcord,  who  afls  the  part  of  Juno 
in  the  i£neid,  is  a  conftrainrd 
charadler*  dragged  in  to  perform 
offices  which  we  c«in  hardly  con- 
ceive to  be  intended  (pr  Difcord  i 
and  a  devil  would  fecm  the  more 
natural  antagonid  of  a  faint  in 
a  poem  in  which  the  Chriftiaa 
revelation  is  fuppcf  \  But  I  fhall 
not  infift  upon  the  Uefefts  of  the 
Henriade,  although  it  would  be 
but  rcafonable,  by  way  of  fupple* 
ment  to  his  EiTai  fur  le  Poeme 
Epique,  to  treat  Voltaire  a^  he  haa 
done  his  predece/Tors.  If,  indeed^ 
he  is  not  comparable  to  Virgil, 
I  muft  confefs  him  fuperior  to

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the  choice  of  his  fubjefl.  If  he 
has  little  of  the  pAthos»  few  ner- 
vous,  chtraderiltic  fpeeches;  if  he 
is  dellitute  of  chit  exuberant  ima- 
sery,  thofe  bold  ftrokes  of  fancy, 
V)  coafpicuoos  in  Homer,  Virgil» 
Ario(to^  Taflby  and  MiltcMi,  he  is 
likewife  more  free  from  fuperfluity 
znd  extravagance  than  fome  of 
thefe  s  and  from  his  animated  ftyle, 
and  manly  verification,  may  bo 
read  without  difguft,  if  not  with 
i)Ieaftire  :  fo  that  he  leems  to  have 
been  in  the  right  when  he  fays 
that  **  vcrfification  ought  to  be  the 
*•  only  ftudy  of  a  poet*.** 

His  other  works  are  adorned 
with  all  the  graces  of  (lyle,  and 
a  wit  which  he  perpetually  dif- 
plays  at  the  expence  ofreligion^ 
and  vihich,  though  entirely  defti- 
tute  of  novelty,  has  endeared  him 
to  the  multitude.  Voluminous  as 
he  is,  he  nevf r  wrote  one  folid  or 
inftruAive  piece  in  any  branch  of 
literature  or  learning  ;  and  I  can 
boldly  affirm,  that,  if  we  examine 
with  impartiality  and  attention  the 
generality  of  his  wricingSy  we  fhal] 
find  his  onlydelign  is  to  make  way 
fjr  ridicule.  Though  he  always 
tells  us  that  we  ought  to  inveili- 
gatc  in  hiftory  the  rife  and  progrefs 
of  the  arta,  and  the  receiTes  of  the 
human  heart,  rather  than  burden 
Our  memory  with  a  coIU^Uon  of 
dates  and  the  names  of  princes 
and  countries ;  yet,  inllead  of  pre« 
ienting  us  himtcif  with  a  pi<^ture 
of  thr  heart  of  man,  all  we  And, 
for  the  mod  part*  is  the  heart  of 
Voltaire,  Kvcn  in  his  poetical 
works,  the  rbiIcfoj7hicai  fpirit  of 
the  \vriter  (hine^  liiroujjh  every 
chancer.  l]ut  after  a' I,  as  it  cnn- 
COL  be  denied  that  there  ar :  many 


curious  and  intereftiag  necdotft 
in  the  works  of  this  extraordina^ 
genius,  it  were  to  be  wiQied  diat 
he  had  taken  the  troable  to  qoote 
his  ant kori ties,  that  thejodicMMa 
reader  might  believe  what  ii  ad- 
vanced, without  reftinff  npon  thi 
evidence  ef  one,  whose  charate 
is  rather  that  of  a  bel-efprit  thai 
a  religions  obferver  of  truth. 

It  is  pleafant  enoogh  to  hear 
him  relate,  when  be  comes  to  ihr 
hiftory  of  modern  ttmes,  how  ke 
has  converfed  with  the  friend  aad 
confidant  of  one  great  man  ;  with 
the  relations  of  another;  hevbe 
has  been  where  fuch  and  fuch  mn 
lived,  who  had  a  principal  haadia 
thii  or  that  affair.  He  thinks  IB 
gain  credit  by  referring  to  tbefr 
viva  v9Ci  authorities,  to  which  il 
is  always  difficalt,  often  impoible 
to  recur^  But  why,wheDhe»rOK 
of  formes  ages,  did  he  not  meatioa 
his  written  evidence  ?  Perhaps  id 
prevent  a  difeovery  of  his  ftlfitiei, 
or  at  lead  variations  from  the  at- 
thentic  tellimony  of  thofe  «to 
were  cotemporary  with  ihefaft*. 

Thefe  reflcdlinns  are  difagrcesble 
but  they  are  neceiTary  ;  for,  aot  to 
mention  how  much  hiftoricaltraik 
fu fFer s  when  a  writer,  by  reftatiag 
what  hcpleafes,  turns  hiftory  iaio 
romance,  it  is  my  fixed  opini  b» 
that  one  of  the  principal  caatn 
of  the  decline  of  learning,  ii  tht 
n<*gle£l  of  (his  ariiclr,  though  at 
the  fame  time  the  other  cxtrene 
is  generally  a  mark  of  bad  tsfk.

found  it  much  eafier  to  ezprefi 
whatever  occurred  to  him,  or  that 
he  hid  formerly  read,  than  to  com- 
pofe  a  regular  work,  and  (lore  it 
with  the  proper  authorities.  Be- 
fides,  he  well  knew  that  modern 
readers,  allured  by  the  poignancy 
of  a  fatyricti  ftyle,  are  faiisfied  if 
they  can  pick  op  a  fmart  expreflion 
to  retail  out  in  converfation,  with- 
out examinine  the  propriety  of  the 
fentiment.  Thus  is  every  fountain 
of  literature  abandoned,  fludy  re- 
duced to  mere  curiofity,  and  the 
obfervation  juftified>  that  **  now* 
*'  a-days  we  read  only  for  amufe- 
y  ment." 

To  thofe  who  would  rftimate 
the  date  of  literature  from  the 
D amber  of  its  followers,  I  (hall 
only  mention,  that  in  Rome  there 
were  more  men  of  letters  under 
Domitian  than  under  Augndns : 
yet  who  would  hefitate  in  forming 
an  opinion  of  the  literary  merit  of 
thefe  ages  :  This  truth,  fo  fully 
illnfb'ated  by  Mr.  Hume,  in  hit 
£(ray  of  National  Charaders,woald 
appear  incredible,  were  we  not  to 
ooferve  the  caufea  of  it.  When 
the  belles-lettres  haveonce  flouri(h-' 
ed,  a  fpirit  of  emulation  foon  ren- 
ders them  univerfal.  Books  grow- 
ing daily  more  numerous,  grow 
daily  worfe  i  fi&ce  authors  neg- 
le£ling  nature»  copy  from  their  pr.*- 
deceffors,  or  affeOing  Angularity^ 
deviate  from  the  true  path.  But  as 
publications  increafe,  the  difficulty 
of  literary  fuccefs  increafes  like- 
wife;  for  if  it  is  unnece(rary  to 
read  the  bad,  yet  fome  labour  it 
requifite  to  difcover  the  gtxxi* 
Let  it  be  farther  confidered,  that 
as  books  multiply,  indolence  and 
luxnry  prevail.  The  conveniencies 
of  life  have  always  been  the  fore* 
runners  and  attendants  of  polite 

ftt  a  literature. 
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literatare^    Demofthenes,   Plato, 
Xenophon,    Sophocles,   flouri(h«d 
in  Greece ;  Cicero,  Caefar,  Livy^ 
Virgil,  Horace,  in  Rome,   when 
facceffl  in  war  and  commerce  had 
introdaced  magnificence  and  po- 
litenefs.      When    Alexander    the 
Sixth,  and  Julius  the  Second,  had 
enlarged    and    fecured   the  papal 
power  in  Italy,  the  fine  arts  were 
foon    cultivated    in    the   glorious 
pontificate  of  Leo  X.     The  popes 
and  other  potentates  could  not.be 
fuppofed   to  attend  to  literatare, 
or  patronife  genius,   while    their 
thoughts  were  wholly  turned  upon 
recovering    or    eilablifhing    their 
dominions.     Hillory  (hews  us  the 
condition  of  the  French  monarchy 
before  Francis  the  Fir  ft,  and  even 
for  an   age    after,    till    Rich  lie  a 
abolifhed   the   feudal  power,  and 
that  ferocity  of  manners,    which 
fprang  from  it  as  from  a  feminary 
of  war.      In  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  Third,  fcarcdy  were  coaches 
known  in  Paris.     The  houfes  were 
like   callles  or    prifons,    and   the 
whole    tenor   of   their   life    muft 
necefTarily  have  been  of  a  piece. 
Nor  could  it  then  have  been  ima- 
gined that  they  would  ever  attain 
that  elegance,  politenefs,  and  tafle, 
which  afterwards  prevailed  in  the 
age  of  Louis  the  Fourteenth.    But 
ho  man  affairs  are  in  a  perpetual 
flux ;  urbanity  and   fplendor,    as 
I    have  already  more   than  once 


Seneca  and   Lacan    deprived  tk 
public  tafte  io  the  reign  of  Ctligih 
and   Nero.     Seneca  binfelF,  ad 
after  him  RoUin  *,  have  well  ob» 
ferved,  that  the  man  aers  of  a  people 
have  a  great  influence   apoi  fi* 
terature.      Thus  luxury  eoervisci 
compofition,    and   ncceflarily  oc- 
cupies many  of  thofe  hours  whick 
ought  to  be  devoted  to  ftady.    Yet 
the  ambition  of  literary  fane  till 
continues ;    and  we  relinqoili  the 
ftudy  of    the   ancienti   for  mm 
compendious  methods  of  ioftrtc- 
tion.     We  are  inftantly  acccoauw- 
dated   with    compilations,   w)atk 
may  fatisfy  the  indolent  loven  of 
brevity,   though  they  reqotre  u 
great    exertions  of   geaids,  im- 
ginatioo,  or  induftry.    The  fitk 
teems  witheHays,  compeDds,jotf> 
nals,    encydopcadias,    and  otkr 
works  of  the  fame  kiad ;  all  of 
which  ma^  ferve  to  convey  a  faai^ 
tering    of    knowledgr,    bot  ob- 
ftruA,  inftead  of  facilitatiag,  tk 
progrefs  of  true   learning.     Wc 
may  fafely  conclude  then,  that  tile 
may  be  upon  the  verge  of  dcftnc- 
tion,  though  men  of  letters  feea- 
ingly  abound;  and  Abbe  Radai 
was  in  the  right  when   be  iaidfi 
**  L*e/prii  4fevi'fHt  ctmmum,  p^ 
*f  ii  gimii  dfoiimt  rmre  :'*  aoito* 
lings  fwarm  as  men  of  realgaiss 
difappear.

In  a  word,  we  are  fo  intent  opoa 
the  fuperftru6lure«  that  we  neg« 
le6l  the  foundation.     The  tafte 
of  our   modern   preachers  and 
archite^s  are  much  the  fame. 
Our  fermons  are  witty,  though 
void  of  eloquence;  our  build* 
ings    overcharged    with    orna- 
ments, though  the  archite^ure 
is  naught.     True  orators  have 
always  confidcred  this   affecta- 
tion of  pleafantry  as  beneath  the 
dignity  of  their  profeflion.     The 
eloquence  of  a  modern  dazzles; 
that  of  a  Cicero,  of  a  Boflaet, 
enlightens. 
''  Our  ^poetry  is   nearly  in  the 
fame'  condition ;  we  have   ftill 
very  good  verfe?,  bat  how  few 
good  poems !  If  a  compofition 
is  but  witty,  it  pleafes,  as  if  we 
knew  not  that  excefs  is  alwayt 
faulty.     We  are   weak  enough 
to  imagine  we  have  more  wic 
than  our  predeccflbrs  of  the  laft 
century.     For  the  truth  of  thit 
the  ladies  will  refer  yoo  to  the 
writings  in  the  age  of  Lewis  the 
Fourteenth.      Yet,  ftrange  as  it 
may  appear,  I  will  venture  to 
aflert,  that  this  very  flow  of  wit, 
fo  predominant  at  prefent,  ia 
perhaps  an  effc6l  of  our  want  of 
it.     To  impofe  on  the  worlds 
we  take  every  oppportunity  of 
difplaying  our  all ;  whereas  the 
authors  of  the  preceding  cen- 
tury, fureof  pleafing,  displayed 
only  what  was  necenary.  They 
knew  what  they  poflefled,  and 
they  knew  how  to  make  a  proper 
afe  of  it.     The  former  are  to 
the  latter  what  a  petty  (hop- 
keeper  ii  to  an  extco&ve  trader.

**  the  authors  of  the  Auguftan 
*'  age.  Such  was  the  character  of 
**  Virgil,  of  Tully,  of  Livy  ;  but 
<'  their  fucceflbrs,  however  inge- 
*'  nious,  were  tainted  with  the 
*'  abufes  which  had  crept  into 
*'  literature.  Tacitus's  only  aim 
**  feems  to  have  been  Angularity 
^*  of  expreffion.  That  grandeur 
^*  which  appears  in  Seneca  was 
'*  entirely  owing  to  embellifli* 
**  menty  and  his  affe^lation  of 
*'  fublimity  ih^ws  that  it  was  not 
*'  natural  to  him  *•  Yet  unhap« 
**  piiy  thefe  are  the  favourite 
**  authors  now-a-days.  We  hunt 
*'  for  wit,  we  interlard  our  elo- 
^'  quence  with  it ;  and  our  tafteis 
*'  debafed,  in  proportion  as  we 
^'  depart  from  thofe  happy  times 
**  when  France  carried  all  the  arts 
**  tothehigheftpointofperfedtioD. 

«'  Confefs,  then,  Sir»  that  we 
*'  have  already  wandered  fo  far, 
<<  thatj  without  a  fpeedy  return, 
**  we  (hall  run  the  rifk  of  being 
••  irrecoverably  loil.  What  great 
**  need  have  we  of  a  Quintilian  to 
•'  guide  us !" 

Thus  reafonb  M.  Le  Blanc ;  and 
J  (hu)I  only  add  an  obfervation  of 
Acterbury,    the  celebrated  Bifhop 


of  Rochefter.    While  ia  iifgrm 
at  th>  court  of  George  iikFirft,lM 
leiSded  at  Paris  %  and  being  ipoa 
a  journey  from  thence  in  die  yew 
i7Z9f  to  meet  hit  dnosbtcr,  hi 
remarks  in  a  letter  to  nil  Mrtd 
Mr.   Popef,  that  he  had  fetal 
more  good  ufte  in   the  Ibetkcii 
pans  of  Prance  than    ia   Piris. 
Far  from  doubting  thia  cifC«9« 
flance,  I  rather  think  it  a  latiral 
effect  of  ihe  viciflitade  of  liien* 
ture.    A  tafte  for  the  fine  arts,  likt 
every  other  faihion,  origtaally  ap« 
pears  in  the  metropolian  and  afar« 
wards  gradually  bceomea  geacial  1 
nay  it  often  happens,  chat  vhit 
has  already  ceafed  to  be  the  tali 
in  town  has  hardly  reached  tbi 
country.    When  the  belleiJcttm 
had  attained  perfedioa  in  Farii, 
we  cannot  therefore  fnppole  tbea 
fo  far  advanced  in  the  other  cttiei 
of  France.    Bot  as  this  caie,  tUs 
perfeAion  in  the  fine  arts^  is  cvci 
fludluating,  no  fooner  is  it  difbfed 
through  the  provinces,  by  theiUaC* 
trious  works  ifluing  from  the  ca- 
pital, than  the  fource  begins  to  be 
corrupted.     Luxury,  e&minacy, 
and   diflipation,  which  teatributa 
fo  much  to  deftrov  afeful  learaiag, 
and  are  always  the  attendaao  of 
affedtatioo,  exceffive  refinement,  a 
love  of  novelty,  and  a  deteftaiioa 
of  th^  beautiful  fimplicit^  of  naiare 
in  works  of  tatle,  are  mtrodaced 
into  the  capital,  when  the  other 
parts  of  the  nation  have  juft  at- 
tained   perfedion.      Thofe  then 
who  have  a  lefs  early  acqaaint- 
ance  with  writers  of  emineace,  are

Some 
late  experiments  have  (hewn  that  a 
certain  degree  of  heat  is  necefTary 
to  renderquickiilver  fluid  ;  for  that 
mineral  by  artificial  cold  becomes 
a  folid  malleable  fubflance.  Ice 
then  is  the  natural  ftate  of  what  we 
call  water,  and  nobody  can  doubt 
of  the  propriety  of  confidering  ice 
as  a  mineral,  whether  in  a  folid  or 
liquid  ftate. 

Having  confidered  the  difler- 
ences,  by  which  metallic  fubftances 
are  ufually  diftinguiihed  from  each 
other,  he  has  the  following  rc- 
markkble  paflfage.

Young  trees,  in  a  foreft,  are  fonnd

The  roots  of  plants  are  known  to 
turn  away  with  a  kind  of  abhor* 
rence  from  whatever  thqpr  meet 
with  which  is  hurtful  to  them, 
and  to  defer t  their  ordinary  direc- 
tion, and  to  tend  with  a  kind  of 
natural  and  irrefidible  impulfe  to* 
wards  collections  of  water  placed 
within  their  reach ;  many  planta 
experience  convulfions  of  their  fta* 
mina  upon  being  flightly  touched. 
Whatever  can  produce  any  effeft 
upon  an  animal  organ,  as  the  im- 
paA  of  external  bodie*,  heat  and 
cold,  the  vapour  of  burning  ful- 
phur,  of  volatile  alcali,  want  of 
air,  &c.  are  found  to  a6t  alfo  upon 
the  plants  called  fenfiiive.  Botnot 
to  infift  upon  any  more  inftances, 
the  mufcular  motions  of  the  Dio- 
naea  Mufcipula,  htely  brought  into 
Europe  from  America,  feem  far 
fuperior  in  quick nefs  to  thofe  of  a 
variety  of  animals.  Now  to  refer

rilhcd  and  dilated  in  their  dimen- 
fiom  after  the  fame  way.  This 
•  analog/  might  be  extended  and 
confirmed  by  obferving  that  the 
lobei,  within  which  the  foecon? 
dated  germ  it  placed*  are  by  pn- 
trefaOion  converted  into  a  milky 
fioid,  well  adapted  as  an  ali- 
spent  tq  (he  tender  Hate  of  the 
plant. 

'  E^cfpira^ion  and  infpiration,  a 
kind  of  larynx  and  lungs,  perfpi- 
ratioD,  imbibition,  arteries,  veins, 
ladeals,  an  organized  body,  and 
j^robably  a  circulating  Quid,  apper- 
tain to  vegetables  as  well  as  to 
nntmalt.  Life  belongs  alike  to 
both  kingdoms,  and  ^ms  to  de- 

End  upon  the  fame  principle  in 
th  ;  ftop  the  motion  of  the  fluids 
in  an  animal  limb  by  a  ftrong  li- 
gature, the  limb  mortifies  beyond 
t|ie  ligature,  and  drops  off;  a 
branch  of  a  tree  under  like  cir- 
cumftance*,  grows  dry,  and  rots 
l|way.  Health  and  ficknefs  are 
only  other  terms  for  tendencies  to 
prolong  or  to  ^bridge  the  period  of 


life,  and  therefore  muft  belong  ta 
both  vegetables  and  animab,  aa 
being  both  pofTefied  of  life.  An 
eatl  wind,  in  our  climate,  by  ita 
lack  of  moifture,  is  prejudicial  to 
both ;  both  are  fubjed  to  be  ftofk^ 
bitten y  and  to  confe<|uent  mortifi- 
cations; both  languilb  in  exceifiv^ 
heats ;  both  experience  extrava- 
fations  of  juices  from  repletion^ 
and  pinings  from  inanition  j  both 
can  fuffer  amputation  of  limbt 
without  being  deprived  of  life« 
and  in  a  fimilar  manner  both  form 
a  callus ;  both  are  liable  to  coo^ 
trailing  difeafes  by  infedlion ;  both 
are  llrengthened  by  air  and  mo* 
tion ;  Alpine  plants,  and  fuch  aa 
are  expofed  to  frequent  agitation 
from  winds,  being  far  firmer  and 
longer  lived  than  thofe  which  grovr 
in  ibady  groves  or  hot-houfes ; 
both  are  capable  of  afilmilating 
;o  their  proper  fubftance  all  kinda 
of  food ;  for  fruits  are  found  to 
tafle  of  the  foil,  juft  as  the  urine« 
and  milk,  and  fle(h,  and  bones  of 
animals,  often  give  indications  of 
the  particular  pabulasi  with  which 
they  have  been  fed :  ooth  die  of 
old  age,  from  eycefs  of  hunger  or 
third,  from  external  injuries,  from 
intempera|iare  of  weather,  or  poi« 
foned  food. 

*  Seeds  of  various  kinds  retain 
their  vegetative  powers  for  many 
years ;  the  vivification  of  the  ov^, 
.from  which  the  infech  occafioning 
the  fmut  in  corn,  and  the  info- 
foria  animalcula  obfervable  in  wa^ 
ter,  after  the  mactration  of  plants, 
probably  proceed,  may  be  eltcenied 
a  fimiUr  phacnomenon.  It  is  net 
yet  clearly  decided  amongjl  Natu- 
ralitis,  whether  the  fecJ^ofmuihi 
rooms,  of  muc  jrs,  and  of  the  whole 
clafs  of  fungi,  be  not  in  a  tepij, 
htjmid  ijiatrix  changed  into  veixQi. 
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cular  animals,  which  ]ofe  in  a  lit- 
tle time  their  power  of  fpontane- 
ous  morion,  coalefce  together*  and 
grow  up  into  thefe  very  fingular 
plants  :  the  quicknefs  of  their  in- 
creafe,  and  the  irrefiftible  force 
with  which  the  lead  mouldinefs 
propagates  itfelf,  and  deftroys  the 
lexture  of  the  bodies  upon  which 
sc  fixes,  feem  to  point  towards  an 
animal  nature. 

'  Different  vegetables  require 
different  foils,  as  different  animals 
do  different  food  for  their  fupport 
and  well  being:  aquatics  pine 
away  in  dry  fandy  grounds,  and 
plants  which  love  rocks  and  bar- 
ren fitnations,  where  they  imbibe 
their  chief  nutriment  from  the  air, 
become  difeafed  and  putrid  in  rich 
bogs  and  fwamps. 

«  There  are  aquatic  animals 
which  become  immoveable  and 
lifelefs,  when  the  rivulets  in  which 
they  fabfifted  happen  to  be  dried 
Bp,  but  which  recover  their  life 
and  loco-motive  powers  upon  the 
defcent  of  rain:  in  this  circum- 
flance  they  are  analogous  to  the 
dafs  of  mofTes  among  vegetables, 
which  though  they  appear  to  be 
dried  up,  and  rrady  to  crumble 
into  daft  during  the  heats  of  fum- 
mer,  yet  recover  their  verdure  and 
▼egetable  life  in  winter,  or  upon 
being  put  into  a  humid  foil. 

*  Trembly,  Bonnet,  and  Spal. 
lanzani,  have  vaflly  amplified  our 
views  of  nature;  they  havedifco- 
vered  to  us  divers  fpecies  of  ani- 
malf,  which  may  be  cut  into  a 
variety  of  pieces  without  lofing 
their  aninnal  life,  each  piece  grow- 
ing up  into  a  perfcA  animal  of 
the  fame  kind  :  the  multiplication 
of  ve;:.etablcs  by  the  planting  of 
branches,  fuckers,  or  joints  of 
lootv,  is  a  fimiUr  cffc^.    The  rc- 


produftioB  of  the  legs  of  tnyAh 
lobfters,  crabs,  of  the  boms  and 
heads  of  fnails,  legs  of  lixards, 
of  the  bony  legs  and  tails  of  la« 
laroanders,  when  by  accident  or 
defign  they  have  been  deprifcd  of 
them  ;  and  the  great  difference  in 
the  time  of  the  reprodoAion,  ac* 
cording  to  the  feafon  of  the  yesr 
in  which  the  limb  is  loft,  are  won* 
ders  in  the  animal  kingdom,  bit 
wholly  analogous  to  the  repaUali- 
tion  of  trees  after  lopping. 

*  All  plants,  except  thofe  of  the 
clafTes  Monoecia  and  DicBcia,  aif 
hermaphrodites;  that  is,  they 
have  the  male  and  female  organs 
of  generation  within  the  fame  ea* 
palement.  Shell-fifii,  and  fuch  other 
animals  as  refemble  vegeubles  in 
not  being  able  to  move  iar  ta 
(earch  of  mates,  with  which  they 
might  propagate  their  kind,  are 
hermaphrodites  alfo :  Reaomar 
hath  proved  that  vine-fretten  da 
not  want  an  nnion  of  fexes  for  the 
multiplication  of  their  kind. 

*  From  the  conjunAion  of  ani- 
mals of  different  fpecies  are  pro* 
duced  hy brides,  which  in  many 
cafes  cannot  propagate.  BotaniAs 
have  tried  the  experiment,  and  by 
foccundating  female  flowers  with 
the  male  dud  of  another  fpecies, 
have  produced  hybridous  plants, 
of  an  intermediate  fliape,  the  feeds 
of  which  are  barren  and  effete. 

*  Trees  (bed  their  leaves  as  birds 
do  their  feathers,  and  hirfate  ani- 
mals their  hair.  .  At  particolar 
feafons  the  juices  of  vegetables 
move  with  fulnefs  and  vigour |  at 
others  they  arc  lefs  plentiful^  and 
fecm  to  ftagnate ;  and  in  this  they 
refemble  dormice,  bats,  frogs,  and 
numberlffs  other  animals  of  cold 
biood,  which  lie  torpid  and  def* 
titutc  of  every  lign  of  life  during 
9  the

germination  and  matnration  of  dif« 
ferent  feeds.  By  the  influence  of 
heat  and  cold,  abundance  and 
fcarcity  of  nourifliment,  the  fea- 
fons  of  propagating  may  be  fome- 
what  accelerated  or  retarded  'ia 
animals  as  well  as  in  vegetables: 
the  effcdl§  of  a  cold  ungenial  fpring 
are  as  remarkable  in  the  retards* 
tion  of  the  procreative  intercourfet 
of  birds  and  beafts,  as  in  the  ftop- 
page  of  the  leafing  of  tFees,  or  the 
flowering  of  fhrubs.  In  a  word^ 
there  are  fo  many  circomftancet 
in  which  the  anatomy  and  phyfio- 
logy  of  fome  plants  agree  with 
thofe  of  fome  animals,  that  few,  I 
believe,  can  be  mentioned  in  which 
they  difagree.* 

Differenee  het'wetm  Ancient  tmd  Mq- 
dtrn  Aftronomj  \  from  tbi  Hae- 
tiana  of  the  ftlcbrattd  Bijhop  tf 
Avranche.  Fr^m  tbt  GimtUmMifs 
Mmgaxine. 

ANCIENT  aftronomy  was 
fo  defective,  that  the  moderns 
are  very  excufable  for  having  but 
little  ftudied  it:  It  is  ceruin,  that 
to  underlland  ancient  authon,  the 
knowledge  of  it  ii  neceflfary.  Of  the 
IT  jderns,  Scaliger  has  cultivated  it 
the  moft,  and  he  wai  h  pleafed 
with  the  progrefs  that  he  tnooghc 
he  had  made  in  tr,  that  he  confl- 
dered  as  his  mafter-piece  in  thit 
way,  his  Obfervations  on  the  Poet 
Manilius,  where  he  has  conde« 
fcendingly  difplayed  the  lights 
which  he  had  acquired  in  this  fd- 
cnce  by  a  long  ftudy.  But  his  an- 
govcrnahle  genius,  full  of  confi- 
dence and  prefumption,  has  hur* 
ricd  him  intoa  multitude  of  errors, 
as  I  have  proved  in  my  Remarks 
on  the  fame  Manilius,  and  on  his 
Commemary.     Without  entering 

inie 
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into  the  detail  of  m^nf  qaeftions 
CO  which  the  new  aftronomy  has 
departed  from  the  old»  i  will  only 
fuperficially  expofe  here  feveral  ca- 
pital differences  in  their  method  of 
iludying  afirODoroy*  and  in  their 
principleik 

In  regard  to  the  obfervationi  of 
the  (lars»  I  learn  from  a  paiTagc  * 
of  SimpliciMS,  that  Ariftotle  re- 
commended it  to  his  difciples  to 
follow  the  mod  recent  obfervationt, 
as  being  much  more  certain  than 
thofe  of  the  ancients,  which  did 
jDOt  exaAly  agree  with  the  pheno- 
mena; «^  Becaufe/'  fays  he,  <'  Ca- 
^  Iitthene;»  a  difciple  of  Ariftotle, 
^  hjd  not  then  fent  from  Babylon 
**  into  Greece  the  obfervations 
**  made  for  more  than  1900  years 
"  before  Alexander,  according  to 
•<  the  calculation  of  Porphyry." 
In  fad,  the  Chaldean*,  according 
to  the  common  opinion,  are  the 
moft  ancient  obfervers  that  are 
known,  having  been  invited  to 
chat  noble  fludy  by  the  fituation  of 
the  vafl  and  level  plains  which  they 
inhabited.  The  Egyptians,  for  the 
fjmercafon,  were  induced  to  imi- 
tate them.  Macrobius  f ,  nevcr- 
thclefs,  makes  them  the  £r(t  ob- 
i'crvcrs  of  the  heavens,  and  gives 
the  particulars  of  an  artifice  which 
they  employed  to  attain  an  exacl 
divilion  of  the  Zodiac.  But  the 
Pnocnicians  were  urged  to  it  by  (he 
KeceHliy  of  navigation  and  traffic. 
In  the  time  of  the  Judges  of  Ifrael, 
they  had  ereded  in  Paledine  fome 
heliotropes,  aflronomicnl  pillar;, 
or  dials,  which  (hewed  the  motions 
gi  the  fun.  That  of  King  Ahaz 
^  a  froof  thai   the  Hebrews  did 


not  negleft  the  knowledge  of  tkt 
heavenly  motions ;     and  I  kavt     j 
fhewn,  in  another  workt  thai  thoic     I 
pillars,  which  Jofephos  fflentioBf,     | 
and  whofetonftruAioil  he  afcrihrs 
to  the  defcendants  of  Setb,  mtn 
rather  aftronomical  tables,  eagrar* 
ed  by  the  ancient  Caoaaneans  oa 
thofe  pillars.     It  it  probable,  that 
thofe  change!  in  the  fuo,  which 
Homer  tells  as  (in  the  Odyfty) 
were  obfenred  in  the  ifle  of  Syria, 
were  by  a  heliotrope  made  by  the 
Phoenicians,  abd  which  the  iaicr* 
preters  pretend  to  have  been  ereCU 
ed  to  mark  the  folflices>  which  vai 
afterwards  renewed,  or  lepaired, 
or  perfected  by  Pherecydcs.    Per* 
haps  another  was  made  vOrc  eii& 
in  which  the  folftices  were  marked 
by  the  ihadow  of  a  flyle.     The 
Greeks,   inftru£M    in  nftronoay 
by  the  Egyptians  and  Phoeniciaii» 
cultivated  it  in  focceeding  linwti 
and  after  Thales  and  his  ^cccftn 
on  one  fide,  and  Pythamaa  oa 
the  other,   it  made  conlderabk 
progrefs  fucceflively  down  to  PloSe» 
my,  who  fnrpafled  in   that  fcieace 
the  diligence  of  thofe  who  preced- 
ed  him  :    The  Arabs  corremd  hu 
obfervations ;  King  Alpbcnfo  (of 
Cadile)     correded   thofe  of  the 
Arabs,  and  at  length  the  Rodol- 
phine  Tables  of  kepler,  fooodcd 
on    the  obfervations    of   Tycho* 
carried  the  exaAnefs  of  that  know- 
ledge farther  than  ever.      Thefe 
obfervations   of  Tycho,  and   the 
wonderful   inftruments  which   he 
employed  to  make  them,  have,  it 
may  be  faid,  renewed  ailronony* 
Not  that  the  Arabs  fpared  irooble 
and  expcnce  to  know  the  heavealf

inouoDS ; 
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SotioDs ;  of  thii  we  may  judge  by 
at  infiramcnt  which  Albategniot 
employed,  who  lived  800  years 
mfrOy  the  alhidade  or  indrx  of 
which  inftrument  was  ceo  ells  in 
length. 

The  fpheres  which  the  ancients 
nicd  to  leprefent  the  heavens,  were 
wtry  diffrrent  from  ours.  They 
had  armillary  fpheres,  but  made 
in  their  own  manner.  Some  of 
them  were  made  cf  *  reeds,  to  re- 
prefent  the  circles.  That  of  Ar- 
chimedes, which  was  fo  celebrated, 
difplayed  his  flcill  in  mechanics 
much  more  than  in  aftronomy. ' 
It  was  formed  of  brafs  circles,  and 
of  holbw  globes  of  gU(»,  which 
were  moved  by  pneumatic  fprings, 
asd  reprcfented  the  heavenly  mo- 
tions f .  Clandian  %  obferves,  that 
thofe  glafs  fpheres,  apparently 
made  in  imitation  of  that  of  Ar* 
chimedes,  were  in  nfe  in  his  time. 
The  fame  efFeds  which  were  ad- 
flsircd  in  thofe  fpheres,  have  been 
imitated  in  our  days  more  than 
once  by  other  artificers  no  lefs  in- 
gCDioiM,  and  produced  by  a  know. 
bdge  no  lefs  profound  of  ailronomy 
ana  mechanics. 

The  divifion  of  the  heavenly 
circles  has  fncceffively  received  Ta* 
jioos  improvements.  The  moll 
ancient  is  that  of  the  Zodiac.  The 
twelve  figns  made  the  firft  divifion 
of  it.  The  365  days,  of  which 
the  year  was  compofed,  and  which 


the  fun  took  op  in  traveriing  the 
heavens,  naturally  led  theobfervers 
to  the  divifion  of  that  circle  into 
360  degrees.  It  is  thus  mentioned 
by  Pliny,  I.  2.  c.  viii.  Cerium  eft 
Solis  meat  mm  effe  partium  qui  Jem  tn^ 
centarum  /exagima,  Sei  ut  ohj'er'm 
^uatio  umbrarum  ejus  redeat  ad  noiasf 
fuinos  annis  diet  adjecit,  Juperque 
quart  am  partem  diet.  And  he  af* 
terwards  employs  (ch.  xv.)  the 
fame  divifion  of  the  Zodiac  into 
360  parts.  Manillas  (book  i.  vei^« 
667.)  applies  the  fame  divifion  to 
the  Zodiac,  and  he  gives  twcl/e 
of  thofe  degrees  to  thr  breadth  of 
the  Zodiac,  which  the  moderns 
have  extended  to  fi xteen.  This 
divifion  into  360  degrees  was  ac 
firll  confinrd  to  the  Zodiac,  of 
which  the  fun  feemed  to  be  the 
firft  author;  but  the  other  great 
circles,  and  principally  the  Equa-^ 
tor,  were  generally  divided  into 
fixty  degrees;  and  no  other  divifion 
was  ufed  before  Eudoxus,  who  was 
the  difctple  of  Plato.  They  rec- 
koned ^  four  of  thefe  degrees  from 
ttie  Equator  to  the  Tropic,  and 
fifteen  to  the  Pole.  The  ancienta 
had  alfo  other  divifions.  The/ 
called  the  figns  of  the  Zodiac  Do. 
decatemories,  that  is  to  fay,  twelfth 
parts :  and  they  divided  each  of 
thefe  twelfth  parts,  or  Dodecate- 
mories,  into  twelve  other  JDode* 
cfltemorie?,  each  of  which  con* 
tained  two  degrees  attd  a  half,  of

§  Strabo,  book  a. 
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tbenatnber  of  thirty  which  each 
fign  occupied*  or  five  half  degrees  ; 
to  each  of  which  they  alfo  *  gave 
the  name  of  Dodecacemories.  Ma- 
nilius  has  remarked  thefe  three 
forts  of  Dodecacemories ;  but  the 
nodern&have  either  not  obferved, 
or  neglected  them,  I  find,  how- 
ever, in  a  padage  of  Sextus  Em- 
piricus,  (Adv.  Math .  p.  1 1 1.  AB.) 
who  lived  under  Marcus  Aurelius, 
that  at  that  timi*  each  of  the  360 
degrees  of  the  Zodiac  was  divid- 
ed into  fixty  minu:es.  Eufcbius 
quotes  in  his  Evangelical  Prepara* 
tions,  b.  6.  ch.  vii.  a  large  frag- 
ment of  the  Commeocaries  of  Ori- 
gen  on  GeneGs,  by  which  it  ap- 
pears»  that  in  his  time  the  Ailr). 
logers,  defiring  to  cad  the  nativi- 
tiej  of  children,  not  only  fought 
what  fign  was  afcendine»  bat  alfo 
what  part  of  the  numoer  of  the 
lixty  parts  into  which  the  fign  was 
divided;  and  that  carrying  their 
enquiry  and  precifion  flill  farther, 
and  dividing  each  of  thefe  parts 
into  fixty  others,  they  examined 
which  of  thefe  hundred  and  Hxty 
loft  parts  was  :ifc-*nding  ;  and  ih:it 
ihey  ufed  the  fame  diiioence  in 
the  obfcrvarioas  which  they  made 
of  the  courfe  of  the  planets.  The 
divifions  and  fubdivitions  of  thofe 
motions  were  pradlifcd  in  the  time 
of  Ammianus  Mircelltnu>,  and  he 
flyles  (b.  20.  ch.  xxx.)  parts  of 
parts  ihat  weilylc  minutes.  This 
ihews  th.it  the  cxa<llncfs  and  ca- 
riofity  of  the  moderns  have  not  in 
that  furpail'cd  thofe  of  the  anci- 
ents. 

/ITie  poftures  wSich  have  been 
given  10  the  corilif!Jation«>  un  the 
artificial  globes,  were  another  oc- 
caiion  of  diffcience  between   the 


oIJ    and    new   iftronomerf*     For 
when  they  would  reprefent  on  ihe 
globe  what  they  had  feen  10  the 
heavens,  they  marked  on  the  con- 
vex  furface  of   the  globe    whit 
they  faw  in  the  concave  faceofcte 
heavens  ;  fo  that  if  a  contellatioa 
appeared  to  them  in  ihe  heavcai. 
With  the  face  turned  towards  then, 
that  15,  towards  the  earth  and  to. 
wards  the  centre  of  the  heareoff« 
as,  for  inftance,   that  of  Afldro- 
mi-da,  or  of  Aquarius,  when  tbcy 
would  reprefent  it  on  the  ariiiicid 
globe  as  they  had  feen  it,  that  ii| 
turned  towards  then,  this  fitaatioa 
waf  neceffarily   contrary  aod  op* 
pofite  to  that  which  it  has  in  thi 
heavens :  for  it  muft  be  reverfedi 
and  as  it  were  lying  oa  the  back  aod 
looking  op  and  above  it ;  whereaii 
in  the  heavens,  it  looks  down  ai4 
below  it.     Thus  the  face  of  the 
artificial  globe  was,  properly  fpeak- 
ing,  the  wrong  fide  of  the  face  of 
the   heavens.       Hence    enfiied  a 
ilrange  confufion  in  the  conftnc- 
tinn  of  artificial  globes  ;  for  th^t 
which  was  on  the  right  in  the  hea- 
vens was  found  on  ihe  left  in  the 
globe.     This  occafioned  two  dif- 
ferent fi.*As  among  theaftronomers. 
Tne  one  was  that  of  Theon,  which 
would  have  theconllellaiionsdravn 
with  their  backs  turned   lowardi 
us  in  order  to  (hew  that  the  fort 
part  of  their  bodies  was  that  which 
appears  to  us  in  the  concave  face 
of  the   heavens.      The  other  feA 
was  that   of  Hippirchos,  which, 
on  the  contrary,  woali  have  then 
drawn  with  the  infide  of  the  body 
torned    towards    thofe    who  view 
them  on  the  globe,  unlefs  there  is 
fomething   on    the    oppofite   Adt 
which  deferves  to  be  marked  there.

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*rhat  is  to  fay,  Hipparchus  would 
have  the  conllellations  reprefented 
on  the  outward  furface  as  they  ap- 
pear to  our  eyes,  being  viewed 
from  the  earth :  and  Theon  would 
hav^  them  reprefented  as  they 
would  have  appeared  to  the  ey^s 
of  thofe  who  had  viewed  them 
through  the  outiide  of  the  globe, 
if  that  globe  had  been  tranf- 
parent. 

Befides  this  confufion,  time  alfb 
has  disfigured  thofe  conftellationtv 
mnd  the  moderns  have  not  exprefled 
the  ancient  figures.  I  will  here 
nieation  fome  of  them^  which  may 
feivt  as  a  fpecinien.  The  Ram 
f  Aries  J  is  now  reprefented  on  the 

f  lobes  lying  down  and  looking  be- 
ind    him.     The   ancients   repre- 
fented him    running,    and  looking 
towards  the  weil,  that  is,   before 
him.     The  Balance  (Libra)  is  re- 
prefented with  its  two  Scales,  red- 
ing only  on  the  earth.     Manilius 
adds  to  it  a  man  who  fupports  it, 
mnd  holds  it  in  a^ion :  Humana  eft 
ykcies  Libntt    fays   he.      I'he  old 
Almanacks    made  it  be  fupported 
by  the  Virgin  :  but  that  employ- 
ment  was  delegated   to   Augullus 
by  the  flatterers  of  his  time.    The 
Egyptians  afcribed   it   to  a  man, 
who,  fupporting  the  balance  with 
his  right   hand,   held  in  his   left 
m    perch    or    Surveyor's  meafure. 
*rhe  7w/«/  (Gemini)  were  formerly 
reprefented,  as  two  boys  embrac- 
ing each  other.     The  Lacedzmo- 
Aians  drew  them  fore-fhortened  in 
two  parallel  lines,  joined  together 
by  two  other  crofs  lines*  as  they 
mre  dill  reprefented  at  this  time. 
Thev  called   this  iign  ^oxavoi,    a 
word  derived,  as  I  lUppofc,  from 


^oKo?,    which   fignifies  a  beam  or 
rafter  ;  for,  in  fadl,  it  is  two  beams 
joined  by  two  crofs  beams.  A  beam 
is  ililed  in  Latin  trabs,  And  as  ^gkob- 
»ov  is  derived  from  ^xo(,  irabale  is 
derived  from  trabs^  from  whence,  as 
I  conjeAure,  proceeds  the  word  tra-- 
vail  (ira*ui/e,)  which   in  its  pro- 
per fignification,  denotes  that  ma^ 
chine    in   which   Farriers    confine 
mettlefome  and  vicious  horfes    in 
order  to  (hoe  them.     And  indeed 
this  machine  reprefents  the  figure 
which   ferves   to  mark   the  twins* 
It  is  pretended,    that  thefe  twins 
are  Caftor  and  Pollux:  others  will 
have  them  to  be  Apollo  and  Her- 
cules ;  and  they  fiill   retain  thofe 
names  in  the  fphere  of  the  Arab^; 
who  took  them  from  the  Egyptians. 
Pliny   (b.   18.    chap,  xxix.)    does 
not  diflemble    that    the    ancients 
confounded    the    iituation   of  the 
con ftellat ions    of   the  great    Do^, 
and  the  /itt/e  Dog,     They  gave  the 
name  of  the  Dog  and  of  Sirius  to 
the  conftellation  of  the  great  Dog, 
and  to  that    bright  flar  which  he 
has  in  his  mouth.     They  alfo  gave 
the  name  of  Canicula  to  the  great 
and  the  little  Dog,     The  conllella- 
tion  of  Orion  was  called  JtrguU  by 
the  ancients,  on  account  of  three 
flars    which    they    placed  on    his 
neck*     Manilius  *  and  all  the  mo- 
derns place  them  on  his  face.     la 
fliort,  to  (hew  at  once  the  dilFerence 
between  the  ancient  fphere  and  the 
modern,  it  is  fufficii:nt  to  fay,  that 
the  latter  places  forty-eighc   con- 
llellations  in  the  heavens,   and  the 
ancient    had   only  thirty-five,     sn 
Martiantis  Capella    has    cxpref-ly 
(hewn,  book  8. 

But  the  changes  which  time  is

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accuftomed  to  introduce  in  human 
fciences,  are  not  to  be  compared 
with  thofc  which  the  i\rabs  mtro- 
doced  in  aftronomy,  when  they 
would  adopt  it  to  their  religion. 
They  would  have  thought  them- 
felves  guilty  of  idola;ry»  if  they 
})ad  placed,  and,  as  it  were,  con- 
fecrated  human  figures  in  the  hea- 
Tens.  They  therefore  put  two 
Peacocks  in  the  place  of /i6^  Totve/, 
B  iheaf  of  corn  in  (lead  of  the  Fir- 
giftt  a  quiver  in  the  place  of  Sa- 
gittarius,  a  Mute  loaded  with  pan- 
ijiers  in  that  of  Aquarius,  a  Sea- 
cow  in  that  of  Andromeda,  and 
io  on. 

Allronomers  have  no  lefs  vatied 
in  fixing  the  points  of  the  Solfiiccs 
find  the  Equinoxes.  Some  have 
placed  them  in  the  firll  degree  of 
,  Cancer,  and  in  that  of  Capricorn  ; 
in  the  firfl  degree  of  Aries,  and  in 
that  of  Libra  ;  others  in  the  eighth 
degrees  of  thofe  figns,  others  in 
the  tenth,  others  in  the  twelfth, 
apd  fome  in  the  fifteenth,  which 
is  afcribed  to  Kudoxus.  Others 
enlarged  the  fpace  in  which  they 
placed  the  tropical  points  into  the 
whole  extent  oT  thofc  figns.  M«i- 
niiius  bears  uitnefs  of  thcfe  varia- 
tions at  the  end  of  his  third  book. 
Neverthelefs,  th-i  opinion  of  thofe 
who  placed  them  in  the  eighth  de- 
grees of  thofe  iigns  has  prevailed  ; 
and  it  fecms  to  defcivc  th;it  p>c- 
ference  by  its  antiquity,  an.d  by 
the  authority  of  Aoaxiniandcr, 
who  appears  to  have  been  tho  in- 
ventor of  it.  And  hence  it  follow?, 
that  in  the  calendar  refurnicd  by 
Julius  Ccufar,  the  firll  days  of  the 
months  fall  in  the  eighth  parts  of 
the  fiffns  of  the  Zodiac,  accorJinir 
to  the  ancient  allronomy,  to  v^hich 
Geminus  refcib  alfo  the  opinion  of 
th'jfe  v\ho   exicudtu    i!:j    ^wlllicts 


and  the  Equinoxes  through  tk 
whole  length  of  the  tropical  figDs. 
The  variation  was  ftiil  greateii 
when  the  beginning  of  fphag  vai 
to  be  fixed.  Some  had  regard  n 
the  degree  which  the  fun  occnpied 
in  Aries,  when  the  weft  wind  be- 
gins to  blow,  or  to  the  firfl  fliglu 
of  the  fwallows.  Others  placed  the 
beginning  of  fpring  ibme  dan  af- 
ter  thofe  marks.  The  blowi'og  of 
the  well  wind,  the  flight  of  de 
f^vallows,  the  return  of  i^nvLi,  ik 
entrance  of  the  fun  into  Aries,  vtL 
the  Equinox,  arc  ei-en  remarkd 
io  ancient  authors  as  diflind  £pOi 
chas. 

Adronomers  were  no  better  t- 
greed  as  to  the  Situation  and  order 
of  the  planets.  Plutarch,  is  h 
fecond  book  <5f  the  Dogmas  of  ik 
Philofbphcrs,  has  a  chapter  oo  dii 
variation-  He  fays,  that  Pl» 
made  the  Sun  and  the  Kioos  tie 
lowefl  of  the  planets  ;  then  Anui- 
mander,  on  the  contrary,  asi 
others  after  him,  placed  then  ia 
the  highcil  lark.  The  autbcr  d 
the  book  De  Mundo,  wLich  bean 
the  name  of  Ariilotlc.  places  Mer- 
cury  immediately  below  Min, 
Venub  afterwards,  and  at  lafi  ux 
Sun  and  Moon  ;  and  fome  cihen 
have  placed  Mercury  below  Ve. 
nus. 


Thoughts  on  i^tacks  of  all  Detsmi- 
nations  ;  l>y  /»/,..  Voltaire. 

PHYSlCrANS  lire  in  great 
cities;  there  arc  few  of ii]cm 
in  the  country.  The  realbn  d 
this  IS  obvious.  In  great  citiej 
there  are  rich  patients  ;  and  amoaj 
tae<e,  debauchery,  ihc  p'eafurcj  cf 
the  table,  and  the  gratification  cr 
the  pafiions,  give  rife  to  a  varLtv 
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of  difeafes.  Dumoulin,  not  the  law- 
yerg  bat  the  phyfician,  who  was  a 
no  lefs  famous  practitioner,  ob- 
ferved  at  his  death,  *'  That  he  left 
behind  him  two  great  phyficians, 
regimen,  and  river  water." 

Jn  IJ2$9  one  Villars  told  his 
frieods,  in  confidence,  that  his  un- 
cle, who  had  lived  almod  an  hun- 
dred years,  and  who  died  only  by 
accident,  had  left  him  a  certain 
preparation,  which  had  the  virtue 
CO  prolong  a  man's  life  to  an  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years,  if  he  iived 
with  fobricty.  When  he  happened 
to  obferve  the  proceHlon  of  a  fu- 
neral, he  (hrugged  up  his  (houlders 
in  pity ;  If  the  deccafed,  faid  he, 
had  taken  my  medicine,  he  would 
not  be  where  he  is.  His  friends, 
mmong  whom  he  dillribuccd  it 
generoufiy,  obferving  the  condi- 
tion reqaircd,  found  its  utility,  and 
extolled  it.  He  was  thence  en- 
couraged to  fell  it  at  a  crown  the 
bottle  ;  and  the  fale  was  prodigious. 
It  was  no  more  than  the  water  of 
the  Seine,  mixed  with  a  little  nitre. 
TKofe  who  made  ufe  of  it,  and 
were  attentive,  at  the  fame  time, 
to  regimen,  or  who  were  happy  in 
good  coniUtutions,  foon  recovered 
their  ufual  health.  To  others,  he 
obferved,  "  It  is  your  own  fault  if 
you  be  not  perfedlly  cured  ;  you 
have  been  intemperate  and  incon- 
tinent s  renounce  thefe  vices,  and, 
believe  me,  you  will  live  at  Icalfc 
an  hundred  and  Cihy  years."  Some 
of  them  took  his  advice  ;  and  his 
wealth  grew  with  his  repi*tation. 
The  Abbe  Pons  extolled  this 
quack,  and  gave  him  the  prefer- 
ence to  the  Marifchal  dc  Villars : 
«*  the  latter,"  faid  he,  «•  kills 
men ;  the  former  prolongs  their 
exigence." 

Jlt    length   it  was    difcovered 


that  Villar's  medicine  was  com- 
pofed  chiefly  of  river  water.  Hit 
pradice  was  now  at  an  end.  Men 
had  recourfe  to  other  quacks. 

Villars  was  certainly  of  no  dif- 
fervice  to  his  patients,  and  can  only 
be  reproached  with  felling  the  wa- 
ter of  the  Seine  at  too  high  a  price. 
He  excited  men  to  temperance,  and 
in  this  refpecl  was  infinitely  fupe- 
rior  to  the  apothecary  Arnoup,  who 
filled  Europe  with  his  nolirums 
for  the  apoplexy,  without  recom- 
mending the  pradlice  of  any  one 
virtue. 

I  knew  at  London  a  phyfician» 
of  the  name  of  Brown,  who  hid 
pradlifed  at  Barbadoes.  He  had 
a  fug ar- work  and  negroes  ;  and 
having  been  robbed  of  a  confider- 
able  fum,  he  callsd  together  his 
flaves.  ••  My  friends,"  fiiid  he, 
•'  the  great  ferpent  appeared  to 
mc  during  the  night,*  and  told  me^ 
that  the  perfon  who  fiole  my 
money  (hould,  at  this  inftant,  have 
a  parrot's  feather  at  the  point  of  his 
noi'c."  The  thief  immediate!/ 
put  his  hand  to  his  nofe.  <*  Ic 
is  you,"  cried  the  mailer,  "  that 
robbed  me;  the  great  ferpent  has 
ju(l  now  told  me  fo."  By  this  me- 
thod the  phyfician  recovered  his 
money.  This  piece  of  quackery- 
is  not  to  be  condemned;  but,  in 
order  to  pradife  it,  one  muft  have 
to  do  with  negroes. 

Scipio,  the  firfl  Africanus,  a 
man  in  other  refpe^^s  (o  different 
from  Dr.  Brown,  perfuadcd  his 
foliiicrs  that  he  was  directed  and 
infpircd  by  the  gods.  This  piece 
of  traud  h^.d  been  long  and  fuc- 
ccfsfully  pradifcd.  Can  v^e  blame 
Sci;:io  for  having  recourfe  to  it  ? 
Thjre  is  not,  pjrhaps,  a  perfoa 
who  docs  greater  honour  to  the 
Roman  republic ;  but  how  came  it» 

N  2  let 
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let  me  afk,  that  the  gods  infpired 
him  not  to  give  in  his  accounts  ? 

Numa  aStfd  better.  He  had  a 
hand  of  robbers  to  civilize,  and  a 
ienate  that  conflituted  the  moil  in- 
tradable  part  of  ihero.  Had  he 
propofed  bis  laws  to  the  affembled 
tribes^  he  would  have  met  with  a 
thoufand  dilficnities  from  the  af* 
faSins  of  his  predeceflbr.  He 
adopted  a  different  method.  He 
addrelTed  himfelf  to  the  goddefs 
Egeria,  who  gave  him  a  code, 
fandified  with  divine  authority. 
What  was  the  confequence  ?  He 
was  fubmitced  to  without  oppoii- 
tioD»  and  reigned  happily.  His 
intentions  were  admirable,  and  his 
quackery  had   in  view  the  public 

food ;  but  if  one  of  his  enemies 
ad  difclofed  his  artifice,  and  faid, 
*'  let  us  paniih  an  impoftor.  who 
prollitutes  the  name  of  the  gods  to 
deceive  mankind,*'  he  would  have 
undergone  the  fate  of  Romulus. 

It  is  probable,  that  Numa  con- 
certed his  meafures  with  great  pru- 
dence, and  deceived  the  Romans, 
with  a  view  to  their  advantage, 
with  an  addrefs,  fuited  to  the  time, 
the  place,  and  the  genius  ot'  that 
people. 

Mahomet  was  twenty  times  on 
the  point  of  mifcarrying  ;  but,  at 
length,  he  fucceeded  with  the  in- 
habitants of  Medina,  r^nd  was  be- 
lieved to  be  the  in :i male  friend  of 
the  angel  Gabriel.  At  prefent, 
fhould  any  one  announce  himfelf 
at  Conflaniinople  to  be  the  fa- 
vourite of  the  angfl  Raphael,  who 
is  -^uperior  in  dignity  to  Gabriel, 
and  infili  chat  they  mull  believe  in 
him  alone,  he  would  be  impaled 
alive.  Q^iacks  ihould  know  how 
to  time  tneir  impoliures. 

Was  there  not  fomewhat  of  de- 
ceit in  Socrates,  with  hi|  iamiliar 


Demon,  and  the  precife  di 
tion  of  the  oracle*  whicl 
claimed  him  the  wifeft  of 
it  is  ridiculous  in  Rollin  u 
in  his  hiftory,  on  the  fina 
this  oracle.  Why  does  he  i 
form  his  readera,  that  it  wis 
a  piece  of  quackery  i  Socrai 
unfortunate  as  to*  the  time 
appearance.  An  hundred 
fooner  he  might  have  go 
Athens. 

The  leaders  of  philof^ 
fe£ls  have  all  of  them  beei 
tured  with  quackery.  Bt 
greateft  of  all  quacks  an 
who  have  afpired  to  power, 
formidable  a  qaack  was 
well !  He  appeared  precifel] 
time  when  he  could  have  fi 
ed.  Under  Elizabeth  he 
have  been  hanged  ;  under  i 
lU  he  would  have  been  ma 
of  ridicule.  He  came  atH 
when  the  Englifh  were  di 
with  Kings ;  and  his  fon,  at 
when  they  were  difgufted  wi 
tcflors.

'  You  rejed  the  chimerical  in- 
nate ideas  of  Dcs  Cartes ;  I  rejed 
them  too:  You  don't  even  fpare 
the  great  Nrwton:  I  allow  with 
you,  that  Newton  was  not  fo  good 
a  metaphyfician  as  he  wus  a  geo- 
metrician;  but,  if  his  drfinitioQ 
of  God  is  obfcure,  it  is  not  con- 
tradi^ory.  There  appears  to  me, 
however,  a  raanifefl  contradidioa 
in  fuppofing  a  mafs  of  matter  re- 
gularly moved  without  a  mover; 
bedowing  intelligence  upon  itftlf 
in  man,  and  withholding  it  in  a 
fione ;  eflabliOiing  relations  and 
connedlions  through  the  whole  of 
its  works  without  any  end  or  de- 
sign ;  labouring  blindly  with  the 
moil  fubiime  indudry.  In  a  word, 
you  combat  what  is  obfcore  in  the 
wriiings  of  Newton  and  Clarke, 
but  you  dare  not  attack  what  is 
clqar. 

'  As  to  the  common  difficul- 
ties— why  fuch  a  quantity  of  evil, 
why  fo  many  monfters,  &c.  ?  Were 
there  a  thoufand  times  as  many, 
I  can  never  give  up  this  point, 
'  the  heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
God.*  All  the  efforts  of  your  ge- 
nius will  never  prove  chat  there  is 
no  God:  All  thai  you  have 
proved  is,  that  divines  have  fome- 
times  reafoned  wretchedly.

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ninable  prieft,  who  (hall  dip  his 
ioipioos  hands  in  the  blood  of  his 
prince^  or,  at  the  age  of  feventy» 
fhall  (ign  the  ridiculous  excommuni- 
cation of  a  King  of  France,  &c.  See. 
But  God  preferve  us  likewife 
from  an  angry  and  barbarous  Ty- 
rant, who,  not  believing  in  God» 
is  a  god  to  hi.Tifelf;  who  ren- 
ders himfelf  unworthy  of  his  ex* 
ahed  flation,  by  trampling  opon 
the  facred  duties  of  it ;  who  facri- 
£ces  his  friends,  his  relations,  and 
his  fubjefts  to  his  anger  and  ambi- 
tion, without  any  remorfe.  Both 
thefe  tygers,  the  one  (horn,  and  the 
other  crowned,  are  equally  formi- 
dable; and  how  are  they  to  be 
checked  or  retrained  ? 

If  the  idea  of  a  God,  to  whom 
our  fouls  may  be  re- united,  has 
formed  a  Titus,  a  Trajan,. an  An- 
toninus, and  a  Marcus  Aurelius, 
fach  examples  are  fu(fi€ient  for  my 
caufe  ;  and  the  caufe  I  plead  is  that 
oF  all  mankind.*

hit er cure  de  la  Greece,  juft  pub- 
lijhed  at   Paris    in    a    Series   of 
Letters, 

YOU  a(k  me  if  the  Greeks  (lill 
love  their  country  ?  That  vir- 
tue is  ftill  theirs;  and notwithlland- 
ing  the  preicnt  ftate  of  Athens, 
Sparta,  Mytilcne,  and  Corinth,  the 
inhabitants  retain  the  moil  ardent 
affVdion  for  their  rcfpcdlivc  cities. 
That  fentimcnt,  which  nature  has 
written  <  n  the  hearts  of  mankind 
in  g«  nera{,  the  Greeks  have  culti- 
vated with  peculiar  care ;  and  it 
has  even  furvivcd  the  fair  monu- 
sneitts  of  their  former  glory« 


I  fpeak  not  hereof  that  Mind  at- 
tachment, that  coniMdioB  fbrmcd 
by  habit,'  Areogihcned  by  igno- 
rance, aadcon6rmed  by  the  tin  of 
property.  Barbarians  and  (avagcs 
love  nothing,  becaufe  they  know  ■•• 
thing  more  than  their  hots  aid 
hearths.  Even  among  civilisol 
nations  the  common  people  blindly 
follow  one  inilinAive  fentiment: 
but  men  of  enlightened  miodSfWho 
have  di(Hnd  ideas  of  their  iodini- 
tipns  and  their  duty,  are  attacked 
to  their  country  upon  diffcrctf 
principles. 

1  never  felt  more  ilrongly  the 
force  of  natural  eloquence,  tba 
when  I  heard  two  Greeks  difpodog 
on  the  pre-eminence  of  their  refpec* 
tive  countries. 

T  travelled  with  a  Tiniot,  who 
had  carried  on  a  maritime  com- 
merce more  than  twenty  years.  Ife 
left  his  ifland  to  go  to  Snynia, 
where  he  laid  oot  his  ffloo^y  in  nftr- 
chandize,  which  he  carried  to  Mar- 
feilles.

The  Greeks  were  not  lefs  attached 
to  their  1  'ws  than  to  their  country, 
fijliris  and  Spertis,  Lacedsmoniaos^ 
went  counigeoufly  to  Xerxci;,  and 
ofFereJ  him  their  lives  to  difcharge 
the  punilhment  their  fellow  citizens 
had  merited  tor  roaffacring  his 
heralds.  The  kinpr,  Ujuck  wiOi 
their  generoiity,  cfr'ered  them  the 
pard.>n  they  demanded  for  the 
Spartans,  on  this  conUuion,  that 
6  they 
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they  (koald  remain  upon  honoar- 
able  terms  at  his  court.  The  two 
Spartans  refUfed  this  advantageous 
offer,  faying,  that  they  could  not 
po'.libly  live  at  a  diftancc  from 
their  country,  and  under  foreign 
]aws.    Death  feemed  preferable  to 

thiit. 

A  ftranger  faid  one  day  to  Theo- 
pompas,  the  Lacedxmonian,  with- 
out doubt  from  a  defign  to  pay  hit 
court  to  him,  **  My  name  is  Phi- 
lolacon,*'  that  is,  a  lover  of  Sparta ; 
«*  I  wifh,"  faid  the  Spartan,  "  the 
love  of  your  own  country  had  in- 
duced you  to  take  your  furname 
from  it.  It  would  have  done  yoa 
more  honour  than  that  which  yoa 

affsa.'* 

It  i?  obfcrvable,  that  the  ancient, 
like  the  modern  Greeks,  adumed 
their  patronymies,  not  from  felfifh 
motives,  as  Theocritus  did  to  diftin- 
guidi  himfelf  from  another  poet,  to 
whom  he  was  much  fuperior,  but 
that  they  might  bear  a  name  which 
to  them  was  dearer  than  any  other. 
•«  I  am  Thyriis  of  iEtna,"  fays 
bneof  fhe  paftoral  poet's  (hepherds, 
wiih  great  complacency,  as  another 
Greek  would  have  faid,  I  am 
Dionyfius  of  *  HalicarnaiTus,  or  I 
am  Thales  of  Miletum. 

While  the  Greeks  thus  afTumed 
the  name  of  their  country,  they 
found  motives  to  do  honour  to  it  by 
their  virtues  or  their  talents,  and 
confequently  an  emulation  to  exert 
both.  •*  I  yield  to  no  man,"  fays 
Ajax ;  "  my  birth  and  my  educa- 
**  tion  at  Salamis  have  fufiicicntly 
••  formed  me  to  valour." 

Thefe  brave  people  looked  upon 
it  as  a  thing  impofTible  to  furvive 
the  ruin  of  their  country.  In  Ho- 
mer, to  ivhorn  we  muft  ncceffarily 
rctcr,  when  we  fpeak  of  the  man- 
ners and  cudoms  of  the   Greeks, 


Priam  is  able  to  fupport  hit  grief 
for  the  lofs-of  He^r,  but  unnoc 
furvive  the  dedrnOioQ  of  Tray. 
'*  May  the  Gods,'*  faid  be, «« feod 
*'  me  down  to  the  (hades,  before  I 
"  fee  my  city  deftroyed  by  tKe 
*•  Greeks."

Afhioiit  tbcy  feldom  give  enter- 
taiDm'ents,  except  at  their  villas  in 
Ae  coantry,  or  on  account  of  fome 
publick  feaft  It  is  on  thefe  occa- 
|k>Ds  that  they  delight  to  regale 
with  the  propriety  aqd  delicacy  of 
the  French ;  and  the  Milanefe^  of 
all  others*  do  this  with  the  greateft 
pagnificence. 

The  firft  of  Angnft,  called  •  /Vr- 
ragofte,  is  amongil  them  a  day  of 
feiiivity  and  good  living.  They 
then  vifit,  compliment,  fend  pre- 
fents  to  each  other,  and  treat  their 
relations,  friends,  and  domeflicks. 

From  a  natural  inclination  to 
Ibbriety,  drunkennefs  is  lefs  com- 
mon among  the  Italians,  than  their 
neighbours,  altho*  this  vice  has 
become  more  frequent,  fmce  the 
confiderable  augmentation  of  the 
vineyards  of  Lombardy.  But 
among  the  nobility,  and  men  of 
education,  d/unkennefs  is  gene- 
ral )y  looked  upon  as  a  (hameful 
cxcefs,  which  will  admit  of  no  ex- 
cufe  for  the  difordcrs  ic  occafions. 

In  general,  the  Italians  are  in- 
duftrious,  and  frequently  eurich 
themfelves  by  commerce.  1  he 
territory  of  Bergamo  produces  the 
greateft  numbers  o^  merchants,  who 
iii«tk»  their  fortunes  ac  V'enice. 
Ihcrc  arc  therefore  many  wcll- 
ellabliflieJ  families  in  this  lalU 
sne.iiioncd    place,    as  well    as    at 


Genoa  and  Florence.  The  plenty 
and  riches  that  reigo  there*  are 
certainly  owing  to  their  laws* 
which  permit  both  wholeUle  and 
retail  dealers  to  traffic  freely  ;  but 
the  prouder  inhabitants  of  ibne 
other  cities  defpife  this  advantage. 

luly  comprehends  a  propor* 
tionate  diverfity  of  plains  and 
mountains,  more  or  lefs  fertile. 
I'he  inhabitants  of  the  rich  and 
extenfive  fields,  make  themfelves 
eafy  in  the  fruitfalneis  of  their 
lands,  and  are  more  indolent  thaa 
thofe  who  live  on  the  hills.  The 
coafts  are  well  cultivated*  and  pro- 
duce an  abundance. 

One  cannot  travel  two  Yeagnti 
in  Italy,  without  meeting  with  ioe 
cities  or    large  towns,  which  are 
an   evident  proof  of  the  fecundity 
of  the  land,  and  of  the  indnftry  oif 
its  inhabitants.     In  paffing  throagk 
this  agreeable  country,  a  naa  maf 
naturally  conceive  how    Falclliney 
occupied    by   the   Ifraelites,    (aad 
which  travellers    now    find  oncol- 
tivated)  could  nonrifti   and   afbrd 
every  thing  requifite  for  the  twelve 
tribe5,    which    comprehended   one 
million    three     hundred    thoufand 
men  capable  of  bearing  arms. 

The  Italian  women,  particularly 
thofe  who  are  not  corrupted  by 
foreign  manners,  apply  themfelves 
with    the  greatefl   fuccefs    to    the

rami  lies »  and.  to  other  domeftic 
concerns.  In  tbefe  affairs  the 
Venetians  ptrticularly  diftinguifli 
fhemfelves.  The  wives  of  the 
merchants,  as  in  other  countries, 
never  in:erfere  with  the  bufineft 
of  their  hufliands,  either  in  their 
fliops  or  warehoufes ;  retired  in 
their  chambers,  they  take  no  part 
In  the  embarra^ments  of  com- 
inerce.  We  maft  neverthelefs  ex- 
cept the  ladies  of  Genoa  and  Turin, 
wherein  the  contrary  cuibm  chiefly 
prevails. 

The  Florentines  are  efteemed 
the  greateft  oeconomifts  of  Italy  ; 
this  they  owe  to  their  penetration 
and  finefle,  and  perhaps  in  fome 
neafure  to  the  fmallaefs  of  their 
territories,  which  obliges  them  to 
leave  no  part  uncaltivated.  The 
Genoefe  know  how  to  join  oeco* 
nomy  to  an  apparent  magnificence. 
The  Piedmontefe  an^'i^^c  Milanefe 
are  fufficiently  fond  J>f  expence : 
Milan  farpiiTes  all  the  other  cities 
of  Italy  in  the  richnefs  of  cqui* 
pages,  the  grandeur  of  buildings, 
and  the  delicacies  of  the  table.  At 
.Rome  the  Princes  and  Lords  are 
diftinguilhed  by  the  elegance  of 
their  furniture,  by  the  number  of 
their  carriages  and  iivery  fervants, 
and  by  a  certain  oflentation  in 
their  feafts  and  public  ceremonies. 
Tii^le  chiefly  arii'e  from  the  great 
number  of  foreign  ambaCadors  and 
ftrangers  of  quality,  who  frequent 
the  Pontifical  Court,  and  the 
capital  of  the  Chridian  world. 

The  floods  and  earthquakes  with 
which  Italy  is  often  afllided,  has 
induced  ihe  learned  of  this  country 
to  fludy  the  ope-ations  of  nature, 
and  to  publifh  feverai  very  curiuus 
treatifcs  upon  this  fubjcft  ;  par- 
ticularly thofe  of  Alexander  Sardo« 


of  Gafper  Paragallo,  of  Pa«l 
Rcggio»  of  Anthony  Buoni,  of 
Jalius  Cefar  Ricupito,  of  Vincent- 
Magnali,  of  John  Alphonfo  Borelli, 
of  Fabricius  Seffa,  of  Boccone,  of 
Bulifon,  and  of  D.  M.  Bonito» 
wherein  we  have  a  hi  (lory  of  earth- 
quakes from  the  delnge  to  the 
year  1686.  To  obviate  as  ^auch 
as  pofiible  the  cfFefl  of  floods,  the 
Italians  have  joined  the  iludy  of 
mathematics  in  general,  and  par- 
ticularly of  hydraulics,  to  that  of 
phyfics.  They  have  upon  theie 
fubje£ls  the  works  of  Viviani,  of 
Caifini,  of  Guillelmini;  of  Man- 
fredi,of  Polent,andofB.  Zcndrini, 
phyfician  of  Venice,  dec. 

The  glory  of  excelling  in  archi- 
tedture,  fculpture,  painting,  and 
mufic,  is  indifputably  doe  to  the 
Italians.  In  Italy  thefe  arts  have 
been  revived,  and  there  alfo  they 
have  attained  the  highell  degree 
of  perfeflion.  In  the  former^ 
many  artifls  have  been  confpi- 
cuous ;  particularly  the  celebrated 
Michael  Angelo  Baonaroti,  and 
the  Chevalier  Bernini.  Thefe  were 
the  men  who  found  out  a  method 
of  making  porcelaine  at  Paenaa^ 
which,  from  the  name  of  that  place, 
was  called  Fayence.  The  illulbi- 
ous  Raphael  Urbin  did  notdifdaia 
to  employ  all  the  richnefs  of  hts 
genius,  and  all  the  graces  of  his 
pencil, in  ornamenting  veflels  form- 
ed of  fo  fragile  a  fubftance. 

The  Mofaique  is  alfo  an  Italian 
art,  that  has  long  been  pradlifed. 
At  Rome  there  are  many  anrient 
monuments  of  this  kind,  the  major 
part  of  which,  indeed,  are  very 
rude  and  unpoliihed.  A  few  years 
Bx\ce  however,  a  piece  of  Mofaique 
of  two  feet  fquare,  was  difcovered, 
reprefcnting  four  pidgeons,  which 
is  executed  with  groat   tafte   and 

fur- 
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farpriziag  delicacy.  This  piece 
is  the  admiration  of  the  connoif* 
fears  and  artilh,  who  are  employ- 
ed by  the  Tovereign  pontifF. 

Mo(aique  work  is  proof  againft 
all  the  injuries  of  time;  neither 
damps,  dirt,  or  vermin  can  alFe^ 
it.  It  is  an  afTemblage  of  fmall 
pieces  of  coloured  glafs,  of  a  quad- 
rangular pyramidical  form,  which 
are  fixed  with  the  points  down- 
wards in  a  certain  paile  of  gums, 
while  it  is  foft.  This  paile  in 
time  becomes  as  hard  as  the  glafs 
itfelf,  from  which  it  is  infepara- 
ble.  When  the  work  is  fioifhcJ, 
and  the  pafte  is  dry,  the  workmen 
rub  away  the  irregularities  off  the 
forface  by  the  help  of  emery. 
This  poliftiing  gives  a  brilliancy 
to  the  piece,  that  neither  oils  nor 
varniihes  can  produce,  and  is  for 
ever  unalterable. 

The  Mofaique  manufadory  at 
Rome  was  eitabli(hed  principally 
for  the  fake  of  copying  the  mag- 
nificent pictures  in  the  bafiliflc  of 
St.  Peter,  which  may  in  time  pe- 
rifh.  i  hcfe  pictures  have  lately, 
we  are  told,  been  depofited  in  the 
Carihufian  church  at  Termini. 

The  patience  of  the  Italian 
workmen  cannot  be  too  much  ad- 
mired, not  only  in  Mofaique  com- 
pofitions,  but  alfo  in  inlaid  works, 
and  incruilntions  of  dilFerent  co- 
loured  marbles,  whi(;h  decorate, 
and  are  the  richell  ornaments  of 
many  of  their  churches.  The  cha- 
pel of  St.  Laurence,  in  the  dacul 
palace  at  Florence,  begun  above 
a  century  ago,  is  in  thefe  refpcdls 
moil  iingularly  curious.  There  is 
among  the  curiofitics  of  the  gallery 
of  Medicis,  fcveral  pieces  of  in- 
laid work,  made  of  diamonds  and 
precious  llcncs,  fhapcd  and  joined 


together  with    the  grcaieft  jndg^ 
ment  and  art. 

With  regard  to  Muficians,  fincf 
the  thirteenth  century  July  hn 
produced  the  mod  celebrated ;  and 
they  have  enjoyed  the  repotation  of 
having  few  rivaU  of  other  natioM 
comparable  with  themt  either  ia 
point  of  compoiiiion,  or  in  ?oca]  and 
inllrumeutal  execution.  At  Ve- 
nice and  Naples,  there  are  acid^ 
mies  of  mufic,  where  thoie  wto 
intend  to  follow  that  profeffioo, 
have  an  opportunity  of  being  io- 
flrudled,  and  of  acquiring  evcrjf 
kind  of  knowledge  relative  thereto, 
ill  the  f^me  manner  as  the  fcieocei 
are  ft u died  in  other  colleges  aad 
univerfities.  It  it  chiefly  owiog 
to  thefe  inftitutionsy  that  the  lu- 
lians  have  acquired  their  fapcri- 
ority ;  and  it  is  ailoniOiing  diat 
the  example  has  not  been  followed 
el  i'e  where.

IN  later  times  there  have,  how- 
ever, been  found  a  few  marks  of 
anciquicy,  from  which  it  may  be 
conjed'jred,  that  North- Ameiica 
was  formerly  inhabited  by  a  nation 
more  veried  in  fcience,  and  more 
civiti'jjd,  than  that  which  the  Eu- 
ropeans found  on  their  arrival 
here ;  or  that  a  great  military  ex- 
pedition was  undeitakea^  to  this 
continent,  from  thefe  knovin  parts 
of  the  world. 

This  is  confirmed  by  an  account, 
which    I    received   from    Mr.   de 

Yciacdricr^ 
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ier,  who  has  commanded 
edition  to  the  South  Sea  in 
of  which  1  fhall  prefently 
account.  I  have  heard  it

Many  of  thefe  fields 
every  where  covered  with 
s,  as  if  they  had  been 
ed  and  fown  formerly,  ft 
e  obferved,  that  the  nations, 
now  inhabit  North.  America, 
lot  cultivate  the  land  in  this 
r,  becaufe   they  never  made 

horfes,  oxen,  ploughs,  cr 
druments  of  hufbandry,  nor 
ey  ever  feen  a  plough  before 
iropeans  came  to  them.     la 

three  places,  at  a  confider- 
iillance  from  each  other, 
ivellers^met  with  impreflions 
!  feet  of  grown  people  and 


children,  in  a  rock  ;   but  this  feems 
to  have  been  no  more  than  a  lu/us 
natura.     When   they   came  far  to 
the   weft,    where,   to  the    bed  i^^i 
their   knowledge,   no  Frenchmen^ 
or  European,   bad  ever  been,  they 
found  in  one  place  in   the  wood^ 
and  again  on  a  large  plain,  great 
pillars  of  done,  leaning  upon  eacb 
other.     The  pillars  confided  of  oae 
iingle  done  each,  and  the  French- 
men  could  not  but  fuppofe,  that 
they  had  been  eredled  by  human 
hands.     Sometimes     they     found 
fuch  dones  laid  upon  one  another, 
and,    as  it  were,    formed  into  a 
wall.      In    fome    of  thofe    places 
where  they  found  fuch  dones,  they 
could  not   find  any  other  forts  of 
dones.     They  have  not  been  able 
to  difcover  any  ch  a  rafters,  or  writ- 
ing,   upon    any    of  thefe    dones, 
though   they   have    made   a  \ery 
caretul  fearch  after  them.     At  lad 
they    met  with  a  large  done,  like 
a  pillar,  and  in  it  a  fmallcr  done 
was  fixed,  which  was  covered  on 
both     fides    with    unknoi^n    cha« 
raclers.      This    done,   which    was 
about  a  foot  of  French  meafure  in 
length,  and  between   four  or  (lsc 
inches     broad,    they   broke  loofe« 
and  carried  to  Canada  with  them» 
from  whence  it  was  fent  to  France, 
to  the  fecretary  of  date,  the  count 
of   Maurepas.      What    became  of 
it  afterwards  is  unknown  to  them, 
but  they  think  it  is  yet  preferved 
in  his  collcdion.      Several  of  the 
Jefuits,  who  have  feen  and  handled 
this  done  in  Canada,  unanimoady 
affirm,    that  the  letters  on  it,  are 
the  fame  with  thofe  which  in   the 
books,  containing  accounts  of  Ta- 
taria,  are  called  Tatarian  charac- 
ters *,    and    that,    on    comparing 
\  both

that 
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both  together,  they  found  them 
perfedly  alike.  Notwith (landing 
the  queftions  which  the  French  on 
'  the  South  Sea  expedition  alked  their 
people  there,  concerning  the  time 
when*  and  by  whom  thofe  pillars 
were  eredled?  what  their  traditions 
and  fentiments  concerning  them 
were?  who  had  wrote  the  cha- 
jaAtTS  ?  what  was  meant  by  them  ? 
what  kind  of  letters  they  were  ? 
in  what  language  they  were  writ- 
ten ?  and  other  circum (lances;  yet 
they  could  never  get  the  leafl  ex- 


plication,  the  Indians  being  li 
Ignorant  of  all  thofe  things*  as 
the  French  tbeaifelves.  AlT  they 
could  fay  was,  that  tbefe  ftones  hid 
been  in  thofe  places^  fince  tines 
immemorial.  The  placet  where 
the  pillars  flood  were  near  nine 
hundred  French  mites  wellward  of 
Montreal.  The  chief  inteniiofl  of 
this  journey,  viz.  to  come  to  the 
South  Sea,  and  to  examine  ics  dif- 
tance  from  Canada*  was  never  at- 
tained on  this  occaGon.  For  tk 
people  fent  out  for   that  purport 


that  Kublai-Klian,  one  of  the  fuccelTors  of  Gcnghirkhan,  after  the  conqncl 
of  the  ibuthern  part  of  China,  fent  fliips  out,  to  conquer  the  kingdom  of  Ja- 
pan* or*  as  they  call  it,  Nipan-gri,  but  in  a  terrihle  (lorm  the  whole  flcvt 
wait  caft  away,  and  nothing  was  ever  heard  of  the  men  in  that  fleet.  It  fccm 
that  Ibme  of  thefc  (hips  wue  caft  to  the  (hores,  oppofite  the  great  Amehcai 
lakes*  between  forty  and  fifty  degrees  north  latitude,  and  there  probaUy 
crc£led  thefe  monuments*  and  were  the  anceftors  of  fome  nations,  who  ait 
calleil  MozeinUcks*  and  have  fume  degree  of  civilization.  Another  part  cf 
this  fleet,  it  Icniis,  reached  the  countiy  oppo(ite  Mexico,  and  there  foundei 
the  Mexican  empire,  which,  according  to  their  own  records,  as  preferred  hj 
the  Spaniards,  and  in  their  painted  annals,  in  Purchases  Pilgrimage,  are  very 
recent)  fo  that  they  can  fcarcdy  remeinher  any  niore  than  (even  princes  be* 
fore  Motezuma  II.  who  was  reigning  when  the  Spaniards  arrived  that, 
1519,  under  Fernando  Cortez ;  cunlcquently  the  f.rft  of  thefe  princes,  fup-

THE  late  King  of  Pruflia  ufed 
to  drefs  in  To  plain  a  man- 
ner, that,  when  he  travelled  about 
his  (lates,  fqch  of  his  fubjefls  aa 
did  not  know  him.  treated  hio^ 
with  no  other  refpedt  than  they 
would  an  ordinary  man*  Qnce,  a$ 
he  was  riding  about  Berlin,  with- 
out attendants,  and  very  plainly 
clad,  he  perceived  a  young  woman 
digging  in  the  fields,  of  a  gigantic 
ftature,  being  near  (even  feet  high. 
It  is  well  known  that  the  King  bad 
a  particular  predileAion  for  tall 
men,  and  as  his  greatelt  paflion  lay 
that  way,  he  fpared  no  expence  to 
procure  thezn  from  all  parts  of  Eu- 
rope, for  forming,  as  he  did,  hit 
regiment  of  giants  and  grenadiers 
out  of  them.  At  fi^ht  of  this  ull 
woman,  he  imagined  that  a  couple 
of  the  kind  mult  produce  very  large 
childred.  He  difmounted,  and, 
ooming  up  to  the  pcafant,  entered 
into  converfation  with  her,  and 
was  overjoyed  to  hear  that  Ihe  was 
but  nineteen  years  old,  ilill  a  vir- 
gin, and  that  her  fnther  was  a  (hoe- 
maker.

THE  period  of  the  revolatroi^ 
is  the  moft  interefting  of  any 
in  the  Engliih  hiftory.      The  nt- 
tioD  owes  its  liberties  to  that  glo- 
rious event ;  the  royal  family  oWes 
to  it  the  crown  of  thefe  realms.  Per- 
haps all  Europe  is  indebted  for  its 
independency  to  the  meafures  which 
Great-Britain  took  at  that  time  for 
the  fecurity  of  the  proteftant  religi* 
on  and  its  own  conAitution.    Thel'e 
meafures,    in    their    confequences» 
tended    to    defeat    the  fcheme    of 
Lewis  XIV.    for   eftabli(hing  uni- 
verfal  monarchy.     Bcrfides  the  uni- 
verfal    importance   of    this    event, 
and  the    near   conccrji    which,   as 
Eogliihmen,  we  naturally   take  in 
It,    the  changes  of  fortune   a-c  fo 
great  and  unexpected,  and  many  of 
the  circum'ianccs  io  very  pathetic, 
that,  with  all  the  truth  and  weiohi 
of  hiftory,  they  aHed  our  paiEnns  as 
much  a»  the  bed  imagined  inuident^ 
in  poetry. 

On  all  accounts  it  was  much  to 
be  dcfi  rd,  that  thi*  part  of  hiftory 
ihoulii  be  handled  bv  itfdf  at  'arpe, 
and  tk^  piincipa).  Hitherto  it  had 
app«ar  d  only  a(  a  member  of  ge- 
nvvA  hiO-  ry,  and  was  not  fo  mi* 
iiuftlv  Handled  ns  the  fubjeft  ab- 
iolu»  ly  tquired.  Sir  Jonn  Pil- 
r>ntpio  ha>  at  length  undertaken 
this  talk,  and  has  executed  it  with 
#  very    maitcrly    hand.     He   ha^ 


taken  unufual  pains  to  celled 
ter,  not  only  from  printed  booksi 
but  from  public  records  and  pritata 
repofitories.  His  refearches  btfc 
extended  beyond  the  kingdom*  He 
has  perufed  the  origiQal  memoirs 
|md  papers  of  king  Jamei^andfrtn 
them  has  derived  very  coB&deraUe 
lights. 

Compared  with  moft  others,  he 
may  be  confidered  as  an  hiftoriaa 
tolerably  Im partial,     Howtrer,  if 
on     fome    occafioos    he    may  be 
thought  to  difcover  fome  tcade^ 
nefs    towards   the    unhappy  abdi- 
cated prince,  generous  minds  wi'l 
attribute  it  to  motives  of  compaf- 
(ion  ;  as   they   will    the  particaiir 
pleafure  with  which  he  dviells  upoa 
the  praifes  of  lord  Dundee  and  the 
highhnders  of  Scotland  to  a  love 
of  country,  which,  when  it  dots 
no  injury  to  others,  is  a  valaablc 
quality.     Even  the   fevere  impir- 
ti  lity  exa£\ed   by  hiilorical  critics 
will  not  in  all  cafes  condemn  it. 

Hi>  ftyle  h  always  ^irited  and 
forcible,  tbou(;h  unequal ;  foioe- 
times  ung'ammatical,  and  aboood- 
ing  wuh  North-Briti(h  terms  and 
idiomatifms.  On  the  whole,  the 
excellencies  greatly  c<>unter balance 
rhe  taul  s;  and  this  piece  maybe 
well  con.  deted  as  ooeof  our  Jiacd- 
ard  and  c  ailical  billories.

•eft  of  public  addre/les^  lulled  in- 
to a  fatal  fecuricy,  from  which  he 
was  awakened  ooly  by  the  noife  of 
liis  own  ruin.  Not  only  all  the 
different  bodies  of  the  difTenters 
thaoked  him  for  his  declaration 
of  indulgence  ;  but  five  bi(hop<iy 
at  the  head  of  their  clergy,  the 
body  of  lawyers,  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, and  great  numbers  of  other 
poblic  bodies  of  the  church  of 
England,  followed  the  example. 
Although  almbft  every  iodividoal 
in  the  nation  was  inflimed  againft 
the  kingy  and  moft  of  thofe  who 
were  founded  *  by  his  orders,  de- 
clared they  would  not  comply  in 
parliament  with  his  roeafures ;  yet 
slmoft  all  public  bodies  appeared 
to  be  in  tranfports  wim  his  cod- 
doa  f. 

Amidil  James's  projeds  about 
religion,  he  neglefled  not  his  tem« 
poral  interells.  He  adopted  that 
projeA  of  iimplifying  government, 
and  of  reducing  all  butinefs  to  the 
perfon  of  the  fovereign,  which 
•every  prince  fince  the  world  began, 
who  hat  aimed  at  arbitrary  power, 
has  endeavourt^  ^o  carry  into  exe- 
cution. When  he  put  the  trea- 
fury  inco  commiflion,  he  declared 
to  the  privy.councily  thiit  he  did  it 
becauAe  too  much  power  was  com- 
mitted to  the  high-treafurer;  and 
at  the  fame  tkne  he  declared,  that, 
Jor  the  fame  rcafon,  the  offices  of 


general  and  of  admiral  were,  ia 
d\)e  time,  to  be  exerciied  by  him- 
felf  only  X*  James  ftretched  his 
views  of  fubjf6ting  all  things  to 
his  will,  even  bevond  the  Atlantic: 
for,  he  ordered  ^mo  mttarrantos  to  be 
iiTued,  to  forfeit  all  the  charters  of 
the  proprietors  and  corporations  in 
America  11." 

[We  (hall  herr  paft  orer  the  at* 
tempt  upon  Magdalen  college,  to 
come  to  a  matter  of  greater  im* 
portance.] 

''But  the  paflions  of  the  nation 
were,  t  few  months  after,  in  the 
fpring  of  the  year  i68S,  transfer- 
red to  an  object  more  important 
and  more  affeding :  for  James 
rufhing  with  precipitancy  upon  his 
ruin,  publifhed  a  n^w  declaration  of 
indulgence,  and  commanded  all  the 
clergy  to  read  it  in  the  churches. 
This  general  command  brought 
matters  to  a  point  between  the  king 
and  the  church ;  becaufe  it  was  ob- 
vioos,  if  the  clergy  read  the  pro« 
clamauon,  that  their  order  would 
become  contemptible  to  their  hear- 
ers ;  and,  if  they  difobeyed,  that 
they  would  be  obnoxious  to  the 
pains  of  the  new  commiflion  courts. 
In  this  delicate  fituation,  between 
the  danger  of  offending  the  king, 
or  of  lofing  the  people,  almoft  all 
the  clergy  preferred  their  honour, 
and  their  duty,  to  the  king's  fa- 
vour ;  and  refolved  not  to  rear!  the 
declaration.  S'X  of  the  bifhops, 
Lloyd  of  St.  Afaph,  Kenne  of  Lake 
and  Wells,  Turner  o\  Ely,  Bath

his  own  hand,  leftaicopy  might  be 
taken ;  yet,  from  the  infiddity  of 
thofe  who  furroanded  the  king, 
printed  copies  of  the  petition  were 
difperfed  all  over  London,  the 
fame  night  it  was  prefented.

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Dire6lions  were  given  to  carry 
the  bifhops  by  water  to  the  Tower, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  emotions 
which  a  fight  of  their  fufFerings, 
in  their  paiTage  through  the  city, 
might  raiie  in  the  people.  But 
the  people  ruHied  in  innumerable 
crouds  to  the  river,  to  wait  for 
them,  covering  the  banks  on  both 
fides,  and  filling  the  rooms,  and 
even  roofs,  of  all  the  adjoining 
houfes.  They  fet  up  a  Ihout  of 
acclamation,  when  the  biihops  were 
firfl  difcovered  at  a  dillance;  fhed 
tears,  and  offered  prayers  for  their 
deliverance,  when  they  approach, 
ed  ;  threw  themfelves  with  reve- 
rence on  the  ground  as  they  paiT. 
ed;  and  ftill  with  their  eyes  foU 
lowed  the  barges  when  di (appear- 
ing. The  contagion  caught  even 
the  foldiers :  they  kneeled,  and 
alked  the  bleflings  of  thofe  prifon^ 
ers  whom  they  were  appointed  to 
guard.  When  the  bifliops  arrived 
at  the  Tower,  it  was  the  hour  of 
evening  fervice.  The  bell  tolled  ; 
the  clergyman  was  entering  the 
chapel ;  and  the  people  flocking 
into  it.  They  embraced  the  omen, 
and  repaired  inllantly  to  church, 
to  return  their  thanks  to  that  God, 
in  whofe  caufe,  they  believed,  they 
were  fufFering. 

They  were  brought  to  their  trial 
in  the  court  of  King's  bench :  the 
crime  charged  againft  them  was, 
**  the  framing  and  publifhing  « 
**  feditious,  falfe,  and  maliciout

fpcft  before  him.  The  nation,  be- 
iieving  that  their  own  fate,  and  the 
hic  of  their  pofterity,  was  depend. 
inga  waited  the  event  with  impa- 
tieoce  and  anxiety. 

At  lad,  the  bifhops  were  called 
to  appear  before  the  privy- council. 
They  were  aflted,  **  If  they  owned 
their  petition  V*  A  queftion,  which 
was     become    neceifary,    becauf'e, 
without  their  acknowledgment,  it 
was  difficult  to  prove  that  they  had 
delivered  the  petition.     They  de- 
dined  to  anfwer  the  queflion  ;    a 
refaial  which  embarrafled  the  coun* 
cil.     They  were  ordered  to  with- 
draw.     Upon    their  return,    xl^y 
ftill  declined  to  anfwer,  which  con- 
tinued the  embarralTment.     But  at 
length,  refleding  that  it  was  the 
more  manly  part   to  avow  to  the 
council  what  they  were  refolved  to 
defend  to  the  world,   they  owned 
the  paper*     Jeffreys  aiked  them,  if 
they  would  give  recognizances  to 
appear  before  the  court  of  King's 
Bench,  to  fland  trial  for  their  mif- 
demeaoour.  With  a  view  to  engage 
the  peers  in  their  quarrel,  they  in. 
fifted  npoo  their  privilege  of  peer- 
mgty  and  refofed  to  find  bail.  Jeffreys 
menaced  them  with  the  Tower,  and 
the  Idag's  indignation.     They  an- 
fwered,  '<  That  they  were  willing 
*<  to  go  wherever  the  king  pleafed  ; 
**  for  that  the  King  of  kings  was 
«*  their    ProteQor    and    Judge." 
They  were  committed  to  the  Tower, 
all    the    privy  counfellors  figning 
the  warrant,  except  father  Fetre, 
who  bv  the  king's  command  was 
.    cxcofcd.     Jeffreys  *,  who  forefaw 
the  con(equences  of  this  proieca- 
tion,  advifed  the  king  againft  it. 
Bot  there  is  reafon  to  believe,  that 
Sunderland  promoted  it,  while  un« 
derhand  he  exhorted  the  bifliops  to 
Hand  firm. 


Clarendon*!  Diary,  June  14  and  17* 


The 
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The  populace,  who  afTembled  in 
cXijKCiatinD  of  the  event,  were 
more  numerous  than  ever  had  been 
fren  logciher  in  England.  Their 
acclamations,  proceeding  from  ani« 
mation  and  anger,  were  more  vio- 
Icfitand  more  continued  than  thofe 
>vh  ch  had  been  heard  when  the 
biihops  were  pafEng  to  the  To^er; 
becaufe  ihey  were  not  broken  by 
the  varying  paflions  of  gief  and 
nnceriainiy.  T^c  prifonfrs  re* 
jceiv.ed  jtheJe  honours  with  aiFecVion 
zad  humilitv.  In  diltr.but.nor  their 
hencaittions,  tney  exhorted  the 
ptrople  to  reprifi  tiieir  zeal,  and  to 
Aonour  and  ob-.y  the  king :  a  ge- 
nerotity  which  incr  afed  the  pub- 
lic riientmenc  againft  him  who 
iii'as  the  cau'e  oi  tnelr  lufFerings. 
Who  the  j:id^es  tntertd  the  court, 
thiy  ft  una  It  ti  led  with  men  and 
women  (if  the  fill  rank.  The  ar- 
guments of  the  biihops  counfel, 
particularly  of  Mr.  Summers,  who 
01^ cd  his  future  fortune  to  the  cha- 
racter he  gained  in  this  trial,  were 
leceived  by  the  audience  with  a 
favour  proporti  ned  to  iht  averfion 
with  which  thofe  of  the  profecu. 
tors  were  heard.  They  argued, 
•«  As  peers,  it  was  the  ri)>ht  of  the 
**  biQinps  to  give  council  to  the 
«*  king.  As  prelates,  it  was  their 
«<  duty  to  attend  to  the  interefls 
«*  of  that  religion  which  wai  con^- 
<«  mittcd  to  their  charoe.  They 
had  not  invaded  the  king's  pre- 
rogative, by  remon  ft  rating  a* 
gainft  the  difpcnfing  power;

'  on  them  ;  it  was  not  a  iihil^  for 
the  intention  was  innoceat,  ui 
**  the  fubjeft  has  leave^  by  Itv, 
to  petition  hit  prince,  wkealie 
thinks  himfelf  aggrieved  ;  itwil 
not  publifistd^  for  the  archbifluf 
had  not  iruiled  even  tne  wriuag 
*<  of  the  petition  ro  a  clerk,  im 
'<  the  bifhups  cou'd  g<ve  nocopy, 
'<  becaufe  th<'y  had  nor^e."    Two 
of  the   judges,    lord   chief  joftice 
Wright  and  AHybone,  gave  tiieir 
Opinions  ta  the  jury    againft  the 
pri Toners ;    the   other  two;    Po«el 
and  Holloway,  declared  their  feo* 
ti/nents  in  their  favour.     The  jury 
kept  chemf;;lves  indofed  all  night, 
in  order  to  give  the  more  folemnity 
to   their  proceedings*  aod  in  tli« 
morning    returned    their    verdid, 
that  the  prifooers  were  not  goilty. 
The  verdiCl  was  received  witA  t 
(bout  in   the  court*,  which  waa 
anfwcred  by  one  from  the  milti. 
tnde  in  the  palace  yard,  aod  al« 
moft,  in  ao  inftant,  by  a  thoaftiid 
Oiouts  from  diferent  paru  of  the 
town.     Thefe  were  coo  tinned  frooi 
village  to  village,  till  they  reached 
the  army  incaraped  on  Hounflow* 
heath,  which  was  feized   with  the 
fame  fympathctic  tranfport.    The 
king  happened  that  day  to  be  ia 
Lord  Feveriham's  tent,  and  hear* 
ing  the  camp  in  an  uproar,  fent  Fe» 
verfham  to  inquire  into  the  caufe. 
He  returned,  and    reported,    **  It 
was  nothing  but  the  joy  of  the 
foldiers  for  the  difcharge  of  thp 
'•  bifliops."      «•    Nothing,"    faid 
the  kinr.     "  Do  you  call  that  no. 
**  thing  ?   But  fo  much   the  wor^ 
*•  foe    them."     He  returned    im- 
mediacly   to    town,  and   iiTued   a 
proclamation,  forbidding    the  po* 
pulace  to  afTcmble  in   the  flrcets. 

•  Lrrd  CI  Tendon,   who  was  pref-nr,  fr.ys  it  almoft  midc  the  roof  crack, 
X>ia>y,  JuAC  50. 
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The  reftraiot  increafed  their  zeal ; 
ftnd  the  city  was  lighted  op  by 
bonfires  and  illaminacions.  Some 
perfons  were  tried  for  diforders 
committed  that  evening  ;  but  the 
Jaries  acquitted  them  *,  though 
often  Tent  back  by  the  judges  to 
reconftder  their  verdids. 

Scon  after  the  trial  of  the  bifhop«, 
Powel  and  Holloway  were  ilructc 
ofF  the  lift  of  judges,  and  the  ec- 
clefiaftical  comimflion  ilTued  an 
order  f  for  returning  the  names  of 
all  thofe  clergymen  who  had  re- 
fufed  to  re^d  the  king's  declaration 
of  indulgence,  in  order  that  pro« 
fecations  might  be  diredled  againil 
them.  Impotent  marks  of  revenge 
and  obftinacy.  Immediately  after, 
the  bilhop  of  RocheftcrJ,  obferv- 
Ing  how  the  current  ran,  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  ecclefiadical  commif- 
fton^  defiring  to  be  excufed  from 
attending  it  any  longer.  It  met  no 
jnore. 

Finding  the  civil  and  ecclefiafti- 
cal  courts  infufficient  for  the  ac- 
CQsnplifhnieDt  of  his  will^  James 
gave  orders  to  found  the  different 
xegiments  at  Blackheaib^  if  they 
ivould  fiand  by   him  in  the  abro. 


little  his  military  force  was  to  be 
depended  upon  in  matters  of  reli« 
gion.  For  the  yar  berbre,  admi- 
ral Strickland,  who  was  a  papill, 
having  directed  the  prieits  to  fay 
mafs  on  board  his  fhip,  the  fra- 
men,  a  clais  of  men  not  famous  m 
England  for  attention  to  religious 
controverfy,  rofe  in  a  mutiny,  aad 
infilled  to  throw  the  pritds  over« 
board.  Strickland  proceeded  to 
feverity :  the  fcverity  added  ra^c 
to  mutiny  ;  and  bcih  flew  froin 
fhip  to  fhip.  The  king  was  oblig- 
ed to  repair  to  Portfmouth,  to  pn. 
cify  the  f'eamen.  He  in  vain  caiiei 
them  his  children  and  old  friends. 
Though  more  eafily  affedled  with 
concefliv^ns,  and  with  kindnrfa  of 
exprefTion,  than  other  men,  it  wm 
impoflible  to  (atisfy  them  until  the 
priells  were  removed  from  all  the 
ihips  !!• 

During  the  trial  of  the  bifhops, 
the  queen  was  brought  to  bed  of  a 
fon.  Rumours  were  immediately 
fpread^  and^  a«  men  eafily  believe 
what  they  ui(h,  were  greedily  re* 
ceived,  that  the  birth  was  an  im- 
podure.  Many  falfehoods  were  in* 
vented  and    circulated  to   increaie 


gatioD  of  the  tefts,.     The  major  of    the  fofpicion  ;  and,  according   to 


Litchfield*!  regiment  made  a  fpeech 
to  the  foldiers,  and  ordered  all  thofe 
to  lay  down  their  arms  who  would 
BOt  comply  with  their  fovereign's 
deCiTC.

tadon.  His  method  is  extremely 
natarill  and  clear ;  his  flyle  lively 
and  ardent.  He  is  no  cold,  unin- 
tereftedy  and  uninterefting  advo^ 
cate  for  the  caufe  he  efpoafes.  If 
he  may  (bmetimes  be  thought  too 
warm,  it  may  eaiily  be  forgiven, 
when  his  warmth  neither  hinders 
him  from  doing  jo  dice  to  the  me- 
rits of  his  adverfaries,  where  they 
have  real  merit,  nor  leads  him  to 
any  intemperance  of  language,  un- 
worthy of  himfelf  or  of  his  rabje£(. 
The  imputation,  however,  of  this 
warmth,  has  given  Dr.  Beattie  an 
occaBon  for  adding  a  poflfcript  in 
his  vindication  to  the  fecond  edi- 
tion  of  his  work.  This  poftfcript 
*  ia  one  of  the  fineft  pieces  of  ^nt- 
iagwe  remember  to  have  feen. 

The  author  eftabliihes  the  ftan- 
dard  of  Truth  in  Common  Sinfi^ 
into  which  all  reafoning  is  ulti* 
nately  refolved.  The  tenor  and 
idea  of  this  primitive  and  funda« 
mental  ftandard  of  all  Truth,  he 
diftineuiihes  and  defines  in  a  man- 
ner tne  moft  clear  and  precife, 
snarkinfi;  clearly  the  fenfe  in  which 
he  nfcsTt. 

««  The  term  Common  Senfi  hath, 
in  modern  times,  been  ufed  by  phi- 
lofophers,  both  French  and  Britifh, 
to  fignify  that  power  of  the  mind 
which  perceives  troth,  or  com* 
mands  belief,  not  by  progreffive 
argumentation,  but  by  an  inftan- 
taneons,  inftindtive,  and  irrcfiftible 
impulfe  ;  derived  neither  from  edu- 
cauon  nor  from  habit,  but  from 
nature;  ading  independently  on 
our  will,  whenever  its  objed  is 
prefented,  according  to  an  efta- 
olilhed  law,  and  therefore  proper. 


ly  called  Senft^\  and  a6\ing  in  a 
fimilar  manner  upon  all,  or  at  lead 
upon  a  great  majority  of  mankind, 
and  therefore  properly  called  Com^ 
mon  Senfe.  It  is  in  this  (ignifica* 
tion  that  the  term  Common  Sinft  it 
ufed  in  the  prefent  inquiry.   - 

That  there  is  a  real  and  elTential 
difference  between  thefc  two  fa<* 
culties ;  that  common  fenfe  cao'* 
not  be  accounted  for,  by  being 
called  the  perfedion  of  reafon,  nor 
reafon,  by  being  lefolved  into 
common  fenfe,  will  perhaps  appear 
from  the  following  remarks,  i .  We 
are  confcioos,  from  internal  feel- 
ing, that  the  energy  of  underlland- 
ing,(which  perceives  intuitive  truth, 
is  different  from  that  other  energy 
which  unites  a  conclufion  with  a 
firft  principle,  by  a  gradual  chaia 
of  intermediate  relations.  We  be- 
lieve the  truth  of  an  inveftigated 
concMfion,  becaufe  we  can  afliga 
a  reafon  for  our  belief;  we  believe 
an  intuitive  principle,  without  be* 
ing  able  to  affign  any  other  reafoo 
for  our  belief  than  this,  that  the 
law  of  our  nature  determines  us  to 
believe  it,  even  as  the  law  of  our 
nature  determines  us  to  fee  a  co- 
lour when  prefented  to  our  opea 
eyes  at  noon-day.  a.  We  cannot 
difcern  any  neceffary  connedtoa 
between  reafon  and  common  fenfe : 
they  are  indeed  generally  connect* 
ed;  but  we  can  conceive  a  being 
endued  with  the  one  who  is  defti- 
tute  of  the  other.  Nay,  we  often 
find,  that  this  is  in  fa6k  the  cafe. 
In  dreams,  we  fometimes  reafon 
without  common  fenfe.  Through 
a  defed  of  common  fenfe,  we  adopt 
abfurd  principles  ;^  but  fuppofing 
our  principles  true,  our  reafoning

The 
Ciroe  thing  may  be  obferved  in  cer- 
tain kinds  of  madnefs.  A  man 
IK' bo  believes  himleJf  made  of  glafs» 
may  ytt  reafon  very  juiily  concern, 
iiig  the  meant  of  preferving  his 
fuppofed  brictlenefs  from  flaws  and 
fra^ures.  Nay,  what  is  f^iil  more 
to  the  porpofe,  we  fometimes  mecrt 
with  perlons  whom  it  would  be  in. 
juriout  to  charge  with  infanity» 
who,  though  defe^ive  in  common 
fenfe,  have  yet,  by  converfing 
aiuch  with  polemical  writers,  im- 
proved their  rejfoning  faculty  to 
fuch  a  degree,  as  to  puzzle  and  put 
to  fiiencc  thofe  who  are  greatly 
their  fuperiors  in  evt^ry  other  men* 
tal  endowment.  3.  This  leads  us 
to  remark  a  third  diftctence  be- 
tween thefe  two  faculties^  namely, 
that  the  one  is  more  in  our  power 
than  the  other.  There  are  few 
faculties,  either  of  our  mind  or 
body,  more  improveabie  by  cul- 
ture, than  that  of  realbnirg ; 
whereas  common  fenfe,  like  other 
infiinds,  arrives  at  maturity  with 
almoft  no  care  of  ours.  To  teach 
the  art  of  reafoning,  or  rather  of 
wrangling,  is  ^afy  ;  but  it  is  im- 
poflible  to  teach  corTin.on  fenfe  to 
one  who  wants  it.  You  miy  make 
a  man  remeiriher  a  ftt  of  Aril  prin- 
ciples, and  fay  that  he  believes 
them,  even  as  yon  may  teach  one 
born  blind  to  fpeak  intelligibly 
of  colours  and  light  ;  but  ntither 
to  the  one,  nor  to  the  other,  can 
you  by  any  means  communicate 
the  peculiar  feeling  which  acccm- 
panies  the  operation  of  thit  faculty 
which  nature  has  denied  him.  A 
man  defe^live  in  common  fenfe 
may  acquire  learning ;  he  may  even 
pofefs  genius  to  a  certain  degree : 
but  the  defecl  of  nature  he  can 
never  fupply :  a  peculiar  inodifi* 


cation  of  (cepticifm,  or  crc4nlstjr> 
or  levity,  will  to  ibc  W9rj  cod  of 
his  life  diftiagoifk  him  from  other 
mrn.  It  wool  1  evidence  a  deplor* 
able  degree  of  irrationality,  if  a 
man  conld  not  perceive  the  tmtk 
of  a  geometrical  axiom  ;  inch  ia* 
fiances  are  uncommon,  but* the 
number  of  felf-evidcnt  principles, 
cognizable  by  nan  i»  very  great; 
and  more  vigour  of  mind  may  bf 
neceflary  to  the  perception  of 
fame,  than  to  the  perception  of 
otl)ers.  in  this  refpedk,  tberefbre, 
there  may  be  great  divetiities  in 
the  meafure  of  common  fenfe  which 
different  men  enjoy.  Further,  of 
two  men,  one  of  whom,  though  he 
acknowledges  the  truth  of  a  firft 
principle,  is  bat  little  affcded  with 
.it,  and  is  eafily  induced  to  become 
fceptical  in  regard  to  it ;  while 
the  other  has  a  vivid  perception  of 
it!  truth,,  is  deeply  affeded  with  it» 
and  firmly  trufts  to  his  own  f«el- 
ings  without  doubt  or  helitation; 
I  Hioulvi  not  fcrnple  to  fay,  that  the 
latter  poflefTes  the  greater  (hare  of 
common  fenfe  ;  and  in  this  refped 
too,  I  prefume  the  minds  of  dilTe- 
rent  men  will  be  found  to  be  very 
different.  Thefe  diver fiiies  are,  £ 
think,  to  be  referred,  for  the  moft 
part,  to  the  original  conltituiicn 
of  the  mind,  which  it  is  not  in  the 
power  of  education  to  alter.  I  ac» 
knowledge,  however,  that  com* 
mon  f.'iife,  liUe  other  inflinAi, 
may  lar.guiQi  for  want  of  exercife; 
as  in  the  cafe  of  a  perfon  who, 
blinded  by  a  falfe  religion,  has 
been  ail  his  days  accuftomed  to  dif* 
trud  his  own  fentiments,  and  to 
receive  his  creed  from  the  month 
of  a  prieft.  I  acknowledge  alfb, 
that  freedom  of  inquiry  doth  ge- 
nerally produce  a  jufter.  as  well  as 
more  liberal  (urn  of  ihinking,  thaa 
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tlB  ever  be  expeAed,  while  oien 
account  it  damnable  even  to  think 
differently  from  the  eftablifhed 
aiode.  Bat  from  thii  we  can  only 
infer,  that  common  fenfe  is  im* 
proveable  to  a  certain  degree.  Or 
perhaps  tbii  only  proves,  that  the 
diftatet  of  common  fen  e  are  fome- 
timet  over^ruledf  and  rendered  in- 
cfiedual,  by  the  influence  of  lb- 
phillry  and  fuperfticion  operating 
upon  a  pufillanimous  and  diffident 
temper.  4.  It  defer ves  alfo  to  be 
remarked,  that  a  diftindtoa  ex- 
tremely fimilar  to  the  prefent,  is 
acknowledged  by  the  vulgar,  who 
fpeak  of  mother-wit  as  fomething 
different  from  the  dcdudions  of 
aeafoOf  and  the  refineoients  of  fci. 
CDOC.  W^en  puzzled  with  argu- 
ment, they  have  recourfe  to  their 
common  fenfe,  and  acquiefce  m  it 
lb  fteadilyt  as  often  to  render  all 
the  arts  of  the  logician  inefFcdlual. 
**  1  am  confuted,  but  not  con. 
*'  vinced,"  is  an  apology  fome- 
times  offered,  when  one  has  nothing 
to  oppofe  to  the  arguments  of  the 
antagonift,  but  the  original  undif. 
guifed  feelings  of  his  own  mind. 
This  apology  is  Indeed  very  incon* 
fiftent  with  the  dignity  of  philofo^ 
phic  pride;  which,  taking  it  for 

Jrranted  that  nothing  exceeds  the 
iffliti  of  human  capacity,  profef- 
ieth  to  confute  whatever  it  cannot 
believe;  and,  which  is  ftill  niore 
difficult,  to  believe  whatever  ic  can. 
not  confute:  but  this  apology  may 
be  perfeAly  confident  wi:h  finceri. 
ty  and  candour,  and  with  that  pi  in- 
ciple  of  which  Pope  fays,  that 
•«  though  00  fcience,  it  it  fairly 
worth  the  feven."

The  nrand  elhort  of  the  auihor 
has  b.-en  to  exoofe  the  fccptical 
fy llems  o(  Biihop  EUrfkiey  and  Mr. 
Hume ;  the  one  made  with  go/d 
intentions  but  witn  a  bad  ti^ik  ; 
the  other  with  intentions  to  pro* 
duce  that  inAdehty  to  whi;.h  it 
leads  fo  evidciiy.  It  is  always 
fomewhat  irjjrious  to  a  fy iltmaiic 
work,  where  one  part  dcp-^nJs  up* 
on  another,  to  give  cietachej  parts 
as  a  fpecimen  of  the  author's  man- 
ner  of  writing;  to  «ibl^rad  th^ 
work,  and  reduce  it  10  a  dry  (ke« 
leton,  would  be  alfo  injur: ou>  to  a 
performance  fo  beautiful  with  ail 
the  graces  of  an  eltgant  and  <rrtiio 
imagination.  There  is  one  part, 
however,  in  which  the  auxhor  liat 
fo  happily  ur.ited  all  his  powers, 
that  we  have  no  doubt  that  it  mil 
excite  in  our  readers  a  dcfite  of  be* 
coming  acquainted  with  the  whole 
of  a  woik,  in  which  good  taUe, 
learning,  moralitv,  and  rntgiua, 
are  fo  deeply  interallied.

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for  thein»  and  recommendt  them 
to  his  choice,  is  not  genius,  but  a 
minute. and  feeble  n nder (landing  ; 
capable  indeed  of  being  made,  oy 
long  praflice,  expert  in  the  ma- 
nagement  of  words ;  but  which 
ncTer  did,  and  never  will,  quaKfy 
any  man  for  the  difcovtfry  or  illof- 
iration  of  fentiment.  For  what  is 
genius  ?  What,  but  found  jadg- 
snent,  fenfibiUty  of  heart,  and  a 
talent  for  accurate  and  extenfi?e 
obfervation  ?  And  will  found  judg. 
flient  prepare  a  man  for  being  im» 
poied  on  by  words  ?  Will  fenfibi- 
Iity  of  heart  render  him  infenfihle 
to  his  own  feelings,  and  inatten- 
tive  to  thofe  of  other  men  ?  Will  a 
talent  for  accurate  and  ex  ten  five 
obfervation  make  him  ignorant  of 
the  real  phenomena  of  nature ;  and 
confcqucntly  incapable  of  detecting 
what  is  falfe  or  equivocal  in  the 
reprefentation  of  fadls?  And  yet, 
when  fadls  are  fairly  and  fully  re- 
prefented  ;  when  human  fentiments 
are  llrongly  felt,  and  perfpicuouHy 
defcribed  ;  and  when  the  meaning 
of  words  is  afcertained,  and  the 
fame  word  haih  always  the  fame 
idea  annexed  to  it — there  is  an  end 
of  metaphyfic. 

A  body  is  neither  vigorous  nor 
beautiful,  in  which  the  fize  of 
fome  members  is  above,  and  that 
of  others  below,  their  due  propor. 
tion :  every  part  mull  have  its 
proper  fize  and  (Irength,  oihcrwife 
the  refult  of  the  whole  will  be  de« 
formitv  and  wenkncfs.  Neither  is 
real  genius  confident  witn  a  dif- 
proporionatc  Hrength  of  the  rra- 
ioning  powers  above  thofe  of  tafle 
and  imagination.  Thnfe  minds  in 
whtvm  all  the  facultie:>  are  united 
in  their  due  proportion,  a:e  far 
fi:pcrior  to  the  pueriliiicv  of  meta* 
pi'.yiicjil    fcepticifm.      They   truft 


to  their  own  ftelingt^  which  art 
ftrong  and  decifive,  and  leave  no 
room  for  hefitation  or  doabtimboot 
their  anthtnticity*  They  foe  throngh 
moral  fubjeds  et  one  glance ;  and 
what  they  fiiy»  carries  both  the 
heart  and  the  underflanding  aleog 
with  it.  When  one  haa  longdnid|- 
ed  in  the  dull  and  nnprofitabie 
pages  of  metaphyfic,  how  pleafiag 
the  tranfition  to  a  moral  writer  of 
true  genioi  1  Would  yon  know 
what  that  genius  is^  and  where  it 
may  be  found  I  Go  to  ShakefpearCf 
to  Bacon,  to  Montelquien,  to 
RoofliMin  ;  and  when  yon  have  Ai- 
died  them,  return,  if  you  can,  to 
Hume  and  Hobbes,  and  ifale- 
branche,  and  LeibnitB»  and  Spi^ 
nofa.  If,  while  you  learned  wif> 
dom  from  the  former^  your  heart 
exulted  within  you,  and  rejoiced 
to  contemplate  the  fublime  and 
fuccefsful  efforts  of  human  intel- 
Jedl ;  perhaps  it  may  now  be  of  ufe 
as  a  leflbn  of  humility,  to  have  re- 
courfe  to  the  latter;  and;  for  a 
while,  to  behold  the  piAure  of  a 
foul  wandering  from  thought  to 
thought,  without  knowing  where 
to  Ax ;  and  from  a  total  want 
of  feeling,  or  a  total  ignorance 
of  what  it  feels,  miftakiog  names 
for  things,  verbal  diftindUons  and 
analogies  for  real  difference  and 
iimilitude,  and  the  obfcnre  infi- 
nuations  of  a  bewildered  under* 
itanding,  puzzled  with  words,  aod 
perverted  with  theory,  for  the  fen* 
timcnt)  of  nature,  and  the  didates 
cf  reafon.  A  metaphyfician,  ex- 
ploring the  recelTes  of  the  human 
heart,  hath  jufl  fuch  a  chance  for 
finding  the  truth,  as  a  man  wish 
micro fcopic  eyes  would  have  for 
finding  the  road.  The  latter  might 
amufe  himfelfwith  contemplating 
the  various  mineral  ftrata  tlMt  are 

diffufed 
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ffiKired  along  the  expaniion  of  a 
accdle's  pointy  but  of  the  face  of 
mature  he  could  make  nothing : 
lie  would  ilart  back  with  horror 
fix>ni  the  caverns  yawning  between 
the  moantainOQS  grains  of  (and 
that  lie  before  him ;  but  the  real 
golf  or  mountain  he  could  not  fee 
atUl. 

Is  the  futility  of  metaphyfical 
fyflemt    exaggerated    beyond    the 
troth  by  this  alluiiori  ?   Tell   me» 
then 9  in  which*  of  thofe.  fyllems  I 
fliall^fihd'fuch  a'defcriptionof' thb 
Ibal  of  ;mani  as  would  enable  me 
ab  ktibw.what  it  is.     A  great  and 
excellent  author  tobferves^  that  if 
All  human  thines  v^ere  to  periih^ 
except  the  works  of  Shakefpeare, 
it  might  dill  be  known  from  them 
what  fort  of  treatare  man  was  * : 
A  fentiment  nobly  imagined,  and 
MM  jaft  as  it  is  fublime !  Can  the 
fame  thing  be  faid  with  truth  of 
Any  one»  or  of  all  the  metaphyseal 
trcatifes  that  have  been  written  on 
the  nature  of  man  ?  If  an  inhabi- 
tant of  another  planet  were  to  read 
yAf  Treatt/i  0/ Human  Nature,  what 
notions  of  human  najcure  could  he 
nther  from  it?— That  man  muft 
believe  one  thing  by  in(lindt»  and 
muft  alio  believe  the  contrary  by 
reaibn  :-^That  the  univerfe  is  no- 
thing but  a  heap  of  perceptions^ 
nnperceived  by  any  fubilance  : — 
That  this  univerfe,  for  any  thing 
man  knows  to  the  contrary,  might 
liave  made  itfeif,   that  is,  exifted 
before  it  exifted ;  as  we  have  no 
reafon  to  believe  that  it  proceeded 
from  any   caufe,     notwithflanding 
it  may  have  had  a  beginning  :— 


That  though  a  man  cbnld  bring 
himfelf  to  believci  yea,  and  have 
reafon  to  believe,  that  evei-y  thing 
in  the  univerfe  proceeds  from  fome 
caufe,  yet  it  would  be  unreafon- 
able  for  him  to  believe,  that  the 
univerfe    itfelf   proceeds    from    a 
caufe : — ^That  the  foul  of  man  ia 
not  the  fame  this  moment  it  waa 
the  iaft;  that  we  know  not  what 
it  is ;  that  it  is  not  one  but  many 
things ;  and  that  it  u  nothing  at 
all ; — and  yet,  that  in  this  foul  is 
the  agency  of  all  the  caufes  that 
operate    throughout    the    fenfible 
creation  ;^^and  yet,    that  in   this 
foul  there  is  neither  power  nor  agen* 
cy,  nor  any  idea  of  either  : — That 
if  thieves,  cheats,  and  cnt«threats» 
deferve   to  be    hanged,    cripples, 
idiots,  and  difeafed  perfons  Ihoold 
not  be  permitted  to  live  ;  becaufe 
the  imperfedions  of  the  latter,  and 
the  faults  of  the  former,  are  on  the 
y/try  fome  footing,  both  being  dif- 
approved  by  thole  who  contemplate 
them  :«^That  the  perfeAion  ot  hu* 
man   knowledge    is    to   doubt  :— 
That  man  ought    to  bielieve  oo» 
thing,  and   yet  that  man's  belief 
ought  to  be  influenced  and  deter- 
mined   by    certain    principles  :— 
That  wt  ought  to  doubt  cf  every 
thing,    yea  of  our   doubts   them* 
felves ;  and  therefore   the   uiaiofl 
that  philofophy  can  do,  is  to  give 
a    doubtful    folution    of    doubtful 
doubts  t :— That  nature  continually 
impofes    on    us^    and   continually 
counterads  herfelf,    by  giving  os 
fagacity    to  deted  the  impolture: 
-*-Th^t  we  are  neceflarily  and  un- 
avoidably determined   to   ad  and

,  +  Stran|;e  as  this  exprdfion  may  fcem,  it.  is  not  without  a  precedent.  The 
fourth  ieftion  of  Mr.  Hume's  Ejfays  en  the  Human  VnderftanJing  is  tailed 
Seefiieal  doubts  cmcerning  the  optTMtons  of  the  uiiderfiandiK^  \  ami  tlie  iifUi  fee* 
f  ion  bears  this  title,  Sceptical  folution  9/  thfe  dnuhts, 
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think  in  certain  cafes  after  a  cer- 
tain manner*  but  that  we  ought 
BOt  to  fubmit  to  this  unavoidable 
neceflity  ;  aild  that  they  are  fools 
who  do  fo :— -That  man,  in  all  his 
perceptions*  anions,  and  volitions* 
IS  a  mere  paflive  machine,  and  has 
90  feparate  exiftence  of  his  own,  be- 
ing entirely  made  up  of  other  things* 
of  the  exigence  of  which*  however* 
he  is  by   no  means  certain ;    and 
yet*  that  the  nature  of  all   things 
depends  fo  noch  upon  man*  that 
two  and  two  could  not  be  equal  to 
four*  nor  fire  prodoce  heat,  nor  the 
fun  light*  wiihout  an  exprefa  aA  of 
the  homan   underftanding  : — ^That 
none   of  oor  anions  are    in   our 
power ;  that  we   ought   to  excr- 
cife  power  over  our  adions;  and 
that    there  is  no   fuch    thing    ai 
power :— That    body  and  motion 
may  be  regarded  as  the  caufe  of 
thought ;  and  that  body  does  not 
exift :— That  the  univerfe  exifts  in 
the  mind ;  and  that  the  mind  does 
not  exift:— That  the  human   un- 
derftanding  adling  alone*  doth  en- 
tirely fubvert  itfclf,  and  prove  by. 
argument,  that   by   art  uroent  no- 
thing can  be  proved.         Thefe  are 
a  fe»v  of  the  many  fublime  myllerics 
brought  to  light  by  this  great  phi- 
lofophcr.     But  thcfe,  however  they 
may  illurni  late  our  terreftriil  /.'>rr- 
ati,  would  c>r:r/ey  no  in.uimacion 
to  the   planetary   flranger,  except 
perhaps*  that  the  fage  metaph)  fi- 
cian  knew  nothing  cf  his  fubjed. 

What  a  ilrange  detail  !  docs  not 
the  reader  exclaim  ?  Can  it  be, 
that  any  man  fhoulJ  ever  bring 
himfclf  to  think,  or  imagine  that 
he  could  bring  others  to  think,  fo 
abf'irdly  !  What  a  talle,  what  a 
heart  mud  he  pofrefi,  whofe  de- 
light it  i«,  to  reprcfent  nature  as  a 
chao5*  and  man  as  a  mender  ;  to 


fearch  for  deformity  and  confiifioir^ 
where  others  rejoice  in  the  percep- 
tion of  order  and  beaoty*  aaJ  to 
feek  to  imbitter  the  happicft  mo- 
ments of  human  life,  namely,  tliow 
we  employ   in    conteroplaiing  V*'- 
works   of   creation*    and    adiTi*" 
their  Author,    by  this  fugge^t  ^ 
equally  fali'e  and  malevolent,  Ihu 
the  moral*    at  well    as    material 
world*  is  nothing  bat  darknefs*dif* 
fonance*  and  perplexity ! 

'*  Where  all  life  dies*  death  liteSf 

and  nature  breeds 
"  Perverfe*  all  monHrous*  all  pro* 

digious  things, 
*'  Abominable*  unatterable*  and 

worfe 
<<  Than  fables  yet  have  feign'd*  or 

fear  conceived  !" 

Were  this  fyftem  a  true  one*  wc 
(hould  be  little  obliged  to  him  who 
gives  it  to  the  public ;  for  we  co«U 
hardly  imagine  a  greater  misfor- 
tune  than  fuch   a  caft  of  onder- 
(landing  as  would  make  us  believe 
it.    But,  founded  as  it  is*  in  words 
mifuoderftood,  and  fa£ts  mifrepre- 
(en ted  ;-i»fupported*    as   it   is*  by 
(bphldiy   fo  egregious*  and  often 
fo  puerile,  that  we  can  hardly  con- 
ceive how  even  the  author  himlelf 
Ihould  be  imjpofed  upon  by  it;— 
furely  he  who  attempts  to  obtrude 
it  on  the  weak  and  unwary*  maft 
have  fomeching  in  his  difpofitioD* 
which  to  a  man  of  a  good  heart,  or 
good  talle,  can  never  be  the  objed 
of  envy. 

Wc  arc  told*  that  the  end  of 
fcepticirm*  as  it  was  taoght  by 
Pyrrho,  Sextus  Empiricus,  and 
other  ancients,  was  to  obtain  in- 
dillurbance.  I  know  not  whether 
this  be  the  end  our  modern  fceptics 
have  in  view  *  if  it  is*  the  meant

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employ  for  attaining  it  are 
\y  prepofterous.  If  the  pro- 
)i  nature  exhibited  in  their 
,  produce  tranquillity  or  la- 
nce, how  drea^lful  mult  that 
Ilicy  ba  1  It  is  like  that  of  a 
urned  adrift  amidd  a  dark 
npetlaous  ocean,  in  a  crazy 
iih  neither  rudder  nor  coin- 


can  bear  the  thoaght  of  endlefs 
confufion,  of  virtue  depreiTed  and 
vice  triumphant,  of  an  univerfe 
peopled  with  fiends  and  furies,  of 
creation  annihilated,  and  chaos  rc- 
ftored  to  remtiin  a  fcene  of  dark- 
nJfs  and  folitude  for  ever  and  for 
ever :  but  it  is  not  fo  with  the  be* 
iievolent  and  tender-hearted.  Their 
^ho,  exhaulled  by  the  agi-  f  notions  are  regulated  by  another 
of    defpair  and  ditlradion,     Handard  ;    their   hopes   and    fears, 

their  joys    and  forrows,-  are   quite 


lall  all  fcnfft  of  his  miferv, 
rcomes  totally  llupiJ.  In 
e  only  thing  that  can  enable 

to  endure  exiiience  is  in- 
:ty.  And  how  far  'that  is 
nt  with  delicacy  o(  mind, 
i  among  them  explain  who

mcnt  •."     This,  if  I    mif- 
t,  holds  equally  true  of  our 
in  philofophy,  and  infidels 
;ion  :    and  it  holds  true  of 
r    the    fame    rcafon.     The 
nd  expectations  of  the  infi* 
.  fcep:ic  are  fo  full  of  hor- 
t  to  a  man  of  tafte.  that  is 
ibility     and     imagination, 
e   infupportable.     On  th^ 
ind,  what  true  religion  and 
lofophy  dictate  of  God,  and 
ce,  and  man,  is  fo  charm- 
onfonant  with  all  the  fi  ler 
ler  feelings  in  human  na- 
it  every  man  of  ta(te  uho 
it,  muft  wilb  it  to  be  true  : 
:ver  yet  heard  of  one  per- 
:andour,     who    wiOied    to 
evidence  of  the  gofpcl  fa- 
'p    and  did  not  find  ii  (o. 
ginations  and  hard  hearts 


of  a  dilFerent  kind. 

The    moral    powers,      and    the 
powers  of  taite,  are  more  congenial 
than  is  commonly  imagined  ;  and 
he    who   is  deltitute  of  the  latter, 
will  ever  be  found  as  incapable  to 
deicribe  or  judge  of  the  former,   as 
a   man  wanting  the  fenfe  of  fmell 
is    to   decide    concerning   reliflies. 
Nothing  is  more  true,   than   tbac 
*'  a  little  learning  is  a  dangerous 
*'  thing."     If  we  arc   but  a  little 
acquainted  with  one  part  of  a  com. 
plicated  fyilem,  how  is  it  poflible 
for  us   to  judge  aright,  cither  of 
the  nature  of  the  whole,  or  the  fit* 
ncfs  of  that    part!     And  a  little 
knowledge  of  one  fmall  part  of  the 
mental  fyltcm,  is  all  that  any  man 
can  be  allowed  to  have,  who  is  de- 
fective  in  imagination,  fenfibility, 
and  the  other  powers  of  tafte.     Yet, 
as    ignorance    is    ape    to  prbdace 
temerity,  I  (hould  not  be  furpfizsd 
to  find  fuch  men   mod  ibrward  tm 
attempt  reducing  the  philofophy  of 
human  nature   to  fyftem ;    and   if 
they  made  the   attempt,   I   (hculd 
not  wonder  that  they  fell  into  the 
mo/t   important  miltakcl.     Like  4 
fliorc-fighted      landfcape     painter, 
they  might  poflibly  dehncaie  fome 
of  ihe   lar^reit  and  roughed  figures 
with   tolerable    exaCtncfs:     but  of

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the  minoter  objefks,  fome  woald 
wholly  efcape  their  notice;  and 
others  appear  blotted  and  diftort- 
ed»  on  which  nature  had  bt (lowed 
the  utmoll  delicacy  of  colour,  and 
harmony  of  proporti  n. 

The  modern  fceptical  philofop^jr 
it  as  corrupt  a  body  of  Ictence  as 
ever  appeared  in  the  world.     Aad 
it  defcrves  our  notice ,  that  the  moft 
confiderable  of  its  adherents   and 
promoters  were  more  eminent  for 
lubtlety  of  realbn,   than  for  fenfi- 
bility  of  tafle.    We  know  that  this 
was   the   cafe  with    Malebranche. 
of  whom    Mr.   D*Alembert  fays, 
that  he  coold   not   read   the   motl 
fublime    yerfes    without   wearinefs 
and  difguft*.    This  was   alfo  the 
cafe  with  another  author,  to  whom 
our  later  fceptics  are  more  obliged 
than  they  feem  willing  to  acknow- 
ledge, I  mean  Mr.  Hobbcs ;  whofe 
tranAation  of  Homer  bears  juft  fuch 
a    refembUnce   to    the   Iliid   and 
OdyiTey,  as    a    putrifying    carcafe 
bears  to  a  beautiful    and  vigorous 
human  body.     Of  the  talle  of  oar 
later  fceptics,  I  leave  the  reader  to 
judge  from  his  own  obfervation. 

The  philofcphy  of  the  mind,  if 
fuch  as  it  ought  to  be,  woiild  cer* 
tainly  intcreft  us  more  than  any 
other  fcience.  Are  the  fceptical 
treatifips  on  this  fabjtA  intereAing  ? 
Do  they  bring  convlAion  to  the 
judgment,  or  delight  to  the  fancy? 
Do  they  either  reach  the  heart,  or 
feem  to  proceed  from  it  ?  Do  they 
make  us  better  acquainted  with 
ourfelves,  or  better  prepared  for 
the  bufinefs  of  life?  Do  they  not 
rather  io feeble  and  harafs  the  foul, 
divert  its  attention  from  every 
thing  that  can  enlarge  and  im- 
prove it,  give  it  a  dilrelifl)  for  it- 


felf,  and  Cor  every  thing  die,  aad 
difqualify  it  alike  lor  affioa,  ui 
for  aiefttl  knowledge  I

HOrfemanfiiip  is  a  fobjeA  al« 
ready  ennobled  by  the  pern  of 
2enophon,  a  tranflation  of  whofe 
treatiie  our  author  haa  iifertcd  ia 
this  %wrk;  and  indeed  there  can- 
not exift  a  topic  of  difcoflwa  whick 
learning  and  incennity  will  not 
render  matter  of  inftioAioa  and 
delight. 

He  has   alfo  enriched  kb  worit 
with  a  curious  dtflerutioa  cm  the 
ancient  chariot ;  in  which  the  writfr 
has  happily  employed  hia  hiftorical 
and   claiTical  learning  to  analyse, 
and    afterwards  to    put   together, 
that  curious  objed,  which  nnft  be 
confidered    not  only  aa  a  vehicle, 
but    as    a   military   machine,   for 
which   our    BritiQi    ancefiors  wcrf 
particularly    dillinguifiied    in    the 
midft  of  their  rudcnefs,  and  which 
was  ufed  in  various  forms  by  moft 
of  the  celebrated  nations  of  the  an- 
cient  world.      Mr.  Bercoger's  ac- 
count of  this  machine  has,  to  nfe 
the  language  of  the  virtoofi,  «t/f«r- 
eJ   a   piece    of  antiqoity,  «hich» 
tho*  exifling  in  various  fragmenu  ia 
other  writers,  is  hardly  to  be  found 
any  where  (o  com  pleat  aa   in  this 
treatife:    we  fubmit,   however,  to 
the  writer's  own  judgment,  whether 
the  circnmftance  that  <*  this  ifland 
was,  in  the  very  early  ages,  planted 
by  colonies  from   the  great  com- 
mercial nations  in  the  eaflem  paru

Oor  aothor  is  ondoobiedly  an 
•■tire  mafter  of  his  fobjedt ;  which, 
as  a  fcience,  he  has  treated  with 
great  koowledge;  while,  as  a 
vricer,  he  exprefles  himfelf  in  a 
clear»  elegant »  and  pleafing  ftyle. 

This  ilyle  is  not,  however,  with* 
oat  fome  blemifhes.  It  i>  perhaps 
(he  Ibndnefs  of  his  fubjedt  that  has 
Jed  him  to  an  life  of  the  itrm  female 
fex^  which  we  fufpe£t  is  not  alto- 
getlicr  jufti£ed  by  nfage  when  ap- 
plied to  mares.  We  believe  that 
the  two  words  taken  together,  are 
appropriated  to  the  beautiful  part 
of  the  human  fpecies,  and  not  to 
be  jullly  applied  to  any  other  crea- 
ture, not  even  to  this  noble  ani- 
mal. 

Each  volume  is  divided  into  two 
parts.  The  firll  part  of  the  firll 
vol.  treats  of  the  firil  ufe  of  horfes, 
and  of  the  regions  moll  efteemed 
by  the  ancients  for  producing 
them.  The  origin  of  things  that 
ire  in  common  uie,  is,  in  general, 
little  enquired  after;  but  the  phi- 
lofophic  mind  finds  a  gratification 
in  fuch  enquiiies;  and  readers  of 
that  call  will  not  be  unentcrtained 
in  following  the  origin  of  the  fad> 
die,  nor  even  of  the  fide-faddle, 
which  was,  it  feems,  firft  uied  in 
King  Stephen's  time,  and  conti- 
nues a  proof  of  Englilh  female 
propriety,  fince  it  is  certainly  not 
10  fafe,  though  a  much  more  deli- 
cate mode  than  that  pradifed  by 
women  of  other  countries. 

The  fecond  part  of  the  (irft  vol. 
is  a  difcufljon  oi  the  places  now 
poft  famous   for  breeding  horfes. 


and  the  varioos  asethods  of  rearing 
them  in  fuch  pi  ces. 

The  fecond  volume  is  didaAtc 
or  inftrudlive,  and  is  very  properly 
divided  into  chapters,  the  more 
conveniently  adapted  to  the  parti*^ 
cttlar  head  of  inflmdtion,  whether 
relative  to  the  horfe  or  the  rider. 

There  is  a  very  full  hiftory  of 
Engli(h  horfemanOiip  in  the  firft 
volume,  which  is  t*oo  long  for  our 
anlertion ;  but  as  our  reader  may 
probably  be  bcft  pleaied  with  what 
more  nearly  concerns  his  own 
country,  our  extrad  is  a  review 
of.  the  ilate  of  our  horfes,  from  the 
earlieft  times. 

**  In  taking  a  review  of  the  Hate 
of  horfes  in  England,  from  early 
times  to  the  prelent,  they  ieem  to 
have  been  divided  but  into  vw 
general  claiTes,  which  may  be  rang- 
ed under  two  diftind  periods  of 
time.  In  the  iit^  aera,  as  it  was 
an  univerfal  cuftom  for  horfemen 
to  figl^t  in  armour ;  the  burden  was 
fo  heavy^  and  the  fervice  fo  fevcre, 
that  none  but  large  and  Jloui  horlea 
were  equal  to  the  talk;  neither, 
from  the  badnefs  of  the  roads, 
could  horfes  of  a  much  lefs  fize» 
and  inferior  ftrength,  have  been 
difpenfed  with,  either  for  journies, 
or  in  the  cart.  Jt  was  therefore 
the  conftant  endeavour  of  this  na- 
tion to  raile  :och  a  breed  as  (hould 
b?  able  to  anfwer  the  purpofes  re- 
quired of  them,  inftancea  and 
pr('0f<  of  which  have  been  cited 
in  the  foregoing  part  of  this  work. 
Tnis  pratlice  brg^n  about  the  time 
of  Henry  II.  or  iomewhat  earlier, 
and  continued  till  towards  the  end 
of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  ;  a(  which 
period  1  bound  the  firll  xra,  and 
range  under  it  the  fii  It  d'fui/Un^  or 
dais,  of  horfes,  univerfally  called 
great.     The  conllant   aim  of  the

fince,  if   this  country  did  not  na- 
turally   produce     large     or    great 
horfeSa    ftallions    and    mares   t>r    a 
luftier   growth   might    have    been, 
and  were  frequently  imported  turn 
various  parts,  elpecially  irom  Flan- 
i/fT/y  Holland  y  and  Germany;  from 
the  horfes   of    which    country,  the 
black  breed  of  coach  hories  (now 
worn  out)  as  well  as   thole  uicd  in 
our   troops,  which,   in    many   en- 
gagementSy  from  their  weight  and 
ilrength,  have  been  almoll  irrefiil- 
able,  are    known  to  be  originally 
defcended :    neither   can  it  be  ad- 
mitted, that  England  cannot  pro- 
duce large  horfes,  for  the  herbage 
it  fo  abundant,  and  the  ground  lo 
various,  that  it  can  raifc  horiVs  of 
the   largeit  feature,  and   almoll  of 
any  intermediate  fize,  at  the  will 
of  the  breeder ;    and  it  is  knovvn 
that  the  draught-horles  of  Lincoln- 
fliire,  Staffordihire,   Leiceflerihire, 
^orihamptonfliire,  and  fomr  other 
counties,    are    the  giants  of  their 
kind.      The    duke    of    NewcalUe 
complains  that  our  horfes  are  often 
too  big,  by  reafon  of  the  moidure 
of  the    air,    and   wetnefs    of   the 
ground :  fo  that  when  the  contrary 
effe^b  appeared,   they   mull   have 
proceeded    either    from    want    of 
judgment  in  the  choice  of  the  mare

]e^  of  the  foals,  in  not  fupplying 
them  with  good  and  fufficient  nou- 
rishment in  winter,  and  expofing

The  opinion  or  apprehenfion  of 
a  rnptore  did  not  however  fo  to- 
tally occupy  men't  minds,  as  to 
prevent  a  difagreeable  rememb- 
raace  of  thoTe  domeftic  matters, 
niuch  had  already  been  the  caufe 
of  k>  mock  diflatisfadkion.  A  few 
days  after  the  rifing  of  parliament, 
aaother  addrefs,  remonftrance,  and 
peiiiion,     was   prefented   by   the

"•y2S<i-  which,  after  profcffions 
oF  the  grcatcft  lovalty  and  affec- 
tion,  they  firft  deplore  the  fe« 
vere  cenfiire  caft  upon  them  by  the 
aafwer  to  their  former  remon- 
Irance,  and  exeaate  the  malig- 
lant  and  pemicioot  advice  which 
CQold  fagged  it,  and  then  renew 
Mr  application  in  the  ftrongeft 
terms,  .Ibr  the  diflblndon  of  the 
prefent,  and  the  calling  of  a  new 
parliament;  ulked  much  of  fe- 
crtt  machinations,  and  the  infidi- 
oos  attempts  of  evil  counfellors ; 
lad  iafifted  ftrongly  upon  the  in- 
difpenfible  right  of  the  fabjed, 
v^Kh  thfy  now  claimed,  of  being 
ivpreiented  by  a  full,  free,  and 
ttoiadlated  parliament,  legally 
ckolea  in  all  its  members. 

The  aafwer,  which  was  in  fnp- 
port  and  confirmation  of  the  for- 
mer, was  produdive  of  an  un- 
cooMnoo,  if  not  unheard  of  cir«* 
camftaace.  Mr.  Beckford,  then 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  to  the 
aaaiement  of  the  court,  and  with 
a  boldnefs  and  freedom,  perhaps. 


peculiar  to  himfelf,  made  an  im- 
mediate and  fptrited  reply  to  the 
King's  anfwer,  which  'he  conclod* 
ed  in  the  following  words,  "  That 
whoever  had  already  dared,  or 
ihottld  hereafter  endeavour  by  falie 
infinuadons  and  fuggeftions,  to 
alienate  his  Majefly's  affedions 
from  his  loyal  fubjeds  in  general, 
and  from  the  city  of  London  in 
particular,  and  to  withdraw  his 
confidence  and  regard  from  hia 
people,  was  an  enemy  to  his  Ma- 
jcfty's  perfon  and  family,  a  viola- 
tor of  the  public  peace,  and  a  be- 
trayer of  our  happy  conditntion  as 
it  was  eftabliihed  at  the  glorious 
and  neceflfary  revolution.''  This 
anfwer  was  varioufly  judged.  Thofe 
who  paid  a  high  regard  to  the  de- 
corums of  the  court,  declared  it 
indecent  and  unprecedented  to 
reply  to  any  anfwer  of  the  King. 
But  in  the  dty  his  fpirit  was  infi- 
nitely applauded.  Both  parties 
concurred  in  admiring  the  manner 
in  which  he  delivered  himfelf. 

The  fate  of  this  and  the  former 
remooftrances  did  not  prevent  one 
from  the  county  of  Surrey,  which 
was  prefented  ioon  after ;  and  was 
in  fome  time  fi^eeded  by  a  peti- 
tion from  the  city  of  Weilminller ; 
nor  did  the  death  of  Alderman 
Beckford  prevent  another  from  the 
city  of  London,  which  was  pre- 
fented»    a    few    days    xt  a

parliament,  and  was  the  third  re- 
ceived from  that  great  city  wichin 
the  oourfe  of  the  year. 

Thofe  in  the  popular  intered, 
however,  in  general,  finding  all 
their  applications  for  redrefs  truit- 
lefs,  feemed  at  length  to  defpair 
of  obtaining  it  in  chat  manner,

cffeduaf  petitions »  which  now  by 
their  frequenpy  began  to  lofe  all 
their  effed. 

This  at  lead  feemed  to  be  the 
/enfe  of  a  great  meeting  of  the  free- 
holders ot  yorkniire.  who  iniUnJ 
of  a  petition  agreed  upon  a  very 
fpirited  letter  of  thanks  to  their 
representatives,  for  their  condufl  in 
pnrlianienr,  in  which  they  de- 
clared«  th.it  hopcicfs  of  fuccefs 
from  a  reiterated  petition,  whilft 
the  fame  influence  prevailed, 
which  prcvcnred  t\w  former  from 
meeting  wi.h  a  favourable  recep- 
tion, they  \*oi!d  forliear  to  m.ikc 
a  further  application  to  the  throne. 
But  they  recoinm-nded  it  to  their 
xncmbers  to  j'crf.vcrc  in  every  par- 
liamentary ni'-'ti^vl  for  obtaijiiiir 
redrefs ;  and  if  li^y  fnoi:!-  f:::d 
proper  ocrailon  a.iJ  mean',  to  iiu- 
peach  ihofe  v\horc  acvic/  h..vl  ca-il-jj 
the  iatc  evils  and  prevented  liuir 
lemr  val.

acknowledged «    the    fulleft    confi-

I'hongh  the  addrefTes  were  car- 
ried  through  without  a  divifiont 
they  did  not  pafs  without  confidcr- 
able  debates,  which  took  in  the 
ilate  of  preparation  in  the  nation, 
the  caufcs  of  the  cxpeded  war,  and 


the  condu6i  of  the  miniftry  hitlierto 
in  regard  to  it.  It  was  not  how- 
ever the  intention  of  oppofitioo* 
by  any  means  to  impede  the  raifio{ 
of  the  fupplies,  or  to  ilacken  ia 
any  degree  the  preparations  lor 
carrying  on  a  war ;  on  the  coa* 
trary,  they  wifhed  the  moft  vigor- 
ous  meafures  to  be  purfued,  and 
the  moll  full  and  exemplary  fads* 
fa<flion  obtained,  as  well  to  prevent 
future  infults,  as  to  convince  fo- 
reign princes,  that  they  could  doC 
wantonly,  and  with  impunity,  giva 
alarms  to  our  trade,  and  put  chi 
nation  to  extraordinary  expencetf 
at  every  time  that  caprice  or  male- 
volence might  prompt  them  to  fuch 
a  pradice. 

It  was  faid  by  thofe  in  oppofi- 
tionv    that  as  one  infult  ii  always 
the   forerunner  of  others,  fo   tha 
prefent  outrage,  offered  by  SpaiD. 
was  a  natural  confequence  of  oar 
paflive  and  ihameful  condud  in  re- 
gard to  the  affiiir  of  Corfica.

That   it  was  neceflary 
to  know  what  the   Spaniards  had 
done,  and  what  previous  in  forma* 
tion  our  miniftry  had   received  of 
their  defigns.     That    by  our  con- 
dud,  for   a  twelvemonth   paft,   it 
would  appear  that  we  had  not  an 
enemy  in  the  world ;  and  yet,  by 
the  King's  fpeech  at  the  opening  of 
the  laft  feffion,  it  was  evident  thac 
a  wtT  wu  then  apprehended.

Thst  part  of  the  fpeedi,  which 
(aid  that  the  hononr  of  the  crowa 
and  the  rights  of  the  people  were 
deeply  affSSed  by  an  ad  of  the 
Governor  of  Buenos  Ayres,  was 
feverely  excepted  to;  and  as,  ia 
this  country,  the  fpc«ch  from  che^ 
throne  is  only  confidered  aa  the 
fpeech  of  the  mmifter  for  the  time 
being,  fo  this  PSLfl^tse  became  a 
general  objed  of  cenlure  and  ridi- 
cule, both  within  and  oot  of  doors» 
It  was  faid,  that,  9f  a  fupplement 
to  the  fame  abfuvt-jtondoa  whicb 
had  degraded  majcl^  into  a  ridi- 
culous perfonal  conteft  with  a 
wretched  libeller  at  hoflie*  the  ho- 
nour and  dignity  of  the  crowa 
were  now  committed  in  a  conteft 
with  a  paltry  Spaqi(h  officer.    That 

John  Wilkes,  and  Don  Francilco 
iuccarelli,  were  the  foes  that  were 
to  rottze  the  vengeance  of  Bnffland* 
Why  was  an  officer^  that  aAed  only 
under  command,  confidered,  in- 
ftead  of  the  King  his  matter,  as  the 
principal  in  an  injury  ofoed  so 
this  great  nation?  The  an(wer  ia 
evident:  the  fame  temporiaing» 
mean,  and  cowardly  policy  pre* 
vails,  that  beheld  the  fcisure  of 
Corfica,  in  defiance  of  faith  and 
of  treaty ;  and  now  hopes,  under 
this  fubterfuge,  to  find  tome  means 
of  prolonging  its  exigence,  though 
at  the  price  of  the  national  dignity 
and  honour. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  was  aflerted, 
that  the  condud  of  the  minillers 
had  neither  been  able  nor  hooefti 
that  they  had  loft  the  confidence  of 
the  people,  yet  imagine  that  the 
people  wiU  fapport  themi  that 
[B  2]  Ihcy 
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they  have  threatened  the  colonies 
v/hh  unrelenting  feverity,  in  the 
porfuitofan  uncondituiional  mea- 
itirc,  yet  fuppofe  we  (hall  fufFer 
Tioching  from  the  alienation  of  their 
aiFediions ;  tliat  they  are  raling 
Ireland  wxih  a  rod  of  iron,  and 
yet  pretend  that  they  arc  making 
1^0  advances  to  arbitrary  govern- 
ment; und  that  they  have  been 
bHnd  and  improvident  with  refpe^ 
VO  the  defigns  of  our  enemies,  and 
yet  fuppofe  that  there  is  no  danger 
•f  kbcir  being  carried  into  effect. 

It  was  faid  on  the  other  fide,  that 
all  EuropCi  enemies  as  w^ll  as 
fiends*  were  attentive  to>  and 
would  found  much  of  their  opini- 
on, upon  tfalK^ue  of  the  prcfcnt 
day;  that  the  iillRiments  of  the  ad* 
drefs  would  ftne  nearly  as  much 
as  our  military  preparations,  to  in- 
timidate the  former,  by  convinc- 
ing them,  that  whatever  diiFer- 
cnce  in  opinion,  or  even  tranfient 
animOfities  might  occafionally  fub- 
£ft  limong  us,  we  have  but  one 
hand  and  one  heart  againft  a  com- 
inoa  enemy.  That  an  addrefs  was 
a  compliment  to  the  throne,  not 
an  approbation  of  a  minifler  ;  and 
that  if  a  minifter  had  a^led  ami(4« 
there  were  other  fufficient  methods 
of  enquiry  and  cenfure  well  known, 
and  whicn  would  involve  no  other 
character ;  but  that  the  prefent  ob« 
jeAions  were  meant  as  an  invidious 
attack  immediately  uipon  the  crown. 

That  nothing  could  be  more  ab- 
furd  than  the  idea,  that  any  pri- 
vate diferences,  difcontents,  or 
poiitical  fquabbles  among  our- 
felves,  ccuid  operate  in  fuch  a 
manner  upon  the  minds  of  the 
people,  as  to  prevent  their  defend-* 
'  ing  their  own  rights,  and  inierelts; 
as  well  as  the  honour  and  dignity 
#f  the  crown«  agaioft  any  cotifc- 


deracy  of  the  boufe  of  BoorlkHl  I 
that  intereft  was  the  fure  bond  of 
fuppori  and  afliftancej  and  that 
no  man  would  fit  itill,  while  hia 
eilate  was  ravaged,  or  bis  houfe 
burned,  through  his  diflike  to  the 
manner  in  which  public  alFairs 
were  conduced.  That  therefore 
it  would  be  time  enough  to  adjaft 
domeftic  differences,  when  the  com- 
mon danger  was  removed. 

That  the  charge  of  alienating 
the  colonies  is  fo  far  from  being 
founded,  that  the  dirtSt  reverfe  is 
the  fadl ;  and  except  a  part  of  one 
inconfiderable..  province,  they  have 
been  brought  back  to  a  due  fenfe 
of  their  duty,  by  a  fpirit  and  pru- 
dence which  ^do  equal  honour  to 
adminjflration.  The  charge  of 
not  arming  fooner,  and  of  making 
it  a  crime  that  fome  of  our  poflel- 
fions  were  liable  to  danger,  would 
upon  examination,  it  was  faid,  ap- 
pear equally  groundlefs;  that  the 
truth  was,  the  nation  could  not 
have  been  armed  (ooner ;  our  fleeta 
cannot  be  fitted  out,  except  when 
our  trade  is  at  home,  or  juft  com- 
ing home,  as  failors  are  not  to  be 
had  at  any  odier  time ;  and  that  it 
is  well  known,  the  trade  waa  nei* 
ther  at  home,  nor  near  coming 
home,  in  the  prefent  infbmce.

if  the  fpirit  of  the  times  has  fixed  any 
unmerited  ftigma  upon  the  charac- 
ters of  the  judges,  this  will  purify 
them,  and  rellore  them  to  the  elteem 
and  confidence  of  their  country  ;  but 
if  the  popular  rumours  have  unhap- 
pily been  too  w:ll  founded,  we 
owe  it  to  ourfelves,  and  to  pofterity.

Jan.  22,  T  T    was  not    till    the 
1771.   Jl    very  day  of  the  meet* 
ing  of  Parliaftient,  that 
the    declaratioo    was-  figned    by 
Prince  Maferano,  and  the  accept- 
ance by  the  Earl  of  Rpchfbrd.    By 
the  former,  the  ambafiador,  in  the 
name  of  his  toaifler,  difavows  the 
violence  oftd  at  Port  Egmont,  and 
Itipolates  that  everv  thing  (hall  be 
retlored  there  precifely  to  the  (ame 
Hate,  in  which  they  were  before 
the   reduction;  but    at  the  (ame 
time  declares,  that  this  reftoration 
is  not  in  any  wife  to  ailed  the 
giteftioo,  of  the  prior  right  of  ib- 
vereignty  of  thoTe  iflands  :  and  by 
the    acceptance,    Che  performance 
of  thefe  fHpalations  is  to  be  con- 
fiderfd  as  a  fatisfadion  for  the  in- 
jury done  to  the  crown  of  Grent 
Britain. 

This  tranfafiion  wuimmediatety 
annoanced  to  both  Hoofesi  and 
copies  of  the  declaration  and  nc» 
ccptance  were  (bon  after  laid  befbro 
them.

cers,  againft  thaf  faid  ifland,  and 
of  the   rednAion  and  capitnlatidB' 
of  it }— as  alfo,    of  the  denkanda 
made   by  the  minifters    for  fnch 
reparation  as  there  was  a^  right  to 
exped  for  the  injury  received,  and 
the  infnh  upon  the  hoooor  of  the 
crown  in  fei^ine  the  ifland  by  force, 
and  for  obuining  fecarity  for  the 
rights  of  the  people,,  which  was 
deeply  alTeded  by  that  injury,  to^ 
gether  with  the  anfwers;  and  o^ 
all    reprefentations    made  to    thai 
Goott  of  Spain,  firice  the  firft  in* 
telltgeitce  of  its  hoUile  intentioos, 
as  well  before,   as  after  the  plactf 
was  utcen  ;  and  of  the  letters  and 
fnllfu^ois  fent  to  the    mintftera 
it  the%oart  of  Spain,  and  of  all 
letters  received  from  them* 

A  nam- 
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A  Bvmber  of  papers  were  tccord- 
hglf  laid  before  the  Houfe,  con- 
itting  of  letters,  protells,  and  warn- 
ingi.  which  we  have  before  taken 
DOtke  of,  and  which  had   pafTed, 
fir  been   traofiAed,  between    the 
Spaniards  and  oar  officeri,  at  Falk- 
land's  Ifland,  from    the    39th   of 
Xofcfflbeff  1769*  to  the  figning  of 
the  captmlatioo*  on   the   10th  of 
Jcse  1770 ;  togetSier  with  the  ar* 
tides  of  GapiTQlation»  lifts  of  ftores* 
and  the  letters  wrote  to  the  Admi- 
nhjs     by    the     Captains   Hunt, 
Haltbr,  and    Farmer.    To   thefe 
oere  added»  the  correfpondence  be- 
tween Lord  Weymouth   and  Mr. 
Harris,  from 'the  letter  wrote  by 
the  lattcft  giving   an   account  of 
the  Spanifii    intelligence  brought 
finm  Bneoos  Ayres,oo  the  23d  of 
Aogaft,    to    the    laft  which    was 
vrittcn  by  the  former,  fome  fmall 
Asm  previoas  to  his  refignation,

A  remarkable  ftene  of  corrupt 
tion  was  about  this  time  brought 
to  li^ht,  by  the  feledl  committee 
appointed  to  determine  a  contefted 
eledion^  for  the  borough  of  New 
Shoreham,  in  the  county  of  Sufiejt, 
The  matter  of  conteft  was*  that 
the  returning  officer  for  that  bo^ 
rough  had  returned  a  candidate 
with  only  37  votes,  in  prejudice 
to  another  who  had  87 ;  of  which 
he  had  queried  76,  and  made  his 
return  without  examining  the  va-^ 
lidity  of  the  votes  he  had  fo  que- 
ried. 

It  appeared  from  the  defence 
made  by  the  officer,  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  freemen  of  that  bo- 
rough had  formed  ihcmlelves  into 
a  fociety*  under  the  name  of  the 
ChrilHan  Club  ;  the  apparent  ends 
of  which  inilitution  were  to  pro- 
mote ads  of  charity  and  benevo- 
lence, and  to  anfwer  fuch  other  por- 
pofes  as  were  fuitable  to  the  import 
of  its  name.  Under  this  faodion  of 
piety  and  religion*  and  the  cover 
of  occafional  adls  of  charity*  they 
profaned  that  facred  name*  by 
making  it  a  dale  for  carrying  on 
the  word  purpofes ;  of  making  a 
traffic  of  their  oaths  and  con- 
fciehces,  and  fetting  their  borough 
to  fale  to  the  higheft  bidder  ;  while 
the  reft  of  the  freemen  were  de- 
prived of  every  legal  benefit  from 
their  votes. 

The 
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The  members  of  this  fociety 
i^re  boand  to  fecrecy  and  to  each 
ocber^  by  oaths,  writings,  bonds 
with  large  penalties,  and  all  the 
ties  that  could  ftrengtben  tlieir 
compa£k ;  and  carried  on  this  tr|f- 
£c  by  the  means  of  a  feledl  com- 
mittee, who,  under  pretence  of 
fcraples-  of  confcience,  never  ap- 
peared or  voted  at  any  ejedlion 
themfelves;  bat,  haviag  notwitlv- 
ftaodtng  ibid  the  borough  and  re- 
ceived the  fttpvl^ted  price,  they 
^vrt  dire^ons  to  the  red  how  to 
vote»  and  by  this  complicated  eva- 
£oD,  the  employers  and  their  agents 
having  fully  farbfied  their  con- 
^ience»  fliared  tht  money  as  (bon 
as  the  ele6Hon  was  over  without 
toy  firther  fcntple. 

The  retorniiig  officer  had  be- 
longed to  this  fociety,  and»  having 
taken  ibme  difguft  to  his  aiTociates, 
had  quitted  their  party.  The  ma- 
jority of  legal  voters  which  he  ob- 
je^ed  to,  was*  he  faid,  in  part 
owing  to  his  experimental  know- 
ledge of  tlieir  corruption,  and 
partly  founded  upon  feveral  im- 
proper ads,  that  had  come  within 
jiis  knowledge  as  magiflrate  upon 
the  late  eledion,  particularly  an 
affidavit  of  a  very  confiderable  fam 
of  money  which  had  been  dillri- 
bated   among  them.     Upon   thefe 

f;rounds,  though  they  had  the 
ardinefs  to  take  the  oath  againfl 
bribery  and  corruption,  he  looked 
opon  them  as  difqualified ;  and 
having  befides  taken  the  opinion 
of  counfel,  which,  it  ieems,  coin- 
cided with  his  omJt  he  returned 
the  candidate  who  had  the  fmaller 
somber  of  voters,  as  they  were 
free  from  thefe  objedions. 

Upon  thefe  principles,  and  his 
not  a^iing  intentionally  wrong, 
the  officer  rcfled  his  plea  of  jullifi- 


cation  for  the  illeg^ity  of  his  con- 
du6l.  As  the  aiTumption  of  fuch 
^  tGt  of  power  by  a  returning  of- 
ficer, upon  whatever  principle  it 
was  founded,  would  however  have 
been  a  precedent  of  the  moft  dan- 
gerous tendency,  he  was  accord- 
ingly taken  into  cuftody;  but  in 
confideration  of  the  circumftanccs 
in  his  favour,  and  of  his  bringing 
fo  infamous  a  combination  to  ligh:, 
he  was  difcharged,  after  receiving 
a  reprimand  upon  his  knees  from 
the  fpeaker  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Houfe. 

As  this  combination  at  Shore- 
ham  was  of  too  flagrant  a  nature 
to  be  overlooked,  andthe  feledt 
committee  had  not  powers  to  pro- 
ceed any  farther  in  it,  they  report- 
ed the  whole  matter  to  the  Houfe, 
and  moved,  that  they  would  make 
a  farther  inquiry  into  it ;  though 
this  met  with  ^n  oppoiition  from 
fome  of  thofe*  who^  having  no 
good  wifhes  for  the  Ute  adl  for 
regulating  the  trial  of  controverted 
elections,  were  gJ&d  of  fo  early  an 
opportunity  to  point  out  its  in- 
emcacy,  and  depreciate  its  merits ; 
yet  the  general  excellency  of  that 
law,  notwithftanding  any  of  its 
prefent  deficiei'cies,  which  every 
day's  experience  would  give  new 
opportunities  of  fupplying^  carried 
with  it  fuch  convi^ion  as  to  be 
already  well  underftood,  and  the 
motion  for  an  inquiry  was  carried 
through  without  a  dividoo. 

The  allegations,  made  by  the 
returning  officer,  having  been  as 
fully  proved,  in  the  courfe  of  this 
inquiry,  as  ihe  nature  of  the  cafe 
would  admit,  and  entirely  to  the 
fatisfadtion  of  the  Houfe,  a  bill 
was  at  length  brought  in,  to  in- 
capacitate  8i  freemen  of  Shore- 
ham,  by  name,  from  voting  at 
[D]  4  clcaior.^ 
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dedions  of  meoibers  to  ferve  in 
parliamenty  and  for  the  preventing 
bribery  and  corruption  in  that  bo- 
rough ;  and  at  the  fame  time  an 
addrefs  was  ordered,  for  the  attor- 
ney-general to  profecute  the  £ve 
nierobeis  of  the  Cbrilljan  Club 
«^ho  compofed  the  cooimittee  ^hich 
tranfaded  the  bargain  as  to  the  fale 
of  the  borough  at  the  Ifill  elec- 
tion. 

The  difivrent  tranfa6iions»  how- 
ever, coufeqoent  of  this  fubjedl, 
run  through  the  whole  ieffion,  and 
it  was  not  till  the  laft  day  of  it, 
fhat  the  bill  received  the  royal 
nflent.  The  members  of  the  club 
were  heard  by  counfel  again  ft  it. 
Many  doabcs  arofe  as  to  the  mode 
of  the  punifliment.  It  was  pro- 
pofed  to  disfranchife  the  borough  ; 
this,  however,  was  thought  too 
dangerous  a  precedent  ;  others 
thought  that  the  culprits  (hould  be 
left  to  the  puni(hment  of  the  law  ^ 
but  though  there  was  a  clear  con. 
vidion  of  their  guilt,  it  was  a  mat- 
ter of  fuch  a  nature,  as  made  the 
eftabliihment  of  legal  evidence  very 
fiiffici)lt ;  and  if  they  efcaped  with- 
out iome  fignal  maik  of  reproba- 
tion, it  would  be  an  encourage- 
;nent  to  the  moft  barefaced  cor- 
ruption, when  the  whole  kingdom 
faw  that  it  ^ould  be  done  with  im- 
punity. 

Jc  will  be  fcarcely  nece/Tary  to 
remind  our  readers,  that  the  NuJ* 
lum  tempus  bill,  or  the  ad  for  qqiet- 
ing  the  pofteiCons  of  the  fubjed 
againft  all  pretences  of  conceal- 
ment whatfoever,  which  was  firil 
brought  into  the  Hcufe  in  1768, 
and  paiTed  in  the  folloxfing  year, 
owed  its  rife  to  a  grant  from  the 
trcai'ury  to  Sir  James  Lowther,  of 
a  confid^rable  eftate  and  very  ex- 
tenfive  royalties,   which  had  been 


f ranted  by  king  William  to  thf 
brtland  family,  and  had  been  in 
their  poiTeffion  from  that  timff. 
A  claule  had '  been  inferted  in  that 
a6t,  by  which  the  grantee;^  or  lef- 
(ees  of  the  crown  v/cre  allowed  % 
year  from  its  taking  place,  for  the 
prolccution  of  their  claims ;  and 
though  that  bill  had  been  brcu|;bc 
in  and  fupported  by  the  uoke  of 
Portland's  friends,  and  his  parti- 
cular cafe  had  (hewn  the  neceffity 
and  was  the  immediate  origin  or  it| 
no  oppoQiion  was  made  to  the  clauip 
in  queftion.

quellion,    aud   of    committing  the 
legal  right,  upon  which  thofe  pri- 
vileges were  founded,  to  a  public 
diiculTion  ;  which  has  not  yet  been 
fatisfadlorily  decided;  whiiil  h  alfo 
was  produdlive  of  the   new  <inil  "x- 
traordiuary  fpeclacle,  ot  the  hird- 
mayor  of  the  city  o^    London,  and 
anottii*r  of  its  principal  magillrares, 
being  committed  piifoners  to  the 
Tower. 

We  have  before  had  occafion  to 
obferve,  that,  a  licentiouinefs,  hi- 
thcito  unknown,  had  for  fome  time 
prevailed  in  many  of  the  periodical 
pu'olications.  This  was  carried  to 
Ijch  a  pitch,  pariicularly  by  the 
political  eflayifts,  as  well  by  thofe 
in  favour  of  aJminiitrdcion  as  by 
thofe  againll  it,  that  no  rank,  no 
reclitude  of   public    condud,   nor 

exccl« 
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cxctllenc]r  of  private  ch^rafler, 
were  preTervatives  againf^  the  moft 
grofs*  the  moft  (haraeftil,  and  the 
mod  fcandaloas  abufe.  Nor  was 
this  done  with  the  ufual  cautions, 
of  drawing  charafters,  and  leaving 
it  to  the  iagscity  of  the  reader  to 
trace  out  the  refemblance ;  or  of 
infertioj;  blanks,  or  initial  letters 
only,  for  names.  The  ill  judged 
violence,  and  confequent  fruitlefs- 
nefs,  of  fonae  late  profecations, 
bad  emboldened  the  printers  to  the 
higheft  degree;  for  they  faw  that 
juries  (eemed  fo  much  alarmed  at 
what  They  thought  abufes  of  power, 
and  the  appearances  of  chicane  and 
cunning,  which  were  reprefentcd 
to  them  as  intended  either  to  force 
or  trepan  them  out  of  their  ancient 
and  legal  rights  and  authority, 
that  they  now  fufpeded  fome  cir- 
cumvention, fubtilty,  or  danger- 
ous defign,  to  lie  hid  in  every  pro- 
fecQtion  of  tnis  nature  ;  and  fcem« 
ed  therefore  determined,  if  they 
erred,  to  do  it  upon  what  they 
conl'hicrcd  as  the  right  fide,  that 
which  was  in  favour  of  their  own 
rights  and  the  liberty  of  the  fub- 

jcct. 

Every  fa£l,  every  charge,  how- 
ever  falfe  or  groun^lcfs,  and  every 
nane,  however  rcfpedlable,  were 
accordingly  written  and  printed  at 
full  length.  Diftinflion  of  cha- 
racter feemed  at  an  end  ;  and  that 
powerful  incentive  to  all  public 
and  private  virtue,  of  eflabliihing 
a  fair  fame,  and  of  gaining  popu- 
lar applauTe,  which  :o  noble  minds 
is  the  higheft  of  all  rewarci.-«,  feem- 
ed now  to  be  totally  cut  off,  and 
no  longer  to  be  hoped  for.  Boih 
parties  Were  feniibly  gailed,  and 
felt  the  reproach  and  ceniure  to  'he 
qiick  ;  and  each  charged  the  other 
v,ith  eccoaraging  it. 


While  an  evil,  fo  deftradive  !• 
all  virtue,  was  thus  either  over- 
looked or  encouraged,  a  matter  of 
much  lefs  importance,  and  of  4 
very  doub^ful  nature  as  to  the  good 
or  ill  of  its  confeouences,  was  ea- 
gerly and  violently  entered  inco^ 
for  the  fiipport  and  exertion  of  an 
authority,  which,  however  nrcef- 
fary  in  particular  cales,  it  might 
perhaps  be  equally  the  intereft  of 
the  reprefentative  and  repreiented 
to  continue  in  its  pret'ent  undefined 
iVate ;  without  expohng  it  wanton- 
ly, either  to  a  ilfiA  inquiry  into 
its  foundation,  or  a  clofe  difcaffioa 
of  its  utility. 

In  the  latitude  now  taken,  the 
publiihcrs  of  news -papers  had  (or 
fome  time  infcrted  certain  perform* 
ances,  as  fpecches  of  t^ie  members 
of  parliament,  which  in  the  Houfe 
had  been  denied,  fome  of  them  in 
the  whole,  all  of  them  in  many 
c^ential  parts,  to  be  genuine  ;  but 
if  they  had  been  the  it  ueft  repre- 
fentation  of  the  fentiments  and 
expreffions  of  the  fpeakers,  fucl^ 
publication  was  yet  contrary  to  a 
Aanding  order  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons.  A  complaint  00  tbefe 
grounds  was  laid  againft  two  of 
them  by  one  of  the  members,  and 
a  motion  carried  upon  a  divifioa 
for  proceeding  againil  them.  Th^ 
printers  were  accordingly  ordered 
to  attend,  which  they  did  not  com- 
ply with ;  other  notices  were  ferv- 
ed,  and  different  qucAions  arofe 
upon  the  mode  of  ferving  them  i 
the  mefTenger  had  not  ^en  tho 
printers,  and  left  the  order  for 
tncir  attendance  with  their  fer- 
vants :  at  length  a  final  osder  was 
iifued,  and  the  leaving  it  at  their 
hoolcs  was  to  be  deemed  a  fi^cieut 
notice. 

The  whole  of  this  meafore  had 
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btoi  ftroogly  oppofed,  as  well  op- 
Ot  its  intnodiiQx>n»  is  upon  the 
qteiHoRs  that  arofe  in  the  different 
tttei  of  its  progrefs :  though  the 
ibife  ^  ^  preG  was  acknow- 
ledged, it  was  (aid>  that  this  was  an 
nproper  time,  in  the  prefent  teni* 
per  and  difpofition  of  the  people, 
to  GOAfnic  the  qneihon  or  privilege 
to  an  onnecefiary  difcnffion,  and  to 
idouniSer  new  opportunities  lor  a 
popnlar  oppofition  to  the  branches 
of  legiflaciire»  as  well  as  to  ezeca- 
tive  gofcrnnient ;  that  proTecations 
of  this  nature,  inftcrad  of  putting 
an  end  to  the  practice*  would  in* 
creife  it»  as  they  would  promote 
tke  fale  of  the  libels,  which  was 
known  to  be  the  cafe  in  fome  re- 
cent iaftances ;  that  the  minifterial 
•ricers  were  publickly  encouraged 
to  die  mod  flagrant  abufes  of  the 
prefs ;  and  thai  while  this  was  done 
ii  ooe  infUnce,  whereby  fome  of 
ue  reoft  refpedlable  characters  in 
(be  kingdom  were  mangled,  with- 
ttit  regard  to  (hame  or  to  truth, 
it  was  in  Cain  to  curb  it  in  other 
cve«,  or  to  (ay  to  Hcentioufnefs, 
So  far  fliilt  thou  go,  but  no  fur- 
ther: and  that  though  mifrepre- 
fcButions  of  any  member  were  un- 
<!on&tedly  infamous,  they  ought  to 
he  legally  puni(hed  by  the  pcrfon 
iajvred,  and  not  by  the  authority 
OJ  t4e  H  'ufc,  which,  however  well 
fspportrd  by  precedent,  not  being 
to  duded  by  the  ordinary  forms 
of  legal  proceeding,  had  generally 
u  oifious  and  opprelQve  appear- 
aace. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  enormity 
of  che  abufe  was  infilled  on  ;  that 
it  WIS  prejudicial  to  che  iniereft  of 
^ctlemeo  in  their  borou;;hs ;  that 
ic  hid  never'  been  prafliled  be- 
fore during  the  fitting  of  parlia- 
aeitf  and  when  done  an   the  in* 


tervals,  had  been  always  conducted 
with  decency  ;  and  that  it  was  now 
become  abfolutely  neceifary,  either 
to  puniih  the  offenders  feverely,  or 
CO  reverfe  the  ftanoing  order,  which 
had  not  only  been  unobeyed,  but 
violently  and  ontrageoufly  in- 
fulted. 

The  final  order  to  the  printers, 
having  been  attended  with  as  little 
fuccefs  as  the  former  notices  had 
been,  a  motion  was  made  that  they 
ihould  be  taken  into  the  cufiody  ctf 
the  Serjeant  at  Arms,  for  contempt 
of  the  orders  of  the  Houfe.*-Th2s 
was  oppofed,  as  perfevering  in  a 
meafure  originally  bad,  and  which 
would  erow  continually  worfe  hf 
the  conduft  that  was  porfued  ;  and 
that  it  was  highly  impolitic  to  pro- 
voke the  people  by  a  needlefs  dif- 
play  of  authority,  at  a  time  when 
they  were  already  too  much  heated 
and  alarmed,  and  watched  every 
exercife  of  power  with  the  utmoft 
jealoufy  and  fnfpicion,  efpecially 
in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  which 
fince  the  bufinefs  of  the  Middlefex 
eledion,  the  people  were  but  too 
apt  to  confider  rather  as  an  inilru- 
ment  of  the  conrt  than  the  repre- 
fentative  of  the  peoplt.— ^To  this 
it  was  anfwered,  that  notwich- 
ftanding  the  unjuft  and  groundleis 
fufpicions  of  the  vulgar,  the  dig- 
nity of  the  Houfe  mud  be  fup- 
ported  ;  and  that  as  the  order  had 
been  made,  it  muft  now  vindicate 
its  own  condudl,  by  enforcing 
obedience  to  it.  The  quedion 
being  put,  was  carried,  as  every 
other  had  been  upon  this  fubjedt, 
by  a  prodigious  majority. 

The  Serjeant  at  Arms  not  having 
been  able  to  meet  with  the  delin- 
quents, and  having  been  befides 
laughed  at  by  their  fervants,  made 
his  report  accordingly  to  the  Houfc; 

upon 
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Upon  which  it  was  refolved  tb  ad- 
drefs  for  a  royal  proclamation  a- 
gain  ft  theuit  together  with  a  re- 
ward for  their  apprehenfion ;  which 
being  done*  the  proclamation  was 

accordingly  ifTued  in 
March  9tb«   the    Gazette,    and    a 

reward  of  fifty  pounds 
a- piece  offered  for  taking  the  de- 
linquents. 

As  if  the  original  affair  had  not 
been  capable  of  affording  fufficient 
trouble,  the  gentleman  who  intrcf- 
duced  it,  had  now  the  fortune  to 
£nd  oot  fix  other  printers,  who 
were  equally  culpable  with  the 
two  firft,  and  accordingly  moved 
to  proceed  againd  them.  This 
notion  was  oppofed  with  great 
carneffnefs:  It  was  recommended 
to  confideration,  that  they  had  al- 
ready attempted  to  punifh  two, 
who  had  eluded  their  vigilance, 
and  would  probably  gain  a  victory 
over  the  Houfc ;  that  the  honour 
and  dignity  of  parliament  (hould 
never  be  committed  on  fo  flight  a 
ground  as  that  of  a  general  order  i 
that  as  the  member^  for  whom  the 
printed  fpeeches  had  been  made, 
had  not  made  any  particular  com- 
plaint of  the  injunes  done  them, 
the  Houfe  in  general  had  no  bu&- 
nefs  to  take  it  up ;  and  that  the 
different  publiihers  of  news-papers 
throughout  England,  who  were  a 
numerous  body,  were  all  under 
the  fame  predicament  with  thofe 
complained  of,  and  if  there  was 
a  general  perfecution  railed  againfl 
them,  the  whole  time  of  the  Houfe 
would  be  taken  op,  and  its  atten- 
tion diverted  from  all  matters  of 
moment,  to  a  ridiculous  conteft 
with  a  fet  of  printers. 

Some  gentlemen  however  did 
not  reft  their  oppofiiion  on  the 
points  of  decorum  and  prudence ; 


but  went  fb  far  as  to  deny  the  zH^ 
^hority  of  the  Houfe'  in  this  re- 
fpedt,  and  f$^id  (hat  it  was  an 
ufurpation  aflVmed  in  bad  times, 
in  the  year  1641  ;  that  while  thdr 
privileges  and  authority  were  ufed 
m  defence  of  the  rightly  of  the 
people,  againff  the  violence  of 
the  prerogative,  all  men  willingly 
joined  in  fupporting  them,  and 
even  their  ufurpations  were  con- 
fidered  as  frefh  fectirities  to  their 
independance ;  but  now  that  they 
faw  their  own  weapons  convert^ 
to  inftruments  of  tyranny  and  op- 
predion  againft  thcmfelvesV  they 
would  oppofe  them  with  all  their 
might,  and  however  they -may  hit 
in  the  firll  efforts,  would  finally 
prevail,  and  affuredly  bring  thio(gs 
back  to  their  firft  principles.  They 
alfo  faid,  that  the  practice  of  let- 
ting the  conffituents  know  the  par- 
liamentary, proceedings  of  their  re- 
prefentatives,  was  founded  uppa 
the  trueft  principles  of  the  conffi- 
tution ;  and  that  even  the  pub- 
lifhing  of  fuppofed  fpeeches,  was 
not  a  novel  praflice,  and,  if  prece- 
dent was  a  j unification,  could  be 
traced  to  no  lefi  an  authority  than 
Lord  Clarendon. 

Long  prefcription,  and  effab- 
lifhed  ufage,  the  principal  foun- 
dations of  the  whole  comtuon  laf^^ 
were  thought  fufficieatly  conclu- 
five,  as  to  the  powers  Earned  by 
the  Houfe ;  and  the  neceflity  of 
fupporting  its  dignity  and  authori- 
ty, to  be  equally  fo,  in  regiard  to 
the  propriety  of  their  exercife  of 
them  in  the  prefent  inftance.  The 
queflion  with  refpedi  to  the  firff 
printer  upon  the  lift  was  acccwd- 
ingly  carried  by  a  great  majority; 
upon  which  thofe  gentlemen  who 
were  averle  to  the  whole  of  theie 
proceedings^    findiog     themfeites 
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e:ible  to  reftrain  the  prefeot  fer- 
Dcac,  and  being  uncertain  to  what 
piich  it  might  dc  carried »  anwil- 
Uog,  as  they  faid*  on  one  hand  to 
Mde  againft  the  powers  of  the 
Hraie,  or  on  the  other  to  abufe 
ihcn  by  an  unfealbnable  and  in- 
jfldidoQs  exertion,  they  with  great 
liezterity  availed  themfclTes  of 
tbrir  knowledge  in  the  parlia- 
Bcnury  forms  and  rules,  to  pro- 
care  that  delay,  which*  they  ima- 
gined, might  give  it  time  to  fnb- 
tdc.  They  accordingly,  by  mo- 
tiou  for  adjournment,  and  amend- 
■CDU  to  the  different  queilions, 
pncraAed  the  debates  to  paft  four 
o^cIock  in  the  morning,  during 
which  the  Honfe  had  divided  be- 
tveen  twenty  and  thirty  times,  a 
drcomftance  perhaps  hitherto  un- 
kuwn.  The  numbers  ran  upon 
tbde  divifions,  from  143  to  70,  on 
the  fide  of  the  majority,  and  from 
5)  to  10,  on  that  of  the  minority  : 
ue  refult  however  was,  that  the 
£z  printers  were  finally  ordered  to 
ittend  the  Houfe. 

Of  thefe  printers,  fome  were  re- 
prioinded,  one  was  in  the  cuilody 
of  I  be  Lords  for  a  fimilar  mifJe- 
asaaor,  and  one  did  not  attend, 
«ho  was  ordered  to  be  taken  into 
tks  cvflody  of  the  Serjeant  at  Arms 
fer  contempt. 

A  few  days  after,  Wheble,  one 
of  the  two  printers  mentioned  in 
the  proclamation,  was  apprehend - 
fid  and  carried  before  Alderman 
Wilkes  at  Guildhall,  and  was  by 
iiiiB  difcharged,  and  bound  over 
is  a  recognizance  to  profecute  the 
cifior  tor  an  aflaolt  and  falfe  im- 
pnl'oomenCt  who  was  alfo  obliged 
to  give  bail  for  his  appearance  at 
Ihr  Dczt  feflions  to  anfwer  for  the 
Mace.  At  the  fame  time,  the 
Aidfrman  fvroce  a  letter   to   the 


Earl  of  Halifax,  who  was  then 
Secretary  of  State,  to  acquaint  him 
with  the  tranfadion  and  the  mo- 
tives of  his  condud,  which  were 
the  illegality  of  apprehending 
Wheble  in  confequence  of  the  pro- 
clamation, without  any  crime  hav- 
ing been  proved  or  charged  againft 
him,  which,  he  faid,  was  a  dire^ 
violation  of  his  rights  as  an  £ng- 
liihman,  as  well  as  of  the  chartered 
privileges  of  a  citizen  of  London. 

Thorn  pfon,  the  other  of  thefe 
printers,  was  apprehended  in  the 
i'aroe  manner,  and  difcharged  b/ 
Alderman  Oliver.  The  circum- 
ftances  in  both  cafes  were  exadlly 
the  fame ;  the  perfons  who  appre- 
hended them  were  of  their  own 
bufinefs,  and  probably  afled  under 
their  diredion ;  they  both  avowed 
the  rewards  to  be  the  motives  of 
their  conduA,  and  obtained  certi- 
ficates from  the  magiflrates  to  en- 
title them  to  receive  the  money  at 
the  Treafury ;  which,  however,  it 
was  thought  proper  not  to  pay. 

The  printer  of  the  London 
Evening  Pod,  who  had  not  obeyed 
the  laft  order,  was  apprehended  io 
his  own  houfe,  by 
a  Mefienger  of  the  March  15th. 
Houfe  of  Commons ; 
whereupon  he  fent  immediately 
for  a  conftable,  and  the  Lord  Mayor 
being  ill  of  the  gout,  they  were 
carried  before  him  to  the  Manfion- 
houfe,  where  the  Aldermen  Wilkes 
and  Oliver  then  were.  The  De- 
puty Serjeant  at  Arms  alfo  at- 
tended, and  demanded  in  the  name 
of  the  Speaker,  that  both  the  Mef- 
fenger  and  the  printer  fliould  be 
delivered  up  to  him ;  this  was  re- 
fufed  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  who 
aiked  for  what  cfime,  and  upon 
whut  authority,  the  Mcflenger  had

ported  in  the  conrts,  nor  in  the

To  thefe  arguments  it  was  an« 
fwered,  that  the  honour  of  the 
Houfe  was  concerned  in  the  high- 
eft  degree  in  the  vindication  of 
their  own  ad ;  that,  having  order- 
ed their  meftenger  to  apprehend 
Miller,  he  could  not  be  guilty  of 
an  aftault  in  the  execution  of  his 
office  ;  and  that  it  was  moft  dif- 
graceful  to  the  Houfe  to  fuffer 
their  fervant,  who  had  equal  pro^ 
tedion  with  any  member,  or  even 
with  the  Speaker,  to  remain  a  mo- 
ment in  confinement,  or  to  meet 
with  the  fmalleft  obftrudlion  in  the 
execution,  or  vexation  in  confe- 
quence,  of  any  ad  of  his  office. 
This  queftion  was  carried,  as  the 
reft  had  been. 

Another  motion  was  made  upon 
th^  fubjed  of  the  Lord-Mayor's 
being  heard  by  counfel,  and  many 
reafons  were  Itrongly  urged  again  ft 
the  refufal ;  particularly  the  evi- 
dent  injuftice  that  appeared  upon 
the  face  of  it,  and  its  being  con- 
trary to  the  praftice  of  all  the 
courts  of  juHfce,  where  it  was  al- 
lowed ever.  i:i  cafes  of  high-treafon. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  refufal  was 
fupported  by  the  cuftom  of  par- 
liament, which  was  however  ori- 
ginally founded  upon  a  precedent 
brought  from  the  arbitrary  reign 
of  Henry  VllL  but  thii  was  fuffi- 
cint  to  over-rule  the  motion.  I'he 
majority  of  the  Houfe,  although 
they  rrfufed  counfel,  did  not  ieem 
prrtt€i\y  to  acqutefice  in  their  own 
meafuie  ;  for  it  was  immediatrly 
propofed  and  carried  on  the  fide  of 
adminiftration,  that  the  Ld.  Mayor 
(hould  be  heard  by  counfel,  fo  as 
they  do  not  affed  or  controvert 
thr  privilege  of  the  Houfe ;  this  ex- 
cited the   greateft  indignation  on 
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the  fide  of  the  minority »  and  was 
•xclaimed    again U    as  a  barefaced 
mockery ;    that   it  would    be    im- 
pqflible  to  plead  the  Lord- Mayor's 
catcf,    withouCf    in     iome    degree, 
controverting  the  privilege  o7  the 
Houfe  ;    and   that  it  was  as  grofs 
an    infult    upon   him,  as  it  was  a 
ridicule    upon    juHice,    and    every 
thing  i'erious,  to  tell  him  he  mi^ht 
employ  c  unft-l    in    every  cale   he 
plcafcd,    except    the    only  one    in 
which  h^  wanted  them.     What  had 
they  to  fear  from  hearing  counfel 
en  the  point  of   privilege ?    Were 
they  fo  much  airaid   that  the  mat- 
ter would  not  bear  difcaflion,  that 
they  would  not  fufTer  it  to  be  ar- 
gued, though    tliemfelves  were  to 
be  the  fule  judges  ? 

The  clerk,  having  attended  with 
the  minute-book  of  recognizances 
belonging  to  the  Lord  Mayor's 
court,  was  ordered  up  to  the  table  ; 
and  a  motion  having  been  made 
and  carried  for  the  purpofe,  he 
was  obliged,  being  in  the  cuflody 
of  the  Houfe,  to  erafe  the  recogni- 
y.ance  of  Whittam,  the  mefi'onger, 
out  of  the  book  ;  after  whiuh,  a 
reiblution  was  paiTed,  that  there 
iairuld  be  no  further  proceedings 
at  law  in  that  cafe. 

Mod  of  the  gentlemen  in  oppo- 
fition  had  quitted  the  hcufe  during 
this  tranfaciion,  declaiing  that  they 
would  not  be  witne^es  to  fuch  an 
unprecedented  adt  of  violence  ;  that 
it  was  afl'uming  and  cxerciling  a 
power  of  the  mvH  dangerous  na- 
ture, with  which  the  conlHtucion 
had  not  entruftcd  any  part  of  the 
Jc^ilUiure  ;  and  that  the  cli'acing 
ut  a  records  Hopping  the  courle  of 
j-flice,  and  fufpending  the  law' of 
the  Und«  were  among  the  heavicfl 
charges  that  could  be  brought  a* 
gaiull  the  znoft  arbitrary  dcipot. 


The  Lord-Mayor,  whofe  illoefs 
had  for  fome  days  retarded  this  af- 
fair, having  at  length  attended  ia 
his  place,  produced  the  charter, 
and  copies  of  the  oaths  admini- 
ilered  to  the  city  magiflrates;  af- 
ter which  he  (iaid,  that  it  was  evi- 
dent he  could  not  have  adted  other- 
wife  than  he  did,  without  having 
violated  his  oath  and  his  duty ; 
that  he  had  aded  in  defence  of  the 
laws  of  his  country,  which  were 
manifeilly  invaded;  and  that  he 
(hould  always  |lory  in  having  done 
fo,  let  the  coniequences  be  as  they 
would. 

It  was  then  faid,  that  the  privi- 
h^es  and  pradice   of    parliament 
had  at  all  times    been   invariably 
the   fame;    that  the  only  queftion 
now  was,    an    exemption  claimed 
by  the  city  of  London,  through  a 
charter  derived  from    the  crown  ; 
that    the  crown   could  convey  no 
powers  through  that  charter,  which 
were   not   inherent  in  itfelf ;   and 
that  it  had  no  power  over  the  pn« 
vi leges  of  that  Houfe.    That  their 
privileges  were  a  check  upon  the 
other  branches  of  the  legiflature  ; 
that,  confequently,  their  caufe  was 
the  caufe  of  liberty,  and  of  the 
people  at  large ;  and  if  the  powers 
of  the   Commons  were  weatcened, 
the    fecurity    to  liberty  would  be 
equally  fo.     It  was  therefore  mov« 
ed,  that  the  difcharging  J.  Miller 
from  the  cuHody  of  the  meflenger, 
was  a  breach  of  privilege. 

To  this  the  minority  objeded, 
lamenting  the  condition  into  which 
the  Houfe  was  brought,  by  their 
liileoing  to  cvtry  infidions  motion, 
or  every  'trifling  caufe»  purpofely 
defigned  to  make  them  ioflruments 
of  the  paflions  of  the  court,  and 
to  render  them  odious,  by  conti* 
Bual  contcils  with  the  people.  Thic 
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tSe  bafinefs  which  was   taken  up 
brdie  Houfe  with  (o  much  levity 
isd  wiDtonnefs,    woald    he    pro- 
dcdire  to  them  of  the  mod  renoas 
crafe^Qcaces.     That  many  of  the 
aijonty    Teemed    fenfible    of  the 
iaipmdence  of  the  firft  complaint ; 
yet,  when  it  was  ia  their  power  to 
nxn£t  decently,  they  chole  to  re- 
Mw  the  attack,    and  to  bring  fix 
printers   before    the   Honfe,  when 
OM  had  proved  too  many  for  them. 
That  the   defign   of  the  court  to 
conmit  the  H.  of  C.  and  the  city 
of  London  10  a  conteft,   was  but 
too  obvioos.^  That  J  having  given 
iflto  tlus  fnare,  every  ftep  they  ad- 
ncced,  their  fitoation  grew  worfe. 
IVir  paffions  were   inflamed   by 
oppoEtkm ;    bat  that  they   ihewed 
It  lead  as  'ranch  weaknefs  as  vio- 
lence 10  their  anger.     That  they 
vonhl  infallibly  lofe  that  privilege 
they  contended    for  with  fo  much 
iapmdence ;    a    privilege   which, 
«bilft  it  is  exerted  with  a  conAi- 
tarioaal  fpirit,    and   for  wife  pur- 
pofes,  might    be    neceflary ;    but, 
«3ea  once  grown  odious,   will  be 
kft,  and  when  once  loH  cannot  be 
recovered. 

They  faid,  that  the  whole  pro- 
c^iog  againll  the  Lord- Mayor 
had  been  vitiated  from  the  begin- 
•isg,  by  refufing  to  hear  counlcl ; 
that  the  matter  could  not  therefore 
be  decided  in  its  prefent  ilate  ;  and 
t^  previous  queftion  was  moved, 
td  give  the  Houfe  time  to  rcvife 
ueir  proceedings.  This  was,  how- 
erer,  rejeded  by  a  majority  of  182, 
die  numbers  being  only  90  for  the 
previous  queftion,  to  272  that  were 
againll  it.  The  fird  rcfolution, 
to^nher  with  the  two  following, 
»ere  then  pa  (Ted, —that  it  was  a 
breach  of  privilege  to  apprehend 
ibe  mefiengcr  of  the  Honfe  execut- 


ing his  warrant,  under  pretence 
of  an  aiTault ;  and  that  it  was  a 
breach  of  privilege  to  hold  the 
mcffcngcr  to  bail  for  fuch  pre- 
tended aiTault. 

It  was  then  propofcd  to  proceed 
againfl  Mr.  Oliver,  who  was  alfo 
a  member,  and  had  been  refufed 
counfel  as  well  as  the  Lord  Mayor  : 
it  was  obje^^ed,  that  it  was  then 
near  one  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  that  no  court  of  judicature  in 
the  world  would  proceed  on  a  new 
trial  at  that  hour;  a  motion  wait 
therefore  made  to  adjourn :  this 
was  rejeded  by  a  great  majority ; 
and  Mr.  Oliver,  being  aiked  what 
he  had  to  fay  in  his  defence  an- 
fwered,  that  he  owned  and  gloried 
in  the  fad  laid  to  his  charge  ;  that 
he  knew  no  j unification  could  avert 
the  punifliment  that  was  intended 
for  him  ;  he  was  confcious  of  hav- 
ing done  his  duty,  and  was  in- 
diflrrent  as  to  the  confequences ; 
and,  as  he  thought  it  in  vain  to 
appeal  to  juftice,  fo  he  defied  ihi 
threats  of  power. 

It  was  then  moved,  that  he  (hould 
be  fent  to  the  Tower :  great  heat 
arofe  upon  this  queAion  ;  the  fe- 
vered cenfures,  not  without  thrcr:t!,, 
were  thrown  out ;  above  thii  :v 
gentlemen  quitted  the  hcufo  ir.  a 
body,  with  declarations  of  the  ur- 
mofi  afpcrity.

It  was  then  faid«  that,  though 
his  crimet  were  of  a  higher  nature 
than  tbofe  of  Mr.  Oliver,  yet  in 
confideration  of  his  ill  ftate  of 
healthy  it  fliould  only  be  moved  to 
cake  him  into  the  cuftody  of  the 
Serjeant  at  Arms.  This  intended 
fayoor  was  utterly  difclaimed  by 
the  Lord -Mayor,  who  fiid,  he 
wiflied  lor  none ;  and  that,  what- 
ever fiate  his  health  might  be  in, 
he  gk)ried  in  undergoing  the  fame 
fktc  with  hb  friend.  The  motion 
was  accordingly  amended,  and  the 
qneftion  for  his  commitment  to  the 
Tower  carried  by  202  againft  39. 
The  popolace  took  his  horfes  from 
the  coach,  and  drew  it  to  Temple- 
bar,  though  it  was  then  midnight ; 
and,  hanng  conceived  fome  fuf- 
picion  of  ue  deputy  Serjeant  at 
Arass  who  attended  him,  when 
thev  got  there  they  (hut  the  gates, 
and  informed  his  Lordlhip  that  his 
company  had  been  drawn  to  the 
Btaoft  extent  of  their  boundaries, 
and  duit  they  muft  now  immediate- 
ly get  out.  The  chief  magiftrate 
comprehended  the  full  extent  of 
the  daoser  they  were  in,  and 
pledged  his  honour  that  the  gen- 
tlemea  with  him  were  his  particQ- 
lar  friends,  who  were  to  accompany 
him  home  ;  upon  which  they  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Manfion-houie  with 
lood  haxzai .

two  only  of  the  magidrates,  while 
Mr.  Wilkes,  who  was  equally  con- 
cerned with  them,  and  had  led 
the  way  in  oppofing  the  effefls  of 
the  proclamation,  was  allowed  to 
triumph  in  his  contumacy.  They 
were  repeatedly  afked.  Whether 
they  confidered  him  as  above  or 
below  the  law  ?  whether  it  was  fear 
or  contempt  that  procured  an  im- 
punity to  him,  in  a  caufe  for  which 
others  were  perfecuted  with  fuch 
unremitted  violence  ! 

It  feemed  indeed  that  they  were 
very  cautious  of  involving  them- 
felves  with  that  gentleman.  He 
had  been  ordered  to  attend  ;  upon 
which  he  wrote  a  letter,  dircdled 
to  the  Speaker,  that  no  notice  had 
been  taken  in  the  order  of  his  be- 
ing a  member,  and  that  his  attend- 
ance had  not  been  defired  in  his 
place,  both  of  which  were  indif- 
penfably  neceflary ;  that  he  now, 
m  the  name  of  his  conflituents, 
demanded  his  feat  in  parliament^ 
when  he  would  give  a  full  detaij 
of  his  conduct  in  this  tranfaflion, 
which  would  confequently  amount 
to  a  compleat  juftification  of  it. 
This  letter  was  offered  to  the 
Speaker  in  the  Houfe,  by  a  member; 
but,  upon  an  idea  of  informality,' 
after  occafioning  a  long  debate,  it 
was  neither  received,  nor  admitted 
to  be  read.  Other  orders  were  if- 
fued  for  his  attendance,  of  which 
he  took  no  notice  ;  andj,  at  length, 
a  few  days  before  the  recefs  at 
Eafter,  he  wa^  ordered  to  attend 
on  the  8ch  of  April.  At  the  fame 
time,  knowing  that  he  would  not 
attend,  and  not  knowing  how  to 
punifli  his  contumacy,  they  had  got 
lato  a  great  difficulty ;  and  no  ex- 
pedient occurred  for  freeing  them^ 
felves  from  it,  except  one,  that  n^i 
more    neceilary  than   honoujrable. 
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The  Hoofe  adjourned  itfelf  to  the 
ninth*  and  thus  pafTed  over  the 
day  appointed  for  Wilkes  to  at- 
tend. 

Thcfe  proceedings  in  the  Houfe 
gave  nearly  as  little  fatisfadlion  to 
thofe  who  took  a  lead  in  them,  as 
to   thofe  by  whom   they  were  op- 
pofed.     It  was  faid^  that  the  Houfe 
i&ad  been  drawn  to  fhew  a  difpofi- 
tion   to    the   ufe  of  the   drongell 
meafures  in  fupport  of  their   pri- 
vileges ;  but  that  all  their  exertion 
had  tended  only  to  lower  the  opi- 
nion of  their  power  in  the  eflima- 
tion   of   the  world.     Their   com- 
mands were  not  followed  by  obe- 
dience ;   their    menaces   were    not 
accompanied  by  terror ;  their  pu- 
niOiments,  by  being  marks  of  ho- 
nour with   the  people,  were    con- 
verted   into    rewards.     They  had 
indeed  committed   their   members 
to  the  Tower ;  but  this,  extending 
no  further,  fccmed  to  confine  their 
power    to    their  own  walls :  fome 
had    been   bold   enough  to  aifert, 
that  legally  it  ought  to  eo  no  far- 
ther ;    that    they    themfelves  had 
feemed  to  admit  the  fame  thing  in 
practice,  fince  they  fufFered  them- 
felves to  be  infulted  by  every  one 
abroad  with  perfect  impunity. 

This  (late  was  admitted  upon 
l)oih  fides.  The  oppofition  argued 
from  thence,  that  they  ought  to 
defid  as  foon  as  poflible  from  the 
courfe  of  meafures,  which  had 
brought  them  into  this  difgraceful 
fituation.  The  miniflry,  from  the 
fame  fa^s,  drew  a  di^crent  con- 
clufion.  They  infilled,  that  they 
ought  to  purfue  the  courfe  they 
had  bc^un,  until  they  had  obtain- 
ed a  complete  obedience  to  their 
orders,  and  a  fubmifiive  acknow- 
|edgment  of  their  undoubted  pri- 
yilcgei.    TJfij  laptcr  opinion  pre- 


vailed.   A  fpecial  commiflkm  Wtl 
appointed    by   ballot    (a   meafurt 
which  had  not   been   taken  for  % 
long  time  on  any  occafion)  in  or* 
der  to  the  aifertion  and  fupport  of 
their  dignity.    Great  expe^tioni 
were  formed  of  a  committee,  thus 
folemnly  chofen   for   the  decifion 
of  fuch  important  points,  §j  very 
flrongly  controverted.*  The  com- 
mittee fat  regularly  for  a  long  tine. 
At  length,  when  they  came  to  make 
that  reportj  on  which  the   paUio 
attention  was  fo  earnefUy  &ted,  it 
amounted  (after  an   hiftorictl  de« 
dudlion  from  their  Joornals,  of  the 
inilanccs  in  which  the  Houfe  had 
exerted  the  privilege  of  appreheo-* 
fion  and  imprifonment)  to  no  neie 
than    a    recommendation    to    the 
Houfe,  that  J.  Miller  ihoold  be 
taken  into  cuftody.     Nothing  ««i 
done  in  confequence  of  this  idvke 
of  the  committee.     The  oppofition 
threw   out   feveral   bitter  uurcafatt 
on  this  miferable  refult  of  all  the 
pretended  vigour^ of  the  miniftryi 
and  thus  ended  this  long>agitated 
and  vexatious  bufinefs. 

The  imprifonment  of  its  ma* 
giUrates,  was  not  the  only  inftance 
in  which  the  prefent  year  iecmed 
to  bear  an  afpe^  peculiarly  on- 
favourable  to  the  metropolis.

TH  E  war  npoa  the  Danube 
iccmed  to  langaifli  in  the 
kgUiaing  of  the  campaign.  The 
CQMaeron  as  well  at  the  van- 
fimtd  were  exhaufted.  The  {rreat 
tiftoriet  gained  by  the  Ruffians 
nre  not  bloodlefs  on  their  fide ; 
aod  the  lofs  of  men  by  ficknefs, 
aid  the  Tariotts  incommodicies  that 
Ktended  the  carrying  on  of  a  war 
It  to  great  a  difhincc  from  home, 
vu  prodigious.  As  the  neigh- 
booring  provinces  were  ruined  by 
ike  war,  the  means  of  fubfiftence 
became  more  difficult  in  propor- 
doa  to  iu  length,  and  the  expences, 
or  CQorie,  enormous.  Loans  were 
legociated  in  foreign  countries  at 
a  Kgh  intereft ;  nor  were  the  at- 
icapts  to  procure  money  by  that 
■caos  every  where  foccefsfu]. 

The  different  pofts  which  the 
sdvcrie  armies  pofiefled  on  the  Da- 
aibe,  together  with  that  fpirit  of 
caterprise  on  the  one  fide,  which 
is  always  the  cbnfequence  of  fuc- 
cdif  were  however  produdive  of  fe- 
vcral  fmall  engagemenu,  in  which 
the  fortune  of  KuiEa  generally  pre- 
iiovcd  iu  nfual  foperiority.  Of 
thefe  we  have  but  few  particulars, 
Bor  were  they  prodnftive  of  any 


confequenors  that  make  them  very 
intereiling.  We  find  that  in  the 
month  of  March,  a  coofiderable 
body  of  Turks,  faid  to  amount  to 
10,000,  were  beaten  oat  of  Gior- 
gewo,  00  the  Walachian  fide  of 
the  Danube,  where  they  were 
ftrongly  entrenched,  under  the 
cover  of  a  caftie  well  furniihed 
with  cannon.     The  Turks  are  re- 

grefented  upon  this  occafion  to 
ave  made  a  mod  obllinate  defence, 
and  the  aQion  to  have  been  very 
bloody  on  both  fides.  Some  of  the 
Ruffian  officers,  particularly  Gene- 
ral Weifman,  undertook  Tome  de- 
fultory  expeditions  to  the  Bulgarian 
fide  of  the  river,  in  which,  from 
the  relaxation  of  difciplinc,  and 
the  want  of  vigilance  on  the  fide 
of  the  enemy,  they  met  with  great 
fuccefs  in  fuprizing  feveral  of  their 
pofts,  routing  their  parties,  and 
deftroying  the  magazines. 

The  conqueft  of  Crim  Tartary 
was  undoubtedly  the  great  objcd 
of  this  campaign.  It  was  however 
neceflary  that  the  grand  army  (hoold 
be  formed  upon  the  Danube,  for  the 
prote£iion  of  the  new  conquefls; 
but  it  would  have  been  neither

Bave  been  any  part  of  the  intention 
of  the  court  of  Peterfburg,  that  it 
IKiovild  have  been  exhaulUd  by  an 
attempt  to  extend  them  on  the  fide 
of  Bulgaria ;  a  meafure  which 
would  have  been  attended  with 
infoperable  difficulties,  and  much 
danger.  Thus  the  war  on  the 
Danube  was  this  year  in  general 
dcfeniive. 

The  fecond  Ruffian  army  was 
coodudted  by  Prince  Dolgorucki ; 
Count  Panin,  who  had  gained  fo 
such  honour  in  the  conquell  of 
Bender,  having,  for  fome  caufes 
with  which  We  are  not  acqa  iintcd, 
obtained  leave  to  refign  the  com- 
Biand.  This  army  is  f^iid  to  have 
con&fted  of  about  40,000  men,  and 
was  deftined  for  the  conquefl  of 
the  Crimea  ;  an  enterprize  of  the 
greateft  importance  to  Rudja  in 
the  two  great  points  of  view,  of 
cletaching  the  Tartars  totally  from 
the  Turks,  and  of  eAabli(hing  her- 
lelf  miftrefs  of  the  Black  Sea  ; 
white  the  Porte,  in  the  prefcnt  flate 
of  it»  affairs,  and  fituation  of  its 
Ibrces,  was  but  ill  qualified  to  pre- 
irents  its  taking  effedt,  and  the  Tar- 
tars  were  little  able  to  cope  with 
the  Ruffians  in  the  field,  and  Hill 
c»f  lefs  ufe  in  the  defence  of  lines 
and  fortifications. 

The  peninfula  now  called  Crim 
Tartary,  and  at^iently  the  Tau- 
jica  Cherfonefus,  is  furrounded  on 
all  fides  by  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
jpalus  Meotis,  except  where  it  is 
joined  to  the  continent  of  Litile 
Tartary  by  a  narrow  ifthmus,  fome- 
thing  lefs  than  five  Englifh  miles 
|n  breadth.  This  iilhmus  has  re- 
ceived its  name  from  the  ancient 
city  of  Precope,  which  is  built  at 
its  entrance  on  the  fide  of  the  pen- 
*^tlfnla,  and  has  been  celebrated  for 
the  ftrong  lines  oude  for  its  defence 


by  the  Turks,  which  extend  qoitc 
acrofs,  from  the  Black  Sea  to  the 
Pal  us  Meotis,  and  were  the  labour 
of  5  .oco  n>en  for  a  courfe  of  fev«ral 
years.  The  Tartars  confidered 
thefe  lines  as  inexpugnable,  umil 
the  famous  Count  Munich  con- 
vinced them  of  their  error  in  the 
year  1736,  when  he  forced  them 
wiihout  much  difficulty.  This 
mull  however  in  a  great  meafure 
be  attributed  to  the  badnei's  of  the 
defence,  as  the  ditch  was  72  feet 
broad,  and  42  deep ;  the  height 
from  the  bottom  of  the  ditch  to  the 
crcft  of  the  parapet  was  70  feet, 
and  the  parapet  of  a  proportional 
thicknefs.  "^1  he  lines  were  alfo,  at 
that  time,  befides  the  fortificatioM 
of  the  city,  Arengthened  with  fix 
towers  mounted  with  'cannon,  and 
the  whole  was  defended  by  an  army. 
The  peninfula  lies  between  33  and 
37  degrees  of  eaflern  longitude,  and

We  meet  with  very  few  particulars 
as  to  the  tranfadions  on  either  fidr, 
for  a  confiderable  time  after  the 
taking  of  Giurgewo.  it  i%  probable 
that  nothing  very  extraordinary 
happened.

All  which  misfortunes,  they  fay, 
the  Rufllans  wifely  turned  to  their 
own  advantage. 

The  Ruffian  naval  expedition  to 
the  Mediterranean,  has  not  this 
year  been  produ^ive  of  any  thing 
interefting  ;  and  if  judged  of  only 
frooi  its  effieds,  could  be  conii- 
dered  as  little  more  than  a  mere 
piratical  war.  Indeed  their  powers 
were  not  at  prefent  fufficient  to 
exhibit  any  thing  more  glorious. 
The  (hips  were  originally  bad,  and 
a  fmall  courfe  of  fervice  put  them 
in  fuch  a  condition,  that  proper 
repairs  would  have  coft  more  than 
they  were  worth.  The  nature  of 
their  naval  fervice  made  it  unfa- 
vourable to  the  execution  of  thofe 
abilities,  which  the  veteran  fo- 
reigners who  were  amongit  them 
would  otherwife  have  difplayed, 
equally  to  their  honour  and  bene- 
fit. The  fatal  experiment  made 
by  the  Greeks  in  their  firft  effort, 
was  fufiicient  to  deter  the  valuable 
and  ufeful  part  of  them  from  every 
other  attempt  of  the  fame  kind ; 
while  the  others  who  Hill  adhered 
to  them,  and  who  were  equally 
outcafts  of  all  nations,  were  to  bv; 
detelted  as  pirates  and  thieves,  in- 
ftead  of  being  regarded  as  allies 
and  friends.  The  real  or  prct'-nd- 
cd  fears  of  con ta(r TO II,  which,  in  a 
great  meafurc,  Ihuithcm  ojt  from 
tho  benefits  of  moll  uf  the  Italian 
ports,  was  alfo  a  very  gtcat  lofs 
and  detriment  to  thcin. 


Under  all  thefe  difadvantagOt 
and  many  others,  the  Roffians,  by 
falling  in  with  a  daflardlv  enemy, 
and  Itill  more  backward  m  mari- 
time matters  than  tbey  were  thent- 
felves,  did  with  this  weak  and  ill* 
fumifhed  fleet,  ftrike  an  unfpeak« 
able  terror  through  the  vaft  extent 
of  his  coafb,  and  fpread  difmay 
even  in  the  centre  of  that  hanghtj 
capital,  which  had  been  named  the 
Forti  by  way  of  eminence,  from 
its  incomparable  naval  and  com- 
mercial fituation.  Upon  the  whote, 
this  expedition  has  ruined  the  trade 
of  the  Levant,  by  which  the  ChriT- 
tian  commercial  powers  have  fnf- 
fered  coniiderably,  at  well  at  the 
Turks,  and  the  Raflians  havefpreid 
ruin  and  deiblation  through  the 
open  iflands  of  the  Archipelago, 
and  the  neighbouring  defenceJeft 
coafts  of  Greece  and  Afia.  The 
benefits  to  themfelves  have  bcea 
only  negative. 

Wliilil  war  has  thus  aflfumed  his 
moll  favage  form,  in  the  oonteft 
between  thofe  rude  and  wide-ex- 
tended empires,  and  appeared  dif- 
pofed  rather  to  exterminate  than 
thin  the  human  fpecics,  the  pefii- 
lence,  that  other  dread  foe  to  man- 
kind, alfo  claimed  his  fhare  of  the 
fpoil,  and  fcemed  too  impatient  to 
wait  for  the  gleanings  of  the  fword. 
If  wc  confidcr  the  havock  made  by 
this  dill:  Jer  in  the  Turkifh  ar- 
mies, and  the  fury  with  which  ic 
raged  in  thofe  countries,  which 
were  adjoining  to,  or  were  im« 
ir.cd  lately  themfelves,  the  theatre 
of  war,  it  muft  be  thought  little 
Icfs  than  a  miracV,  if  the  Ruf- 
fiin  armies  had  efcap^d  its  eflfedsy 
and  if>  confidcring  the  nature  of 
the  contagion,  it  could  then  be 
confined,  and  prevented  from  pe- 
netrating to  their  refpedUve  coun* 
tries.

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midd  of  the  health/.  Thns  the 
contagion  waj  communitated  ia 
fuch  a  manner,  as  made  every  ef- 
fort to  rcilrain  its  progref<  totalljr^ 
fraitlefs ;  and  the  populace  by  aC- 
fcmbling  in  fuch  bodies,  broke  out 
in  o  the  mod  violent  outrages  auid 
dif)rders. 

The    impodors    who    condaQed 
this     inivjuitcus    tranfadion,     had 
prepared   a  large    cheft   upon   the 
fpot,    to  receive  the  money  which 
the  people  depoiited  as  an  offering 
to  the  faint.      To  put  a  Hop  to 
thefe  proceedings,  Ambrofius,  the 
^archbilhop  of  Mofcow,  fent  proper 
officers  who  fealcd   up   the  cheil« 
and  removed  the  image,  or  pidare^ 
out  of  the  church  in  which  it  was 
placed,  to  the  fynod.     The  peqple 
were  fo  enraged    at  this  mtrafure* 
that  they  proceeded  in  a  prodigious 
body  to  the  archbilhop's  refidence* 
which  they  plundered,  and  having 
heard    that   he   had    fled  to  avoid 
their    fury,     purfued    him    to  the 
Donfkoy    monadcry,    which     they 
broke  open,   and  having   dragged 
their  venerable  pador  from  the  al- 
tar to  which   he  had  fled    for  re- 
fuge, put  him  to  death  in  the  mofk 
favage  and  barbarous  manner.     A 
body  of  troops  were  employed  to 
quel!    the  rioters,  who  firing  into 
the   crowd,  killed  a  great  number 
of  thi^-m  ;    fume  hundreds    of  pri- 
foncrs  were  aifo  maJe,  and  a  ipe- 
cial  conimidion  being  appointed  for 
their    trial,   they    underwent  diffe- 
rent degrees  of  punill.mcnt.

thinjs  of  lefs  confeqaence.     It   is 
probable    that    Ruffia    will    relax 
upon  feveral  of  thefe  heads.     Her 
gieat  fuccefTes  enable  her  to  make 
exorbitant  demands ;    but  there  are 
terms,    to  which  even    the  van- 
qailhed    (hculd    not   fubmir.     Her 
lofs  of  men  in  this  war   may  be 
eftimated    from     the    demand    of 
80,000  recruits,  which  the  Emprefs 
made  for  the  fervice  of  the  eniuing 
year,  and  the  remonftrances  of  the 
fenate,    (hewing   the   fatal   confe- 
quenccs  that  would  attend  a  com- 
pliance with    t:  c    rcquifilion.

N^">ihing  can  appear  more  de- 
plorable, nor  indeed  more  irre- 
trievable, than  the  prefent  lUie  of 
the  Ouoman  empire.

We  fee  that 
under  its  prefent  conncila*  the 
great  fources  of  power  and  co«« 
quell,  arms,  wealth,  eoora^e,  aod 
men,  are  of  no  avail  to  its  fop- 
pore  or  defence.  Even  the  refift- 
iefs  powers  of  enthufiafm  lofe  their 
force  and  efficacy,  when  applied 
to  the  fupport  of  a  declining  em- 
pire. 

Peace,  however,  will  prokNig  iti 
exigence,  and  may  Aill  give  it  an 
opportunity    of    triumphing    over 
Ali  Bey,  and  of  recovering  Egrpk 
and   Syria.

Hunf^^iry,  and  great  quantities  of 
henvy  artillery  were  (rot  down  the 
Danube.  Every  thing  befpoke 
fome  great  event  at  hand.  It  is 
not  improbable  that  the  great 
fcarcity  of  corn,  and  the  public 
calamities  which  afterwards  took 
place,  contributed  to  the  prefer va- 
tion  of  the  general  tranquillrty. 
It  was  faid,  that  the  king  of  Pruflia 
was  beforehand  with  the  emperor 
in  filling  his  magazines,  a  meafure 
which  the  latter  afterwards  found 
impra^lical^le. 

Whatever  the  political  views  of 
the  court  of  Vienna  were  at  that 
time,  it  is  probable  that  they  have 
been  (ince  changed,  and  that  a 
new  arrangement  has  taken  place 
between  that  court  and  thofe  of 
Peterfburg  and  Qerlin,  to  the  fatis- 
fz£tion  of  the  three.  Notwith> 
landing  thefe  warlike  appearanccb* 
the  court  of  Vienna,  in  concert 
with  that  of  Berlin,  has  afled  the 
part  of  ^  mediator  between  the 
belligerent  powers,  and  various 
propufitions  relative  to  4  peace 
have  been  traafmitted  through  the 
hands  of  their  minifters  at  the  I'orte. 
Mr.  Obrefcow,  the  Rnffian  Qiniftcr 
at  Conftantinople*  who  was  im« 
prifoncd  at  the  beginning  of  tlie 
war,  has  alfo  been  enlarged  throa^k 
the  in^uence  of  the  court  of  Vien- 
na. 

A  body  of  Auflrian  troops  march- 
ed into  Poland  in  the  month  of 
June,  and  took  poiTeflion  of  feve- 
ral  diftricls  there,  under  pretence 
ofibme  claim  uhich  the  emprcf^- 
queen  made  to  them,  upon  which 
account,  as  Die  confidered  the  in- 
habitants as  her  fubjedls,  (he 
would  prote^l  them  from  the  ra. 
vages  that  ruined  the  reft  of  \hs 
country,  until  her  claim  to  thole 
territories  could  be  properly  maue 
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oot  and  adjafted.  Thefe  troops 
hare  been  iince  increafed  to  a  con- 
fiderable  army.  Some  of  the  Po- 
liih  nobility  remo'nftrated  upon  this 
jneafmrey  but  without  any  redrcfs. 
The  beads  of  the  confederates  had 
before  prefented  a  memorial  to  the 
emperor 9  in  which  they  hoped  that 
the  great  force  he  had  aflembled 
00  their  frontiers  was  intended  to 
reftore  their  liberties,  and  gene- 
ronfly  relieve  their  country  from 
the  dreadful  calamities  (he  laboured 
tinder  ;  or  at  leaft,  if  th^t  was  not 
the  motive,  that  they  relied  npon 
his  clemency  and  generofity  not  to 
take  any  advantage  of  her  prefent 
deplorable  fituation. 

The  condud  of  the  Pruffians, 
who,  firft  under  pretence  of  form- 
ing a  line  to  prevent  the  fpreading 
of  the  infedlion,  and  afterwards  of 
proteAing  the  inhabitants  from  the 
cxorbiunces  of  the  confederates, 
had  fent  feveral  confiderable  bodies 
of  troops  into  Regal  or  Polifh  Pruf- 
fia,  was  oppreilive  and  arbitrary 
in  the  highefl  degree;  exceflive 
contributions  were  raifed.  Dant- 
zick  in  particular,  and  its  terri* 
tories,  fufiered  feverely.  If  the 
generally  received  opinion  be  well 
rounded,  that  this  province  is  to 
be  difmerabered  from  the  republic 
of  Poland,  and  added  to  the  domi- 
nions of  Pruflia,  the  inhabitants 
have  already  had  a  difmal  foretafle 
of  the  wretchednefs  they  are  to 
experience  under  an  arbitrary  and 
military  government. 

The  vifit  which  prince  Henry 
of  PrniTia  made  to  the  court  of 
Peterfl)urgh,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
foregoing  vear,  was  probably  in  a 
great  meauire  decifive  of  the  fate 
of  Poland ;  at  lead  there  is  little 
room  for  doubting,  that  the  ar- 
rangements to  be  made  were  then 
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concluded  upon,  fo  far  at  they  re* 
lated  to  two  of  the  ^at  putiea 
who  were  to  be  its  arbitera.  What- 
ever efFed  thefe  roeafures  may  hjive 
upon  the  ftate  and  government  of 
that  country  in  particular,  there  it 
every  reafon  to  think  that  thej  will 
for  the  prefent  be  the  means  of  rc« 
eftabli(hing  the  general  tranquillity. 
Indeed,  if  the  apparent  consent  and 
union,  upon  this  fubjed,  between 
the  two  great  Germanic  powers 
and  the  court  of  Peterfburg,  he  reals 
as  it  appears  at  prefent  to  be,  we 
know  of  no  force  Sufficient  to  cooo- 
terad  their  defigns,  or  to  prevent 
the  full  completion  of  them. 

The  fudden  death  of  p  ■  -^.« 
the  King  of  Sweden,  "^'  |*"' 
and  the  acceflion  of  the  prince- 
royal,  his  fucceffor,  has  eaufed  do 
change  either  in  the  general  fyftem 
of  Europe,  or  in  the  particular  ftace 
of  that  kingdom.  The  prefent  king 
and  his  brother, '  prince  Frederic 
Adolphus,  had  fet  out  ibme  time 
before  upon  their  travels  to  fee  the 
principal  countries  in  £urope,  and 
were  in  Paris  at  the  time  they  re* 
ceived  that  account.  If  the  ab- 
fence  of  a  prefumptive  heir,  npon 
fuch  an  occaiion,  might  in  ibme 
other  cafes  be  not  totally  unattend- 
ed with  difficulty  or  danger,  the 
free  government  of  Sweden  afibrd- 
ed  no  apprehenfion  of  that  nature* 
The  fenate  met  early  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  day  which  fucceeded  that 
event,  and  iflued  immediate  orders 
for  proclaiming  the  prefent  king, 
which  was  done  in  the  ufnal  forms 
without  the  fmalleft  difturbance. 

The  new  king,  notwithfland- 
ing  the  account  of  his  father's 
death,  did  not  quit  Paris  till  to- 
wards the  end  of  March.  Hit  vifit

The  firft  of  thofe  had  iiTued  an  ar- 
ret, which  loudly  condemned  the 
whole  proceeding,  and  which  was 
delivered  by  the  Dalcc  of  Orleans 
in  pcnon  to  the  King ;  who  'was 
eoually  offended  with  the  matter 
of  the  arret,  and  with  that  prince 
for  prefenting  it.  A  memorial  had 
alfo  bee«  prefented  on  the  £ime 
i'ubje£l,  iigned  by  many  of  the  peers 
and  all  the  princes  of  the  blood, 
except  ihe  Count  de  la  Marche, 
which  was  more  unplcafing  even 
than  the  arret.  Still  however  it 
was  thought^  that  nothing  more 
was  to  be  apprehended  than  a  tem- 
porary iulpenfaon.  But  this  Izfk 
meafure,  which  finally  fealed  the 
doom  of  the  parliament*  ilruck  a 
general  conflernation  and  alarm 
throughout  the  whole  nation.

X.  The  late  Doge, 
Monfieor  John  Baptift  Negroni, 
who  died  the  26th  of  laft  month, 
lay  in  ftate  in  one  of  the  rooms  of 
the  palace.  On  the  apth  at  night, 
the  Gorpfe  of  the  deceafed,  in  his 
docal  robes,  was  careied  from  thence 
privately  to  the  cathedral  chnrch, 
and  placed  oa  a  pyramidical  fcaf- 
fbld,  fifty-fbar  palms  high.  The 
church  was  hang  with  black.  And 
on  the  30th,  the  college  of  fena- 
tors,  together  with  a  great  num- 
ber of  the  nobility,  attended  the 
ceremony  of  the  fianeral ;  during 
which,  minute  guns  were  fired  from 
the  fortifications  round  the  mole; 
and  the  gallies  fired  each  three 
rounds,  as  did  two  companies  of 
foldiers,  drawn  np  before  the  ducal 
palace.  The  fame  night  the  corpfe 
was  carried  privately  to  a  church  of 
the  Prancifcan  Fkyars,  called  the 
Lady  of  the  Mounts  three  miles 
difiant  from  the  eity,  and  dcpofited

About  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  a  fire  was  dif^ 
covered  in  an  apartment  adjoining 
to  the  King's  dreifing  room  at  St. 
James's,  which  greatly  alarni'ed  the 
whole  court.  The  accident  hap- 
pened by  fome  deficiency  in  the 
hearth,  which  had  communicated 
to  the  join  underneath. 

The  printers  of  the  fol-  t 

lowing  morning  and  even-  ^ 
ing  papers  were  ordered  to  attend 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  viz.  the 
Morning  Chronicle,  St.  James'a 
Chronicle,  the  London,  Whitehall, 
and  General  Evening  Pods,  and 
the  London  Packet. 

Yefierday  morning  about  t 

one  o'clock,  the  towns  of  '5^ 
Chatham,  Rochefter,  and  Stroud, 
were  greatly  alarmed  by  the  noife 
of  fire,  which  broke  out  at  the 
dwelling  houfe  of  Mrs  Sarah  Dur- 
ham, (a  widow  lady  of  great  for- 
tune) on  St.  Margaret's  Bank,  Ro-' 
cheder,  by  which  accident  it  wag 
intirely  burnt  down,  with  the  ad« 
joining  dwell  ing -houfe  of  Mrs. 
Curtis  (a  widow  hdy)  which  con^ 
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fumed  all  their  goods,  money*  and 
efFeds,  to  a  verv  confiderable  value. 
It  caught  at  (everal  teacment«  of 
Williain  Manly's,  Efq;  a.>d  at  the 
dwelling-houfe  of  Mr.  Alderman 
Baker's,  bat  happily  did  no  great 
damage  to  them.  What  adds  great- 
ly to  this  dreadful  accident,  is, 
that  Mrs.  Durham  perKhed  in  the 
Xames ;  Mifs  Sally  Young»  a  child 
of  about  nine  years  of  age«  who 
was  upon  a  viiit  (daughter  of  Mr. 
James  Young,  mailer  cooper  of  his 
Majefty's  vidualling-ofiice  at  Lon- 
don) and  the  fervant  maid,  fhared 
the  fame  unhappy  fate  ;  Mrs. 
Curtis,  in  the  adjoining  houfe,  and 
her  fervant,  were  with  much  diffi- 
culty faved :  They  were  two  noble 
dwellings,  which  were  built  by  the 
late  Mr.  Simon  Durham,  Gent, 
about  four  years  fince.  It  is  im- 
poilible  to  defcribe  what  great  con- 
llernation  every  perfon  leemed  to 
be  in ;  and  had  it  not  been  for 
large  party  walls,  which  prevented 
the  fire  from  getting  to  feyeral 
dwellings,  and  the  great  aflivity 
of  the  people  in  playing  the  en- 
gines, which  were  fevcn  in  num- 
ber, God  knows  vvhat  the  confe- 
«juence  would  have  bt:eo.  It  can- 
not be  conjectured  how  this  un- 
happy accident  happened,  as  every 
foul,  who  was  in  tbe  houfe  with 
Mrs.  Durham,  periihed  in  the 
flames.

unhappily   afBidVed    with   lunacy  s 
that  he  was  taken  up,   and  put  do* 
der  the  care  of  one  of  the  dcftnd* 
ants,  and  attended  by  Dr.  MooiOb 
for  the  purpofe  of  effeding  a  €uK| 
a  verdiifl  was  found  for  the  defend- 
ants.    . 

At  Gloucefter  affizes^  fevea  wot 
capitally  convided. 

At  the  affixes  for  the  county  of 
Somerfet,  at  TauntOD»  four  weft 
capitally  convided. 

At  Hereford   aflizes  three  wcif 
capitally  convided;  but  were  re- 
prieved.    At  this  aflize  came  ob» 
before  the  Hon.  Sir  William  AOi- 
hurd,    the    trials   of  Marmadakfl 
Bo  wen,  Lewis  Lloyd  Bowen,  and 
John    UilliaBis,   as  accefTaries  ta 
the  murder  of  Mr.  Powell,  ot'Gla- 
narcth.     The  trials  began  at  half 
an   hour    pail  fix,   ana   continued 
till  half  an  hour  pail  three.     Ths 
evidence  againd  the  prifonert  was 
in  iubilance  what  was  before  pro* 
duccd  upon  the  trial   of  thofc  on- 
happy    peifons  who  were  execotcd 
for    that   atrocious    offence.     The 
profecutors  however  failed  in  their 
attempt   to   fix    Mr.    Bowen   with 
fome  fiids  that  h.id  appeared  iiron 
the     former    trial,   and  which,    if 
hr(.u;;!:t  home  to  him,  would  have 
been  exceedingly  conducive  to  the 
proof  ot  I'u  guih  ;  this  they  coyI4 
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oot^  accomplifli.  The  evidence 
i^nft  the  other  two  prifoners  was 
ftiJl  more  flight.  Mr.  Bon-en's 
charader  and  condadl  in  life  was 
repreiented  as  irreproachable  by 
the  teftimony  of  ieveral  gentlemen 
oF  aoqueftionable  veracity  and  ho- 
nour. Sir  William  Afhhurft  ftated 
the  whole  of  the  evidence  to  the 
jury  with  the  otmoft  accuracy  and 
predfion,  and  accompanied  it  with 
obfervationt  which  did  the  higheil 
Jionoorto  his  difcernment  and  hu- 
maoity ;  and  which  fufficed  to  (hew 
that  the  very  great  lofs  which  the 
poblic  fulUineid  bjr  the  death  of 
Sir  Jofeph  Yates,  is.  in  a  great 
meafore*  repaired  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  fnch  an  amiable  and  able 
rocceflbr.  The  jary,  after  an  he- 
ii(atioQ  of  not  more  than  five  mi- 
nates,  acquitted  all  the  prifoners. 

At  Monmonth  affixes,  none  were 
capitally  convided.  Came  on  to 
be  cried,  a  trial  in  an  a^ion  of 
Scandalnm  Magnatum,  wherein 
the  Right  Hon.  and  Right  Rev. 
the  ^Lord  Biihop  of  Hereford  was 
plaiotiiF,  and  John  Evans,  clerk, 
one  of  the  rendentiaries  of  Here- 
ford, was  defendant,  before  a  fpe- 
ciai  jnry  of  gentlemen  of  that 
county  ;  when,  after  a  trial  of  four 
hoars,  a  verdid  was  given  for  the 
pUinriff.  with  ten  pounds  damages, 
fobjed  to  the  opinion  of  the  court 
of  Common  Pleas  upon  a  matter 
of  law. 

At  the  affizes  at  Launce^fton,  Ca- 
therine Burgefs  was  capitally  con^ 
vi^ed,  and  executed,  for  the  mur- 
der of  her  baftard  child  ;  it  is  faid, 
iie  was  in  a  fii  ac  the  time  (he  was 
lied  ap. 

At  the  affiaes  at  York.  Luke 
Atkinfbn.  who  was  capitally  con- 
viAed  of  the  mnrder  of  William 
SflUih,  miller,  at  Skclton  in  Cleve* 


land,  was  executed  at  Tyburn, 
and  his  body  fcnt  to  the  hofpital 
for  difleftion.  On  Sunday  evening 
he  told  Mr.  Warton  that  he  had, 
without  the  lea(l  provocation,  for 
three  weeks  before  the  perpetration 
of  the  murder,  feveral  timers  a 
ftronc^  inclination  to  commit  it ; 
but  had  always  got  the  cruel 
thought  driven  from  his  mind,  till 
the  unhappy  night  in  which  he 
effeded  it,  when  he  went  to  bed, 
but  could  not  reft ;  that  he  arofe 
from  out  of  his  bed,  and  fell  to 
prayer,  in^hopes  of  diverting  thefs 
thoughts:  but  fo  irrefiilible  was 
the  impulfe.  that  he  at  lad  went 
to  the  houfe  of  William  Smith, 
armed  with  a  mattock  and  hatchet, 
broke  open  the  door  with  the  mat- 
tock, and  found  him  afleep  in  bed, 
where  he  ftruck  him  feveral  times 
on  the  head,  but  whether  with  the 
mattock  or  hatchet  he  did  not  re« 
member;  and  that  afterwards  be 
took  the  deceafed's  purfe.  contain- 
ing one  half  guinea,  a  quarter 
guinea,  about  ^vc  (billings  in  fil- 
vcr,  and  fixpence  in  copper.  He 
declared  that  his  wife  was  igno- 
rant of  the  murder,  and  died  pe- 
nitently. 

At  this  aflizes,  feven  more  were 
capitally  convided,  but  were  all 
reprieved  before  the  Judge  left  the 
city,  except  John  Wright  (late  a 
foldier  in  the  37th  regiment  of  foot 
quartered  at  Leeds,  convided  of 
burglarioufly  en:ering  the  dwelling, 
houfe  of  Mr.  Green  of  thit  town, 
in  defending  of  which  one  James 
Englifh  unhappily  loft  his  lite)  who 
is  ordered  for  execution.  John 
Hutchinfon,  aprifonerin  the  Caille 
for  a  debt  to  the  crown,  and  who 
lately  picked  a  watch  out  of  the 
pocket  of  a  gentleman's  fervant.  of 
whom  he  wu  begging  chaiity   at 
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he  ilood  8t  the  grate ;  and  though 
the  wa:ch  was    leen    in  his  hand, 
yet  he  (o  quickly  concealed  it,  that» 
notivitbllandiae  the  ftrideft  fearch 
was  immediately  made,  it  could  not 
be    found.     Some    days    after    he 
wrote  to  the  fervant,  deiiring  that 
he  would   profecute   him,  and    he 
would  pay  all    charges    and    give 
him    a    watch.     He   received    his 
fentence  of  tranrportation  for  feven 
years  with  the  greatell  joy. 
:   At  Lancatler    aflizcs    the  caufe 
between  J  ^hn  Gornall,  innkeeper, 
plaintiff,  and    Colonel   J^urgoyne, 
ciefendant,  was  ended  ;  when,  after 
a  trial  or'  iS  hours,. the  jury  gave 
a  verdid  of  Sol.  with  coils,  for  the 
plaintiff,    for  the  damages  he  fuf- 
tained  at  the  late  ele^ion  at  Pref* 
ton. 

At  the  affizcs  for  the  county  of 
No/folk,  at  Thetford,  •  four  were 
capitally  convi^lcd. 

At  the  aflizes  at  Chelmsford, 
one  wa5  capitally  ccnvi^ed. 

Letters  in  town  from  the  Kad 
Indies  (ay,  that  Commodore  Lind- 
fay  had  difpatched  the  Hawke 
iloop  of  war. in  quell. of  his  Ma- 
jefly's  (h\p  the  Aurora  ;  that  (he 
had  examined  all  the  harbours  and 
anca.>ring  places  iu  the  ifiand  of 
Madagafcar,  ar.d  every  port  where 
it  was  in  the  Icall  probable  (he 
might  have  been  arrived,  but  with- 
out any  kind  of  fuccefs;  for  which 
Tcafon,  there  does  not  now  remain 
the  fmallcli  hope  of  her  fafety.

An  epidemical  ficknefs  having 
broke  oat  among  them  during  their 
paflage»  diminiflied  the  crew  very 
much,  fo  that  there  were  fcarce 
hands  enough  to  work  the  fliip. 
The  27th  of  Julv  the  Orlflamme 
being  within  fight  of  land,  per* 
ceived  the  GailTard»  another  fliip» 
to  whom  flie  made  fignals  of  di- 
ftrcfs.  The  latter  fent  her  flialloop 
with  40  men,  to  carry  provifions 
and  refreibments  on  board ;  bnc 
the  weather  being  bad»  and  a  high 
fea,  the  flialloop  could  not  get  up 
to  the  Oriflimme,  which  was  thrown 
on  fliore  by  a  cafl  of  wind,  and 
broke  into  three  pieces.  Jt  was 
not  poflible  to  fave  any  of  thofe 
who  remained  on  board,  and  but 
ytery  little  of  the  cargo. 

Berlin y  April  13.  The  prefent 
feverity  and  extreme  rigour  of  the 
weather  is  fo  very  remarkable,  that 
the  oldefl  people  here  do  not  re- 
member to  have  feen  or  heard  of 
the  like;  for  it  flill  continues  to 
freeze  every  night  as  in  the  middle 
of  winter,  and  a  great  quantity  of 
fnow  lies  on  the  ground,  which  fo 
diftreflrs  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
the  country,  that  the  moft  melan- 
choly accounts  are  daily  received 
of  the  roifery  and  wretched nefa 
occafioned  by  this  drtadfiil  cala- 
mity.

and  Norfolk  towns  in  Virginia, 
upwards  of  4000  hogiheads  if  Nh 
bacco  were  carried  away  by  the 
rapidity  of  the  ilream,  and  entirely 
loil.

This  is  the  fourch  time  within 
thefe  five  months,  that  this  part  of 
the  Old  Mark  has  been  afflidled 
with  this  dreadful  calamity,  which 
has  reduced  the  unhappy  fufferers 
to  the  moll  (hocking  Hate  of  mifery 
and  diftrefs. 

Hamburgh,  July  t  12.  The  inun- 
dation of  the  Elbe  retards  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Pruffian  pod ;  it  is  as 
dreadful  in  this  neighbourhood  as 
it  is  in  Saxony  :  on  Tuefday  morn- 
ing, two  Dykes,  in  the  villages  of 
Gamm  and  Rethbrook  gave  way, 
fo  that  the  country  all  about  fier- 

fcdrofF  and  the  Vierlande  is  over- 
owed  ;  and  the  great  loIFcs  and 
damages  which  it  occaiions,  arc 
greatly  felt  in  this  city,  by  thefud* 
den  rife  of  provifions,  the  price  of 
which  is  doubled  on  account  of 
their  fcarcity,  they  being  chiefly 
drawn  from  that  country.  The 
fame  melancholy  accounts  have 
been  received  here  from  the  Hano- 
verian bailiwicks  of  Dannebrooge, 
Luckow,  Hitzaker,  Newhaus,  Ble- 
kede,  Lauenberg,  Butlingen,  and 
Winfen  upon  the  Luke ;  which, 
together  with  the  bailiwicks  in  the 
dochy  of  Mecklenbourg,  fituated 
upon  the  Elbe,  are  all  overflowed, 
and  the  waters  penetrate  through 
the  houfes.  The  cattle  are  driven 
to  the  hills ;  but  if  the  waters  do 
not  fall  foon,  there  will  not  be  fab« 
fiflence  for  them.

Exirad  of  a  Lmerfrom  Hamhurgk» 
July   19. 

We  are  here  unhappily  expofcd 
to  a  moll  melancholy  fcene  of  di- 
llrefs.  All  th'e  beautiful  and  rich 
vale  from  hence  to  Lauenburg  is 
overflowed  by  an  inundation  of 
the  Elbe.  The  water  already 
comes  into  one  of  the  gates  of  the 
city ;  and  the  inhabitants  are  a- 
larmed  left  it  (hould  break  the  dam, 
which  has  been  ilrengthened  by 
feveral  thoufand  facks  of  fand  thac 
feparate  it  from  the  Alller ;  were 
it  to  overflow,  the  greateft  part  of 
the  city  would  be  under  water,  and 
the  damage  to  the  houfes  and  ware- 
houi'cs  would  be  very  great.  I'he 
waters  have  rifcn  from  the  I7th  to 
yefterday  morning  fi^'cen  inches, 
the  fenate  held  an  extraordinary 
aflembly,  which  laftcd  till  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  con- 
fider  of  the  means  of  preventing 
this  mifchief ;  and  came  to  the  re^ 
folution  of  making  three  fiopcs  in 
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the  great  dyke  of  the  EIbe»  that 
the  waters   may  empty  themfelves 
into  thjt  river.    The  fuburbs,  which 
extend  tA'o  Engliih   miles  on  that 
fide,  with  fine  country-houfes  and 
gardens,  are  all  underwater,  which 
u  of  Aich  a  height,  that   nothing 
is   to  be  feen  but  the  tops  of  the 
trees ;    and   the  great  road  which 
leads  to  Berlin,  is  impaflable.    We 
are  by  this  deprived  of  all  the  fruits 
and  vegetables,  as   well   as  forage 
for    the    horfes    and    cattle,   with 
which  this  city  ufed  to  be  fupplied 
from  thence ;  and   the  lofs  of  the 
rich  crops  of  corn,  by  which  the 
people  expelled  to  be  relieved  from 
the  dearncfs  of  it,  is  a  melancholy 
event,  of  which   bad  confequences 
cannot  but  be  apprehended.    The 
damage   the  city   has  already  fuf- 
tained,  is  computed  at  200,000 1. 
ilerline.    The  price  of  all  kinds  of 
proviuon  is  daily  increafing  ;  and 
a  thoufand  pounds  weight  of  hay, 
which  ufed  to  be  fold  from   14  to 
16  (hillings,  is   not  to   be  had  at 
prefent  for  lefs  than    3  1.  fterling. 
A  public  fad  is  ordered  on  Sunday 
the  28th  inilant,  on  account  of  this 
calamity.

The  undertaker 
fent  for  an  attorney,  and  depoAt- 
ed  the  duty,  which  the  attorney 
protrfted  again  ft,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent their  difpofing  of  the  money, 
yntii  fuch  time  as  the  law  (hould 
pronounce  concerning  the  validity 
or  invalidity  of  the  edi£^. 

The  troops  that  fupport  the  ho- 
nour of  France,  are  now  become  an 
objed  of  occonomy.

*'  The  following  is  an  account 
of  John  Chapman,  who  was  exe- 
cuted here  for  robbing  Martha 
Hewitt,  of  thii  county.

a  clergyman  then  got  into  the  carr, 
and  exhorted  him  to  behave  with 
more  decency,  and  to  think  of  his 
fodden  change ;  but  inftead  of  at- 
tending to  his  admonition,  he  got 
op  in  the  cart,  and  (being  pi- 
nioned) drove  his  head  in  the 
clergyman's  belly,  and  tumbled 
him  out  of  the  cart ;  after  this  he 
flung  himfelf  out,  and  attempted 
to  ran  into  the  midft  of  the  iailors, 
bat  was  prevented  by  the  irons 
with  which  he  was  loaded :  he 
was  then  feized  and  tied  by  ropes 
in  the  cart,  and  in  that  manner 
was  carried  to  the  fatal  tree  ;  at 
his  arrival  there,  he  refufed  either 
to  hear  prayers,  or  pray  himfelf; 
therefore  two  men,  together  with 
the  hangman,  attempted  to  lift  him 
up,  to  fix  the  rope  about  his  neck, 
in  doing  of  which,  he  by  fome 
means,  got  the  hangman's  thumb 
in  his  mouth,  which  he  almoft  fe- 
parattd  froa  the  hand :  he  was  at

This  evening  about  eight  , 
o'clock,  a  moil  dreadful  hre  ^  ' 
broke  out  at  a  cork-cutter's,  the 
comer  of  Ironmonger-row,  Old- 
ftreet  road ;  the  wind  being  high, 
foon  communicated  the  flames  to 
the  boufe  contiguous,  from  thence 
they  fpread  to  the  Bowl  and  Pin, 
and  then  to  .the  houfes  behind, 
which  were  deilroyed  and  damag- 
ed, to  the  number  of  about  thir- 
teen houfes.  No  water  could  be 
procured  for  foine  time  in  any 
degree  fufficient  to  quench  the 
flames ;  and,  had  not  the  wind 
fhifced  foon  after  the  fire  began, 
all  New-ilreet  muft  have  been 
confumed.  As  the  flames  were 
foon  feen  all  over  London,  en- 
.gines  from  the  moft  diflant  parts 
attended,  and  a  moft  amazing 
crowd  afTembled.  Part  of  the  wall 
which  furrounded  the  church- yard 
of  St.  Luke's  church,  Old-ilreet, 
fell  down,  by  the  weight  of  the 
people  that  were  upoii  it  to  fee  the 
fire,  when  one  man  was  killed  and 
feveral  greatly  hurt. 

According  to  an  account  deli- 
vered in  a  few  days  ago,  it  appears 
that  the  Court  of  Chancery  has  at 
this  time  in  truft  for  different  per* 
fons,  the  fum  of  5,300,000  1. 

About    four    o'clock    in      g . 
the  morning,    confiderable

I  Think  it  neceflfary  to  inform  the 
poblicy  that  I  prefentcd  my  pe- 
tition ofericviince  to  the  Honour- 
able Hooie  of  Commons,  on  Tharf- 
day,  the  twenty- fifth  day  of  this 
month,  by  Mr.  Serjeant  Glynn. 
The  Honfe  thought  fit  not  to  (uf- 
itx  it  to  be  brought  up.  I  oflTered 
to  prove  the  concents  in  every  ma- 
teriid  point*  but  they  refufed  to 
hear  me. 

I  defire  that  you  will  publifli  my 
petition*  with  the  two  letters  re- 
ferred to  in  it.  I  hope  my  coun- 
trymen will  not  think  me  a  man 
of  revengeful  dtfpofition,  for  com- 
plaining of  the  mlnifters  who  pre- 
vented jullice  for  the  murder  of 
my  dear  fon.  I  give  my  hearty 
thanks  to  the  worthy  Seij.  Glynn, 
who  made  the  motion  for  my 
petition,  to  Mr.  Dowdefwell  that 
fecooded  the  motion,  and  to  Sir 
George  Saville,  Mr.  Burke,  Mr. 
Cornwall,  Mr.  Tho.  Town  fend, 
Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey,  Sir  William 
Meredith,  and  Alder.  J  rimes  Town- 
fend,  and  to  tile  other  worthy  gentle- 
jnea  that  fupportcd  it. 

While  I  waited  in  the  lobby 
during  the  debate,  1  was  told  by 
feveral,  that  a  gentleman  in  the 
houfe  accufed  my  fon,  as  being  of 
a  riotous  difpofition,  and  of  having 
been  in  other  riots  before  the  day 
of  his  murder.  I  call  all  my  neigh- 
bourhood  to  witncfs,  that  my  poor 
fon  was  univcrfally  beloved  for  his 
quiet  and  innocent  difpofition,  and 
never  was  engaged  in  any  riot  that 
day,  or  before;  and  that  he  may 
iiot  be  wronged  ia  his  grave,  my

The  humble  Petition  of  Wa.  Allow 

Humbly  iheweth» 

THAT  on  the  loth  ^7  of 
May,  1768,  three  foldiers  of  Ui 
MajeQy's  third  regiment  of  ffao^ 
guards,  Donald  Macleane,  Peter 
Maclauchlan,  and  Donald  Mac- 
laurey,  violently  broke  into  as 
out- houfe,  where  they  fixmd  Wil- 
liam Allen,  a  young  man  of  peace- 
able manners  and  unblemiflied  cha- 
racter, the  only  fon  of  yoor  peti- 
tioner, who  for  the  whole  day  hid 
not  been  abfent  from  your  ped* 
tioner's  bufinefs  ;  and  after  fevenl 
brutal  menaces  and  imprecations* 
did,  without  any  manner  of  pio- 
vocation  given,  or  refiftance  made, 
and  without  requiring  him  to  for- 
render,  fet  upon  the  faid  Wilfiaa 
Allen  with  bayonets  fixed,  and 
mufauets  prefented,  and  cmeily 
murdered  him,  giving  htm  feveru 
wounds  in  his  arms  with  didr 
bayonets,  and  (hooting  him  inio 
the  breah,  of  which  laft  wound  he 
died  inlbntly. 

Your  petitioner,  thus  faddenly 
deprived  of  the  only  fupport  of  hu 
age,  had  no  confolation  left,  but 
in  performing  the  duty  which  he 
owed  to  the  memory  of  his  aa- 

kapnr 
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liappy  fon*  and  to  the  jafUce  of 
his  country,  by  endeavouring  to 
bring  the  offenders  to  due  puniih- 
meiit.  In  the  profecution  of  this 
natural  and  juft  defign,  he  had  rca- 
fon  to  expeGt  the  utmoft  afliftance 
from  the  magiftrates  and  officers  of 
the  crown,  efpedally  as  it  was  not 
even  pretended,  that  the  deceafed 
had  been  concerned  in  any  riot, 
and  was,  at  the  time  of  his  mur- 
der, adtually  within  an  houfe,  at 
a  coniiderable  diflance  from  any 
place  in  which  provocation  of  any 
Kind  could  be  given  to  the  foldiers. 
Bat  notwithilanding  chefe  his  jull 
cxpe£lations,  grounded  on  the  laws 
of  his  coontry,  your  pethioner  had 
cbe  mortification  to  find,  that  his 
Majefty's  minifters  did  immediate- 
ly and  publicly  intereft  themfelves 
to  prevent  him  from  obtaining 
jnfiice* 

Your  petitioner  humbly  repre- 
fents  to  this  honourable  Houfe, 
that  a  letter,  in  form  of  orders, 
was  written  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  third  reeiment  of 
Mards,  and  made  public  by  Lord 
Vifcoont  Barrington,  his  Majeiiy's 
fecretary  at  war,  highly  approv- 
ing, in  his  Majefty's  name  (wich- 
OQC  any  fort  of  difcrimi nation) 
every  thing  that  had  been  done  by 
the  foldiers  of  that  regiment  on 
the  loih  of  May,  recommending 
to  imitation,  the  murderous  ala- 
crity, which  they  had  manifefted 
in  the  flaughter  of  your  petitioner's 
unfortunate  fon,  and  promifing  to 
them  every  proteAion  which  his 
office  could  afford ;  and  this  at 
the  very  time  that  the  inqueft  was 
fitting  upon  the  body  of  a  man 
flain,  confeflfedly  without  crime  or 
provocation. 

This  promife  your  petitioner 
l^pbljf  inewi  to  have  been  per- 


formed with  the  exadeft  pun£tua« 
lity.  Befides  the  fums  of  money 
which  were  diftributed  amongil 
the  foldiers  employed  in  that  fer- 
vice;  Donald  Macleane,  the  fol- 
dier,  againil  wliom  bills  for  the 
murder  of  your  petitioner's  fon 
were  found,  was  (as  your  petitioner 
is  informed}  maintained  in  prifon 
with  the  pay  of  captain,  and  de- 
fended by  the  folicitor  of  the  Trea«- 
fury,  and  his  Majeiiy's  leai^ned 
counfel  and  '/ervants ;  fo  that  your 
petitioner,  after  an  expcnce  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty-fix  pounds,  was 
entirely  defeated  in  his  purffiit  of 
juftice,  by  the  power  and  artificec 
of  his  Majefty's  miniffers,  and  par- 
ticularly of  the  faid  Lord  Vif^unc 
Barrington. 

For  your  petitioner  humbly  re- 
prefents  to  this  honourable  hodfe, 
that  when  the  three  perfons  co)a- 
cerned  in  the  murder  of  your  p^ 
titioner's  fon,  were,  immediately 
after  the  perpetration  thereof, 
brought  before  the  Jullices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  county  of  Surry,  the 
particular  fadl  of  firing  was  charg- 
ed by  oath  on  Donald  Macleane. 
The  faid  Donald  Macleane  did 
then  admit,  that  he  was  the  per- 
fon  who  did  fo  fire,  by  alledging 
in  excufe,  that  his  muiquei  went 
off  by  accident ;  the  two  other 
foldiers,  Maclauchlan  and  Mac- 
laurcy,  being  then  prefent,  and 
Macleane  making  no  fort  of  charge 
upon  either  of  them  ;  although,  if, 
either  of  them,  and  not  he,  had 
fired,  this  would  immediately  have 
freed  him,  the  faid  Macleane, 
from  all  further  trouble  and  dan- 
ger.

But  the 
miniilers  had  continued  fo  effedu- 
ally  to  mifreprefent  matters  to  his 
Majefiy,  as  entirely  to  fliut  his 
Majefty's  ears  againft  your  petitio- 
ner's complaint ;  upon  which  your 
petitioner  retired  to  his  childlefs 
hoofe,  to  moom  in  filence  over  his 
bitter  calamity,  and  all  the  fubfe- 
qoent  fraads,  wrongs,  infults  and 
iiijaria»  whidi  h$  had  iiiffered^  for 


having   prefumed  to  make  an  ap- 
plication for  juftice. 

But  your  petitioner  having  been 
lately  informed,  that  his  Majelly's 
miniflers  concerned  in  the  oppref- 
fion  of  your  petitioner,  had  boaflcd 
that  this  Honourable  Houfe  had 
aiSlualiy  approved  of  their  conduft, 
he  determined  to  deliver  into  this 
Honourable  Houfe  his  cafe  and  pe- 
tition, that  no  endeavour  might  be 
wantin?  on  his  part,  that  his  great 
and  unlpeakable  lofs  ihould  be  con- 
fined to  himfelf,  and  not  be  made 
a  precedent,  for  bringing  deltruc- 
tion  and  flavery  upon  his  fellow 
fuhjefls* 

Your  petitioner  therefore  hum- 
bly prays>  that  this  Hononra« 
ble  Houfe  will  take  his  cafe 
into  their  conHderation  ;  that 
they  will  hear  him  by  him- 
felf and  counfel,  on  the  whole 
fubjcdl  matter  of  his  com- 
plaint ;  that  they  will  admit 
lim  to  give  evidence  in  fup- 
port  of  the  allegations  of  his 
petition,  and  will  caufe  fuch 
juftice  to  be  done,  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  cafe  fhall  require.

Our 
gentlemen  in  many  places  parchaT- 
ed  the  rice  at  120  and  140  feers 
for  a  rupee,  which  they  afterwards 
fold  for  1 5  feers  for  a  rupee  to  the 
filack  Merchants  ;  fo  that  the  per- 
fons  principally  concerned  have 
made  great  fortunes  by  it;  and 
one  of  our  writers  at  the  Durbar* 
who  was  interefled  therein ,  not 
efleemed  to  be  worth  a  thoufand 
ropees  lad  year,  has  fent  down»  as 
it  is  faidy  60,000 1.  fterlingy  to  bo 
remitted  home  this  year.  The 
Black  Merchants,  who  had  made 
their  grofs  purchafes  from  our  geo- 
tl»men,  brought  down  great  quan- 
tities of  their  rice,  and  deposited 
it  in  the  golahs  or  granaries  abont 
Calcutta;  where,  very  onfbrtv- 
nately  for  the  poor  inhabitants^ 
great  part  of  it  was  deftroyed  bf 
moll  terrible  (ires,  which  we  had 
in  ihe  months  of  April  and  May^ 
before  which  time  the  Rnglifli  had 
fold  off  all  they  had  on  hand.  The 
effeds  of  the  fcarcity  continuing  to 
become  daily  more  alarming,  oar 
Governor  and  Council  bethought 
themfclvcs,  though  by  much  too 
late,  to  fend  into  the  interior  part* 
of  the  country  to  pnrchafe  what 
rice  they  could,  on* the  Company'* 
account,  fixed  the  price  of  fales  ia 
Calcutta,  at  10  feers  for  a  rupee* 
and  feized  all  they  could  upoa  the 
rivers.  The  Black  Merchants  re- 
monflratedt  that  the  charges  of 
bringing  the  rice  down  the  cooiw 
try,  together  with  the  high  intereft

Bermit  or  order  ;  and  notwiihftand* 
ing  all  the  ordery  for  purchafing 
op  the  country  on  the  Company's 
account,  fo  bare  were  the  Com- 
pany's granaries  here*  that  the 
Council  were  obliged  to  fend  and 
take  from  the  Mrrchants  golahs 
what  they  wanted  for  the  fupport 
of  the  workmen  on  the  fortifica- 
tions at  Cr.Icutta  and  BuJge  Budge, 
who  were  thre?iiening  to  defert  for 
want  of  vie^.uals;  and  it  was  deem- 
ed a  [-rrat  lavour  if  the  Merchancs 
were  allowed  to  carry  from  their 
golahs  a  few  iiiaunds  to  the  Cazars» 
to  fell  (ur  thf  fupport  of  the  inha- 
bitants.

alls,  and  vultures,  in  that  hot 
fcafon  (when  at  bed  the  air  is  very 
infectious)  made  us  dread  the  con- 
fcqucnces  of  a  plague.  We  had 
ICO  people  employed  upon  the 
Cutcherry  Lift,  on  the  Company*s 
account,  with  doolys,  (ledges,  and 
bearers,  to  carry  the  dead,  and 
throw  them  into  the  river  Ganges, 
I  have  counted  from  my  bedcham- 
ber window  in  the  morning  when 
1  got  up,  forty  dead  bodies  lying 
within  twenty  yards  of  the  wall, 
bffides  many  hundreds  lying  in  the 
agonies  of  death  for  want,  bend- 
ing  double^   with  their  ftomachs

qN  Friday  evening*  May  17, 
about  three  o'clock,  came  on 
before  Mr.  Juftice  Afton,  at  the 
Seflions-houfe,  Old  Bailey,  the  trial 
of  Robert  Powell,  indided  for  pcr- 
fonating  Taylor  Barrow,  and  there- 
by fraudulently  transferring  the 
fum  of  400  I.  Ead-India  ilock,  the 
property  of  the  faid  Taylor  Barrow. 

After  Mr.  Wallace,  counfel  for 
the  profccutor,  nad  opened  the 
cafe,  the  following  evidences  were 
examined. 

Mr.  Hignell  (mafter  of  the  coffce- 
houie,  called  after  his  name  in  St. 
Michael's-alley,  Cornhil^  deposed, 
that  he  faw  the  prifoner  in  one  of 
the  boxes  of  his  coffee-room,  on 
Monday  the  ift  of  Odober  lad; 
that,  after  fitting  there  fome  time, 
he  aflced  him  whether  any  brokers 
frequented  his  houfc ;  the  o^her 
^mfwering   in    the  affirmative^  he 


faid  he  viftnted  one  ;  on  wUch 
Bignell  defired  his  nfephew  to  go 
for  Mr.  Portis,  who  (boa  after  caocb 
and  talked  v^ith  the  prifoner  ibac 
time,  and  they  both  «vent  away;

purfe  and  watch  ;  that,  aflting 
where  her  plate  was,  (he  told  them, 
and  they  took  it  out  of  the  cup- 
board, and  gave  it  to  their  com- 
panions at  the  back  door.-— (Two 
of  thefe  men  (lie  defcribed,  Levi 
Weil,  the  Dodlor,  and  Hyam  La- 
zarus, a  little  man,  but  could  not 
defcribe  the  other.)— That  going 
into  the  parlour,  where  there  was 
a  bureau,  they  broke  it  open,  and 
(he  following,  told  ihem  there  was 
nothing  in  it  wgrih  having  but 
[P]  2  paper ; 
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p^iper ;  bat  that  one  of  theiii»  a 
thick  (hort  eldeily  man,  who  was 
none  ot  the  prilbners  at  the  bar» 
Hrnck  her  in  the  face  with  the 
pillol,  cut  her  lip,  and  loofened  one 
ot  her  teeih,  and  was  going  to 
(lt'K>t  her,  havin;>[  put  hib  finger  to 
the  trigger,  had  not  the  Dodor 
turned  otF  the  piftol  with  his  hand  ; 
that  they  further  faid  they  came 
fnr  money  and  notes,  and  mult 
have  fuch,  and  (he  telling  them 
fhe  had  a  little  money,  went  up 
Itiirs  wiih  them,  unh^rked  her 
drawers*  and  gave  them  a  porfe 
with  (ixty-on.*  ;;uineas,  whereupon 
the  fame  old  fliorc  lutly  man  turned 
rourd  and  would  have  (hot  herj 
fiiving  (he  h^td  notes  but  was  pre- 
vciitcd  again  by  the  DoAor,  who 
pufhed  him  nway  by  the  ihoulder. 
-— Mr^.  Hutchir.s  fwore  alio  to  a 
piece  of  Icmon-coloured  (ilk,  which 
ihe  mKTcd  as  foon  as  tlicy  were 
gone  ;  it  was  remarkable  for  hav- 
ing two  greafe-fpots  upon  it.  They 
went  away,  (he  faid,  immediately 
after  the  man  h:id  attempted  to 
(h<.K)t  her  fur  not  having  notes, 
and  (he  found  brih  her  fervant- 
inaids  ti-jd  hand  and  foot  when 
ihe  went  down,  and  releafed  them. 
She  did  not  (wear  pofitively  to  the 
identity  of  Levi  Weil  and  Hyam 
La/.-ifii^,  but  believed  them,  to  the 
bell  of  her  kno>\  ledge,  to  be  the 
per  Tons.  There  was  one  cirtum- 
Rince  on  Mrs.  Ilutchins^'s  crofs- 
rx'timi nation,  which  ^vds  pretty 
fmgular.  'Jhc  Jews  on  entering 
her  houfc.  had  put  out  her  cindie.

i  Indies  of  their  own.  She  was  un- 
der fome  d  ubt  concerning  Hyam

— —  Stone,  a  fervant  to  Mn. 
Hatchini,  depofed  that  he  wai  ia 
the  houfc  that  night,  a- bed  and 
ailecp  wiih  Jofeph  Slew»  till  tkt 
Jewi  came  up  into  the  room,  to 
the  number  of  five,  one  of  which 
ft  ruck  him  on  the  bread  wiih  ■ 
pi  Hoi  and  waked  him.-— He  point- 
ed to  Levi  Weil,  Hyam  Laurnib 
and  Solomon  Porter,  at  three  that 
he  knew,  one  of  which  d  g  hii 
eyes  as  he  jumped  up  and  (pokt^ 
fwore  he  would  blow  his  brain 
out  if  he  fpoke  another  wori 
His  itrllow- fervant  then  ftaniig 
op,  and  one  of  the  Jews  cryint* 
'  Shoot  him,'  a  pillol  wav  dutwf 
difcharged,  and  he  cried  onCf 
'  Lord  have  mercy  npon  ne,  I 
am  murdered,  I  am  murdered.' 
Stone  further  faid,  that  the  Icei 
going  round  the  bed,  dragged  Jo* 
feph  Slew  to  the  ftaircafe,  and  »p 
pofjng  they  intended*  to  throw  hia 
down  (lairs,  he  jumped  up  and  goC 
through  the  window,  whence  ht 
fell  in(0  the  gutter,  but  climbicg 
up  and  getting  to  the  ridge  of  the 
hoafe,  they  fired  another  piflol  kc 
foppofed  at  himfelf ;  that  from  tk 
ridge  of  the  houfe  he  got  into  a 
gutter  on  the  lower  part  of  tk 
houfe,  where  he  remained  aboat  the 
fpace  of  ten  minutes,  and  covld 
obferve  two  polled  at  the  fore  doofi 
and  two  at  the  back  ;  and  hearing 
them  fay  one  to  another,  it  was

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Miry  Hodgkin  depofed,  that 
Ihe  had  faftened  the  door  for  the 
evening ;  but  on  the  dog's  barking, 
the  other  maid  going  to  open  ir, 
ihe  delired  her  not»  which  Aie  did 
notwithllandingy  and  then  (he 
looked  out  hen'elf  and  faw  a  man, 
againft  whom  attempting  to  fhut 
the  door,  the  doctor,  (he  believed, 
forced  a  (lick  between  the  door, 
and  the  cxher  fervant  fcreaming 
ont  and  ranning  into  the  fore  par- 
lour, one  of  them  fell  upon  her, 
and  then  the  reft  came  in.  She 
'  faw,  (he  faid,  but  one  of  them, 
whooi  (he  believed  to  be  Levi 
Weil,  being  afterwards  dragged 
into  the  kitchen*  her  legs  and 
hands  tied,  and  her  gown  tail 
muffled  over  her  head.  Chriflian 
Adams,  the  other  fervant- maid, 
depofed  much  the  fame,  but  did 
not  fee  any  of  their  faces, 

Daniel  ifaacs  being  called,  the 
prifoners  were  told  by  the  court, 
that  knowing  the  tribe  he  was  of, 
they  might  have  him  fworn  in  the 
snanaer  that  was  binding  to  that 
tribe.  Hyam  Lazaras  replied,  that 
he  had  turned  from  a  chridian  to 
a  Jew  feveral  times,  as  he  was  in- 
formed in  the  gaol ;  but  Mr.  My- 
ers obierving  there  was  no  dif. 
ference  in  the  fwearing  of  a  Jew, 
aa  all  of  them  muft  be  fworn  on 
the  Decalogue  or  ten  command- 
menu,  he  [Mr.  Myers]  was  fworn 
interpreter  for  Ifaacs,  who  faid  he 
cx>nla  not  fpeak  ^nglilh. 

Ifaacs  depofed,  that  he  knew  all 
the  prifoners  at  the  bar,  but  Laza- 
ras Harry ;  that  they  were  together 
the  17th  of  March,  when  Alher 
Weil,  the  captain,  propofed  that 
they  Ihould  go  together  to  Chelfea 
to  a  widow's  and  a  Lord's,  on  a 
dcfign  of  theiving,  by  breaking 
into  their  houfes,  which  he  excufed 
Umfclf  from  doing  on  account  of 


iicknefs,  though    he    had   been  in 
their  company  before  on  an  ij licit 
trade,  and  they  confiding  in  him, 
had   therefore   afked  him  to  be  of 
the  party  ;  that,  after  the  feafl  of 
the  paiTover,    much  abuut  the  7th 
of  April,    they  again    mcc    at    a 
widow  woman^s,  one   Mrs.  Mt  fes 
whe«e  Weil  and  his  wife  was  aJfo 
with  him  on    the  Saturday  night, 
before   information  was  lodged  at 
Sir    John    Fielding^s ;    thai    Levi 
Weil,    that   very    Saturday   night 
had  invited    him    to  go  again  on 
fuch  bufinefs,  faying,  it  would  be 
much  better    for    him  to  go  with 
them,  as  they  had  budnefs  to  pro- 
cure  them  40,000  L  and  it  would 
be  better    to  be  a  gentleman  and 
poHrfs   money,  than  be  a   beggar 
with    his   wife    and    children  :    to 
which   he  anfwcrcd,  that  his  wife 
would  not  let    him    go  any  more 
with  them  ;  and  Levi  Weil  replied, 
'  you  need  not  be  afraid,  vou  have 
heard  what  we  did  at  Chelfea,  how 
wc    (hot    one    man,  and  if  there 
had   been  twenty  more  we  (hould 
not  have  been  afraid.'     This  con- 
verfation  havii\g    pa(red    only  be- 
tween his  wife,  himfelf,  and  Levi 
Weil,    he    was    a(ked    if   he    had 
other  difconrfe  with    the  prifoners 
concerntdg  Mrs.  Hatchins*s  aHair 
after  it  happened  ;  to  which  he  an- 
fwcrcd,  not  after,    as   he  ucht  a- 
broad  direflly  after,  but  before  he 
had,  when    they  took    together   a 
journey     into     the    country,    and 
lodged   together    in    a  pcfl-houfe. 
Three  of  them,  he  faid,  the  Cap- 
tain, Hyam  Lazarus  and  Abraham 
Lintvil,  performed  this  journey  on 
horfeback,    and  the    rell  on  fuot ; 
and  he  added  a    mateiial  circum- 
flance,  which    he   had   omitted  in 
regard   to  the  meeting  in  March, 
that  they  faid  they  would  cut  him

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vp  into  thongs  if  he  did  not  join 
them.  Mr.  Myers  confirmed  this 
circumflance»  as  communicated  to 
bim  by  the  deponent. 
'  Solomon  Lazarus,  the  perfon 
that  purcliaftfd  the  goods  Mrs.

poled,  that  he  knew  all  tho  prifon- 
ers  at  the  bar;  that,  on  the  1 2th 
of  June,  Afhcr  and  Levi  Weil  came 
to  him  about  ten  in  the  morning, 
and  pre  liKed  things  th^y  faid  they 
had  to  fell  to  him,  coniiiting  of  a 
piece  of  lemon-coloured  filk,  a 
naif  pint  filvcr  mug,  fome  fpoons, 
fome  callers  of  cruets,  a  tea  tonj^s, 
a  fmali  gold  watch  with  a  green 
outfide  calc,  a^jd  a  pair  of  women's 
oval  pafte  (hoe  buckles,  for  all 
i^hich  he  gave  14!;  that  at  that 
time  they  *  did  not  tell  him  where 
the  things  came  from,  but  a  day  or 
two  after,  reading  the  news- paper, 
he  faw  murder  had  been  done,  and 
Was  (hocked ;  that  meeting  after- 
wards Alher  and  Dodlor  Weil  in 
.  AylifFe-ftrcer,  he  faid  the  things 
they  had  iblcl  him  came  from  Chel- 
fea,  and  that  they  had  done  mur- 
der among  them ;  to  which  the 
dodor  replied,  they  were  '  opftro- 
pilus,'  and  had.  not  men  enough, 
tnd  were  obliged  to  (hoot  the  man, 
and  then  told  him  who  was  along 
with  them,  and  how  they  got  in  ; 
that  they  mentioned  to  him  a  purfe 
of  61  guineas,  and  another  of  ten 
pounds,  which  they  had  ^ot;  that, 
in  a  few  days  after,  coming  to  his 
hoafe  with  Abraham  Linevil,  he 
[Lincei!]  difputed  with  them  he 
had  net  got  his  (hare  of  the  money  ; 
and  the  doctor  charging  him  with 
the  murder,  Linevil  laid  he  could 
rot  do  it  as  he  ftood  ccntry  ;  that, 
Linevil  being  gone,  the  two  Weils 
told  him,  the  deponent,  they  had 
the  iDoaey,  and   that  Levi  Weil 


had  declared  to  him  it  was  Uailetf 
(hot  the  man.  Being  alked,  if  bc^ 
any  of  the  other  priibnert  at  kii 
houfe,  he  anfwered,  he  did  Hyaa 
Lazarus  in  a  week  or  tea  daysatter, 
who  complained,  Alher  Weil  being 
prefeat,  of  his  having  but  hye  gui- 
neas out  of  the  whole.  Tiui 
Hyam  Lazarus  all  of  them  ac- 
knowledged to  the  deponeot  to  be 
only  a  centry,  and  not  in  the  hatk. 
There  was  nothing  more  nate* 
rial  to  add  to  the  evidence  in  lUi 
aifair,  but  the  relation  of  WillisB 
Wood,  who  keeps  the  Chequers  it 
the  King's  private  n>ad,  conotta- 
ing  inquiries  made  by  fome  Jews 
at  his  houfe,  of  the  litoatioo  woi 
circumftaocei  of  Mis.  Hutcfaiai^ 
family.  Levi  Weil  and  HyamLa- 
aarus  t9tre  defcribed  to  be  the  per* 
fons  that  made  thcfe  inquiries  n 
Wood's  houfe.  Alher  and  Lcri 
Weil,  in  their  defence,  eadcif 
voured  to  invalidate  the  eridencB 
of  Solomon  Lazarns,  by  rrprefent 
ing  him  as  a  man  that  would  fvcir 
to"  any  thing  for  money  ;  that  he 
was  notorious  for  uttering  fiUe 
money  in  the  £ngli(h  army,  fa 
which  he  had  been  tried  and  cii 
to  be  hanged  by  the  late  Marqaii 
of  Granby,  but  received  macf 
from  him  on  condition  of  bciM 
bani(hed  the  army  ;  that  he  hid 
robbed  Lord  Baltimore,  and  vu 
in  prifon  for  the  fame ;  and  tbit 
he  had  a  general  bad  charader  ftr 
turning  evidence.

YOU  have  feen  in  the  papers  fe- 
veral  accounts  of  a  travelling 
^oft  amongft  us»  and  will  natu- 
rally expcA  fome  account  of  fo  ex- 
craordinary  a  pbaenomenon.  Tl^is 
you  (hould  have  had,  if  I  coald 
cither  have  relied  npon  the  ftories 
I  heard  of  it»  which  I  foon  found  I 
Goold  not  3o,  or  had  had  an  oppor- 
tonicy  of  feeing  it  fooner  myfelf. 
1*hc  mifchief  ic  has  done  in  Mr 
Graham's  ellate  is  very  coniidera* 
\^t> :  J(  has  laid  wafte  not  lefs>  I 
fuppofe>  than  a  thoufaod  acres  of 
fhe  fineft  land  in  the  country; 
bat,  confidered  only  as  a  natural 
appearancfij  it  is  neither  without 
#saiBplej  nor  difficult  to  account 
fog. 

Sol«pay-mofi  is  fituated  upon 
the  top  of  a  pretty  high  hill,  what 
^ight  pafs,  I  fuppofe  for  one,  at 
ieaft  in  Surry,  though  not  in  Cum. 
berland.  It  fit%  about  a  mile  N. 
W.  of  iiong-town,  is  between  two 
and  three  miles  in  length,  and  half 
aa  much  in  breadth.  The  inferior 
part  of  the  hitl  feems  to  have  been 
BOthing  but  avail  colledion  of 
aand,  i^  much  diluted  with  the 
water  of  the  fprings  difperfed  in 
leveral  parts  ot  it,  as  to  have  a 
coofiderable  degree  of  fluidity  It 
Juul  always,  even  in  the  drieft  fom- 
aaers,  fo  much  of  a  quagmire,  that 
it  was  hardly  iafe  for  any  thing 
lieavier  than  a  fportfman  and 
Jiia  goo.     la  the  time  of  Henry 

VUI.  a  ceafidcrabli  part  of  a 


Scotch  army,  under  the  command 
of  Oliver  Sinclair*  perifhed  in  it ; 
and  I  have  heard  that  the  fkeleton 
of  a  trooper  and  his  horfe,  in 
complete  armour,  were  found  in 
it  by  fome  peat 'diggers,  not  many 
years  ago. 

Hitherto  the  (hell  of  more  folid 
earth,  in  which  this  fluid  mafs  was 
inclofed,  had  been  fufficient  to  re- 
fill the  preiTure  ;  but  its  force,  with 
its  fluidity,  having  been  conQdera- 
bly  augmented  by  the  late  excef- 
iive  rams,  it  forced  a  paflage  at 
the  eaflern  extremity,  on  which 
fide  it  had  probably  been  weakened 
by  digging  peats. 

Having  once  made  a  breach,  it 
foon  enlarged  it,  and  poured  a  de-> 
luge  of  mud  into  a  valey,  which 
runs  along  the  bottom  of  the  hill. 
This  valley  is  near  200  yards  broad, 
and  near  40  deep.  At  the  bottom 
of  it  runs  a  brook,  which,  being 
now  choaked,  has  formed  a  lake. 
The  torrent  of  mud,  having  filled 
the  vallay,  was  now  at  liberty  to 
fpread  over  a  fine  plain,  which  ex- 
tends near  a  mile  to  the  banks  of 
the  Efk. 

As  the  calamity  happened  at 
midnight,  the  people  of  the  villages 
on  the  plain,  as  you  may  imagine, 
were  thrown  into  great  conllema- 
tion  ;  nor  could  they,  till  day -light, 
conjedure  what  had  happened. 
Some  were  alarmed  by  the  uncom- 
mon  noife  the  torrent  made  in  ita 
progrefs ;  others,  hot  till  it  had 
entered  their  houfes  ;  nay  fome,  I 
was  aflured,  not  till  they  felt  it 
in  their  beds.  No  lives,  however^ 
were  loll :  I  mean  human  lives ; 
for  a  great  many  cattle,  that  were 
hoofed,  were  fuffbcated.  The  cafe 
of  a  cow  belonging  to  Mr.  Graham » 
of  the  Lake,  deferves  mention : 
flie  was  the  only  one  of  eight*  In 
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fhc  fame  cow-houfe*  that  was  faved*  are  brown ;   tbe  Jieath   and  odtn 

gfcer   having   ftpod  fixty  hoori  up  vegetables   thej   product    ttJl  n* 

€0   the   neck  in    mud   and  water,  maining  upon  them. 

^hen  (hew^s  taken  oat,  (he  had  '   ThelimndationisiHU  procccdiog 


an  appetite  for  food ;  but  water 
ihe  would  hot  taiie,  nor  could  even 
look  at  it  without  horror ;  (he  had 
almoli  the  fymptoms  of  the  real 
hydrophobia.  1  hear  (he  is  now 
reconciled  to  water,  -  and  is  likely 
fo  recover. 

The  villages,  which  I  have  men- 

E'oned  upon  the  plain,  are  not  fo 
Tge  as  villages  commonly  are. 
They  confid,  in  general,  of  one 
|arm  houfe*  and  a  few  cottages 
annexed  to  it.  Of  thefe  villages 
ope  or  two  have  intirely  difap- 
peared ;  of  others  the  thatch  is 
pnly  vlfible  ;  and  all  of  them,  fo 
the  number  of  thirteen  or  fourteen, 
are  uninhabitable.  The  greatell 
part  of  the  plain  on  which  they 
llood  was  laid  out  in  fine  inclofures ; 
the  hedges  of  which,  though  eight 
or  nine  feet  high,  are  now  totally 
snvifible,  except  in  thoTe  parts 
ivhere  the  inundation  has  but  juil 
reached.  ' 

In  the  mean  time,  the  mofs  it- 
felf,  which  was  before  a  level  plain, 
on  the  top  of  a  hill,  is  now  a  val- 
ley ;  almoil  at  the  bottom  of  which 
runs,  with  -.confidcrable    rapidity, 
a  ilream  of  black  liquid  peat-earth. 
The  furface  of  the.  hill  gradually 
fubfides,    as    the  mud,  which  fup- 
ported  it,  is  difcharged  ; .  and  ap- 
pears, all    over  broken  into  frag- 
ments, which  are   in   fome  places 
io  irregularly  thrown  together,  as 
to  refcmble  a  heap  of  ruins.    Some 
cf  thefe  fragments  falling  into  the 
^ream,  and  floating  down  with  itf 
^re  difperfed  over   the  plain,  which 
appears    fpotted   with    them,  like 
(he  (kin  of   a  jeopard,   only  that 


farther  and  -further,  withoat  aoy 
figns  of  being  exhaufted  ;,an4  is  now 
aa  vanced  alrobil  to  the  banks  of  the 
EOc.  As  this  river  mns  with  a 
rapid  current,  it  Is  to  be.  hoped 
that  it  may  carry  off  a  ereat  qoan- 
tity  of  the  quad,  efpecxally  if  tke 
winter  rains  (hould  raife  it  fo  moch, 
as  to  overflow  its  banks  ;  bat,  af* 
ter  rll,  an  immenfe  quantity  moft 
remain,  whicb  H  will  require  ages 
to  remove.

ftcrc  authoriaed,  not  only  by  the 
acknowledged  principles  of  the  law 
of  nations,  to  call  for  fuch  cenfure 
or  puniflineni,  but  aifo  by  the  ex- 
prefs  provifion   of  the  feventcench 
irticU  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht^  yet 
they  ^ave  thought  fit  to  obfcrve  a 
prafbaad  filence  on   this  neceffary 
article  of  public  reparation.     If  it 
were    thought    that    any  circum- 
lances  appeared  in  the  particular 
cafe  ot'  the  governor,  to  make  an 
abatement  or  pardon  of  the  punifh- 
■eot  advifeable,  that  abatement  or 
pardon  ought  to  have  been  the  effect 
of  hii  Mijcfly's  cleaoency,  and  not 
aa  impunity  to  him,  arifing  from 
the  ignorance   of  our  mini  iters  in 
ike  fir4  priocipics    of  public  law, 
or  their  negligence  or  pufilianimity 
ia  aiierting  them. 

VII.  BcCiufe  nothing  has  been 
kad  or  demanded  as  a  rcrparation 
is  damage  for  the  en  or  moos  ex- 
pense and  other  inconvcniencs, 
arifine  from  the  confeHeo  and  i:n. 
provcSced  violence  of  the  Sp;tniih 
forces  in  the  enterprize  againll 
Falkland's  iflands,  and  the  long 
fabfequen*  delay  of  jallice  ;  it  was 
not  neceflary  to  this  demand  thit 
it  (hould  be  made  in  any  improper 
or  offenfive  language,  but  in  that 
ft>ie  of  accommodation  which  has 
ever  been  ufed  by  able  negotia- 
tors. 

VIII.  Becaufc  an  unpanKclcd 
and  rood  audacious  infult  h.is  brcn 
offered  to  the  honour  of  the  Eri- 
li(h  flag*  by  the  detention  of  a  Taip 


ofwarcfhia  Majefty*5,  for  twenty 
'^-;4  rtiier  the  furrcnJer  of  Port 
Egmont,  and  by  the  indignity  of 
forcibly  taking  away  her  rudder  : 
this  ad  could  not  be  Aipportcd 
upon  any  idea  of  being  MoArv 
to  the  reduction  of  the  fan#  por 
vas  any  fuch  neceflity  praMidcd. 
No  reparation  in  honour  kai  been 
demanded  for  this  wanton  infult, 
by  which  his  Maj city's  reign  if 
rendered  the  unhappy  zra  in  which 
the  honour  of  the  Britifli  flag  has 
fufFered  the  fir  (I  (lain  with  entire 
impunity. 

IX.  Becaofe  the  Spanifli  decla- 
ration, which  our  miniilcra  have 
advil'ed  his  Majefiy  to  accept,  does 
in  general  woi^s  imply  his  Ma* 
jefly's  difavowal  of  fome  a«51s  on 
his  part,  tending  to  dillurb  the 
good  correfpondence  of  the  two 
courts ;  whtn  it  is  notorious,  that 
no  n6k  ot  violence  i^hatfoevcr  had 
been  committed  on  the  part  of 
Great-Britain.  By  this  diiavowal 
of  I'ome  implied  aggrcflion  in  the 
very  dccUracion.  pretended  to  be 
made  ivr  reparation  of  the  injured 
dignity  of  Gnat  Britain,  his  Ma- 
jctly  is  made  to  admit  a  fuppoHtion 
contiary  to  truih,  and  injurious  to 
the  jullice  and  liunour  oi  his 
crown. 

X.  Bccaufe  in  the  faiJ  d  tela  ra- 
tion the  rcdi'.ution  is  confi.  cd  t:i 
Von  i'igniont,  when  Spain  hcrfel: 
oiiginally  cfFcrcd  to  cede  Falk- 
land's iilands.  It  is  known  rh  .t  ilij> 
made  hi^-r  ttircihie  attack  on  pre- 
tence o[  title  to  the  ivholc  :  and  tiu* 
refiituiion  ought,  therefore,  not  to 
have  bren  cuniincd  to  a  par^onlv  ; 
nor  can  any  rcafon  be  afiigncj, 
why  tne  relliiUiion  ought  to  havL* 
been  made  in  narrower  or  mor? 
ambiguous  words  than  the  clijini* 
of  Spain,  on  which  her  acl  cf  \i.. 
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IcDce  was  grounded^  and  her  offers 
ef  reflitution  originally  made. 

XI.  Becaufe  the  declaration »  by 
ivhich  his  Majefty  is  to  obtain  pol- 
feflion  of  Port  Egmont,  con m  ins  a 
refervAtion  or  condition  of  the  quef- 
tion  of  a  claim  of  prior  right  of  fo- 
vereigftty  in  the  Catholic  King  to 
the  whole  of  Falkland's  idanJs,  be- 
ing the  firft  time  fuch  a  claim  has 
ever  authentically  appeared  in  any 
public  inftrament  jointly  concluded 
on  by  the  two  courts.  No  expla- 
nation of  the  principles  of  this  claim 
has  been  required,  although  there 
isjuft  reafon  to  believe  that  thefc 
principles  will  equally  extend  to 
reilrain  the  liberty  and  confine  the 
extent  of  Briiiih  navigation.  No 
counter  claim  has  been  made,  on 
the  part  oi  his  Majeily»  to  the  right 
of  Sovereignty  in  any  part  of  the

propofe  fuch  ceniure  or  pgnifli- 
ment ;  the  ufe  of  the  peers,  as  a 
controul  on  mtniftert,  and  as  the 
bell,  as  well  as  higheft.  council  of 
the  crown,  will  be  rendered  of  no 
avail.  We  have  no  doubt  but  a 
declaration  more  adequate  to  ooi 
juft  pretenfiong,  and  to  the  digiuty 
of  the  crown,  might  have  been  ob- 
tained without  tlie  efTuGon  of  blood  s 
not  only  from  the  favourable  cir« 
cum  fiances  of  the  conjundiure,  but 
bccaufc  our  juft  demands  were  no 
more  than  any  fovercign  power, 
who  had  injured  another  through 
inadvertence  or  miftake,  ought, 
even  from  regard  to  its  own  honour, 
to  have  granted:  and  we  are  fatif- 
fied ,  that  the  obutiUQg  fuch  terms 
would  have  been  the  only  fure 
mcanii  of  eflablifhing  a  lafting  and 
honourahlo  peace.

The  high  places  are  likewife  em- 
ployed to  great  advantage:  for 
there  are  mouhcains  whole  decli- 
vity amounts  even  to  forty  de- 
grees; but  they  are  divided  into 
feveral  terraces,  on  which  are 
planted  C»K'u§l*umlMS  Batatas  *, 
Dio/corea  t»  GoJ^pium  %,  fugar- 
canes,  and  many  other  plants^ 
according  to  the  time  of  the  year, 
or  quality  of  the  foil.  When  it 
rains,  the  rain  water  is  preferved, 
and  conveyed  from  one  ftory  to 
another.  If  it  rains  too  much,  a 
ditch  is  opened,  through  which 
the  water  may  run  away  freely. 
The  ufe  of  dung  may  be  judged 
of  fty  the  careful  manner  of  ga- 
thering of  it  at  Canion,  and  by 
the  (linking  fampanes,  or  boats, 
which  daily  pafs  by  our  (hips. 
But  on  the  fields  which  were  near 
the  (hips,  we  feldom  faw  any  other 
manure  than  the  roots  of  rice, 
which,  together  with  the  clay 
iKicking  to  them,  are  thro^^'n  on 
the  higher  foil^  which  is  mixed 
with  rpjr.

and    improved,    will    be    crulhed, 
cxtin^uithed,  and  nature  have  been 
kin  J    in    viiin.     Thefe    duties    are 
comprehended  under  one  head,  the 
Art  Qf  Riding.    'I'his  art  has  fo  long 
bee. I  negLctcvl    an  J  detpifed,  that 
one  would  almoil  be  prompted  to 
co:.«!uac,   th;it  a   fatal.iy  had  cun- 
llantly  attended  it  in  thi«  country  ^ 
favoured   as    it    is  with  every   ad- 
vantage  for   breeding,  nouriihing, 
and  procuring    the  hnell  horfes   of 
all  iorts ;  and  with  a  nobility  and 
gentry,    whofe     love    of   exercife, 
adivity,  courage,   pcrfonal  endow* 
ments*  and  cotnnmanding  fortunes, 
would   qualify  them    to   take   the 
lead,  and    <uiitib    tbt   *world  nuith 
noble    h^r/rmanjhip  ;     yet  with    all 
thefe    high     privileges,  they  have 
fufFered  it  to  languifh,  and  almoft 
pcrifh  in  their  hands  :  for  a  length 
of  time  it  has  been    able  to  boail 
but    a  very  few  perfons  who  have 
ftood    forth  as   its    avowed  friends 
and  proteftors.    The  duke  of  AViv- 
r  i/?/f  honc^urcd  it  with  his  prafticc, 
and    greatly    enriched   it  with   his 
k'lowioo^e.     His  ireaiife  is  a  proof 
of  the  vaft    fcience    he    poffefTed, 
which,  neverihelef*,  from  the  ran- 
ftom  manner  in  which  it  is  wrote. 


the  want  of  method  and  perfpicu- 
ity,  the  redundancy  and  tautology 
in  which  it  abounds,  has  done  juf- 
tice  neither  to  the  art,  nor  to  the 
flrong  fenfe  and  infallible  precepts 
with  which  it  is  replete.  Fortu- 
nately  for  horfemanihip,  and  for 
ail  who  love  and  pradifs  it,  iti 
other  pride  and  fupport  dill  li'uer 
and  rides.  He  never  yet  hat 
thought  proper  to  convey  his 
knowledge  to  others  by  means  of 
the  pre/st  but  (like  the  Athenian  of 
old)  dees  more  than  other  people 
'mrite.  His  korfe  is  his  /r«f,  upon 
wliich  he  difpenfcs  fuch  noble  ocu^ 
lar  inftrudlions ;  that  if  the  duke 
of  Ne^caftle  thought  himfelf  en- 
titled to  the  homage  of  the  ber/e^ 
kind*,  the  nobler  applaufe  and 
acknowledgments  of  all  hor/emen, 
mull  be  confell  to  be  equally  due 
to  Sir  Sidney  Medo-ivs.  Sir  IViham 
Hipe  laid  his  offering  upon  the  al- 
tar of  horefemanfliip,  and  gave  the 
world  a  tranflation  of  a  Frenci) 
work  much  efteemed  at  that  time, 
and  rendered  lUU  more  valuable 
by  the  notes  and  additions  which 
he  made  to  it. 

The  prefent  Henry  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke (non  eorpus  fine  peQore)  is  an 
iliuihious  labourer  in  this  vine- 
yard :  he  has  honoured  the  art  by 
compofing  a  treatife  upon  "  The 
Method  of  breaking  Horfes;**  and 
practifing  what  he  preaches,  in- 
ftrjrts  the  world  both  by  precept 
and  example. 

Such  long  has  beea  the  date  of 
horfemanihip  in  this  kingdom ; 
but  fince  the  acceflion  of  his  prefent 
Majwily,  the  profpeA  has  bright- 
ened,  and  better  times  begin  to 
dawn.  Since  this  happy  event, 
the  art  has  raifed  itfelf  a  title,  and
